./f/i Expedition of Mr. Banks to trace the 
River: Marks of fnbterraneous Fire: 
Preparations for leaving the I/land: An 

' Account of Tupia^ 

ON the 3d, Mr. Banks fet out early in 1.69. 
the morning with fooic Indian guides, yj^^^i^ 
to trace our river up the valley from Monday j. 
which it iflues, and examine how far its banks 
were inhabited. . For about fix milea they met 
with houies, not far difta^r from each odier, on 
each fide of the river, and the valley was every 
wfaeie about four hundred yards wide from the. 
foot of the hill on one fide, to the foot of that 
on the others .but they were now iliewn a houfe 
which they were toliji! was the laft that they* 
would fee. When they came up to it, the 
mailer of it offered them refreihmcnts of cocoa< 
nuts and other fruits, of which they accepted ;

1769. afcer a ftort ftay, they walked forward foe a 
i>_i^- .j' confiderable time} in bad way it is not cafy tp 
afooday 3. cpmputtc diftances, but they imagined chat they 
had walked about fix miles farther, following 
the cotsrfe of the rivec. when they frequently 
pafled under vaults, formed by fragments of the 
rock, in which they were told people who were 
benighted frequently pafled the ni^ht. Sogn 
after they found the river banked by fteep rocks, 
from which a cafca(^» falling with great vio- 
lence, formed a pool, fo fteep, that the Indians 
faid they could not pafs it. They fccmcd, in- 
deed* not much to be acquainted with the val* 
l^y beyond this place, their bufinefe lying chiefly 
upon the declivity of the rocks pn each fide, and 
the plains which extended on their fummits, 
where they found plenty of wild plantain, which 
, t , th^ called yof^ The way up tbefe focks ftoiQ 
the banks of the river was in every refpeA 
dreadfuls the fides wrc nearly perpendicular, 
and in feme places one hundred fioec high ; they. 
Y/ere alfo rendered exceeding flippery by the 
water of innumerable fpringa which iffued froca 
the fiflttres on the furface : yet up diefe preci- 
pices a way was to be traced by a fuccef&on of 
long pieces of the bark of the MiUfius tUUfcm^ 
which ferved as a rope for the climber to take 
hold of, and afBfted him in fcrambling from one 
ledge to another, though upon thefe ledges-thcM 
was footing only for an Indian or a goat. One

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from rocks, which, from the creation of the 
wofld* had beeo die b^dof tpe fea, and thrown 
up in heaps, to a height which the waters never 
reach* One or other pf tbefe ipppofuions will 
perhaps be thought the more probable^ as the 
water does not gradually grow (hallow as the 
Iboie ia approached, and the iflands are almoft 
every where funounded by reefs, which appear 
to be rude and broken, as fome violent concuf- 
fioa wojuld naturally leave the fohd fubftance of 
the earth. It may alfo be remarked upon this 
occa&on»that the. moil probable caufe of earth- 
quakes feems to be the fudden rufbing in of 
water upon fomevaft mafs of fubterraneous fire, 
by the inftantaneous raretadion ot which into 
yapour, the mine is fprung, and various fub- 
ftances, in all ftages of vitrification, with (hells, 
and other marine produ&ions, that are now 
found foffil, and the ftrata that covered che fur- 
nace, are thrown up; while thofe parts of the 
land which were fupported upon the broken 
Ihell give way, and fink into the gulph. With 
this. theory the phaenomena of all earthquakes 
ieem to agree; pools of water are frequently 
left where land has fubfided, and various fub* 
fiances, which manifcflly appear Co have fu(rer- 
ed by the a&ion <^ fire, are thrown up. It is 
indeed true, that fire cannot fub(ift without air; 
but this cannot be urged againft there being fire 
below that part of the earth which forms the bed 
lof theiea; bccaufe there may be innumerable 
j fiffi^res 
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Mints by which a communication between i7^o- 
duMfe pans and the external air may be kept up^ -_ '^'^f 'nj 
CTcn upon the higheft mountains, and ai the J* 
gneateft diftance from the itra fhore. 

On the 4th, Mr. Banks employed himfelf in TmikBj 4* 
planting a great quanucy of the ieedt of water- 
mekMis, oranges, lemons, limes, and other plants 
and trees which he had collcdcd at Kio de Ja- 
neixa For thefe be prepared ground on each 
fide of the fort, with as many varieties of foil as 
he could chufe; and there is little doubt but that 
tfiey will fuccecd. He alfo gave liberally of 
thefe feeds to the Indians, and planted many of 
them in the woods: fome of the melon feeds 
having been planted loon after our arrival, the 
natives fhewed him ieveral of the plants which 
appeared to be in the moft flouriihing condi- 
tion, and were continually alking him for more. 

We now began to prepare for our departure, 
by bending the fails and performing other necef* 
fary operations on board the Ihip, our water 
being already on board, and the provifions exa* 
mined. In the mean time we had another vifit 
frotn Oamo, Oberea, and their fon and daughter} 
the Indians exprefling their refpcA by uncovering 
the upper parts of their body as they had done 
before. The daughter, whofe name we under- 
ftood to be ToiMATA, was very defirous to fee 
the forty but her father would by no means fuf- 
far her to come in. Tearee, the ion of Wahea-

tua, the fovereign of Tiarrabou, the foutb-eaft 
peoinfula, was aifo wilh us at this time^ 
we received intelligence of the landing of sim* 
ther gueO:, whoie company was nekher expe6le4 
nor deiired : this was no other than the inge- 
nious gentleman who contrived to ftcal our 
quadrant. We were told, that he intend^ tQ 
try his fortune again: in the nighti but tbe In- 
dians all offered very zealoufly to aQiftus ag^inft 
him« degring that, for Mus p^cpK>(f> |bpy cpigbl 
be peroiitted to lie in the fort. This had 6^ 
good an eflfeifl, that the chief relinqpij^Q^ ^ 
tAterprife in defpair. 

On the 7th, the carpenters werp emplpyed in

We were in hopes that we fliould now leave ^'^^9* 
the ifl^dy without giving or receiving any other 
ofKnte; but it unfortunately happened other- 
vfiQ. T^o foreign feamen having been out 
with mf permiflionv one of them was robbed 
df his knift, and endeavouring to recover it^ 
Iwobably wieb circumftances of great' provoca- 
tion, the Mdians attacked him, tfnd dangeroufly 
wounded him with a ftonej they wounded his 
diii)^fttito aHb flightly idr the head, and theh 

iledint© the mountains. As I (hould have been 
ferry to take any farther notice of the aifair, i 
#>a8* itoc dHpfe^fed tiki the offenders had efcap 
cd; but I was immedfiafely involved in a c];uar« 
fdfwbiieh I very nrath regretted, and which yet 
it was not poffibfc to avoid. 
Hk the nniddlc of the ni]ght between the gth 

9th, Cibmeht Webb and Samuel GlhToii* 
t#o of the marines, both young men, went pri- 
vately^ from the fort, and in the morning, were 
ntk be' fbUndl * As publFc notice had been 
given, that all handis w^re to go on hozvd cui 
ite day, and that the Ihip would fail on the 
morrow of that day or the day following, I h©- 

to fear that the abfentees intended to tt/if 
fehind. I kn^w that 1 could take no efiedual 
fteps to recover them, without endangering the 
iactnoay and good^will which at pre&nt fob*

^7^9' fiftcd among us; and therefore determined to 
\,^yiL» wait a day for the chance of their return* 

On Monday morning the loth, the marines, 
to my great concern, not being returned, an in- 
quiry was made after them of the Indians, who 
frankly told us, thar tliey did not intend to re- 
turn, and had taicen refuge in the mountains, 
\ehcre tt was impoinble for our people to find 
them. Thc:y were then requeftcd to affift in the 
fearch> and after fome deUberation, two of them 
undertook to conduft fuch perfons as I ftiould 
think proper to fend after them to the place of 
^heir retreat. As they were known to be with- 
out arms, I thought two would be fulBcicnt, and 
accordingly difpatched a petty officer, and the 
corporal of the marines, with the Indian guides, 

to, fetch them back* As the recovery of thefe 
men was a matter of great importance, as I 
had no time to lolc, and as the Indians fpokc 
doubtfully of their i^eturn, telling us^ that they 
had each of them taken a wife, and were 
come inhabitants of the country, it was inti- 
mated to feveral of the cliiefs who. weie in the 
fort with their women, among whom were Tu- 
bourai Tamaide, Tomio, and Obcrca, that they 
would not be permitted to leave it till our de« 
fertcrs were brought back. This precaution I 
thought the more neceifary, as, by concealing 
them a few days, they might compel me to go 
without them ^ and I had the pleafure to ob- 
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fcrve, that they received the intimation With 
very little figns cither of fear or diicontent ; v — 
afluring me that my people ihould be iecurad 
and fent back as foon as poflible. While this 
was doing at the fort, I fent Mr. Hicks in the 
pinnace to fetch Tootahah on board the Ihip, 
which he did, without alarming either him or 
his people. If the Indian gnides proved faith« 
ful and in earneft, I had realbn to expefl the re- 
turn of my people with the deferters before

creafed ; and night coming on» I thought it was 
pot fafe to let the people whom I had detained 
as hoftages continue at the fort, and I therefore 
ordered Tubourai Tamaide, Oberea, and fome 
dherSy to be taken on board the ihip. This 
fpread a general alarm, and ftveral of them, 
dTpecially the women, exprelfed their apprehen* 
fions with great emotion and many tears whea 
they were put into the boat. . I went on board 
widi them, and Mr. Banks remained on fhore, 
with fome others whom I thought it of kls con- 
sequence to fecure. 

< About nine o'clock, Webb was brought back 

by fome of the natives, who declared, that Gib- 
fim, and the petty officer and corporal, would 
be detained till Tootahah (hould be fet at li* 
berty. The tables were now turned upon me ^ 
but I had proceeded too far to retreat. I 
diately difpatchcd Mr, Hicks in the long- boar, 

with

fijre; tbat fome vm^ for Ibtting tbem ^ liberal* i7^<i 
and oti\^rs for dfiaiftiqg th^t^; that 4<i ^sgff J-^Li 
dtfpute enfueot w4 from woc^s they ewe 
to blows, but that the party for detaining them 
at length prevailed: that fooo aCl^r Webb and 
Gibfon w^ie brought in hj a party of the iia» 
uvts^ as prifoners, that they alio might be fe« 
cured as hoftag^s for the chiefs but that k was 
after foipe debate rcfolvcd to fend Webb to in* 
Ibrm me of their refblution, to aiTure me that 
his compauioi^ weie, £iife» aod dife£k me whera 
I tnight lend my anfwer. Thus it appears that 
whasever were the diiadvanugea of ieiziog the 
ehiefs, I fliould never haipe recovered my men 
by any other (nethod. When the chiefs were 
M ihere from the ihip, thofe ac the fort veie 
aUb fee at liberty, and, after ftaying with Mr« 
Banks abou& an hour, they all went away. Up- 
on this oqMm^ as they had dooe upon asoilMr 

of the fam'e kind, they expreffed their joy by aa 
Uftdeferved liberality, ftrongly urging us to ac-

as a prefent, and they as abfolutely refuting to 
be paid ibr tbem, the hogs did not <;hange 
maftetSk Upon examaniag the deferters, wt 
jb^nd that the. account which the Indians had 
yvea of them inas true: they had ftrongly at* 
tached themfilveai to tmo girls, and it was thefar 
iAientiao to conceal theoofelves till the ihip had 
^ule4 wd take up their rsfidenee upon the 

iiland. 
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1769. ifland. This night every thing was got off from 
* the ihore, and every body flepc on board. 



'^'^n* Among the natives who were almoft con- 
ftantly with us, was Tupia, whofe name has 
been often mentioned in this Narrative. He 
had been, as 1 have before obfcrved, the firft 
minifier of Oberea, when fhe was in the heigtit 
of her power: he was alfo the chief Tahowa or 
prieft of the ifland, confequently well acquainted 
isrith the religion of the country^ as well with re- 
fped to its ceremonies as principks. He had 
alfo great experience and knowledge in naviga- 
tion, and was particularly acquainted with the 
number and (ituation of the neighbouring 
iUands. This man had often cxpreffed a defue 

m'«iiKf.s9« to go. with us, and on the lath in the mornings 
having with the other natives left us the day be- 
fore, he came on board, with a boy about thir- 
teen years of age, his iervant, and urg^ us to 
let him proceed with us on our voyage. To 
have fuch a peribn on board, was certainly do» 
firable for many reafons; by learning his lan- 
guagi?, and teaching him ours, we fhould be able 
to acquire a much better knowledge of the cuf* 
toms, policy, and religion of the people, than 
our ihort itay among them could give us, I 
therefore gladly agreed to receive them on 
board. As we were prevented from failing tK>> 
day, by having found it neceflary to make new 
ilocks to our fniaU and beit bower anchors, the 



old 
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old ones having been totally deftroycd by the I7^9« 
worms, Tupi^ iaid, he would go once more oa v,Jv!L4 
Ihore, and make a fignal for the boat to fetch T^*f"^ 
him off in thq^ evening. He went accordingly, 
and took with him a miniature pidure of Mr. 
Banks's, to (hew his friends, and feveral little 
things CO give them as parting prelents. 
. After dinner; Mr. Banks being defirous to 
procure a drawing of the Morai belonging to 
Tootahab at Eparrc, I attended him thither^ 
accorrpanied by Dr. Solander, in the pinnace* 
As foon as we landed, many of our friends came 
10 meet us, though fon^ abfented themielves in 
refentment of what had happened the day before. 
We ioimed lately proceeded to Tootahah's houle» 
where we were joined by Oberea, with feveral 
others who had not come out to meet us, and a 
perfe£t reconciliation was foon brought about i 
in Gonfequence of which they promifed toj^ific 
us early the next day, to take a lail farewcl of 
us, as we told them we Ihould certainly let fail 
in the afternoon* At this place alfo we found 
Tupia, who returned with us, and flept this 
night on board the fhip for the firft time* 

On the nejtt morning, Thurfday the 13th of Tlunlki|. 
July, the Ihip was very early crowded with our 
friends, and furrounded by a multitude of ca- 
noes, which w^re filled with the natives of an 
inferior clais. Between eleven and twelve we 
weighed anchor, and as foon as the fliip was 

under 
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under fail, the Indians 6n board took thcif 
teavesy and wept» with^ a decent and lileat for** 
mw, id which th^re was folnlieddng rery ftrik«> 
ing and tender : the people in the cAnoes, on 
the contrary, feeiticd to vie with each other in 

the loudnefs of their lamentations, which we 
confidercd rather as afieftation than gnef. Tu^ 
pit faftained himfelf in thi$ fcene with a firmilefi 
ind refolution truly admirable : he wept indeed^ 
but the efibrt that he made to conceal his tear^ 
ebnculted, with them, to d6 him honour.' He 
jfent his laft prefent, a fhirr, by Othcothea, to 
I'otoinai, Tootahah's favourite itiiftrefk^ aifdf 
then went with Mr. Banks to the maft-head. 
Waving to the canoes as long as they continued 
in fight. 

■ Thus we took leave of Otaheite, and its in^ 
habitants, after a ftay of juft tfai'ee months $ fot 

much the greater part of the time lived toge- 
ther in the molt cordial friendfliip, and a ptt^ 
petuatribciprocation of good offices'. I'h^ acti^ 
dental differences which now and then happened, 
could hot be nl^ore fincerely regretted Oh didir 
part than they were on ours : the principal caufes . 
were fuch as neceiTarily refulted from our fuua- 
tion and circumftaifces, in conjundion with th^ 
infirmities of human nature, from our not be- 
ing aUe peife&ly to underftand each other, and 
^rom the difpofition of the inhabitants to theft, 
whiq^i we could not at aU times bear with or pre* 

vent* 
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vent. They had aot;, however, except in one 
anltance, be^a i^Cf»(kd with any. fatal conic* 
quence; and to that accident were owii^ tim 

meafurcs th^t I took to prevent others oS the

all my meafures were dircdecl during the whole 
of my continuance at the iUand, and I fincereiy 
wifli, that whoever fliaU next yifit it, may be 
ftill more fortunate. Our traffic here was car- 
ried on with as much order as in the beft regu« 
lated market in Europe* It was managed prin* 
cipally by Mn Banks, who was indefatigable in 
procuring provifion and refreihments while they 
were to be had i but during the latter part of 
our time they becanie fcarce, partly by the in*^ 
citaled confumption at the fort and fliipt and 
partly by the coming on of the feafon in which 
cocoa-nuts and bread-fruit fail. All kind of 
fruit we purchafed for beads and nails, but no 
naiialo^ (han fortypenny were current : after a 
very fliort time we could never get a pig of more 
than ten or twelve pounds, for Icfs than a 
hatchet; becaufe, though thefe people fee a 
high value upon ipike nails, yet thefe being an 
article with which many people in the ihip were 

proiadedy

The beft articles for tntfk here are axes, 

haichecs, fpikes, large nails, looking-giaiTcs, 
knives, and beads, for fome of which, every 
thing that the natives have may be procured. 
They are indeed fond of fine linen cloth, both 
white and printed; but an axe worth half a crown,- 
will fetch more than a piece of cloth wonh 
twenty {hillings. 
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CHAP. xvir. 

A particular Defcription of the JJland ; its 
Produce and Inhabitants \ their Drefs^ 
Habitations^ Foody domejlic Life and 
Amufements. 

WE found the longitude of Port-Royal 
bay, in this iQand, as fettled by Cap- 
tain Wallis, who difcovercd it on the 9th of 
June 1767, to be within half a degree of the 
truth. We found Point Venus, the northern 
extremity of the ifland, and the eaftern point 
of the bay, to Ik iri the longitude of 149^ 13', 
this being the mean reluk of a great number of 
obfervations made upon the fpot. The iiland 
is furrounded by a reef of coral rock, which 
forms ieveral excellent bays and harbours, fome 
of which have been particularly defcribed, 
where there is room and depth of water for any 
number of the largeft fliips. Port-Royal bay, 
called by the natives Matavai, which is not 
inferior to any in Otaheite, may eafily be knowa 
by a very high mountain in the middle of the 
ifland, which bears due fouth from Point Ve- 
nus. To fail into it, either keep the weft point 
of the reef that lies before Point Venus, dole 
Vol. III.

on board, or give it a birth of near half a mile, 
in order to avoid a imall fiio il of coral rocks, 
on which there is but two fathom and an half of 
water. The bcfl: anchoring is on the eaftern ] 
fide ot the bay, where there is iixteen and four- 
teen fathom upon an oufey bottom. The (hove 
of the bay is a fine fandy beach, behind which 
runs a river of frclh water, fo that any number 
oflhips may water here without incommoding 
each other ; but the only wood for firing, up- 
on the^hole ifland, is that of fruit trees, which 
mull be purchaled of the nativeis, or all hope of 
living upon good terms with them given up. 
There are fome harbours to the weftward of this 
bay which have not been mentioned, but, as 
tiicy are contiguous to it, and laid down in the 
. plan, a defcription ot them is unneccffary. . 

The face of the country, except that part of 
it which borders upon the ka, is very uneven 
it rifes in ridges that run up into the middle of 
the ifland, and there form mountains, which 
may be feen at the diftance of fixty miles: be- 
tween the foot of thefe ridges and the fea, is a 
border of low land, fuirouhding the wMk 
iQand, except in a few places where the ridges 
rife direftly from the fea : the border of low 
land is in difitrent parts of different breadths, 
but no where more than a mile and a half. The j 
foil, except upon the very tops of the ridges, 
is extremely rich and fertile, watered by a great 

number 
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number of rivulets of excellent water and co- 
vered with fruit trees of various kinds, fome of 
which are of a ftatcly growth and thick foliage, 
fo as to form one continued wood ; and even 
the tops of the ridges, though in general they 
are bare, and burnt up by the fun, are, in fome 
parts, not without their produce. 

The low land that lies between the foot cf 
the ridges and the fea, and fome of the vallies, 
are the only parts of the ifland that are inhabit- 
ed, and here it is populous ; the houfes do not 
form villages or towns, but are ranged along 
the whole border at the diftance of about fifty 
yards from each other, with little plantations of 
plantains, the tree which furnifhes them with 
cloth. The whole ifland, according to Tupia's 
account, who certainly knew, could furnifh fix 
thoufand feven hundred and eighty fighting 
men, from which the number of inhabitants 
may eafily be computed. ^ 

•^The produce of this ifland is bread-fruitv^ 
cocoa-nuts, bananas, of thirteen forts, the bed 
we had ever eaten ; plantains ; a fruit not unlike 
an apple, which, when ripe, is very pleafant ; 
fwcet potatoes, yams, cocoas, a kind of /Irum ; 
a fruit known here by the name of Jambity and 
reckoned moft delicious 5 fugar cane, which 
the inhabitants eat raw ; a root of the falop 
kind, called by the inhabitants Pea ; a plant call- 
ed EtheCy of which the root only is eaten ; a 
: i C 2 fruit 
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17^9* fruit that grows in a pod, like that of a large 

kidney bean, which, when it is roafted, cats 
very much hke a ehelnut, by the natives called 
Abee ; a tree called Wbarra^ called in the Eaft 
Indies Pandanes^ which produces fruit, Ibnie- 
thing like (he pine-apple $ a ihrub called Nono\ 
the Morindat which alfo produces fruity afpe* 
cics of fern, ot which the root is eaten, and 
fomeiimes the leaves ; and a plant called Tbeve^ 
of which the root alfo is eaten : but the fruits 
of the Nono^ the fern, and the Tieve, are eaten 
only by the inferior people, and in times of 
fcarcity. All thefe, which ferve the inhabiunts 
for food, the earth produces Iponcaneoully, or 
with fo little culture, thai they ieem to be ex- 
empted from the firlt general curfe, that " man 
fliould eat his bread tn the fweat of his brow.** 
They have alfo the Chinefe paper mulberry, 
morus papyrifera^ which they call Aoufa ; a tree 
refembling the wild fig tree of the Weft Indies; 
another i'pecies of fig, which they call Matte-, 
the cifrdiu frbeftina orientalis^ which they call 
Eton \ a kind of Cyperus grafs, which they call 
Moo ; a Ipecies of tournefortia^ which they call 
Sr %bnmo ; another of the convohuius polnee^ 
which they call £«r/^^; the folanum centifolium^ 
which they call Ebwia \ the aUopbyllum m&pbylum^ 
^which they call T amannu ; the hibifcus tiliaccusy 
called Poerou^ a frutefcent nettle ; the urUca 
iN^meay c9lkdErwa% with many- other plants 

which 
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which cannat here be particularly mentioned: 17^9 

thole tliac have been named already, will be re- 
ferred to in the iubfequent part of this work. 

They have no European fruit, garden ftufi; 
pulfe, or legumes, nor grain of any kind. 

Of tame animals they have only hogs, dogs, 
and poultry ; neither is there a wild animal in 
the ifland, except ducks, pigeons, paroquets, 
with a few other birds, and rats, there being no ' 
other quadruped, nor any j'erpent. But the fea 
fuppiies them with great variety of mofi: excel- 
lent filh, to eat which is their chief luxury, aftd 
to catch It their principal labour* 

As to the people they are of the largefl: fize of Perfow. 
Europeans. The men are tall, ftrong, wcil- 
lin[)bed^ and finely ibaped., The talleft that we 
faw was 8 man upon a neighbouring ifland, call- 
ed HuAHEiNE, who meafured fix feet three 
mches and an half* The women of the fuperior 
rank are alio in genera] above our middle fta* 
ture, but thofe of the inferior clafs are rather 
l3ek>w it, and fome of them are very fmalL This 
defed in fize probably proceeds from their 
early commerce with men, the only thing in 
which they differ from their fuperlors, that could 
poflibly afFedt their growth. 

Their natural complexion is that kind of 
clear olive,' or Brunette^ which many people in 
Europe prefer to the finefl white and red. In 
thofe that are.expofed to the wind and fun, it 

C 3 is 
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' 17^9' is confiderably deepened, but in others that live 
"^'"^ under flicker, elpecially the fuperior clafs ot 
' wpmen, it continues of its native hue, and the 
Ikin is moft delicately fmooth and fofc ; they 
have no tint in their cheeks» which we diftin-* 
guifh by the name of colour. Thefhape of the 
face is comely, the cheek-bones are not high, 
neither are the eyes hollow, nor the brow pro- 
rninent : the only feature that docs not corre-' 
fpond with our ideas of beauty is the noie, which, 
ill general, is fomewhat flat; but their eyes, 
cfpecially thofe of the women, are full of ex- 
preflioo, fometimes Iparkling with fire, and 
fometimes melting with ibftnefs % their teeth alfo 
arc, almoit without exception, mod beautifully 
even and white, and their breath perfeAly with*- 
out taint. 

The hair is almoft univerfally black, and 
rather coarfe ; the men have beards, which they 
wear in many fafliions, always, however, pluck- 
ing out great part of them, and keeping the 
rcil pcrkdly cle^n and near. Both fexcs alfo 
eradicate every hair from under their arms, and 
accufed us of great uncleanlinefs for not doing 
the lair.c. In their moiions there is at once vi- 
gour and eafe ; their walk is graceful, their de« 
portment liberal, and their behaviour to ft rangers 
and to each other aflable and courteous. In 
their difpolitions alfo, they feemed to be brave, 
open, and candid, without either fufpicion or 

3 treachery. 
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trfachcry, cruelty^ or revenge;, fo that wc 
placed che fame confidence in them as in our 
beft fncaJs, many of us, particuurly Mr. Banks, 
fleeping frequently in their houfcs in the woods^ 
without a companion, and confequently wholly 
in their power. They were, however, all thieves ; 
and when that is allowed, they need not much 
fear a compcdcion with the people of any oc'ier 
nation upon earth. During our ftay in this 
ifland we faw about five or fix perfons, like one 
that was met by Mr, Banks and Dr. Solander 
on the 24th of April, in their walk to the eaft-> 
ward, "whofc (kins were of a dead white, like the 
nofe of a white horfe *, with white , hair, beard, 
bn>ws, and eyelaihes; red, tender eyes; a 
fhort fight, ajid iciufy ildns, covered witl) a 
kind of white down ; but we found that no two 
of thefe belonged to the fame family, and there** 
fore concluded, that they were not a fpecies, 
but unhappy individuals, rendered anomalous 
by difeafc. 

It is a cuftom in moft countries where the in* 
habitants have long hair, for the men to cut it 
ihort, and the women to pride themfeives in its 
length. Here, however, the contrary cuftom 
prevails j the woincn always cut it Ihort round 
their ears, and the men, except the fifliers, who 
are almoft continually in the water, fufFer it to 
flow in large waves over their Ihoukiers, or tic 
h up in a bunch on the top of their heads. 

C 4 They 
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1 hey have a cuftom alio of anointing their 
heads, with what they call Menoe^ an oil ex- 
preflcdfrom the cocoa nut, in which feme fwect 
herbs or flowers have been intuied ; as the oil 
is generally rancid, the fmell is at firft very dif- 
agreeabie to a European; and as they live in a 
hoc country, and have no fuch thing as acomb, • 
they are not able to keep their heads free from 
lice, which the children and common people 
Ibroetimes pick out and eat : a hateful cuftom, 
wholly different from their manners in every 
other particular; for they are delicate and cleanr 
ly almoft without example, and thofe to whom 
we dilh Ibuted combs, foon delivered themfelves 
from vermin, with a diligence, which ibowed, 
that they were not more odious to vs than to 
them. 

They have a cuftom of ftaining their bodied, 

nearly in the fame manner as is praftifcd in 
many other parts of the world, which they call 
Tat tewing. They prick the fkin, fo as juft not 
to fetch blood, v/iih a fmall inftrumcnt, fome- 
thing in the form of ^ hoe % that part which 
anfwers to the blade is made of a bone or fliell, 
icraped very thin, and js from ^ quarter of an 
inch tQiin inch and a half wide ; the edge is cu% 
into lharp teeth or points, from the number of 
three to twenty, according to its fizc ; when this 
is to be ufed, they dip the teeth into a mixture 
pf a k^i^^ lamp black, formed pf the fmoke 
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that rifes from an oily nuc which they burn in* 
(lead of candled, and water; the teeth, thus 

prepared, are placed upon the (kin, and the- 
handle to which they are fattened being ftruck, - 
by quick fmai t biows, with a ftick iiucd to the 
purpofe, they pierce it, and at the fame time^ 
carry into the punfturc the black compofition, 
which leaves an indelible ftain. The operation 
is painful, and it is fome days before the wounds 
are healed. It is performed upon the youth of 
both iexes when they are about twelve or four*' 
teen years of lagc, on fevcral parts of the body, 
and ih various figures, according to the fancy 
of the parent, or perhaps the rank of the par- 
ty. The women are generally marked w irh this 
itain, in the forra of a Z, on every joint of their 
fingers and toes, and frequently round the out- 
fide of their feet : the men arc alfo marked with 
the fame figure, and both men and women have 
fquares, circles, crefcents, and ill defigned le- 
preientations of men, birds, or dogs, and various 
other devices impreiTed upon their legs and 
arms, fome of which we were told had fignifica- 
tions, though we could never learn what they 
were. But the part on which thefe ornaments 
are laviHied with the greateft profufion, is the 
breech : this, in both fexes, is covered with a 
(deep black j above which, arches are drawn 
one over another as high as the ihort ribs. They 
are often a c^uarter of an inch broad, and the 

edges 
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1769. edges arc not ftraight lines, but indented. Thcfc 
" ' ' arches are their pride, and are fliewn both by 
men and women with a mmtire of oftentation 
and pleaiure ; whether as an ornament, or a 
proof oi their fortitude and refolution in bear- 
ing pain, we could not cicteri-ime. The tacc in 
general is left unmarked ^ tor we law but one 
inftance to the contrary. Some old men had 
the greatcfl: part of their bodies covered with 
large, patches of black, deeply indented at the 
edges, like a rude imitation of flame; but we 
were told, that they came from a low liland, 

called Noouoo&A, and were not natives of 

Otahcite. 

Mr. Banks faw the operation of tattowing per-* 
formed upon the backfide of a girl about thir- 
teen years old. The inftrument ufcd upon this 
occafion had thirty teeth, and every firoke, of 
which atleaft a hundred were made in a minute, 
drew an ichor or lerum a little tinged with blood. 
The girl bore it with mofl: ftoical reiblution for 
about a quarter of an hour; but the pain of lo 
many hundred pundures as (he had received in 
that time then became intolerable : Ihe firft com- 
plained in murmurs, then wept, and at laft 
burlt into loud lamentationst earneftly implor- 
ing the operator to defift. He was, however, 
inexorable; and when ihe began to ftruggie, 
Ihc was held down by two women, who ibme- 
times foothed and foaietimes chid her, and no»v 

and 
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and then, when fhe was moft unruly, gave her 
a fmarc blow. Mr. Banks ftaid in a neighboor* 
ing houfe an hour, and tl^e operation wns not 
over when he went away; yec ic was performed 
but upon one lide, the other having been done 
fome time before ^ and the arches upon the 
loins, in which they moft pride themfelves, and 
which give more pain than all the reft» were fttlt 
to be done. 

It is ftrange that thefe people Ihoutd value 

themfelves upon what is no diilindion ; fori 

never faw a native of this iOand, either man or 
woman, in a ftate of maturity, in whom thefe 
marks were wanting: pofllbly they may have 
their rife in fuperftition, efpeciaily as they pro- 
duce no vffible advantage, and are not mad^ 
without great pain ^ but though we inquired of 
many hundreds, we could never get any account' 
of the matter. 

Their clothing confifts of cloth or matting of 
different kinds, which will be dcfcribcd among' 
their other manufadures. The cloth, which 
will not bear wetting, they wear in dry weather, 
and the matting when it rains ; they are put on 
in many difierent ways, juft as their fancy leads 
them *, for in their garments nothing is cut into- 
(hape, nor are any two pieces fcwcd together. 
The drels of the better ibrt of women confifts of 
three or four pieces : one piece, about two yards' 
Wide, and eleven yards long, they wrap ieveral 
f times 
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•j^Q* times round their waifl:, fo as to hang down 
^^^^ like a petticoat as low as the middle ot the leg^ 
and this they call Parcu: two or three other 

pieces, about two yards and an half long, and 

one wide, each having a hole cut in the middle, 
they place one upon another, and then putting , 
the head through the holes, they bring the long 
ends down before ^d behind ; the others remain 

open at the fides, and give liberty to the arms: 
this, which they call the ^lebuta^ is gathered 
round the waift, and confined with a girdle or 
isSh of thinner cloth, which is long enough to 
go m^ny times round them, and exaflly re- 
fembles the garment worn by the inhabitants 
of Peru and Chili, which the Spaniards call 
Pcnchc. The dreis of the men is the fame, ear*, 
ccpt that, inflead of fuffering the cloth that is 
wound about the hips to hang down like a pet- 
ticoat, they bring it between their legs fo as to. 
have fome refemblance to breeches, and it is 
then called Maroi This is the drefs of all ranks 
of people, and being univerfally the Ume as to 
form, the gentlemen and ladies dilUnguiih them- 
felves from the lower people by the quantity ; 
fome of them will wrap round them feveral 
pieces of cloth, eight or ten yards long, and two 
or three broad ; and fome throw a large piece 
* loofely over their ihoulders, in the manner of a 
cloak, or perhaps two pieces, if they are very 
great perlbaages, aiid arc delirous to appear in 

(l^tc* 
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ftate. The inferior lortt who have only a imaU 
allowance of cloth from the tribes or families to 
which they belong, are obliged to be more thin- 
ly clad. In the heat of the day they appear at- 

nioft naked, the women having only a fcanty 
petticoat, and the men nothing but the fa(h 
that is paflTed between their legs and fattened 
round the waift. As finery is always trouble* 
fome, and particularly in a hot country, where 
it confifts in putting one covering upon another, 
the women of rank always uncover themielves 
as low as the waift in the evening, tfarolKFing off 
all that they wear on the upper part of the body, 
with the fame negligence and eafe as our ladies 
would lay by a cardinal or double handkerchief. 
And the Chiefs, even when they vifited us, though 
they had as much cloth round their middle as 
would clothe a dozen people, had frequently the 
reft of the body quite naked. 

Upon their legs and feet they wear no cover- 
ing I but they ihade their faces from the fun 
with little bonnets, either of matting or of 
cocoa-nut leaves, which they make occafional* 
ly in a few minutes. This, however, is liot all 
their hcad-clrefs; the women Ibmctirnes wear 
little turbans, and fometimes a d re fs which they 
*viilue much more, and which, indeed, is much 
more becoming, called T omou j the Tomoii con- 
fifts of human hair, plaited in threads, fcarcely 

thicker 
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'7^- thicker than iewing ftlk. Mr. Banks has pieces 
""^^^ of it above a mile in length, without a knot. 
Thefe they wind round the head in fuch a man- 
ner as produces a very pretty cfFcdl, and in a 
very great quantity } for I have feen five or fix 
fuch pieces wound about the head of one woman : 
among thefe threads they kick flowers of vari- 
ous kinds, particularly the cape-jeflamine, of 
which they liave great plenty, as it is always 
planted near their houfes. The men fometimcs 
ftick the tail kather of the Tropic-bird up- 
right in their hair, which, as I have obfenred 
before, is often tied in a bunch upon the top of 
their heads: fomecimes tliey wear a kind of 
whimfical garland, made of flowers of various 
i^inds, ftuck into a piece of the rind of a plan- 
tain ^ or of icarlet peas, ftuck with gum upoa 
a piece of wood : and fomettmes they wear a 
kind of wig, made oi the hair of men or dogs^ 
or perhaps of cocoa*nut ftrings, woven upon 

one thread, which is tied under their hair, lb 
that thefe artificial honours of xheir head may 
hang down behind. Their perfonal ornaments, 
beiides iiowers, are few ; both fcxes wear ear- 
rings, but they are placed only on one fide : 
when we came they confifted of fmall pieces of 
ihell, ftone, berries, red peas» or fome imall 
pearls, three in aibring; but our beads very 
iuoB iupplanted them all. 

The 
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The children go quite naked ; the girh tilt 

they arc three or four years old, and the boys 
till they are fix or feven. 

The houfes, or rather dwellings of thefe HmSm. 
people, have been occafionaUy mentioned be- 
* fore : they are all built in the wood^ between the 
fea and the mountains, and no more ground is 
cleared for each houle, than juft liifficient to 
prevent the dropping of the branches from rot- 
ting the thatch with which they are covered \ 
from the houfe, therefore, the inhabitant fteps 
immediately under the (hade, which is the moft 
delightful that can be imagined. It confilts of 
groves of bread-fruit and cocoa-nuts, without 
underwood, which are interfcftcd, in all direc- 
tions, by the paths that lead from one houfe to 
the other. Nothing can be more grateful than 
this ihade in fo warm a climate, nor any thing 
more beautiful than thefe walks* As there is no 
underwood, the fhade cools without impeding 
the air ^ and the houies, having no walls, re- 
ceive^e gale from whatever point it blows. I 
(hall now give a particular dckription of a houfc 
of ft nniddling (ize, from which, as the itruAuie 
is tfniverfally the fame, a 'peffeft idea tRzy tie 
formed both of thole that are bigger, and thofe 
that are leis. 

The ground which it covers is an oblor>g 
(quare, four and twenty feet long, and ckvea 
wide i over this « roof is raifed, upon tllffee 

rows 
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rows of pillars or pofts^ parallel to each other* 

• one on each fide, and the other in the aViLidlc. 
This roof confiiis of two flat fides inclining to 
eacli other, and terminating in a ridge, exaAIy 
like the rcofs of our thatched houfes in England. 
The utmoft height within is about nine faet, and 
the eaves on each (ide reach to within about three 
feet and an half of the ground: below this, and 
through the whole height at each end, it is open, 
no part of it being inclofcd with a wall. The 
root is thatched with palm-leavcs, and the floor 
is covered, fome inches deep, with foft hay ; over 
this are laid mats, fo that the whole is one 
cufhion, upon which they fit in the day, and 
fleep in the night. In fome houles, however, 
there is one ftool, which is wholly appropriated 
to the matter of the family ; befides this, they 
have no furniture, except a kw little blocks of 
wood, the upper fide of which is hollowed into 
a curve, and which ferves them for pillows. 

The boufe is indeed principally uied as a dor* 
mitory } for, except it rains, they eat in the open 
air, under the fhade of the next tree. The 
clothes that they wear in the day, lerve them for 
covering in the night ; the floor is the common 
bed of the whole houfehold, and is not divided by 
any partition. The maflrer of the houfe and his 
wife flcep in the middle, next to them the mar- 
ried people, next to them the unmarried women, 
and next to them, at a little diflance, the un- 
married 
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teaniednien i the fervatats, or ?V«/«k(, -as thef 

■ 

are called, fleep in the open air, except it rains^ 
and ki that c4c they come juSt within the 
fiiccL 

There .arc, however, houfcs of another kind^ 
bdionging to the Chkh^ in which there is fome 
degree of privacy. Thefc are much faialler, and 
fo cooftruded as to be (parried about in their 
canoes from place to place, luid kt up occallon* 

ally, like a tent ; they are inclofed on the fides 
with cocoa-out leayes, . but not fo clofe as to ex* 
dude the air, and the Chief and his wife, fleep in 
them alone* 

There are hou^s alio of a much .lai^r Gxe^ 
not built cither for the accommodation of a 
finglc Chief, or a fingle family ; but as commoa 
vecepcacles for all the people of a diftrift. Some 
of them arc two hundred feet long, thirty 
broad, and, under the ridge, twenty feet high ; 
thefe are buUc and ms^intatned at the coinmon 
cxpence of the diltrid, for the, accommodation 
of which they are intended ; and have on one 
fide of them a large area, inclofed with low pal* 
Ufadoes. 

Thefe houfcs, like thofe of feparate faortilies^ 
have no walls. Privacy, indeed, jls little want* 
cd among people who have not even the 
idea of indecency, and who gratify every ap- 
petite and paflion before witnefles, with no 
more fenfe of impropriety thati we feel when we

cannot much coounend thae flavour of dti^ 
lowb ; l«it*we all agreed, that a South Sea dbg 
was lutle inferior to- an Englifli lamb i their

'iap, and fed wholly upon vegetaMtt. ''The fe» 
afFords them a great variety of Tlie 
Hfeaaller filh, Whett they tittch ^iriy, are generally 
eaten raw, as we eat oyfters; and nothing thir 
the fea produces c6mes amifs to'lheili : tiuyHh 
^^had^WOm^ €h*s, and other ihdl-fifli^whicfc 
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though feme of them arc fo tough, that they are 
obliged to fuflfcr dit^iti'co'beecmie putrid befofe 
they can be chewed. Of the many vegetables 
that have been mentioned aireiuly iu ferving 
them for food, the principal is the bread*fryit, 
to procure which colbs them no trouble or labQUt 
but climbing a tree : the tree which produces it» 
^Ots not indeed fhooc up fpontaneoufly ; but if 
a ifWk plants ttn of. them io his lifetime, which 
ht niay do in about an *hour, he will as completc- 
Iv fulfil bis duty to hi$ own ai^d future, genera- 
' tiQxxSf ^ thp natiires of our kfs temporate clkriate 

'fc&h '-do by ploughing in the cold of winter, and 
feaping in the iummer's heat, as oftea ^ tbefe 
feafi^ns netumi evw after he has procured 
l;»read for his prefent boufehold, he fhouid con- 
yeit a furplus into mooey^ and lay it up for his 
children, * 

It is true, indeed, that the bread«fruit is not 
' always in fisafbn i but cocoa-nuts, bananas, plan- 
tains, and a gre^t varii^ty pf other fruifs^ fupply 
t}ie deficiency* ' . 

It may well be iuppofed, that cookery is but 
little ftydied by thcfe people as an art ^ and, in- , 
d^d, they ha:v(B but two ways of applying fire 
tQ drcfs their food, broiling and baking j the 
Opa^adpn of broUing is fo iimple that it requires 
no defcription, and their baking has been de- 

D 2 fcribcd 
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fcribed already, (Vol II. p. 420.) in the acxountof 
anentcrcainmeatpctpaaiedforusbyTupia. Hog?, 
-and lai^ filht are extremely well dcefied in the 
fame manner; and, in our opinion, were more 
juicy and more equally, done than by ^y art qf 
cookery now praAifed in Europe. Bread*fruic 
is alfo cooked in an oven of the fame kind, 
which renders it fofc, and fomething like a boi|» 
ed potatoe ; not quite (6 farinaceous as a good 
one» but more fo than tbofe of the middling 
fore 

Of the bread fruit they alfo make three difhes, 
by putting either water or the 9»lk of the cocoar 
nut to it, then beating it to a pafte with a ftotie 
peftlcy.and afterwards mixing it with ripe plan- 
tains, bananas, or the four pafte which tkff 
call Mabte. 

The mahie, which has been mentioned as .a 
fuccedaneum for ripe bread-fruit, befoir e the 
fcafon for gathering a freih crop comes on^ Is 
thus made: ' . ' 

The fruit is gathered juft before' it b perfed* 
iy ripe, and being laid in heaps, is clolely cover* 
cd with leaves ; in this ftate it undergoes a fer- 
mentation, and becomes difagreeably fweet ; the 
core is then taken out entire, whid^ is done by 
gently pulling the ftalk, and the reft of the 
fruit is thrown into a hole which is dug for that 
purpofe, generally in the houiesy and neatly lia- 
c4 in the bottom and fnles with grai^ j the whole 

If 
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is then covered with leaves, and heavy ftones kid 
upon them ; in this ftate it undergoes a fecond 
ftrmentation, and becomes fimr, after which it 
will fuflfer no change ror many months : it is 
taken out of the hole as k is wanted for ufe, and 
being made into balk, it is wrapped up in leaves 
and baked s after it isdrciled, it will keep five or 
fix weeks. It is eaten boitk cold and hot, and the 
natives feldom make a meal without it, though to 
us the tafte was as difagreeaUe as that ot a 
irickled olive generally is the firft time: it is « 
catca. ' ' ' 

- As the Wking of this mahie depends^ like 

brewing, upon fermentation, fo, like brewing, ' 
it fometimes fails, without their bein^ able to 
afcertain the eaufe ; it is very natural, there- 
fore, that the making it fhould be conne(^ed 
urith Aiperftttioas nodons and ceremonies. It 
generally falls to the lot of the old women, who 
willfuifer no creature co touch any thing belong* 
ingto' it, but thofe whom they employ as affift* 
ants, nor even to go into that part of the houfe 
where the operation is carrying on. Mr. Banks 
happened to fpoil a large quantity of it only by 
inadvertently touching a leaf which lay upon it. 
The old woman, who then prefided over thefe 
niyftcries, told him, that the procefs would fail; 
and immediately uncovered the hole in fit of 
vezatkm and defpair. Mr. Banks regretted the 
mifehicf he had done, but was ibmewhat confol^

as th^ native* of fome.CuJier counirici do opium, 

be9dft*fQQti andtobacoo*. Srme^fif'tbtm drank.

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very drunk ; buc the perfons to whom this hap- ' 

pl0i^4 to ck&ring to repeat the 

4ebaudi» tb;it they would never touch any of our 
Ijquw ^erwards. We were, however, inform- 
^ ihftt thpy became drunk by drinking a juice 
that is e^preflcd from the leaves of a plant which 
(h^f fiaU 4^a. T|us pl^nt was i^ot in Tea* 
iK^hen we were there, fo th^t we faw no m- 
fiances of its cffcds, and as they conlidered 
4niokeiindb as a difgrace, they probably would 
have concealed from us any inftances which 
might have happened during our ftay. This 
vice is idmoft peculiar to the Chiefs, and confi- 
derablc perfons, who vie with each other in 
drioJung the greateft number of draughts^ each 
4raxight being about a pine. They keep this 
intoxicating juice with great care from their 
womieii. 

Table they have none ; but their apparatus 
for eating is iet out with great neatnefs, though 
the areides are too fimple and too few to allow 
any thing for fliow : and they commonly eat 
sbne^ but when a ilranger happens to vifit 
diem, he Ibmetimes makes a fecond in their 
mcfs. Of the meal of one of their principal 
peppte i ^ve a particular deicription. 

He fits down under the (hade of the oeact tree, 
Or.Qo the ihady fide of his houfe, and a large 
quaniitjr of leaveiii either of die bread-fruit or 

D 4 banandf 
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banana, are neatly fpread before him upon the 
ground as a table-cloth i a bafket is then fet by 
him that contains his provifion, which, if fifti or 
flelh, is ready drefle4> and wrapped up in leaves, 
and two cocoa^^nut (hells, one full of iak water, 
and the other of frefh : bis attendants, which are 
not few, feat themfelves round him, and when 
all is ready, he begins by walhing his hands and 
his mouth thoroughly with the irelh watel*, and 
this he repeats almoft continually tbrougliouc the 
vhole meal; he then takes part of his provifion 
qui; of the baikec, which generally con&fts of a 
fmall fiDi or two, twd or three bread-fruits, four* 
lecn or fifteen ripe bananas, or fix or fcven 
apples : he 6rft takes half a bread-fruit, peels off 
the nnd, and takes' out the core with his nails; of 
^his he puts as much into his mouth as it can 
^pldy and while h$ chews intakes the fifh out of 
the leaves, and breaks one of them into the fait 
vrater, placing the other, and what remains of 
the bread-fruit, upon the leaves that have been 
fpread before him. When this is done, he 
takes up a fm^il pi^ce of the fi(b that has been 
broken into the falt*water, with all the fingers 
of hand, and fucks it mto his mouth, fo as to 
get with it astnuch of the fait water as pofiible: 
in the fame manner lie takes the reft by different 
morfels, ancj between each, at leaft very fre- 
quently, takes a fmall fup of the fait- Water, either 
oiji.c of the cQCQa-nut fh^lJ, or the palm, of hU 

hand : 
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band: in the mean time one of his attendants 
Ifas prepared a young cocoa-nut, by peeling off: 
the outer rind with his teeth, an operation which 
CO an European appears very furprifing; but ic 
depends lb much upon flight, that many of us 
were able to do it before we left the iOand^ and 
^me that could fcarcely crack a filbert f the \ 
ihafter, when he chyles to drink, takes the co- 
9oa-nut thus prepared, and boring a hole through 
the fliell with his* finger, or breaking it with a 
ftone, he fucks out the liquor. When he has 
eaten his bread-fruit and fifli, he begins with hia 
plantains, one of which makes but a mouthful, 
though it be a^ big as a black-pudding ; if in* 
ftead of plantains he has apples^ he qevcr taftes 
them till they have been pared to do this a (bell 
picked up from the groundt where* they ar^ 
always in plenty, and tofled to him by an at- 
tendant : he immediately begins to cut or fcrape 
off the rindy but fo awkwardly that great part of 

the fruit is wafted. If; inftead of fifh, he has 
fie(b» he muit have lome luccedaneum for a 
knife to divide it ; and for thb purpofe a piece 
of bamboo is tofled to him, of which he makes 
the nec^fiary implement by i^litting it tranfv^rie-» 
ly with bis nail. While all this has beeii doing, 
fome of his attendants have been employed in 
beating bread-fruit w?th a ftone peftle' upon a 
block of wood; by being beaten in this man- 
ner^ and iprinkied from time to time with wa- 
ter, 
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1769* ter, it U redticed to the confiftcnce of a fofc 
•^"^ ' ' pafte, and is then put into a vcflcl {poKwh^^ 

a l9ut<^i^^ trayt and either m^de up ahmct Of 

mixed with banana or mahie, according to the 
cafte of the mafter, by pouring water upon it 
degreei and fqueezing it often through thf han4: 
under this operation it acquires the conUilence 
of a thick cuftai:d» and a hrgp (:Qcoa*iiut Ih^U 
full <^ it being fet before him, he lips it as we 
(hould do a jelly if we had no fpcqn to take ic 
from the gl^^ the meal is then finilhed by agaiii 
walhing his hands and his mouth. Aftq: which 
the cocoa-nut ibieUs are cleaned^ and every- t{un^ 
that is^ Jeft is replaced in the baflcet. 

The quantity of food which thefe people €%% 

^ a tpeal is prodigious : I have feen one nm, 

devour twp or three filhes as big as a perch 
three bre^d-fruilts^ each bigger ^jt^ two fifts ^ 
fourteen or fifteen plantains or banana^, each of 
theoj fix or ieyej^ inches long, gnd four or five 
round 1 and near.a quart of the pounded bread- 
fruit, which is as fubftantial as the thickeft un- 
baked (^uftard- Thi$ is io extraordin^ that I 
Icarcely expeft to be believed and I would noi; 
have related it upon my own fiogle teftimgoy^ 
bMt Mr. Bankst Dr. Solandf ff aod mSt of the 
other Gentlemen, have had ocular demonftration 

of its truths and know (bat I mention them y^fs^^ 
m the occafion. 
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arc remarkably fond of fociety, and particular-* ^'"'^^^^ 
ly that of their womeji« ihwid exclude, its piea^ 
fiires from tbs table, where among all other oa- 
ti9ftS» whethejT civil qc lavag^e^ they have becii 
poncipally enjoyed* How a oiealu which every 
v?hcre clfe brings families and friends together, 
caiae to fejp^ate ti^ here, we often inquired^ 
but oouJd never learn. They eat akuuv they 
faid, becaufe it was right but why it was right 

to eai; alaa€>. they nfiver attempted to teU us i 
fucb, however, wa$ the forces of habit, that they 
erprcficd the ftrongeft dUlike, and even difguft,^ 
at our eating i|x foc^iety^ efpectally with onr 
wonnen, and of the fame vt&uals. At firft, we 
thought this ftrange fingularity arofc from feme 
fuperilitious c^iniod 1 but they conftantly af«- 
firmed the contrary. We obferved alio fome 
caprices in the cuitom, for which we could as 
little account as for the cuftom itfel£ We could 
never prevaii with. any of the women to partake 
of the vi£luals at our table when we were dining 
in company; yet they would go, five or fix to- 
g^;r, into the fervants apartments, and there 
ea,tinrry heartily of whatever they could find, of 
which I hj^ve before given a particular iaCtance | 
Qor w^'re ' they in the lea^ difcQncerte4 if we 
^ame in while they were doing it. When any 
Qf us haye been alone with a woman, (he has . 
ibneumes eaten in our company i but then flie 

has 
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has expreffcd the grcatcft unwillingnefs that it 
ihould be known, and always extorted the 
ftfongcft^promifcs of Tccrccy. 
' Among themfelvcs, even two brothers and 
two fillers have each their feparatfe balkets, with 
provifion and the apparatus of their meal. 
When they Erft vifited us at our tents, each 
brought his baiket with him ^ and when we fat 
down to table, they would go out, fit down up- 
on the ground, at two or three yards diftancr 
from each Other, and turning thdr faces differ- 
jsat ways, take their repaft without interchange 
2ig a fingic word. ' ... 

The women not only abftain from eating with 
the men, and of the fanu; vidbuals, but even 
have their viftuals feparately prepared by boys 
^pt for that purpofe, who depofit it in a fepa* 
ratt Ibcd, and attend thein with it at their 
meals* 

But though they would not eat with us or with 

each other, they have often a(ked us to eat with 
them, when we hav^e vifited thofe with whom 
we were particularly acquainted at thdr houfa > 
and we have often upon fuch occafions eaten out 
of the fame balket^ and drtink out of the fame 
c\ip. The elder women, however, always ap- 
peared tp be o$ended at this liberty ^ and if we 
happenipd to touch their viftuab^ 'or even the 
baiket that contained it« would throw it 
away* 

After 
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After meals, and in the heat of the day, the 17%- 
middie-a^ed people of the better fort generally oomftis ^ 
flccp % they are indeed extremely indolent, and 'J^J^n^ 
fleeping and eating is almoil all that they do. 
Thoie that are older are leis drowzy, and the 
boys and girls are kept awake by the natural ac- 
tivity and fprightlinefs of their age. 

Their amufements have occafidnally been 
mentioned in my account of the incidents that 
Jiappeoed during our refidence in this iilan(j, 
particularly mulic, dancing, wrelUtng, and llioot« 
JOg with the bow ^ they alfo fometimes vie with 
each other' in tbrbwing a lance. As (hooting is 
not at a mslrk, but for diftance ; throwing the 
iance is not ^or diftance, but at a mark : the 
Wfeapon is about nine feet long, the mark is 
the bole of a plantain, and the dittance about 
twenty yards. 

Their only mufical inftrnments are flutes and 
drums ; the flutes are made of a hollow bamboo 
about a foot long, and, as has been obferved be* 
fore, have only two flops, and confequently but 
four notes» out of which they feem hitherto to 
have formed but one tune; to thefe ftops they 
apply the fore-finger of the left band and the 
middle finger of the right. 

The drum is made of a hollow block of 
wood, of a cylindnoal form, folid at one end, 
and coveted at the other with ihark's fkin: thefe 
they beat not with flicks, but their h^ds and

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1769. they know how to tune two drums of diff<U«n€ 
Jiotcs into concord. They have alfo an expe- 
dient to bring the 4uces that play togetlier intx> 
unifon, which is to roll up 9 leaf fp a^ 10 flip 
over the end of the fliorteft, like . oyr Aiding 
tubes for telefcopes^ which they move up of 
down till the purpofe is anfwered, of wJbtch 
they feem to juc^ by their ear with great 
iiicety. 

' To thefe inftrumenu they fin^j anid^.^as t 
have obfereed befoM^ their fongs are ofteii ex- 
tenjppre : they call every two vcrfes or coupkt 
afong, Pebay i they are^enerallyj though ^ot 
always, in rliiine j and wh^ pronounced By ibc 
natives, we could difcover that they were metre. 
Mr« Banks great pains to write dgm iQO^ 
of them which were made upon our arrival^ as 
nearly as be could exprefs their founds by com* 
Vinations 6f our letters ; but when we jread themi 
not having their accent, we could fcarcely make 
them eidier metre or rhlme. The reader will eaQf 
Jperccive that they are of very diffcreiit fti^iJJtui^*

rdft: : fbme of thefe cartdks will burn a confider-

lii'oiher countries, the girb and unmarried 
"^toWcn are fuppofcd to be wholly ignorant of 

what 
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1769. what others upon fomc occafions may appear to 
^ know ; . and tJieir condud and converiation are 
confequcntly itftraincd within narrower bounds, 
.and kept at a mpre rqmote diftance from whatr 
ever relates to a connexion with thedtber fexr 
but here, it is juft contrary. Among other di- 
verfions, there is a dance, called Timofpdee^ whicl^ 
is performed by young girls, whenever eight or 
ten of them can be coUedlcd together, confifting 
of motions and geftures i^eyond imagii^tjoi^ 
wanton» in the prafti^ of which they ar^ 
brought up from their earlieft childhood, ac- 
companied by words, which, if it were poffiblo^ 
would more explicitly convey the fame ideas. In 
theie dances they keep time with an exadtncis 
which is fcarcely excelled by the beft perfocmen 
upon the ftagcs of Europe. But the pradice 
which is allowed to the virgin, is prohibited 10 
the woman from the moment thi^t Ihe has put 

thefe hopeful lefToos in praAice* and realized the

fymbols of the dance. 

It cannot be fuppofed that, among thefii 
people, chaftity is held in much eftimation* U 
might be expected that fillers and daughters 
would be offered to ibrangers, either as a cous* 
tefy, or for reward % wA that breaches of coiw 
jugal fidelity, even in the wiie, ihould not be 
otherwife punifhed than by a few hard word% 
or perhaps a flight beating, as indeed is the cafe : 
. but there, is a fcale in diifolute icnfuality, which 

theft 

• > 
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thefc people have alcended» wholly unknown 
CO every other oaoon whde manners h^ve been 

recorded from the beginning oi the world to the 
prefent hour, and which no ioiagination could 
poiHbly conceive. 

A very confiderablc number of the principal 
people of Ouheitei of both fexes, have fcrmed 
thenifclves into a fociety, in which every vvomati 
is common to.every man thus iecuring a perpe* 
tual variety as often as their inclination prompts 
them to feek it, which is fo frequent, that the 
iatne man and woman feldom cohabit together 
more than two or three days. 

Thefc focictics are diftinguiihed by the name 
of ilrrecy \ and the members have meetings, at 
which no other is prcftnt, where the men 
anaufe themlelves by wreftling, and the women, 
notwithftanding their occafional connexion with 
different men, dance the Tlmorodce in all its la- 
titude, as an incicement to de&res which it is 
faid are frequently gratified upon thefpot. This, 
however, is comparative!/ nothing. If any of 
the women happen to be with child, which in 
this manner of life happens lefs frequently than 
it tjiey were to cohabit only with one man, the 
poor infant is fmothered the moment it i^ born, 
that it may be no incumbrance to the father, nor 
interrupt the mother in the pleafures of her dia- 
bolical profitcution. It fometimes indeed hap- 
pens, that the pa01on which prompts a woman to 

Voulll, E enter 
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tnttr tnlo this fociety^ k furmounted when flie 
becomes a mother, by that itiftindivc aficctioii 
"whkh Nature has given to aU creatures for thm 

prefervation of their offspring ; but even \n this- 
cafe, ihe h not permitted to fpare the life of her 
fii£inc, except Ihe can find a man who will pa-^ 
ironifc it as his child : if this can be done, the 
murder is. prevented ; but both the man and 
woman, being deemed by ebb aft to have appro* 
priated each other, are ejetfted from the com* 
munity, and forfeit ait ckim to the pmiiegei 

and pkafures of the Arreoy for the future ; the 
woman from that time being didinguiihed by the 
term WboHmwnaWy beaier of children/' which 

is here a term of reproach-, though none can be 
more honourable in the eftimation of wiidooiaod 
humanity, of right reafiMi, and every palfioathis 
dilUnguiihes the man from the brute. 

It is not fk that a pradkice fo horrid aad fo 
ftrange Ihould be imputed to human beings up* 
on iligbt evidence, but I have fuch as abuAdant* 
ly jufHfies me in the account I have given. The 
people themfelves are fo far from concealing 
their connexion with fuch a ibciety a» a dif- 
grace, that they boaft of it as a privilege and 
both myfelf and Mr. Banks, when particulai; 
perfons have been pk>inted out to us as membera 
of the Arrcoy, have queftioned them about it,, 
and received the account that has been here gtvcir 
from their x>wn lips. They have acknowledged, 

that 
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that tbcy had long been of this accurfed fociety, 
that they belonged to it at that time, and that 
^ federal of their children had been put to death. 
But t rtiuft not Goncliadc my account of the 
domeitic life of thefc people without mentioning 
tMt perfonal cteaftfifitfi. tf that ^hich leffeni 
the good of life and increafes the evil is vice, 
furely cleanlinefs is a virtue t the want of it 
tends to difftroy both beauty and health, and 
mingles difguft with our beft pkafuitfs. The 
ostites of OtahiJite^ both men aikl women, con- 
fendy wafli their whole bodkB in tunning wa^ 
tcr three times every day i ancd as ibon as th^f 
nfe in the morAing, once at noonj and again 
before they fkep at night, whether the fea of 
fiver U near them oriM a ^atic^. I have al- 
ready obferved, that they wafii not only the 
feouth, but the hands at their meals, aimofi be« 
twecit every morfel ; and tlicir clothes, as well 
as their perfons, are kept without fpot or ftam i 
fo that in d large company of thefe people, no- ' 
thing is fuffercd but heat, which, perhaps, is 
more than can be faid of die poikeft a^feitoblf in 
Europe.

CHAP. XVIII. 

Of the ManufaSiures^ Boats, and NavlgO' 

tiou of Otaheite. 

1769. T F neceffity is the mother of invention, it can- 
1. not be fuppoled to have been much exerted 
where the liberality of Nature has rendered the 
diligence of A>rt almoft fuperEuous % yec tbete 
are many inftances both of ingenuity and labour 
among thefe people, which, confidering the want 
.of metal for cools, do honour to both. 
ifMiuftc Their principal manufafture is their doth, in 
*^ t)ic making and dying of which I think there 
are feme particulars which may tnftru^t even the 
artificers of Great Britain, and for that reafbn nxf 
defcription will be more minute. 

Their cloth is of three kinds ; and it is made 
of the bark of three different trees, the Chincfe 
paper mulberry, the bread-fruit trec> and the 
tree which refembles the wild fig-tree of the 
Weft Indies. 

The fineft and whiteft is made of the paper 
mulberry, Aottta% this is worn chiefly by the 
principal people, and when it is dyed red takes a 
better colour. A iecond fort, inferior in while- 

nels and foftnefs, is made of the brcad-fruic 

6 tier^ 
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tree, Oorwt^ and worn chiefly by the inferior 
people ; and a third of the tree that refembles 
the fig, which is coarfe and harfli, and of the 
colour of the darked brown paper : this, though 
it is lefs pleaGng both to the eye and the touch, 
is the moft valuable, bccauie ic rcfifts water, 
which the other two forts will not« Of this, 
which is the, moft rare as well as the moft ufe* 
ful, the greater part is perfumed, and worn by 
the Chiefs as a morning drefs. 

All thefe trees are propagated with great caret 
particularly the mulberry, which covers the 
largeil part of the cultivated land, and is not fit 
for ufe after two or three years growth, when it 
is about fix or eight feet high, and fomewhat 
thicker than a man*s thumb; its excellence is 
to be thin, ftraight, tall, and without branches : 
the lower leaves, therefore, are carefully pluck* 
ed off, with their germs, as often as there is any 
appearance of their producing a branch. 

But though the cloth madeof thefe three trees 
is diSerenty it is all manufadured in the fame 
mnoeri I iball, therefore, defcribe the prooefs 
only in the fine fort, that is made of the mul- 
berry. When the trees arc of a proper fize, 
diqr aredrawn up, and ftripped of their branches, 
after which the roots and tops are cue off i the 
bark of thefe rods being thea flit up longjtudi- 
(tally is eafily drawn ofi^, and, when a proper

iboQt a foot broad, and two or thcee tayers are 
alfo laid qhe upon the other r care is taken that 
the cloth (hall be in all parts of an equal thick-

It is theo takoi iLway» aod laid upon the 
fmooth ikie of a long piece of wood, prepared 
for the purpofe, and btaitn by the women fer- 
vanu» with inftrumenta about a foot lon^ and 
three inches thick* made of a hard wood which 
tiiiey tMia. The ibgpe of tbia initruoicnt is 
not unlike a fquare raw ftfop^ only that the. 
liandle is iwiger, and each of its four fides or 
iaces is aiarlced, lengthways, with fmaU grooves^ 
or furrows, of difierent degrees of fineneis; thofe 
^ QSk% fuie being of a width and depth fuSici*'. 
eat to receive a finall packthreads and (be others 
fiaer in ^ regular gradation, fo that thelail are not 
more than equal to lej/viog lilk* 

They beat it firft with the coarfeft fide of this 
maltec, keeping time like our fmiths \ it ipreada 
very faft under the ftrokes, chiefly however in 
the breadth, and the grooves in the mallet mark 
it with the appearance of threads $ it is -iuccef* 
iivtly beaten with the other fides, laft with the 
fineil, and is then Etfor uie. Sometimes, how- 
cver^ it is made fliU thinner, by beating it with 
th9 fineft fide of the mallet, after it has been fe* 
veral times doubled : k is then called Hoboo^ and 
is alcpoft as thin ^B a muflin \ it becomes very 
vhke by being bkached in ihe ur, but is made 

£ 4 ft iU 
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1769. ftill whiter and fofcer hy being wa&ed and beaten 
— again after it has been worn. 

Of this cloth there are feveral forts, of di&er- 
ent degrees of finenefi, in proportion as it is 
more or lefs beaten without being doubled : the 
other cloth alfo differs in proportion as it is 
beaten •, but they differ from each other in con- 
fequence of the different materials of which they 
are made. The bark of the bread-fruit is not 
taken till the trees are confiderably longer and 
' thicker than thofe <rf the fig j the procefs after- 
wards is the fame. 

When cloth is to be wafhed after it hj^s been 
worn, it is taken down to the brook, and left to 
foak, being kept faft to the bottom, as at firft, by 
a ftone ; it is then gently wrung or fqueezed } 
and fometimes feveral pieces of it are laid one 
upon another, and beaten together with the 
coarfeft fid^ of the mallet, and they are then 
equal in tbicknefs to broad-cloth, and much 
more fofc and agreeable to the touch, after they 
have been a little while in ufe, though .whea 
they come immediately from the mallet, they 
feel as if they had been ftarched. This cloth 
fometimes breaks in the beating, but is eafily 
repaired by pafting on a patch with a gluten 
that is prepared from the root of the Pm^ 
which is done fo nicely that it cannot be difco** 
y^red. The women alio employ themiclvcs in 
• ' ^moving 
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removing blemilhes of every kind, as our ladies 
do in needle* work or knotting; ibmetknes when 
their work is intended to be very fine, they will 
pafte an entire covering of hoboo over the whole. 
The principal excellencies of this cloth are its 
coolneis and foftnefs *, and its imperfedions, its 
being pervious to water like paper, and almoft 
aseafily torn. 

The colours with which they dye this cloth 
are principally red and yellow. The red is ex* 
ceedingly beautiful, and I may venture to fay a 
brighter and more delicate colour than any we 
have in Europe that which approaches neareft 
IS our full fcarlet, and the beil imitation which 
Mr, Banks's natural hiftory painter could pro* 
duce, was by a mixture of vermilion and czr* 
mine. The yellow is alio a bright colour, but 
we have many as good. 

The red colour is produced by the mixture of 
the juices of two vegetablest neither of which 
feparately has the lead tendency to that hue. 
One is a ipecies of fig called here MtUU^ and 
the other the Ccrdia Sebeftinaj or Etmt % of the 
fig the fruit is ufed, and of the Cordia the 
leaves* 

The fruit of the fig is about as big as a roun- 
ccval pea, or very fmall gooiebcrry ; and each 
of them, upon breaking off the ftalk very cloie> 
produces one drop of a milky liquor, refem- 
tiling the juice of our figs, of which the tree is

When a fufHci^nc quantity b prepaced^ 
ibe kavu of (be Btoq are well n^aoa in 11, and 
then laid upon a plantain leaf, where they are 
turned about till they become tnopc and more 
4d)Ccid, and thea they are gently Iqueezed, gra* 
dually increafing the prefTure, but lb as not to 
break x^em ^ the. aaccidity increafes, aad 
they become fpungy, they are fupplied with 
jDore of the liquor in about iive minutes the 
colour begins to appear upon the veins of the 
leaves, and in about ten or a little more, they 
arc perfedtly faturatcd with it; they are thei| 
iqpeezed, with as much force as can be applied* 
and the Hqubr {trained at the fam^ tia:ic tiiat it 
is exprelTcd. .. 

For this purpose, ihe boys prepare a large 
quantity of tii^ Moo^ by drawing it between 
their tee^b, or two little fticks, tUl it is freed 
from the green bark and the branny fubftancc 
thatjiies under and a thin web gi the fibres 
only feinains ; in this the leaves of the Etoa 
are inveloped, j^nd through thefe the juice 
which they ^bntain is ftrained as k is forced ouc 
'As the leaves arc not fucculent, little more 
juice is preffed put. of them thaa they have im* 
bibed: when they have been once emptied, 
2 they 
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they «j« fiUed jigain, and again .prcifcd, till the

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»7^- different plants, or from different proportions 
^ ^ of the maierialsy itiaay varieties are obfcrvable 
in ihe colours of their cloth, fome of which arc 
confpicuoufly fupcrior to others. 

The beauty, however, of the bed is not per* 
manent ; but ir is probable that fome method 
might be found to fix it, if proper experiments 
were made, and perhaps to fearch for latent 
qualities, which may be brought out by the 
mixture of one vegetable juice wkh another, 
would not be an unprofitaUe employment r our 
prefent molt valuable dyes afford fufficient en- 
couragement to the attempt % for by^ the mere 
infpedion of indico, woad, dyer*s weed, and 
moit of the leaves which are ufed for the like 
purpofeSy the colours which they yield could 
never be difcovered. Of this Indian red i (baU 
only add, that the women who huve been em* 
ployed in preparing or ufipg it, car^lly pre^ 
lerve the colour upon their fingers and nails^ 
where it appears in its utmoft beauty, as g great 
ornament. 

The yellow is made of the bark of the root of 
the Mmnia cifrifolia^ calkd New^ by (craping 
and infuling it in water; after (landing fome 
time, the water is drained and ufed as a dye, the 
cloth being dipped into it. The Morinda, of 
which this is a fpecies, feems to be a good fub* 
jed for examination with a view to* dyeing. 
Brown, in his hiftory of Jamaica, mentions three 

fpeci^ 
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fyecles of it, which he fays arc ufed to dye brown 5 
and Rumphius lays of the Bancuda Angufttf&Ua^ 
which is nearly allied to our Nono^ thac ic is 
ufed by the inhabitants of the Eaft Indian Iflands, 
as a fixing drug for red colours, with which ic 
particularly agrees. 

The inhabitants of this ifland alfo dye yellow 
with the fruit of the Tamanu 1 but how the co* 
lour is extrafted, we had no opportunity to dif- 
cover. They have alfo a preparation with which 
diey dye brown and black; but thefe colours 
are fo indifferent, that the nuthod of preparing 
them did not excite our curio&ty. 

Another confiderable manufadure is matting 
of various kinds % fome of which is Hner, and 
better, in every refped, than any we have in 
Europe : the coarfer fort ferves them to (kep 
upon, and the finer to wear in wet weather. With 
the fine, of which there are aUb two forts, much 

pains is taken, efpecially with that made of the 
bark of the Poerou, the HibifcusMliacem of L.in* 
naeus, fome of which is as fine as a coarlecloth : 
the other fort, which is ftill more beautiful, they 
call Vamt \ it is white, gloffy, and Ibining, and 
k made of the leaves of their Wbatrm^ a fpecies 
of the PandanuSj of which we had no opportuni- 
ty to fee either the flowers or fruit : they have 
other marts, or as they call them Moeas^ to fit or 
to fleep upon, which are formed of a great va- 
riety of rolhes and grafs, and which they make,

• They are alfo very dexterous in making balket 
•nd wicker-work ^ their baikeci m of a tbm*

make occafionidl baihets and panniers ot the co*

Icon as the fun was high, for a few of the leaves^ 
€f which they made litck bonnm to (hade tbvif 
faces, at fo fmall ad expence of time and trouble^ 
that, when the itm waft again low in the evenings 
fhey viftd to throw tham away* Ttefe bocinefis^ 
however, did not cover the head, but toofifted 
only of a band that went round it, and. a flMdtf 
that projeftcd from the £onhcwii 

Of the bark of the Poerou they make fopea 
and lini^ from the tfaickoeis of aft ioch to tbio

They mak^ alfo a kind of fckie, of a coarfc 
broad gra£», the blades of which arc like flags 1 
thefe fhey twift and tic togecfacr tn a look mm*' 
ncr, till the net, which is about as wide as a 
large fack, is from fixty to eighty fathoq^ kwig; 
this they haal in fboal fmodtk waM*, and its 
own weight keeps it fo cloft? (o.the ground ibif 
icaredy a fingle fiih caa elcapc» 

Jii every expedient, indeed, for taking fifli, 
they .are exceedingly ingenipiis 1 they make hai^ 
poms of cane, and point then^ with hard woo^ 
which in their hands Arike fifli more e^fc&uaUyY 
than thofe which are headed with kCB cag do hi 
ours, letting afidc the advantage of ours being 

^tened u» a hoe, ib that the fiih is kcur^ if 4»c 
ho6k takes place> though it does mt. mpctally 
wound him* 

• Of fift haoks they have two fms, adoEikahly 

adapted in their conftrii<ftion as well to the pur. 
pofe they are to aofwer^ as to th^ materials 
whkh they are made. Ofle of thefe, whkb 
they cdXXWittet fFitMf is ufcdfor towing. The 
Aonk is made of mother-of-pearl^ the mofk g^ofly 
that can be got : the infide, which is naturally 
the brightcft, is put behind. To thefe hooks a 
tuft of whste dog's of bog's hair ^ fixed, lb as* 
fbmewhat to reiembk the tail .of a iiili tiieic 
'.implements^ therelbre, are both hook and bair« 

and 
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and are ufed with a rod of bamboo, and line of 
Erowa. The fiiher, to fecure his fuccefsy watches 
the flight of the birds which conftantly attend 
the Bonetas when they iwim in fhoals, by which 
faedire^ his canoe^ smd when he has the advan* 
tage of thcfc guides, he feldom returns without 
a prize. 

' The odier kind of hoolc is alfo made of mo* 
ther*of-pearl, or fome other hard ihell: they 
cannot make them bearded like our hooks ; but 
to efFeil the fame purpofc, they make the point 
turn inwards, Theie are made of all Sxtjcs^ and 
ufed to catch various kinds of fi(h with great 
fuccefs. The manner of making them is very 
fimple, and every fifherman is hb own ardficer : 

the (hell is firft cut into Iquare pieces, by the 
edge, of another ihell, and wrought into a form 
coirrefpondtng with the oudine of the hook by 
pieces of coral, which are fufiiciently rough to 
perform the office of a file ; a hole is then bored 
in the middle \ the drill being no other than the 
firft ftone they pick up that has a lharp comer i 
this they Hx into the end of a piece of bamboo, 
and turn it between the hands like a chocolate- 
mill ; when the ihell is perforated, and the hole 
fufficiently wide, a fmall file of coral is intro- 
duced, by the application of which the hook is 
in a (hort time completed, few coiling the arti* 
ficer more time than a quarter of an hour. 

Of 
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Of their mafonry, carving, and architecture, 
kbe Reader has alceady formed fome idea from 
the account that has been given of the Morais, 
or repoficories of the dead : the other mofk im- 

portant article of building and carving is their 
boats and perhaps, to fabricate one of their 
pnncipal veffels with their tools^ is as great a 
work, as to build a Briciili man of war mih 
ours* 

They have an adze of ftohe i a thifiel, or 
gpuge, of bone, generally that of a man's arm 
between the wrift and elbow ; a ra^ of coral ; 

and the (kin of a ftitig-ray^ with coral fand, as a 

hie or poliiher. 

This is a complete catalogue d their tools^ 
and with thefe they build houics, conftruA ca- 
noes^ Bew ftone^ and fell, cleave^ canre, and 
polifli timber. 

The ftone which makes the blade of. their 
adzes is a kind o£ Bafaltes, of a blackiih or grey 
colour, not very hard, but of confiderable tough- 
nels : they aire formed of diflferent Hnis i fome, 
that arc intended foi" felling, weigh from fix to 
eight pounds ^ others, that are ufed for carvings 
not tarn than fo many ounces ; but it is necef* 
fary to lharpcn both almoll every minute ; for 

which purpofe, a ftone and a cocoa-nut ihell 

full of water are always at hand* 
Their greateft tTLploiti to which thefe tools 

are lefs equal than to any others is felling a tree : 
Vol. UI. F this 
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this requires many hands, and the coniftant la- 
bour of feveral days. When it is down, the/ 
Spht it, with the grain, into planks from three 
to four inches thick, the whole length and , 
breadth of the tcee, many of which are eight feet 
in the girt, and forty to the branches, and nearly 
of the fame tfaicknefs throughout. The tree ge- 
nerally afed is in their language called Avie^ the 
ftem of which is tall and ftfaight ; though feme 

of the fmalkr boats are made of the bread-fruit 
tfttj which is a light fpongy wood, and eafilf 
wrought. They fmooth the plank very expedi^ 
tioufly and dexteroUfly with their adzes, and can 
take off a thin coat from a whole plank without 
miffing a llroke. As they have not the art of 
warping a plank, every part of the canoe^ whe* 
ther hollow or fiat, is Ihaped by hand. 

The canoes, or boats, which are ufed bf the 

inhabitants of this and the neighbouring iflands, 
may be divided into two general claflfes ^ one of 
which they call Ivabdbsj the other Pahtis, 

The Ivahah is ufed for (hort eXcu^rfions to fcaj 
and is walUfided and flat-bottomed | the Pahie 
fbr longer voyages, and is bow-fided and fharp- 
bottomed. The Ivahas are all of the fame 
figiltre, but of different fi%es; and ufed fot di^ 

ferent purpofes: their length is from feventy- 
two feet to ten, but the breadth is by n6 meati^ 
in proportion ; for thofb of ten feet arc about a 
foot Wide, and thofe of more than feventy are'

ttattAy tw0. There is the fighting Iirabaht the 
filling Ivahah, and the travelling Ivahah; fof 
iome of thefe go from one iUand to another* 
ghting lirahah is by far the longeft, and 
the head and ftern are confiderabiy raifed above 
the body, in a feniicirciiiar form ; particularly 
the ftern, which is fometimes leventeen or eigh- 
teen (e^t high^ though the boat itielf is fcarcely 
tbftit Thefe never go to fca Angle ; but are 
fattened together, fide by fide, at the diftance of * 
about thi-ee feec^ by ftrong poles of wood, whiclr 
are laid acrofs them and lalhed to the gunwales. 
Upon thefe^ in the forepart, a ftage or platfonri 
\i raifed, about teH or twelve fiet long, and 
fomewhat wider than the boats, which is fup- 
ported by^ pillars about fix feet high : upon this 
ftage Hand ttei fightifijg mefS, whofe mlffilc wca-i 
pons are flings and fpears ; for, among other 
iiagubrities in the manners of thefe people^ 

their bows and arrows are ufed only for diver- 
fion, as we throw quoits : below theie ilages fit 
the rowers^ who reeeive from them thofe that 
are wounded, and furnifli frefli nmen to aibend in 
their roiom* Sdme of thefe have a platfbrm of 
bamboos or other light wood, through their 
whole lengthy and confiderabiy broader, by. 
means-of winch diey will carry a great npombei! 
of tntn I but we faw only one fitted in this man? 
ner. 

The fifliing Ivahahs vary in length from about 
forty feet to the fmatleft fize^ which is ^bout

carry faih The travelling. Ivahah is always^

fix in them by day, and fleep in them at night.

The Pahie is alfo of difiercnt fizes, from fixtf | 

to thirty feet long ; but, like the Ivahah, is very 
n;^row. One that I meafured was Efty-one 
feet long, and only one foot and a half wtde ae 
the tpp. In the wideft part, it was about three 

leet; and this is the general proportion. It 
does notj however, widen, by a gradual IweiU • 
but the fides beiag ftraight, and parallel, for a ', 
little way below the gunwale> it fwells abruptly, ' 
and draw» to a ridge at the bottpm ^ So that a 
tranfverfe fedion of it has fomowhat the appear- 
ance of the mark upon cards called a Spade» 
the whole being much wider ki prc^ortion to 
its length. Thcfe, like the iargeft Ivahahs, arc 
^fed fpr fightings but principally for long 

voyages* 
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v#yages. The fighting Pahie, which is the 
iargeftii* is fitted with the fiage or platforuii 
which is proportionably larger than thofe of the 
Ivahah, as their form enables them to fuftaia 
much greater weight, Thofe that arc ufed for 
failing are generaliy double and the middle fiae 
are faid to be the beft fea^boats. They are 
fometimes out a month together, going from 
iQand to idand ^ and lometimeSf as we were cre- 
dibly informed, they are a fortnight or twenty 
days at kz^ and could keep it longer if they had 
more ftowage for provifioBs^ and conveniencies 

<o hold frefti water. 

"When any of thefc boats carry fail Tingle, they 
make Ufe'Of a log of wood which is fattened to 
•the end of two poles that lie crofs the vcflcl, and 
projeA from fix to ten feet,^ according to the 
lize of the veflel, beyond its fijde, fomewhat like 
what is ufed by the flying Proa of the Ladrone 
Iflands, and called in the account of Lord An* 
ion's Voyage, an Outrigger. To this outrigger 
the ihrouds are failened, and it is eiTentialiy 
necelfary in trimming the bott when it blows 
freih. .

they are made of a fingle dick, and when the 
length of the canoe is thkty feet, that of the

fMrroiind^ it on ^very fid^, and has no contri* 
yancc other for reehug or fpriii^g j. io that, if 
cither (boul^ beconie necelTary, it muft be cut 
away, whiph, however, in thefe equal climate^ 
pan ieldom iiappen. At the top. of tl|^ malt are 
fattened ornaments of feathers, \yhich are placed 
inclining obliquely forwards^ the (hape and po- 
rtion of which will be conceived at once ftom 
the figure, in one of the cuts. 

The oars or paddles that are ufed with thefe 
boats, have a long^ handle and a flat blade, not 
unlike a baker's peel. Of thefe every pcrfon ia 
the boac has one, except thofc th^t fit under the 
awnings and they pulh her forward with them 
at a good rate* Thefe boats, however, admit 
fo much water at the feams, that one perfon at 
leafl is continually employed in throwing it out. 
The only thing in which they excel is landing, 
and putting off from the (hore in a furf : by 
their great length and high fterns they land. dry, 
when our boats could fcarcely land at all ; and 
have the fame advantages in. putting oft by the 
height of the head. 

The Ivahahs are the only boats that are uled

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^ The firft ftage or keel, under aa^ is made or 
a tree hollowed out like a trough; for which, 
the longeft trees are chofen that can be got^ A 
that there are never more than three in the whole 
length : the next ftage, nod^r i kt is formed of 
ftraight plank, abou(four feet long, fifteen inchcMB 
broad, and two inches thick : the third ftag^ 
under c r, b, like the bottom made of trunks^ 
hollowed into its bilging form ; the laft is alfo 
cut out of trunks, fo that the moulding is of 
one piece with the upright. To form thefe 
parts feparat^ly, without faw, plane, chiiTel, or 
any other iron tool, may well be thought no eafy 
taik j; but the great difficulty is to join them to- 
gether. 

When all the parts are prepared, the keel is 
laid upon blocks, and the planks being fup- 
ported by ftanchiohs, are fewed or clamped to- 
gether with ftrong thongs of plaiting, which are 
paffed feveral times dirough hol^ that are bored 
with a gouge or auger of bone, tljat has been 
deferibed already % and the nicety with which 
this is done, may be inferred from their being 
fttfficiently water-tight f9r ufe without caulking. 
As tbe platting foon rots in the wat^r, it is re- 
newed at leaft once a-ye.ar j in order to which, 
' the veifel is taken entirely to pieces. The head 
and ftern are rude with refped to the defign j 
but very neatly finiihed, and poliihcd to the 
^igheft degree* . j

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Thefe :Fahies are kept with great care^ in ^ 

kind of houfe built on purpofe for their recep- 
jion ; the houfes arc formed of poles fet up- 
right in the g|t)und, the tops of which are drawa 
towards each other, and faft^ned together witlji 
their ftrongeft cord, lb as to form a kind of Go- 
thic arch, which is completely thatched quite to 

|he ground, being open only at the ends^ thejr 

^re fometimes fifty or fixty paces long. 

As conne^ed with the navigation of thefo 
people, I (hall mention their wonderful fagacity 
in foretelling the weather, at leaft the quarter 
from which the wind fhall blow at a fqture time | 
they have feveral ways of doing this, of which 
however I know but one. They iay, that th^ 
Milky- way js always curved laterally; but 
(bmetimcs in one diredtion, and fometimes in 
pnother : and that this curvature is the efFeA of 
its being already acted upon by the wind, ai^d 
its hollow part therefore towards it % fo that, if 
the fame curvature contifiues a night, a corre<* 
fponding wind certainly blows the next day. 
Of their rules, I fhall not pretend to judge; bqt 
1 know that, by whatever means, they can pre- 
di& the weather, at leaft the wind^ with much 
greater certainty than we can. 

In their longer voyages, they fteer by the fun 
in the day, and in the night by the ftars; all of 
^hich they diftinguijh feparately by names, and

WE were, pot ^bl^ to acquire a.perfcd id?a 
of their method of dividing t|me; bpt 
4)bfervcd, that in fpeaking of it, cither paft or to 
come, they never ufed any term bi^t Malamfh 
^Nhich fignifies Moon* .Of the{e moons they 
count ^hirte^n, and then begin again j which is 
a dcQionftration that they have a, notion of the 
fols^r ye^r : but how they compute their months 
xh^t thirteen qf them (hall be Qoq[)fi)enfi|r^te 
with che year^ we coujd not difcpver ; for they 
lay that each month has twenty-nine days, in- 
cluding ooe .in Yfhich the .moon is not vifiblc. 
They have names for them feparately, and have 
frequently told .us the fruits that woulfl be .in 
.(e^fqn, and the we^athcr that would prevail, in 
each of them ; and.th^y h^yeincleed a name for 
tbem o^le^iYetiTf .though they ufe it only 
4 when 
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when they ipeak of i^ie myfteries of tKcir 
fdigion. ^ * * ^ 

Every tlay 1$ fobdivided 'if\to twelve parts,^ 
each of cwo hours, of which iix belong to tbef^ 
day, aod fix to the night. At thefe iiivifions 
they gucfs pretty nearly by the height of the fun 
vhile he as above the horizon ^ but there are few 
of then) that can guefs at thei% when he; is ht* 
Iqw it, by the fl:ar§. 

In numeration they proceed firom one .(o ten, 
the number of fingers on both hands; and 
though they have for each number a diffident 
name, they generally take hold of thcnr fingers 
ofie by one, lifting from one hand to the o(ber 
till they come to the number they want to ex* 
prefs. And in other inftances, we obferved that, 
ivhen they weiip coiivcrfing with each other, 
they joined figns to their words, which were fo 
^prel&ve that a ftranger might eaiily apprehend - 
jthetr meaning* 

In counting from ten they repeat the name of 
that number, and add the word mare i ten, a A 

one more, is eleven ; ten, and two more, twelve; 
and lo of the reft, as we fay one and twenty, 
two and twenty* When they come to ten and - 
ten more, they have a new denomination, as we 
fay a fcore ; and by thele fcores they count till 
they get ten of them, when they have a deno- 
mination for two hundred ^ and we never could 
difcover that they had any denomination to cx- 
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pvefs a greater number: neither, indee^^^ 
they feem to want any ; for ten of thefe anf^^ 
to two thoufand, a greater nuinbcr than y 
can ever apply* 

In meaiuring diftance they are much more a 
ficient than in computing numbers^ having hi 
one term which anfwers to fathom ; when the^ 
. fpeak of .diftances from place to piace^ they ex^ 
prefi it, like the Afiatics, by the time that 13 re^^^ 
quired to pais it. 

Their language is foft and melodious ; it 
^bounds with vowels9 and we eafily learnt to 
pronounce it : but found it exceedingly difficult 
to teach them to pronounce a fingle word of 
ours i probably not only from its abounding in. 
conionants, but from fome peculiarity in its 
ftr))^re} for Spanifli and Italian ^ords, if 
. ending in a vowe), they pronounced with great 
facility. . : 

• Whether it is copious, we were not fuffici- 
< ently acquainted with it to know; but it is 
certainly very imperfeft, for it is almoft totally 
without inflexion, both of nouns and verbs. 
Few of the nouns have more than one cafe, and 
few of the verbs more than one tenfe ; yet we 
found no great 'difficulty in maklhg ouriehres 
mutually underftood, however ftrange it may 
appear in. fpeculatiom , ' ' 

They 
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'Pl^have, howevery certain affixai whicli^ 
jj^^y but few in number, arc wrjr ultrftll* 
and puzzled us extremely. One

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Among people whofe food is fo fimple, and whd 
in geaeral are feldom drunk, it is f carcely neceflary 
to fay, that there are but few difeafes i we faw no 
critical difeafe during our flay upon the ifland, and 
but few inftances of ficknefs, which were acci* 
dental fits of the colic. The natives, however^ 
are . afBidled with the eryfipelas, and cutaneous 
eruptions of the fcaiy kind, yery nearly approach- 
ing to a leprofy. Thofe in whom this diftcmper 
was far advanced, lived in a ftate of feclufion from 
all fdciety, each in a fmall houfe built upon fomc^ 
unfrequented fpot, where they were fuppiied with 
provifions : but whether th^y had any hope of re^ 
lief, or languifhed out the remainder of their lives 
in folitude and defpair^ we could not learn. We oh^ 
ferved alfo a few who had ulcers upon different parts 
of their bodies, fome of which had a very virulent 
appearance; yet they feemed not much to be re- 
garded by thofc vvlio were afBiftcd with them, for 
they were left entirely without application even toi 
keep off the flies. ' 

♦ Where intcmperancfc produces no difeafes, there 
will be Ho phyficians by profeQion; yet where 
there is fufferance, there will always be attempts td 
relieve; and where the caufe of the oiifchief and 
the remedy' are alike unknown, thele will naturally 
be direded by fuperftition : thus it happens, that 
in this country, and id all others which are not 
further injured by luxury, or improved by know- 
l^ge, the o^anageoient of the iick falls to the lot- 

« -of 
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of theprieft« The method of cure that is prac- 
tiftd by the priefts of Otaheicct confifts chiefly qt 
prayers and ceremonies. When he vifits his pa- 
tient he repeats certain fentences, which appear 
to be let forms contrived for the occafion, and 
at the fame time plaits the leaves of the cocoa- 
otit into different figures very neatly ; fome of 
thcfe he faftens to the fingers and toes of the 
lickt and often leaves behind him a few branches 
of lilxttbejperiaf^pulnea^ which they call Emidhot 
thefc ceremonies are repeated till the patient re« 
covers or dies. If he itcovers, they fay the re« 
medics cured him, if he dies, they fay the dif- 
eafe was incurable, in which perhaps they do 
not much difier from the cuftom of other 
count ries^ 

If we bad juciged of their ikill in furgery froixi 
the dreadful fears which we fometimes faw, we 
ibottld have fuppofed it to be much fuperior to 
the art not only of their phyficians, but of ours. 
We faw one man whofe face was almoft entirely 
dcftroyed, his nofe, including the bone, was per- 
fectly ilat, and one cheek and one eye were fo 
beaten in, that the hollow would almoft receive 
a man's fift, yet no ulcer re^mained ; and our 
companion, T^pi^ had been pierced quite 
through his body by a fpear headed with the 
bone of the fting-ray, the weapon having entered 
his back, and come out juft under his brcaft; 
but except in reducing diflocations and fra&ures^

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the bcftfurgeon can contribute verjr little to the 
cure of a wound ; the bhxKl itfelf is the beft 
/ vulnti ai y balfam, and' wWri the jtlice^ of the 
body are pure, and the patient is temperate, no- 
thing more is ncceffary as dn'aid to Natnre'ifa 
the cure of the worit wound, than the keeping it 
clean.

Their commerce with the inhabitants of Eu- 
rope has, however, already entailed upon them 
. that dreadful curfe which avenged tlic kihumani- 
ties committed by the Spaniards in America, the 
>enereal difeafe. As it is certaii]i that no Euro- 
pean veffcl bcfidesour own, except theDolphIrt, 
and the twa that were under the command of 
Monf. Bougainville, ever vilited this ifland, k 
muft have been brought either by. one of them 
or by us. That it was not brbugfit by the 
Dolphin,, Captain Wailis has demonftrated in 
thcaccouhtof her voyage, [Vol.1, p. ja'?, 324.] 

and nothing is more certain than that when we 
arrived, it had made moft dreadful ravages in 
the ifland. One of our people contrdfted it 
within five days after we went on Ihore, and by 
the inquiries among the natives, i^hieh .^is OC"^ 

cafioncd, we leapnt, when we came to under- 
itand a little of their language, rilat' it had been 
brought by the veflels which Kkd hc^n thtifc 
about fifteen months before us, and had lain on 
the eaft ftde of the' ifland. Tfiey diftinguiihed 
it by a name of the iauic import with rotUnnefst 
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jbut of a more extenfiv^ fignificaupn, and defcrib* 
ed^ in the onoft pathetic ^rms, the fuflferings of 
the firft viftim8*to its rage, and told us that it 
caufed tke h^t and cb^ nail$ to fall off, and the 
£dh to rot from the bones ; that it fpread a unU 
verfal terror and conilernation among them, fo 
that the fick wene ^ibajt^loaed by their neareft 
relations, left the calamity fhould fpread by con- 
tagion, and left^o periih ^ooe ia-fucb miiery a9 
till then bad never been known ampng them* 
We had fome reafon, however, to hope that 
they had found out a fp^c^fic to cur^ it : during 
our ftay upon the ifiand we faw none in whom 
it had made a great progrefs, and one wiio went 
from us infefled, returned after a ihort timd in 
perfedl health ; and by this it appeared either 
that the difeafe had cured itfelf, or that they 
were not unacquainted with the virtues of 
iimples, nor implicit dupes to the fuperftitious 
follies of . their priefts. We endeavoured to 
kari) the medical quajities which they impute4 
to their plants, but our knowledge of their lan« 
guage Was too imperfeft for us to fucceed. If 
we could have learnt their fpeafic for the vene- 
real dHeafe, if fuch they have, it would have 
been of greac^vantage to us, for when we left 
the ifland ic had been contraAed by more than 
half the people on board the fliip.

iHfpofaiof anticipated-, to avoid repetition therefore, I 
{hail only iupply de&ciencies. Of the tnannq 
of difpofing of their dead, much has been faidl 
already. I muft more explicitly obicrvc, ihall 
there are two places in which the dead are dd 
pofited one a kind of fhed, where the flefh 
is iuffcrcd to putrefy ^ the other an enclofurei 
with erefbions of ftone, where the bones are a£ 
terwards buried. The flieds arc called Tupa- 
row, and the enclofures Moral The Moraii 
are alfo places of worlhip. | 
As foon as a native of Otaheite is known toj 

be dead, the houlc is filkcl with relations, who 
deplore their lofs, ibme by loud lamentatiooS|| 
and fome by lels clamorous, but more genuine! 
cxprefiions of grief. Thofc who are in the 
neareft cfegree of kindred, and are really aficd- 
cd by the event, arc (ilent ^ the reft are one mo- 
ment uttering paflionace exclamations in ai 
chorus, and the next laughing and talking 
.without the lead appearance of concern* In 
this manner the remainder of the day on whicb 
they aiTcmble is fpent, and all the fuccecd- 
ing night* On the next morning the body 
is flirouded in their cloth, and Wnveyed to the 
fea fide upon a bier, which the bearers fupporc 
upon their (boulders, attended by the prieft, 
who having prayed over the body, repeats his 
ientences during the proceiiloa : when it arrives 
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at the water's edge, it is fet down upoa the 
^ beach % the priclt renews his prayers^ and taking 
up fome of the water in his hands, i^rinkles it 
towards the ibodyy but not upon it. It is then 
carried -back forty or fifty yards, and foon after 
brought again to the beach^ where the prayers 
and fprinkling are repeated : it is thus removed 
backwards and forwards fevcral times, and while 
thdfe ceremonies have been performing a houfe 
has been built, and a fmall fpace of ground rail^ 
cd in. In the centre of this houfe, or Tupapo w, 
pofts •are fet up to fupporc the bier, which is at 
length conveyed thither, and placed upon it, 
and here the body remains to putrify till the flelh 
is wholly wafted from the bones. 
^ Thefe hoiifes of corruption are of a fize pro- 
^ portioned to the rank of the perfon whole body 
they are to contain ; thole allotted to the lower 
clafs arc jufl: fufiicient to cover the bier, and 
have no railing round cheni. The largeft we 
everfaw was eleven yards long, and fuch as thele 
are ornamented according to the abilities and 
inclination of the furviving kindred, who never 
fail to lay a profuflon of good cloth about the 
body, and (bmetimes almoft cover the outfide of 
the houfe. Garlands of the fruit of the palm- 
nut or pandanuSf and cocoa leaves, twifted bf 
thcpriefts in myfterjous knots, with a plant call- 
^ by them Etbee Moraiy which is particular- 
if confecrated to funereal folemnities, are depofit- 
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1769. -cd ajpout the place j prpvifion and water are alio 
^ left at a littk diftancc, of which, and df other dc» ' 
corations, a more particular defcription has been 
given already. ? 

As foon as the body is depofited in the Tu- 
papow, the mourning is renewed. " The women 
affemble, and are led to the door by the neaftR 
' relation, who ftrikes a ftiark's tooth fcveral 
times into the crown of her head : the blood 
copioufly follows, and is carefully received upon 
pieces of linen, which are thrown under the 
bier. The reft of the women follow this ex- 
ample, and the ceremony is repeated at the in- 
terval of two or three days, as long as the zeal 
and iorrow .pf the parties hold out. The tears 
alfo which are ihed upon thefe occasions, are 
received upon pieces of doth, and offered as ob- * 
hdons to the dead : fome of the younger people 
cut off their hair, and that is thrown under the 
bier with the other offerings. This cultom is 
founded upon a notion that the foul of the de- 
ceaCpd, which they believe to exift in a feparate ' 
• ftate, is hovering about the place where the 
body is depofited : that it obkrves the actions 
pf the furvivors, and is gratified by fuch teftt- 
monies of their affcdion and grief. \ 

Two or three days after thefe ceremonies 
have been commenced by the women, during 
which the men fcem to be wholly infcnfibk of 
their lofs, they alfo begin to perform their part" 
. - - . Tlie 
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The neareft relatioos take it ia turn to alTume 

^thc drefe, and perform the office which have al- 
ready been particularly deichbed in the account 
of Tubourai Tamaide's having adled as chief 
mouraer to an old woman, liis reiacioto, who died 
while we were in the ifland* One part of the 
ceremony, however, which accounts for the run- 
ning away of the people as foon as this procef- 
fion is in fight, has not been mentioned. The 
chief mourner carries in his hand a long flat 
ilicki the edge of which is fet with* fliark's 
teeth, and in a phrcuzy, which his grief is fup« 
pofed to have infpired, he runs at all he ieest 
and if any of them happen to be overtaken, he 
ftrikes them moft unmercifully with this indent- 
ed cudgel, which xannot fail to wound them in 
a dangerous manner. 
Thefe proceffions continue at certain intervals 

for five moons, but are lefs and lefs frequent, by 
a gradual dimifiution, as the end of that time 
approaches. When it is expired, what remains 
of the body is taken down from the bier, and 
the bones having been fcraped and walhed very 
clean, are buried, according to the rank of the 
perfon, either within or without a Morai : if the 
deceafed was an Earee, or Chief, his (kullis not 
buried with the reft of the bones, but is wrapped 
up m fine cloth, and put in a kind of box made 
for that purpofe, which is alfo placed in the 
Moral This coffer is called Ewbarre na U 
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lySg* Orometua^ the houfe of a teacher or matter 
After this the mourning cea&% except fome ot 
the women continue to be really afBiffced for the 
' lofs» and in that cafe they will fometimes iud- 
denly wound themfelves with (he ihark's tooth 
wherever they happen to be : this perhaps will 
account for the p^on of grief in which Terapo 
wounded herfelf at the fort; fome accidental 
circumilance might forcibly revive the remem- 
brance of a friend or relation whom Ihe had loft, 
with a pungency of regret and tendernefs which 
forced a vent by tears, and prompted her to a re- 
petition of the funereal rite. 

The ceremonies, however, do not ceafe with 
the mourning: prayers are ftill faid by the 
pricft, who is well paid by the furviving rela^ 
tions, and ofierings made at the Morai. Somd 
of the things, which from time to time are de- 
pofited there, are emblematical : a young plan- 
tain reprefents the deceafed, and the bunch of 
feathers the deity who is invoked. The prieft 
places himfelf over-againft the fymbol of the 
God, accompanied by fome of the relations, who 
are furniihed with a fmall offering, and repeats 
his oraifon in a fet form, confiding of feparate 
fcntences at the fame time weaving the leaves 
pf the cocoa-nut into different forms, which be 
afterwards dcpofits upon the ground where the 
bones have been interred ^ the deity is then ad- 
drelTed by a ihrill fcreech, wfiich is ufed only 
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upm that occafion. When the prieft retires, the ^ ^7^y 
toft of feathers is removed, and the provtfions 

left to putrify,or be devoured by the rats. 

Of the religion of thefe people, we were not RcUs'tn. 
not able to acquire any clear and confiftent 
knowledge : we found it like the religion of 
moft other countries, involved in myflerjr, and 
perplexed with apparent inconfiftencics. The 
religious language is alio here, as it is in China, 
difierent frona- that which is uied in common i 
fo that Tupia, who took great pains to inftruft 
us, having no words to expr^s his meaning 
which we underftood, gave us leftures to very 
little purpofe ; what we learnt, however, I will ^ 
relate with as much perfpicuity as I can. ^ 

Nothing is more obvious to a rational being, 
however ignorant or ftupid, than that the uni* 

verfe and its various parts, as far as they fallun^ 
der his notice, were produced by fome agent 
inconceivably more powerful than htmfelf ; and 
nothing is more difficult to be conceived, even 
by the moft fagacioua and knowing, than the 
production of them from nothing, which among 
us is expreiied by the word Qrmtion. it is na« 
tural therefore, as no Being apparently capable 
of producing the univerfc is to be feen, that he 
ihould be fuppofed to refide in fome diftant part 
of it, or to be in his nature invifible, and that he 

ihould have onginaUy produced all that now 
exifts in a manner funilar to that in which nature

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1769. ^«is renovated by the ruccciTion of one generation 
""^^^ to another % but the idea of procreattoa inchidca 
in it that of two peHbns, and from the conjunc- 
tion of two perfons thefe people imagine every 
thing in the univcrie cither origkially or derivE^ 
tively to proceed. 

The Supreme Deity, one of thefe two firft fafi* 
^ ings, they call Taroataihetoomoo, and the * 
other, whom they iuppoie to have been a rock, 
TfiPAPA. A daughter of thefe was Tsttow* 
MATATAYO, the year, qr thirteen months ooUec* 
tively, which they never name but upon diis oc* 
tafion, and Ihe, by the common father, produced 
« the months, and the months, by conjunftion 
with each other, the days; the ftars they fuppofe 
partfy to be the immediate o&pring of the firft 
pair, and partly to faftve increafed among them- 
selves and. they have the fame notion with re- 
fpeSt to the different fpedes of plants. Among 
other progeny of Taroataihctoomoo and Tepapa, 
they fuppofe an inferior race of deities whom 
they call Satuas. Two of thefe Eatoas, they 
fay, at fome remote period of time, inhabited the 
the earth, and were the parents of the firft mam 
When this man, their common anceilor, was 
born, they iay that he wa» round 4ikje a ball,, but 
that his mother, with ^eac car», drew out hk 
limbs, and having at length moulded him into 
'his pi«fent ferm, ihe called him Sows, whi^ 
figni&es fifiifbed. Ti^at being prompted by the 
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ttniverfal in(lin& to propagate his kind, and^ 
betag able to find no female bat his mother, h« 
begot upon her a daughter, and upon the daugh- 
ter other daughters for feveral generations, be* 
fbre there was a fon j a fon, however, being at 
length born, he, by the aiTiftance of his Hiters, 
peopled the world* 

Befides their daughter Tettowmatatayo, the 
firft progeMtors of nature had a fon whom they 
called Tane. Taroataihctoomoo, the Supreme 
Deity, they emphatically ftyle the caukr of 
earthquakes % but their prayers are more gene* 
rally addrcffcd to Tane, whom they fuppofc to 
take a greafecpart In the affiEurs of noankind. 

Their fubordinate deides or Eatuas, which 
•^re numerous, arc of both fexcs : the male are 
>vOrihipped by the men, and the female by the 
women J and each, have Morais to which tl.c 
ether fex is not admitted, though they have 
alfo Morais common to both« Men perform the 
f;y£oe of prieft to both fcxes, but each fex has 
lis priefts, for thofe wt)0 oi&ciate for one fex, do 
not officiate tor the other^ 

Tkey believe the immortality of the foul, at 
Icaft its exillence in a fcparate ftate, and that 
tlijsre ?i».W0: fituatiaps of different degrees of 
happinefs, foR>jpwhat analpgous to our heaven 
and hell : the fuperior fuuation they call Tavi- 
rua terai^ the other ^iahoboo. They do not, 
however, confidcr them as places of reward and 
* X punilhmenc. 
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i7^« . punifliment, but as recepufjes for .diSerent 
' * claffts } the firft, for tbcir Chiefs and principal 
people, the other for thofe of inferior raok, for 
they do not fuppole that their aftions here iti 

the lead influence their future ftatc, or indeed 
/ that they come under the cogaizaoce of thek 
deititfs at all. Their religion, therefore, if *ie 
has no influence upon their morals, is at leaft 
dtfioterefted ; and their expreffions of adoration 
and reverence, whether by words or a^UoES^ 
arife only from a humble fenfe of their owd infe- 
riority, and the ineflabie excellence of divine 
perfcilion. 

The charaAer of the pricft or Tahowa, is he* 

reditary : the clafs is numerous, and confifts of 
all ranks of people ; the Chief, however, is ge- 
nerally the younger brother of a good family, 
and is refpeded in a degree next to their kings. 
Of the little knowledge that: is poflefled in this 
country, the prieds have the greateil (bare s but 
it confifts principally in an acquaintance with 
the names and ranks of the different £atuas or 
fubordinate divinities, and the opinkms concern* 
ing the origin of things, which have been tradi- 
tionaily preierved among the order in detached 
lentences, of which fome will repeat an incredi- 
ble number, though but very few of the words 
that are ufed in their common dialed occur in 
tlicm. 
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• The pricfts, however, arc fupcrior to the reft 1769, 
of the people in the knowledge of navigacion and "^^""^ 
aftronomy, and indeed the name Tahowa figni- 
fics nothing more than a man of knowledge. At 
there are priefts of every clafs, they officiate 
only aoiong that clafs to which they belong ; the 
prieft of the inferior clafs is never called upon by 
thole of fjuperior rank, nor will the prieft of the 
luperioj: rank officiate for any of the inferior 
clafi. 

Marriage in this iiland, as appeared to qs, ii 
nothing more than an agreement between the 
man and woman, with which the prieft has no 
concern. Where it is contraAed it appears to 
be pretty well kept, though lometimes the paiv- 
.tits leparate by mutu^ cooicfit^ and in that calk 
a divorce takes place with ^ little trouble as the 
marriage.. , 

But though die priefthood has laid the people 
under no tax for a nuptial benedi&ion, them 
are two opetaribns which it has appropriated, 
and from which it derives confiderable advan* 
tages. One \» tdtiomng^ and the other circuni- 
cifion, though neil|ier of them have any con- 
nexion with religion. The tattowing has been 
defcribed already. Circumcifion has been adopt- * 
ed merely from motives of cleanlinefs \ it can* 
not indeed properly be called cux:umcifion, be- 
caufe the prepuce is not mutilated by a circular 
wounds but only flit through thie upper part to

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prevent its contracting over th& glaus. As nci* 
thtr of thefe can be performed by any but a 
prieft) and as to be without either is the greateiik 
^iifgrace, they may be confidored as a claim to 
furplice fees like our marriages and chriftenings, 
^liich are cheerfully and liberally pafd^ not 'ao> 

cording to any fettled ftipend, but tJie rank and 
abilities of the parties or their friends. 
' The Morai, as has already been ebftnred, h 
at once a burying-ground and a-^acc of "Owip- 
4i2p, and in thifl parcicolar Oui' chu^hCs 'too 
mndi refcmhle it. The Indian, however, ap- 
f)roaches his Morai with a reverence and hum^ 
Jity that difgraces the chriftian, not becanfe he 
holds any thing (acred that is there, but becauie 
he there worihiptf «ii invi|||;>le'divi|iity^ far whod!* 
though he neither hopes for reward, nor fears 
puniihment, at his hand, he always, qipnffiai^ 
•chs profbuhcteft hbmage and mbft* humble ado-

they fetch wood and water» and, under the di- 
leftton of the miftrels of the f^imily, drcfs the 
.jviftuals ; they alfo c^h the fifli. ' 

* . ; Each of the Earees Jceept a kind of court, 

. and has a great number of attendants, chieEy 
ctb9 younger b^th^fs of. their own tribe ; and 
: among thefe feme hold particular offices, but of 
what nature exadtiy we could not tell. One was 
xalled the Eewa no PEarUf and another the 
Whanno no PEaree^ thefe were frequently 
idifpatched to us with m^ages. Of all the 
» courts of thefe Earees, that of Toocahah was* 
- the moll iplendid, as indeed n\ight; ceafonably 
be expefted, becaufe he adminiftered the go- 
vernment for Ou(ou, , his nephew, who was 
Earee rabie of Obereonoo, and lived upon his

duced to the rank of a private man, all m^fkd 
of refpeA being transferred to the childy if it is 
fulFered to live, though the father ftill continues . 
pofleflbr an4 administrator of his eftate : pror 
baUjr thi^ cuffom has its lhare, atnongi other 
inducenfients, m forming the Ibciecies ceiled 
Aireoy. •» ' 

If a general attack happens to be made gpoii War. 
the iUaod, every diftri^ under the command of 
an Earee, is obliged to fur nifli its proportion of 
foldicrs for the common defence. The number 
fumilhett bf the principal diftridts, which <Tif- 
pia rccoHefted, when added together, amounted, 
as I have obferved before, to fi^ ihoufand fix 
hundfed' and eighty. 

Upon fuch occafions, the united force of the 
whole iflahd is commanded in chief by tbo Earee 
rahic. Private differences between two Earecs 
are decided by their own people, withput s^t all 
difturbing die general tranquillity. 

Their weapons are flings, which they ufe with Wwpc 
great dexterity, pikes headed with the flings of 
fting-rays, and clubs, of about fi^ or feven

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17^* feet long, made of a very hard heavy wood 
' Thus armed, they at« iaid to fight with great 
oUtinacy, which is the more likely to be truc^ 
as it is certain that they give no quarter to either 
maii» woman, or child, who ia ib unfortunate 

as to fall into their hands during che battle, or 
fi^r Ibme houra afterwards, till their paflioi^ 
wliich is always violent, though not lafting, has 

fubfided, 

Thtt £aree rahte of ObeicoiH>a, whikwewere 
here, was in perfect amity with the Earee rahic 
of Tigrrtboo, the other peniofulai though he 
«ook hiaafelf the title of king of the wbde 
ifland : this, however, produced no more jea* 
loufy in the other foveicigOp than the title of 
king of France, affumed by our fovereign, does 
ifi his moft Chriftiap Majefty, 

In a government fo rude, it cannot be expe£^ 
ed that distributive juflice ihould be regularly 
' iidmioiftered, and indeed, where there ia lb little 
Oppolition of interelt, in confequence of the fa* 
^ cility with which every appetite and^paflioo k 

gratified, there can be but few crimes. There 
b nothing like oMtney, the common iQ^dium by

Having now given the beft defcription that I 
can of the iiland in its prefent ftate, and of the 
people, with their cuftoms and manners^ Ian* 
guage and arcs, I (hall only add a few general 
obfervations, which ma^ be ^ ufe to future aa* 
vigacors, if any of the ftiips of Great Britain 
ftiouid receive orders to vifit it* As it pro* 
duces nothing that appears to be convertible 
/ into an article of trade, and can be ufedonly bjr 
affording refreihments to (hipping in their paf> 
fage through thefe fcas, it might be made to 
aniwer this purpoie in a much greater degree, 
by tranfporting thither (beep, goats, ^and horn* 
ed cattle, with European garden-fluff, and other 
ufeful vegetables, which there is the greateft 
rcaibn to fuppofe will fiourilh in fo fine a cli- 
mate^ and io rich a foil.. ' . ^ : . 

Though this, and the- aetghbourinjg iflands 
lie Within the tropic of Capricorn, yet the heat 
is not troublefome, nor did the winds blow con* 
ftantly from the eaft. We had' frequently a 
freih gale, from the S. W« for two or three days, 
and fometimes, though very fddom, from tiie 
N. W.! Tupia reported, that fouth wefterly . 
winds prevail in Oftober, Novcfnnfber, and De- 
cember, and we have no doubt of the fa<ft ' 
ythta the winds are yariabley they are always 

s(C9om|)anie4 
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accompanied by a fwcil from the S. W. or W. 
S. W.; therie is alfo a fwell from the fame 
points when it is calm^ and the aimofphcre 
loaded with clouds^ which is a fure indicatioa 
that the winds are variable, or wefterljr out at 
ksit ior with the fettled trade- wind the weather 
is clear* 

The meeting with wefterly winds, within the 
general limits of the eaftern trade, has induced 

fome navigators to luppok thai: they were near 
foine large track of land, of which, however, I 
think they are no indication. 

It has been found, both by us and the Dol- 
phin, that the trade«-wind, in thefe parts, does 
not extend farther to the loiuh than twenty de- 
grees, beyond which,, we generally found a gale 
from the weftward ; and it is rcaibnable to fup* 
pofe, that when thefe winds blow ftrong, they 
will drive back the eafterly wind, and con^<^• 

quently incroach upon the limits w^ithin which 
they conitantly blow, and thus neceiTarily pro* 
duce variable winds, as either happens to pre- 
vail, and a fouth wefterly iweil. This luppoii- 
tion is the more probable, as it is well knows 
that the trade- winds blow but faiiuly lor fome 
diftance within their limits, and therefore may 
be more eafily ftopped or repelled by a wind in 
the contrary dircftion : it is alfo w^ll known, 
the limits of the trade-winds vary not only 

n i at 
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1769. at different feafons of the year, but fomctimes at 
the iame feafoiit m dtflTcrcnc years^ 

There is therefore no re a Ion to fuppofc that 
fouth wefterly winds, wichki thefe limies, are 
eaufed by the vicinity of large tra6ts ef land, 
cfpecially as they are always accompanied with 
a large fweU, in the fame dire&ion in which they 
blow i and we find a much greater furf beating 
upon the flieres of the fouth weft fide of the 
iflands that are fituated jiift within the limits 
of the tradc-wkid, than upon any other part of 
them* 

The tides about thefe idands, are perhaps as j 
inconliderable as in any part of the world* A I 
fouth or S. by W. moon, makes high water in j 
the bay of Matavai at Otaheite ^ but the water I 
very feldom rifes perpendicularly above ten or 1 
twelve inches. 1 
The variation of the compafs I found to be 
4? 46' eaftcrly, this being the refult of a great 
number of trials made with four of Dr. Knight^s 
needles, adapted to azimuth compafles. Thefe 
compaiTes I thought the beft that could be pro- 
caml, yet when applied to the meridian line, I 
found them to differ not only one from another, 
fometimes a degree and an half, but the fame 
needle, half a degree from itfelf in different 
trials made on the fame day ^ and I do not re- 
member that I have ever found two needks 

which 
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which exadly agreed ac the fame time and place, 
though I have often found the. fame needle 
agree with idelf, in leveral trials made one after 
the other. This imperfedion of the needle^ 
however, is of no confequence to navigation^ 
as the variatioo can always be found to a degree 
of Mcunicy;, more dMUi iufficitec finr stt nautical 
purpofcs. ^ , •

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C.H A P. XX.

A Defcrtption of fcveral other Iflands in the 
Neigbbctirbood of OtabeitCf with various 
Incidents ; a dramatic Entertainment 
and many Particulars relative to the Cap 
toms and Manners of the JnbabitatUs. 

AFTER parting with our friends, we 
made an eafy fail, with gentle breezes and 
clear weather, and were informed by Tupia, 
that four of the neighbouring iflands, which he 
diftinguiilhed by the names of HuAH£iN£t 
Ulibtba, Otaha, and Bolabola, lay at the 
diflance of between one and two days fail from 
Otaheite ; and that hogs, fowls, and other re- 
frefliments, with which we had of late been but 
fparingly fupplied, were there to be procured 
in great plenty ; but having difcovered from 
the hills of Otaheite, an liland lymg to the 
northward, which he called Tbthuroa, I de- 
termined firft to ftand that way, to take a nearer 
view of it. It lies N. 4 W* diftant eight leagues 
from the northern extremity of Otaheite, upon 
which we had obferved the tran^t, and to which 
we had» for that reafon, given the name of 

Point 
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PoiMT Venus. We found it to be a iniall low 1769. 
ifland, and were told by^Tupiat that it had no 
fettled inhabitants, but was occafionally vificed 
by the inhabitants of Otaheice, who fometimes 
went thither for a few days to &ih ; we therefore 
determined to fpend no more time in a farther 

examination of it, but to go in fearch of Hua- 
heine and Ulietea, which he defcribed to be 

well peopled, and as large as Otaheite. 

At fix o'clock in the morning of the 14th, the FrUay 14, 

wellermoft part of Eimeo, or York liland, bore 
S. E. Y and the body of Ouheite £. 4- S. 
At noon, the body of York Ifland bore E. by ' 
S. ^ S* ; and Port-Koyal bay, at Otaheite, S. 70** 
45' E. diibint 6t miles; and an ifland which wc 
took to be Saunders's Ifland, called by the na- 
tives Tapoamanao, bore S. S. W. Wc alfo 
law land bearing N. W« i W« which Tupia faid 
was Huahcine. 

On the 1 5th, it was hazy, with light breezes satwd. 15. 
and calms fucceeding each other^ fo that we 
could fee no land, and made but little way. Our 
Indian, Tupia, often prayed for a wind to his 
god Tanc, and as often boaiied of his fuccefs, 
.which indeed he took a yerj; effeftual method to 
fecure, for he never began his addrefs to Tane, 
tUi . he faw a breeze fo near that he knew it 
mofl:TeacK the fliip before, his oraiibn was well 
over, .... ^ . 

On 
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On the 1 6th, we had a gentle breeze ^ and in 
the moraing about eight o'clock, being clofe in 
wkh the north weft part of theifland Huaheme, 
we foundedt but had no bottom with 80 fothon^. 
Some canoes very ibon came off, but the people 

ftemed afraid, and kept at a diitance till they 
discovered Tupia, and then they ventuiod 
nearer. In one of the canoes diat came up to 
the (hip's fide, was the King of the ifland and his 
wife. Upon affurantes of friend(hip» frequent- 
ly anvl earneftly repeated,- their Majefties and 
fooie others came on board. At fird th^y were 
flruck with aftonifliment, and wondered at 
every thing that was ihewn them ; yet they 
made no inquiries, and feeming to be fatisfied 
with what was offered to their notice, they made 
no fearch after other objc^ of curio&ty, with 
which it was natural to fuppofe a buBding of 
fuch novelty and magnitude as the ihtp muft 
abound. After fome time, they became more 
familiar. I *was given to underftand, that the 
name of the king was Orsb, and be propoied» 
as a mark of amity, that we (hould exchange 
names. To this I readily confenfed; and 
was Cookee, for fo he pronounced mf name^ 
and I was Oree, for the reft of the time we were 
together. We found thefe people to- be vety

Soon after dinner, wecame toan anch(M*, in a 
fmall but excellent harbour on the weft fide of 
the illand, which the Natives caUOwHAHitE, in 
eighteen fathom water, clear ground, and fecure 
from all winds* I went immediately alhore, ac- 
companied by Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, Mr. 
Monkhoufe, Xupia, King Cookec, apd fome 
Other of the natives who had been on board 
ever fince the morning. The moment we land- 
ed* Tupia ftripped himfelf as )qw aa tkc w^ift^ 
aiid deQred Mr. Monkhoufe to do the fkmc : he 
then iat down before a greafi Quoibor of cfae nac 
lives, who were colle^d together in a large 
houte or ihed i for herci 4a wtiU ^ at Qta^ii^ 
a houft conlifts only of a roof fupported upon 
poles ; the reft of by bis de^e» iUAding 
bebifid* He then begw a, ^ech or prayer^ 
wkich lafted about a (juarrer of an houCi xim 
Kteg who ftood Q^vei^agaiiift hyn crorf kiow.a«t 
then anfwering in what appeared to be fct re* 
fpoii&s.. la the coturie of this harangue he iib^ 
' livered at cKflhrefit tifnes two handkerchief^ a 
black (Uk neckclotbf tanc beads^ twq imali 
bunches of feathers, and firnie ptantatns^ as pre- 
ferns to their Eatua, or God. In return for 
thefe, he received ior oor Eatiie, a h^,'fime 
young plantains^ and two fmall bunches of 

feathers^

17^- feathers, which ^e ordered to be carried oa, 
^ board the (hip. After thcfc ceremonieSt .which 
we fuppofed to be the ratification of a treaty be- 
tween us, every one was diioiiiTed to go whither 
he pleafed; andTupia immediately repaired to 
offer his oblations at one of the Morais. 
Uomkftj, The next mornings we went on Ihore again^ 
and walked up the hills, where the productions 
were exaAly the fame as thofe of Otaheite, ex- 
cept that the rocks ^nd day appeared to be 
more burnt. The houfes were neat, and the 
boat-houlcs ' remarkably large % one that we 
meafured was fifty paces long, ten broad, and 
twenty- four feet high, the whole formed a point- 
ed arcb» like thofe of our old cathedralsi* which 
was fupported on one fide by twenty-fix, and 
on the other by thirty pillars, or rather pofts, 
about two feet high, and one thick, upon moft 
of which were rudely carved the heads of mcOf 
and feveral fanciful devices, not altogether un- 
like thofe which we fotnetimes lee printed from 
wooden blocks, at the beginning and end of old 
books. The plains, or flat part of the country, 
abounded in bread-fruit, and cocoa-nut trees $ in 
Ibme places, however, there were fidt fwamps 
and lagoons, which would produce neither. 
Tmfiajis. We went again a-fliore on the i^tht and 

would have taken the advantage of Tupia's com- 
pany, in our perambulation; but he was too 
much engaged with his friends : we took» how- 
evert 
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ever, his bay, whok name was Tayeto, and '760. 
Mr. Banks went to cake a farther view of what ^-/-_f 
bad much engaged his atcention before it was ''^■«***J'*'» 
a kind of cheft or ark» the Bd of which was 
nicely fewed on, and thatched very neatly with 
palm-nut leaves : it was ^ed upon two poles» 
and fupported on liitle arches of wood, very 
neatly carved; the ufc of the poles icciDcd to 
be to remove it from place to place, in the man« 
ner of our ledan chairs : in one end of it was a 
fquare iiole, in the middle of which was a ring 
couching the fides, and leaving the angles opoi^ 

fo as to form a round hole within a fquare one. 
The firft time Mr. Banks faw . this coffer, xbe 
aperture at the end was ftopped with a piece of 
clotht which, left he fliould give oifence, hq 
left untouched } probably there was then fome-^ 
thing vithin, but now the cloth was taken away, 
and» upon looking into it, it was found empty; 
The general refefflbtance between this repoficory 
and the Ark of the Lord among the Jews is re- 
markable; but it is Aill more remarkable, that 
upon inquiring of the boy what it was called, he 
faid, Ewbarrji no Eatua^ the bwfe of the God: 
he could however give no account of its fignifi* 
cation or ufe. We had commenced a kind joi 
trade with the naiives, but it went on flowly ; 
for when any thing was offered, not one of them 
would take it upon his own judgment^ but coU 
]cfted tjie opinions of twenty or thirty people, 
1' which 
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whkh could not be done without great lofs of 
time. We got, hovever, eleven pigs, and de* 
termined to try for more the next day. 
The next day^ therefon:, we brought out iome 

» 

batcfatts, for* whkh we hoped we lliottkl hwe^e 

had no occa^n, upon an ifland whkh no Euro- 
pean had tier y Utoed before, Thefe ptocured tis 
three very large hogsj and as we propofcd to 
fiul in the afternoon, King Oree and feveral 
others came on board to take their leave. To 
the King I gave a fmall plate of pewter, on 
which was ftamped this infcriptioii, Hts fki* 
tannic Majefty's Ihip, Endeavour, Lieutenant 
*^ Cook Commander, i6(h July, 1769, Hus^ 
*« heinc.'* I gave him alfo fome medab or 
counters, relembling the com of England, ftruck 
in the year 1761, wish lomemher prefents \ and 
he promifed that with none of thcfe, particular* 
ly the i^aie, he would evtr pare* I thoiagbir it 

as lafting a tcftimony of our having firft difco- 
vered this iiknd, as any we could leave beliindt 
imd having difmiflfed our -vHiibrs well fatii^td, 
and in great good-humour, we kt £ul, about half 
an hour a&ef two in thd aAei?n«iOii^. 
' TheiflandofHuahcinc, or Huahene, isfituat- 
ed in the htitnde of ]i6r^ 43' S. and kmgittKie 
150^ 52" W. from Greenwich : it is diftant fronfi 
Ouheite about thirty-one leagues, in the direct 
tioft of N. 58 W. smd is about Icvm leagues 
in compafs. Its furface is hiUy and uneven, and 

it 
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k a iate aod commodious harbour. The 
lutrbour, which is called by the aa(ive$ Owallm^ v^k-v-w 
or OwHARRE, lies on the weft fide, under the ^•^^''ij 
northermoft high land) and within the nord^ 
end of the reef, which lies along that fide of the 
illandi there are two inleta or opcoiogSt by 
which k may be entered* through the reef^ about 
a mile and a half diitant from each other ( the 
fouthermoft is the wideft, and on the fouth fide 
of it lies a very fmall fandy ifland. 

Huaheine ieems to be a month forwarder in 
its prodiifiions than Otaheiitt, as we found tht 
cocoa*nucs full of kernel, and fome of the new 
hread-fruit fit to eat* Of the cocoa nuts the in- 
habitants make a food which they call Poe, by 
mutiog them with yams ^ they Icrape both &ae^ 
and haidng incorporated the powder, they put it 
into a wooden trough, with a number of hot 
ftones, by which an oily kind of bafty pudding 
• is made, that our peopk reliihed very well, 
especially when it was fryed. Mr. Banks foun4 
not more than eleven or twelve new plants ; buc 
he obferved fome infedls, and a fpecies of fcgrr 
pion which he had not ieen before. 

The inhabitants feem to be larger made, and 
OKire ftoutt than thole of Ouheite. Mr. Banka 
sneafured one of the men, and found him to be 
fix £qct three inches and an half high ; yet they 
are & lazy, that he could not perfuade any of 
them to gp ug. the hills with Ixim : the^ faid, if 

they 
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1769* they were to attempt it, the fatigue would kill 

^-]^'_f them. The women were very fair, more fo 
ftdatCi^, jIj^^ ^q^q q{ Otaheite} and in general, wc 

thought them more handfome, though none that 
were equal to fome individuals. Both fcxes 
. feemed to be lels timid, and leis curious : it has 
been obferved, that they made no inquh-ies on 
board the {hip ; and when we fired a gun, they 
we're* frighted indeed, but they did not fall down, 
as our friends at Otaheite conftantly did when wc 
hrlt came among them. For this difierence, 
however, we can eafily account upon other prin- 
ciples; the people at Huaheine had not feen the 
Dolphin, thofe at Otaheite had. In one, the re- 
port of a gun was connefted with the idea of in- 
fiant deitrudion ^ to the other, there was nothing 
dreadful in tt but the appearance and the found; 
as they had never experienced its power of dit* 
penfing death. ' 



had commended them beyond their merit, when 
he faid that they would not fteal ; for oine of 
them was deceded in the fad. But when he 
was feized by the hair, the reft, inftead of nnv 
ning away, as the people at Otaheite would 
have done, gathered rotind, and inquired what 
provocation had been giten ^ but tMs-'alfa may

While we 



were on fhore, we found that Tupia 
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%hich the people at Otaheitc had in many In- ^^^9* 
ftanccs purchafed with life. It muft, however, < ■^ y -/ 
be acknowledged, to their honour^' that when 
thejr underilood what had happened, they (how- 
ed llrong ligns of difapprobation, and prefcrib- 
edagood beating for the thief, which was imme- 
diately adipiniftered. 

We now made fail for the itland of UliWea^ miett^ 
v/hich lies S, W. by W. diftant feven or eight 
leagues from Huabeine^ and at half an hour af- 
ter fix in the even in o; we were witliln three • 
leagues, of the fliore^ on tbe.eaftern fide. .,We 
ftood off and on all night, and when the day 
broke the. next morning, we ilood in for^.the Tfc«iat»« 
Ihore : we foon after difcovered aif^ opening 
in the reef which lies before the iflaiid, within 
which Tupia told us there was a good harbour* 

I did not, however,, implicitly take his word ; 
but fent the Mafter out in the pinnace, to exa- 
mine it : he Iboa made the Cgnal for the (hip 
tofpUow; we accordingly ftood in, andanchor- 
..ed in two ^nd twenty fathomt with fofk ground. 

The natives foon came off to us in two canoes, 
, eacb-of which brought a woman and a pig. The 
. woman we fuppofed was a mark of confidence^ 
and the pig was a preient \ we received both 
, with propel* acknowledgments, and compli • 
. mented each of the ladies with a fpil^e nail and 
fome beads, much to their fa tisfa^ion. We 
. were told by Tupiai who had always exprefiTcd 
. .VouIlU . I ' - ' ijju^ 
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mi^ch fear of the men of Bolabola, that the/ 
had made aconqueft of this ifland $' and that, if 
we remained here, they would certainly come 
down to-morrow, and fight. us. We determin- 
ed, therefore, to go on fliore without delay, 
while the day was our own. I 
I landed in company with Mr. Banks, Df. ! 
. SQl^dcr, and j^he other Gentlemen, Tupia be* 
ing alfo of the party. He introduced us by le^ 
peatingthe ceremonies which he had performed 
^at Huaheine, after which I hoifted an Englifli 
iack, and took pofleffion of this and the three 
neighbouring iilands, Huaheine, Ocaha> and ' 
Bolabbla, which were' all in fight, in the name of | 
his Britannic Majefty. After this, we took a i 
walk to a great Morat, called Tapodeboatsa. 
We found it very different from thofe of Ota- 
heite y for it confifted only of four walls, about 

eight feet high, of coral flones, fomc of which 
were of an immenfe Jize, incloQng an area of 
about five and twenty yards fquare, which was 
filled up with fmaller ilones : upon the top of it 

' many planks were fet up an end, which were 
carved in their whole lengths, at a little diftance 
we found an altar, or Ewhatta, upon which lay 
rhc: laft oblation or facrifice, a hog of abour 
eighty pounds weight, which had. been offered 
whole, and very nicely roafted. Here were alio 

* four or five Ewharre-no-Eatua, or houfcs of 
Gody to which carriage poles were fitted, like 

that 
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that wfmh we had feen at Huah^ine. One et 



thefe Mr. Banks examined by putting his hafljd 
into it* mild' found a parcel aboutUve- feet long 

and one thick, wrapped up in mates ; lie broke 

away through iqveral>of thdc oiatts wkh hia 
fingers, but' at length canoe «co one which iiral 

made of the &bres of (he cocoa-nut, fa firmtjf 
rplaitcd nogether that lie found , it impoffihie 

to tear it, and therefore was forced to defift j 

cfpeciaUy as he .perccav^4» what he bad 
done already gave greftt offence to our new 
ftiends. From hence we ;Wj?nc to. a long boiiMf^ 
Aot far diftant, where ai^oqg rotts'of f;}oth, aqd 
Icveral other things, we- faw the model of a 
canoe^^ about three feet ^ong, to which were. tied 
eight human jaw^bones^:- we had already learoc 
that thefe, like fcalps ampng the Indians of 
North America, were trophies of wan -Tupia 
affirmed that they were the jaw-bones of the na- 
tives of this iQandi if fo, they might have been 
hung up, with the model of a canoe, as a fymbol 
of mva^on, by the warriors of Boiabola» as ame«^ 
I morial pftheir coaqueft* 

Night now came on apace, but Mr. Banks 
iutd .Solander continued their walkaloog.^ 
ihore, and at a Itttk di£Eance faw another 
Ewharre no^Eatua, and a tree of the fig kiod» 
' . the iame as that which Mr. Green had;foei| at 
Otahcite, in greatpei fedion, the trunk, or rather

This harbour* or bay, is caUed by the natives

of the illand, and is defended from the iea by a 
reef of coral rocks : the foiuhermoft opening in 
this reef> Or channel into the harbour, by which 
we entered, is little n^ore than a. cable's kngth 
"wide ; it lies off ^eeaftermoft point of the ifland, 
and may be known by another fmall woody, 
ifland,' mhich lies a little to . the fouth^ft of it, 

caVled by the people here Qatar a. Between Oatara* 

three and iiour miles north weft from xhis ifland 
iie two other iflets, in the fame direftion as the 
t]eef» of which they are a part, caidcd Opururu opumnt, 
sMid*TAMou ; between thefe lies the other chaiw timi, 
nel into the harbour, through which I went out, 
and which is a fuU quarter of a mile wide. Still 
farther to the north well are fome other fmall 
illands, near which I am told there is anoihcr 
fmall channel into the harbour but this I know 
only by report.

The principal irefr^fliments that are to he pjro* 
cured at this part of the ifland are, plantains,

As I difcovered a broad channel • between 
Otaha and Bolabola, I determined rather to go- 
through it^ than run to* the northward of all;* 
but the wind being right a-head, I got no 
ground.

Wcciaef.»6, 26th, as 1 was (landing to the northward, I dif- 
covered a fmall low ifland, lying N. by W. or* 
N. N. W- diftant four or five leagues from Bola- 
bola.

They paid the ftrangcrs, of whom 
they had received air account from Tupia» th 
fame compliment which they ufed towards their 
own Kings, uhcoveriiig their fhouiders, and 
wrapping their garments round their breabs 
and were fo folicitous to prevent its being nc- 
gleded by any of thehr people,^ that a man wa$ 
f^t with them, who called oiit to every one they 
met, telling him wi^at they were, and what k 
was to dd/ . 

' In the mean time, I kept plying off and on, 
waiting for the boat's; itturh ; at half an hooraf* 
tcr five, not feeing any thing of her, I fired a gun, 
and after, it was dark hoifted a light j at half an 
helir after eight, we "heard the report of a muf- 
quet, which we anfwered with a gun, and foon 
^er the boat came on board* The Mailer re- 
ported, that the -harbour was fafe and commo- 
dious, with good anchorage from twcntyifive to 
Sttttcn fathom water, clear ground. 

As fqon as the bqat wag hoifted in, I made fail 
to the northward, and -at eisht o'ck)Ck ia the 
morning of the 29tli, we were clok under the 
Peak of Bolabola, which was high, rude, 
craggjr." ■ A'i the ifland' was altogether inaccefr 
ble in this part, and we found it impoffible

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tacked again, and after many trips did nM J7j9» 
weather the fouth end of it till twelve o'clock at v ^ ' 
night. At eight o'clock the next monung, we *9uaa«7|9« 
difcovered an ifland, which bore from us N. 63^ 
dtftanc about eight leagues ; at the fame time 
the Peak of Bolabola bofe:N. 4. E. diftant three 
or four leagues. This iiland Tupia called 
MAifRUA, and f»d that it was fmall, whdUy umnu 
furrounded by a reef, and without any harbour 
for (hipping; but inhabited, and bearing the 
fame produce as the neighbouring iflands : the 
middle of it rifes in a high round hill, xha^ may 
be iisen at the diftance of ten leagues* 

When we were off Bolabola, we faw but few 
people 00 the Ihore, and were told by Tupia 
that aaany of the inhabitants were gone to > 
Ulictea. In the afternQoa we found ourfelves 
.nearly the length of the fouth end of Ulietea,. 
and to windward of fome harbours that lay on 
the weft fide of this^ ifland, Into one of tbcfe 
harbours, though we had before, been alhpre on

It was 
pcrforaied by one man, who pdt upon his bead 
a large cylindrical piece of wicker-work, or 
baiket, about four feet long and eight inches in 
diameter, whidh ^as faced with feathers, place4 
perpendicularly, with the tops bending forwards, 
^tiS edged round with fhark's teeth; and thp 
tail feathers of Tropic birds : when he had put' 
On this befid'drefs, which is ca)|ed a H^bcWf hq' 
began to dance, moving flowly, and often turn-

price, at their houfcs than at the market. In ^ 
the courfe of our walk we met with a company 
of dancers, who detained us two hours, and dur- 
ing all that time afforded us great entertainment. 
The company confifted of two women dancers, 
and fix men, with three drums ; we were in- , 
formed by Tupia, that they were fomc of the 
moft confiderable people of the ifland, arrd 
. that though they were continually going from \ 
place to place, they did not, like the little ftroll- 

• ing companies of Otaheite, take any gratuity 
^ from the fpeftators. The women had upon their 

heads a confiderable quantity of Tamou, or 
plaited hair, which was brought feveral times 
round the head, and adorned in many parts 
with the flowers of the cape-jeflamine, which 
were ftuck.in with much tafte, and made a 
head-drefs truly elegant. Their necks, flioulders, 
and arms were naked ; fo were the breads alfo 
as low as the parting of the arm ; below that, 
; they were covered with black cloth, which fee 

• clofe to the body ; at the fide of each breaflr, 
next the arm, was placed a fmall plume of black 
feathers, much in the fame manner as our ladies 

. now wear their nofegays or Bouquets-, upon their 
hips refted a quantity of cloth plaited very full, 
: which reached up to the breaft, and fell down 
:. below into long petticoats, which quite conceal- 
ed 
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their feet» ahd whkh they managed wich. 

muchiicxterity as our opera dancers could hzvc

Earec rahie^ 
of Bolabola, with a meflage that be was at this 
Saturdays, upon the iHand, and that the nexc day he 
intended to pay me a vi&u 

In the mean time Mr. Banks and Dr. Solan* 
der went upon the hills, accompanied by feveral 
of the Indians, who condufted them by excel- 
lent paths, to fuch a height, that they plainly 
faw the other fide of the ifland, and the paflage 
through which the fhip had paflcd the reef be- 
tween the little iCiands of OpuriU£U,and Tamou, 
when we landed upon it the firft time. As they 
were returning, they, law the Indians cfercifiag 
themfelves at what they call Mrowiaw^ :wbich 
is nothing more than pitching a kind of light 
lance, . headed with hard wood, at a mark : in 
this amufement, though they feem very fond of 
it, they do not excel, for not above one in 
twelve ftruck thet mark, which was the bole 
of a plantain trcC| at about twenty yards 
diftance. 

On the 6ch, we all (laid at home, expefting 
the vifit of the great king, but we were difap- 
pointed ; we had, however, much more agree- 
able company, for he fent three very pretty 
girls to demand fomething inj«turn for his pre* 
fent : perhaps he was unwilling to truft himfelf 
on board the ibip, or {)erh^ps he .thought his 
meffengers would procure a Jiioiic valuable -

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return for his hogs and pouUry than he could. 17^9* 

himlelf ; be that as it may, we did not regf^t 

his abfcnce, nor his meflcngers their vilit. JwMtyi* 

In the afternoon, as the great king would not 
come to us, we determined to go to the great* ^ 
king. As he was lord of the Boiabola men, . 
the conquerors of this, and the terror of all 
the other illands, we expe(51;ed to fee a Chief 
young and vigorous, with an intelligent counte- 
nance, and an enterprifing fpirit: we found, 
however, a poor feeble wretch, withered and 
decrepit, half blind with age, and fo fluggilh 
and ftupid that he appeared fcarcely to have 
underftanding enough iett to know that it was 
probable we fliould be granfied either by hogs 
or women. He did not receive us fitting, or 
with any itate or formality as the other Chiefs 
had done : we made him our prefent, which he 
accepted, and gave a hog in return. We had 
learnt that his principal refidence was at Otaha$ 
and Upon our telling him that we intended to 
go thither in our boats the next morning, and 
that we fhould be glad to have him along with 
us, he promifed to be of the party. 

Early in the morning, therefore, ! fet out UouUjfj, 
both with the pinnace and long-boat for Otaha, 
WiAg fome of the gentlemen with me 1 and in 
our way we called upon Opoony, who was in 
hk candc, ready to join us^ As fooi» w»/ . 
Unded kt Qtaha, I made him a prefect of an

They faw 
more dancing and more interludes, the inter- 
tofes ftill v'arying frdih cSch* otiher: in one of 
them the performers', who were all men, were 
divided into* ttvcr pai^tiesir which were diftin* 
guMhed from each other by the colour of their 
doaths, one being brownv and the other white. 
The brown party reprefentefl- a thzfitr and fer- 
v^, and the white pafty a coitipany of thieves : 
ttemilfter gave at bafket of meat tb tKe reft o£ 
his party, with a charge to take care of it : the 
dance of the white p&^ty conliiled of feverai esp-' 
f^isiM txy fteA it^ Mdt thar of the brown patty 
in preventing their fucccf^. After fome time, 
who Ulad charge of tH& bdiKet plkeed 
theinfelves round it upon the ground, and lean- 
ing upon it, appeared tago to fleepi the others; 
itj^proving th& o^fkirtilnity, came^-genfly updnf 
them, and lilting them up fr6m the baflcet, car- 
rier off thisfr pii^e: the deepers fo6n after awalb^ 
ing, miffed their balket, but prefently fell a 
dancing, without any farther regafding^ thei^ 
tofi ; fo tha€ th^ dradiadc afdion- of this dancd 
was, according to the fevereft- laws of criticifhi^ 
ohe, and our lmtt» 6S fimplkity- would here 
hivcf been gratified with* an entertainment j^cr^ 
ib^ foked to the\ohaftity'of thdrtaf^ : ^

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On the 9th, having fpent the morning in trad-' 
ing with the canoes, we cook the opportunity of 
wedi)er.9. ^ bfeezcy which fprung up at Eaft, and having 
flopped our leak, and got the frefh flock which 
we had purchaied on board, we failed out of the 
harbour. When we were failing away, Tupia 
Itrongly urged mc to fire a (lioc towards Bola- 
boiay poffibly as a mark of his refentment, and. 
to flicw the power of his new allies : in this I 
thought proper to gratify him^ though we were 
feven leagues diftant. 

While we were about thefc iflands, we ex- 
pended very little of the (hip's provifions, and 
were very plentifully fupplied with hogs, fowls, 
plantains and yams, which we hoped would 
have been of great ufe to us in our courfe to the 
Ibudiward » but the hogs would not eat Euro* 
pean grain of any kind, pulfe» or bread*duft, 
lb that we could not prclcrvc them alive and 
the ibwls were all very loon ieized with.a di£> 
eafe that aficAed the head fo, that they continu- 
ed to hold it down between their legs till they 
died : much dependence therefore muft not be 
placed in live (lock taken on board at thefe 
places, at leaft not till a dilcovery is made of 
fome food chat the hogs will eat, and fbme re- 
medy for the difeafe of the pouluy. 

Hairing been Heceflarily detained at Ulietea fo 

long, by the carpenters in (topping our leak, 
we deteriniiied to give up pur defign of going

be difficult of accefs. k^J^^ 

To thcfc nx iaands,Ulictca, Otaha, Bolabola, 
Huahcine, Tubai, and Maurua, as they lie 

contiguous to each other, I gave the names of 
SociKTY Islands, but did not think it proper "^"ciety 
to diftinguifli them fcparately by any other 
names than thole by which they were known to 
the natives. 

They are fituated between the latitude of 16^ 
10' and 16^ 55' S. and between the longitude of 
150^ 57' and 152^ W. from the meridian of 
Greenwich. Ulietea and Otaha lie within about 
two miles of each other, and are both inclofed 
within one reef of coral rocks, fo that there is 
DO paflage for fhipping between them. THls 
reef forms feveral excellent harbours j the en- 
trances into them, indeed, are but harrow, yet 
when a fliip is once in, nothing can hurt hen 
The harbours on the eaft fide have been defcrib- 
cd already and on the weft fide of Ulietea, 
•'hich is the largeft of the two, there are three. 
The northennoft, in which we lay, is called 
Ohamanteno: the channel leading into it is^ 
•ibgut a quarter of a mile wide, and lies between * 
two low fandy iflands, which arc the norther- 
nwfton this fide-, between, or juft within the 
two iilands, there is good anchorage in twenty- 
^t fathom, foft ground* This harbour, 
{hough fmall, is. preferable to the others, be-

Otaha afibrds two very good harboiurs, ok 
on the eaft fide, anfi ti^e pthfir on tke wtSt.

RUA> ax;d Ijes about ^ middle of the lbu{h«nl 
fide of the iQand ; it is pretty iaige, and affof^W 
^pod apchoragc in (wenty and tatreofy^iifeU 
thom, nor is t^cte apy want of frcfh water. Tbi 
breach in the reef, tji^t forfu^^i channcLiatoita 
harbour, is about^ qiWer of a n^ile broad, J 
like all the reft is very deep on both fides;

The ifland of Bolabftia lies N.. W,. and kf%

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1 was told, that on the Ibuth weft fide of the i_ -^-'.j* 
iSand theie is a>cbaonel through <che mf into a "^^^"^^^ ^'

while. to examine it,for the reafons that have .been 
juft anigncd. TJiis Maud is rendcfcd nerjr re^ 
nuikable by a high craggy hill, which ap-' 
pcais ao be aimoft perp6iidj,<;iilar9 and termU 
oaces at' the top in two peaks, one iiigti^r thaii 
the otiier* 

^fhc land^f Ulieiisa and Otaha Is billy, bro- 
ken, and irregular, except on the fea-coaft, yet 
the hlftis lootk green and pleafant, and are in ' 
many places clothed with wood. The fevcral 
particulars in which chefe iOands and their inha- 
bitants dffRr from what we had obftrved at 
Ocaheite, have been menuoned in the courfe of 
the narrative* 

We purfued our courfe without any event 
worthy of note till the i3ih, about ,0000, when SoAdajis* 
we faw land bearing S. E. which Tupia told us 
was an ifland called Oheteroa. About fix in oiietcroa» 
the evening, we were within two or three leagues 
of it, upon which I Ihortened fail, and ftood off 
9ni on night ; the next morning ftood in Monday 14. 
for the land. ' We ran to leeward of the ifland, 
keeping cU>fe in ibprie^ and faw feveral of the 
nauve^, though in no great numbers, upon the» 
beach. Ac nine o'clock I fent Mr. Gore, one 
of my Lieutenants, in the pinnace, to endeavour

u-'-v-.J^ natives whether there was anchorage in a bay 
Monday 14. ^^^^ fight, and what land lay farther co 
the fouthward. Mr. Banks and Dr. SolandcF 
accompanied Mr. Gore in this expedition, and 
as they thought Xupta might be ufeful, they 
took him with them. 

• the boat approached the ihore, tbofe on 
board peicelved the natives to be armed with 

long iances 5 as they did not intend to land till 
they got rotmd a poiftc ^nrhijch rUn out at a little 
diftance, they ftood along the coaft, and the na- 
tives therefofp yery probably tlipught they were 
fifraid of tl^em. They h^d now got together tq 
the number of about iixty, and ^11 of them fat 
down upon the Ihqrc, except two^ who were 
difpatched forward to obfcrve the monons of 
thofe in the boat* Thelc men, after walking 4. 
Jbreaft of jbcr fomp time, at lefigth leaped into 
tht water, and fwam towards her, but were 
Joon left behind i two more then appeami, and 
attempted to bo^rd her in the fanie manner, but 
they alio were fopn left behind; a fifth mai^ 
then ran fprward alone, and having got a gooc) 
way a head of the boat before he took to the 
yirater, eafily reached her. Mr. Banks urgc4 
the officer to take him in, thinking it a good op. 
portunity to get the confidence and good- will 
of a people, who then certainly looked iipoa 
#fl? ?? but he obftinatcly refufed: 
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this man therefore was left behind like the 
others, and fo was a fisrth, who followed him. 

When the boat had got round the point, ihe 
perceived that all her followers had delifted from 
the purfuit : Ihe now opened a large bay, at the 
bottom of which appeared another body of men» 
armed with long lances like the firft. Here our 
people prepared to land, and puihed towards 
the Ihore, a caaoe at the fame time putting off 
to meet them. As foon as it came near them, 
they lay upon their oars, and calling out to 
them, told them that they were friends, and that 
if they would come up they would give them 
nails, which were held up for them to lee : after 
feme hefitation they came up to the boat's ftcrn, 
and took fome nails that were offered them with 
great leeming fatbfaftion ) but in lels'than a mi* 
nute they appeared to have formed a defign of 
boarding the boat, and making her their prize :

As the boat rowed flowly along the Ihore 
back again, another champion came down, fl>oju^- 
ing defiance, ahd-brandifliing his lapce: .his, ap- 
pearance was more formidable than that of the ... 
ether, for hjs wore a large cap made of the jta:il 
feathers of the tropic bird, and his body was 
covered with ftripes of dilFerent colgured. cloth, 
yellow, rdd, and brown. This gentleman alfo 
danced, but with much more nimblenefs and 
4tiitefH9r than the firit ; our ^people therefor^, 
mfyfidcnng his agility and his drefs, diftingtiifh- 
ed him by« the name of Harle^^tin. ^pon af- 
tier' a more grave and dderiy man came down 
to the.bcach, and hailing the people in. the bo^t, 
inquired who they w^rc, jind from whence they 
came ; Tapia anfwered in their own language, 
firom Otaheite: the three natives then walked 
peaiteably ftl^ng the '^re till they came to a 
fhoal, upon which a few people were colleSed ; 
hiBfi&;ibey stopped, and a^r a ibort conference, 
thoy .a^l began to pray ve^-teud : 'Tupia maote 

bis 
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' tj^g* his relponfes, but continued to tell us that they 
^ ^^^^ friends. When their prayer, or, as 

*fa»**i «4- they call it, their Poarab^ yi99s over, our people 
entered into a parley with them, telling them, 
that if they would lay by their lances and clubs, 
for fome had one and feme the other, they 
ivould come on ibore, and trade with them for 
whatever they would bring : they agreed, but it 
y^as only. upon condition that wc would leave 
behind us our mufquets : this was a conditioa 
which, however equitable it miglu appear, could 

not be complied with, nor indeed would it have 
put the two parties upon an equality, ex;cept 
their numbers had been equaL . Here then the 
negociation feemed to be at an end ; but in a 

little time they ventured to come nearer to the 
boat, and at laft came near enough to tr^de, 
which they did very fairly, for a fmall quantity 
of their cloth and fome of their weapons *, bu( 
as they gave our people no hope of provifions, 
nor indeed any Ljungelle except they would ven- 
ture through a narrpw channel to the iborc, 
which, all circum():ances confidered, they did not 
think it prudent to do, they put o^ the boat; 
and left them. 

With the (hip and the boat we had now 
made the circuit of the illand, and finding that 
there was neither harbour nor anchorage about 

4pd that ti^e hoftile difpofittoniof the.peQpte 

would 
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vrould render landing impra&icable, without 
bloodflied, I determined not to attempt it, 
having no motive that could juftily the rifk of 
life. 

The bay which the boat entered lies on the 
weft fide of the ifland, the bottom was foul and 
rocky, but the water fo clear that it could plain*- 
ly be feen at the depth of five and twenty fa- 
thom, which is one hundred and fifty feet. 

This ifland is fituatcd in the latitude of 22** 
%*f S. and in the longitude of 1 50^ 47' W. from 
the meridian of Greenwich. It is thirteen miles 
in circuit, and rather high than low, but neither 
populous nOr fertile in proportion to the other 
iflands that we had feen in theic ieas. The 
chief produce feems to be the tree of which they 
make their weapons, called in their language 
Etga i many plantations of it were feen along 
the fhore, which is not forrounded, like the 
neighbouring iflands, by a reef. 
' The people feemed to be lufty and well* made, 
rather browner than thofe we had left: under 
their arm*pits they had black marks about as 
broad as the hand, the edges of which formed 
not a ftraight but an indent^ line : they had al» 
fo circles of the fame colour, but not fo broad, 
round their arms and legs, but were not marked 
on any other part of the body. 

Their drcfs was very different from any that 

we had feen beibre, as well as the cloth of 

which 
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which i€ was a^ade. The clotli was of the fame 
materials fts that- whiiei^ is wotn in the' otfatfr 
iflamls, and-moft'of di«t wHich wafffcenbyoiir 
people was dyed of a bright but deep yellow,: 
Ml covered on the outlide^ with a-cooapolifion 

Hke varniiL, which was eitheir red, or of a dark- 
, . lead^'cotour over this ground it was ag^ 
painted in ftripes of niany difibreat pAtefti»^ 
with wonderful regularity, in the manner of 04lt 
ftriped filks in Enghuidi the cloth that was 
painted red was itnpcd with black, and that 
which was painted lead'colour wiri^ white«r Theb 
habit was a ihort jacket of this cloth, which 
leached about as low as their knees ; it was of 
one piece, and bad no other m^dHiig than bote 
in the middle of it, flitched rotind with long 
ftitches, in which it. differed- f rem ^ tha^^wo 
had feen before: through tkis^ hc^e the head 
was put, and what hung down was coniatd- ^ 
their bodies by a piece of jpelbw* doth ot^t/Ai 
which paffing round the neck bebindr was^erolT- 
ed* upon the breaft,.and then coUefted Tocnd^^ 
waift like a belt, which paffed over another belt 
of red cloth, fo that they' made a very.gay and 
warlike appearance ; fome had< caps of- the 
feathers of the tropic bird, which have been bev 
fore defcribed,, and ibme hfad a piece of white- or 
lead-coloured cloth wound about the head like a 
fmali turban,* whick^ our people thought more 
becoming*

The other things thatwc faW 
bei^e* #efte aU iuperior in zMt kind to any 
biad fceh before i the cloth was of a better colour 
ii^tiiedye, and paibted with gtteaterneStJTe& and' 
tafte ; thte clubs were b^tfi^f* cilt' arid' polifhed, 
aadthe<:aiioe9 though a'fitlalt one; was very rich 
i<rairmil]M!M§ and the" earning mi e^^eut^d iri*a 
better mifniler': among other decorations ptdn-- 
Ikr* to tiik cti^f ^ liXft of fnudl whitii' 
ftathcrs, which hung from the head and ftcrii' , 
OB the oudidey and whicbi whel^ fav^ theni^* 
^ittferthbrougbly wettod'by^th&fprayi 
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Tupia told us, that there were feveral iflands 
lying at diflferent diilancesy and in di6ferentL di- 
regions from this, between the ibuth and the 
north weA ; and that at the diftance of three 
days fail to the north eaft, there was an iQand 
called Manua, Bird iQand; he fecmcd, how- 
ever, moft defirous that we ihould fail to the 
weftward, and defcribed ieveral iflands in that * 
diredion which he faid he had vifited : he told 
us that he had beetf ten or twelve days in going 
thither, and thirty in coming back, and that 
the Pahie in which he had made the voyage, fail- . 
ed much fafter than .the (hip : reckoning his 
Pahie therefore to go at the rate of forty leagues 
a day, which from my own obfervation I have 
great reafon to think thefe boats will do^ it 

would make four hundred leagues in ten days, 
which I compute to be the diftance of Bofcawen' 
and Kcppcl's Iflands, difcovercd by Captain 
'Wallis, weftward of Ulietea, and therefore think 
it very probable that they were tlie iflands he had 
viUted, The fartheit iUand that he knew any 
thing of to the fputhward, he fatd» lay at the dif- 
tance of about two days fail from Oteroah, and* 
was called Moutou ; but he faijd that his father 
had told him there were iflands to the fouth ward of 
that : upon the whole, I was determined toftandl 
fouthward in f^parch of a continent, but to fpendna* 
time in learching for iflands, if we did notbappcir 
to fall in with them during our courfe,

E failed from Otcroah on the 15th of ijSg. 
Auguft, and on Ftiday the 25th, we cc* . 
lebratcd the anniverfary of our leaving England, Jridly^ijf* 
by taking . a Cheihire cheefe from a locker, 
where it had been carefully treafured up for this 
occaUoQ, and tapping. a calk. of porter, which 
proved to be very good, and in excellent order, 
On the 23th, one of the failors got fo drunk,, Tuefdayt9, 
that the ne^t morning he died : we thought at ' ' 
yoL. III. ' L . ' ' firft 
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i76o« filft that he could not have come hooeftly bf 

^-^"^If the liquor, but we afterwards learnt that the 

Tucidajz^, boatlwaioy vhofe mate he was, had in mere 
good-nature given him pare of a Imde of 
rum. 

wediid^so. On the ^th we faw the comet ; at one o'clock 

in the morning it was a little above the horizon 
in the eaftern part of the heavens at about 
half an hour after four it pafied the meridian^ 
and its tail fubtended an angle of forty-two de- 
grees. Our latitude was 20' S.* our longi- 
tude, by log, i^y^ & W., and the variation of 
the needle, by the azimuth, 7^ 9 £. Among 
t>thers that obfefved the comet, was Tupia, who 
infiantly cried out, that as foon as it fhould be 
(eea by the people of Bolabola, chejr would kill 
the inhabitants of Ulietea, who would with the 
utmoft precipiution fly to the mountains. 
September4 "On the ift of September, being in the lad- 
' * tude of 40® z% S. and longitude 147** 29' W.| 
and there not being any (igns of land, with a 
heavy fea from the westward, and ftrong gales, I 
wore, and ftood back to the northward, iearing 
' that we might receive fuch damage in our fails 
and riggii^, as would hinder the profecudon of 
tfc voyage. 

Srtttniajt. On the next day* there being ftrong gaks to 
ihe weftward, I brought to, with the ihip's 

SuMbj 3, head to the northward \ but in the morning of the 
3d, the wind being more moderatet we loofened

plied to the weftward. . Septe«b^ 

We continued our courfc till the 19th, when Twfdayi,. 
our latitude being 29^ and our longitude 159^ 
^9', we obfervcd the variation to be ^% £• 
On the 24th, being in latitude 33° 18', longitude suaJay 
i6z* 51', we obferved a fmall piece of fea weed, 
and a piece erf* wood covered with barnacles : the 
variation here was 10** 48' E. 

On the 27th, being in latitude 28"* 59 , longi- wedjief.aj, 
tude 169** 5', we faw a feal aQeep upon the wa- 
ter» and feveral bunches of Tea weed. The next 
day we faw more fea weed in bunches, and on xhurfd. a« 
the 29th, a bird, which we thought a land bird; Ftidayag. 
it ibmewhat refembled a fnipe, but had a Ihort 
bill. On the ift of Qftober, we faw birds innu- oftobcr. 
mcrable, and another fcal aOecp upon the wa- 
ter -, it is a general opinion that feals never go 
out of foundings, or far from land, but thofe 
that we faw in thefe feas prove the contrary. 
Rock^weed is, however, a certain indication that 
land is not far diftant. TJie next day, it being Monday a, 
calm, we hqifted out the boat, to try whether 
there was a current, but found none. Our la« 
titude was 37*^ \o\ longitude \ ^%^ 54' W. Ort 
the 3d, being in latitude 36*^ 56', longitude Taefd.ya. 
173^ 27', we took up more.fea-weed, and an- 
other piece of wood covered with barnacles. 
The next day we faw two more feals, and a wcdncf. 4. 
hrown bird, about as big as a raven, with lomc 

J- a white 
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white (cathers under the wing. Mr. Gore told 
us^ that birds of this kind were feen in great * 

nun:ibcrs about Falkland's lilands, and our 
people gave theoi <the name of Fprt*£gmo&c 
hens. 

On the 5th» we thought the water changed 
coloUfybut upon cafting the lead» had no groutid 
with 1 80 fathom. In the evening of this -day, 
the variation was la* 50" and while we were 
going nine leagues it increafed to i4''_2'. 

On the next day» Friday, Ofii^er the 6th, we , 
faw land from the maft^head, bcbflng W. by N. 
and ftood diredly for it ^ in the evening it could 
jull be difeerned from the deck, and appeared 
iiirge. The variation this day waSj by azimuth 
and amplitude, 15^ 4^ t £ 9 and by obfervation 
made of the fun ar.d moon, the longitude of the 
ihip appeared to be 1 80.^ 55' W., and by the 
medium of this and fubiequent obfervations, 
there appeared to be an error in the (hip's ac- 
count of longitude during her run from Ota- 
heite of 3^ i6\ (he being fo much to the weft- 
ward of the longitude refulcing from the log. At 
midnight I brought to and founded, but 
had no ground with one hundred and feventy 
fathom; 

On the 7th, it fell calm, we therefore ap- 
proached the Und ilowly, and in the afternoon, 
when a breeze fprung up, we were dill diftant 
. .feven Or eight leagues. It appeared ftill larger 

as 
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as it was more d ll nccly ften, wi;h four or five 'l^?* 
ran^s of hills, rifing one over the other, and a v--v ^ 
chain of mountains above all, which appeared 
to be of an tnoi mous lieighc. This land be*- 
came the fubjeft of - much eager convirrfation ; 
but the general opinion feemed to be that we had 
found the lifta aufiraUs incognitd. About five 
o'clock we faw the opening of a bay, which 
ieeixied to run pretty^ far inland, upon i^hich we 
hauled our wind and ftood in for it-, we alfo 
{Mi fmoke afccnding from ditfcrent places on 
tkort. When night came on, however, kept 
plying off and on till day-light, when we found Suadaji, 
oorfelves to the leeward of the bay^ the wind be- 
ing at north: v/e could now perceive that the 
biUs were clothed with jwopd^; and thacfom&of 
the trees in tliC valleys were very large. By 
noon we fetched in with- the fouth weft point'i 
but 'Dot being -able -to weather it, tacked and 
ftood off : at this time we faw feveral canoes 
ftanding crofs the bay, which in a lictle trmei 
made to fhore, without feeming to take the 
leafl^ notice of the Ihip ; we alio faw Ibme houfes, 
which appeared to Lc liiiall, but neiit ; and 
hear one t>f them a coniidtrable number of the 
people colleded together, who were fitting upon 
the beach, and who, we thought, were the fame 
that we had feen in the canoes. Ujpon a fmall 
peninlula, at the north eaft head, we could 
plainly perceive a pretty high and' regular pal- 

L i ing, 
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ing, which inclofed the whole top of a hill *, this 
was alfo the (ubjeft of much fpeculation, fomd 
fuppofing it to be a park of deer, others an in- 
dolbie for oxen and flieep. About four o'clock 
in the afternoon, we anchored on the north weft 
fide of the bay, before the entrance of a fmall 
river, in ten fathom water, with a fine landy 
bottom, and at about half a league from the 
fliore. : The fides of the bay are white diSs of 
a great; lieight j the middle is low land, with 
hills gradually rifing behind, one towering above 
another, and terminating in the chaiix of naouo- 
tains which ^ppe^red to be far inland. 

. Tn the evening I went on fliore, accompanied 

by Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, with the pin- 
nace and yawl, and a party, of men. We landed 

abreaft of the fhip, on the call fide of the river, 
which was here about forty yards broad; but 
feeing fome natives on the weft fide whom I 
wifhed to jpeak with, and finding the river not 
fordable, I ordered the yawl in to carry us over, 
and left the pinnace at the entrance. When 
we came near the place where the people were 
ailembled, they all ran away ; however, wc 
landed, and leaving four boys to take care of 
the yawl, we walked up to fome huts which 
were about two or three hundred yarcis from 
jhe water-fide. When we had got fome dif- 
tance from the boat, four men, armed with 
Iqng lances, ruflied.out of the woods, and run- 

mug 
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niog up to attack tbe .boat, .would, ccrtsunlyl 
have cue her off, if the. people in the pinnaces 
had not difcoy:crcd tlieiji^ iand called to tiic boy^; * 
to drofx dova ibe fiream z the boys inftanil^i 

obeyed; but^being clofely purfued by the 
diaa% the Cockfwain ot the pinnace, who . had 
the chat^ of the boarfr^' fired a muiquet oif«er 
their heads ^ at this they flopped and looked 
round them, but in a few minutes renewed nhe 
purfuit, brandilhing their lances in a threatening 
manner : the Cockfwain then fired a ^fecohd 
mufquet over theii^ heads, but of tins they took 
no notice ; and^ one of them lifting up, his ipear 
tQ dart it*at the boat,i anothei- piece waff fifcd^ 
which (hot him dead. When he fell, the other 
three . itpod motionleia <£Dr ibme minute^, a& if 
petrified with aftonilhme&t^ as foofi.aa they rtfi 
covered, they went back,^. dragging after them 
the dead body^ which however they foon kfc, 
ttai, it might not encumber their flight. At the " 
i^^pmrd the firfi mufquet we drew together, 
having ftragglcd to a little diftance from each 
otb^r, and made the belt of our way back to the 
boat % and eroding the river, we ibon faw the 
InUian lying dead upon the ground. Upon 
examining the body, we found that he had been 
Ihot through the heart : he was a man of the 
middle fize and ftature; his complexion was 
brown, but not very dark v and one fid<tf of his 
£ace was t4ttowed in fpiral lines of a very rcgu*'

jpaober^ ^ tnanufiidhire altogether new to us, and it was 
Sundajf 8. ^j^j exadly according to the rcprefentation 
in y alentyn's Aceount of Abel Tafman's Voyage, 
vctL iiii part 2. page 50. his hair alfo was tied in 
a knoiC/on the top. of his head, hut had ao 
feather in it.

their hands. Asr I yrB% defirous to eitablilh aa 
iotercamrfe with* ijhem^ I ordered three' boats to 
be manned with feamen and maoocfiy and pro- 
ceeded towards the (bore, accompanied hf^ Mn 
Banks, Dr. Solander, the other Genikmen, and 
Tupia^^waboQt fifty jof them leemed to w^it for 
our - handing, on the oppofite fide of the river, 
which we thought a lign of fear, and feated 
themielves upon the grotiad: at firft t&eiefore, 
fnyfelf, with only Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, and 
TMp^a, l^ande^ Irooi f;he:li(ttte boat, and advanc- 
ed tow^iKl^ them; but we had not proceeded 
m/^ny^ p^es . before they all ilarted up» and 
cisery man produced either ja, long pike, or a 

- fmall 
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finall weapon of gmn Talc, extremely well 
polifhed, about a foot long, and thick' enough 
to weigh four or five pounds : Tupia called to 
them in the language of Ocabeite \ bot they an« 
iwercd only by tiqun(hing their weapons» and' 
making figtisr to us to depart \ a mufquet was 

then fired wide of them, and ilvj ball ft ruck the 

water, the hver being ft ill between us: they 
faw the '^ffeft, and defifted from - their threats j 
but we thought it prudent to retreat till the ma- 
fifies could ^ be landed* This-' wa^ foon done; 
aud they marched, with a jack carried before 
tfattHv to a- little bank, about 'fiity yards front 
the water iide V here ihey were drawn up, and 
1 again advanced, with. Mn 'Banks and Dr. 'Son 
lander ; Tupia, Mr. Gnecn, ^anif^'Mr. Mclnk- 
houle, being with us. Tupia was again direft^ 
ed'to fpeak to them; and it was with great plea^ 
furc that wc perceived he was perfedlly^ under* 
Ikood, he and the natives fpeaking only difKrdit 

dulcdjLs of the iame language. He told them 
tb^t we wanted provifion and water, and- would 
give them iron in exchange, jtlie propertied* of 
wiiich he explained as well as he w^ able. They 
willing td trade, and defined that we woofld 
eome over to them for tiiat pijrpole : to this we 
*confented, poovided they would lay by theilr 
arms ; which, however, they could by no means 
Jbe perfuaded to do* During this converlation, 
Tupia warned us to be upon our/ guard, ..for 

that 
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1769. that they were not our friends : wc then prelTed 
^ thqm m our turn to come over to us ; and ac 
laft one of them ftripped himfelf, and fwam 
over without his arms: he was aLmolt imme- 
diately followed by two more, and* foon after bjr 
moft of the reft, to the number of twenty or 
diirty 1 ,but thefe brought their arms.^ch them^ 
We made them all prefents of iron and beads ; 
but they fieemed. to fet little value upon either, 
particularly the iron, not having the leaft idea' 
of its ule I fo that we got nothing in return but 
a few feathers : they offered indeed to exchange 
ibeir arms for ours, and, when we refufed, 
made many attempts to foatcb them out of our 

hands. As foon as they came over, Tupia re» 
peatfd his decjaration,. that they were not our 
friends, and again warned us to be upon our 
guard J, their ^ttejcnpis to fnatch sm weapposy 
therefore, did not fticceed ; and we gave them 
to ypderiUnd by Tupia, t^ac vpe (boujd be 
obliged to kill tb^m if they ofier^d any faN 
tLer violence. . In.a^few minutes, however, Mr. 
(^reen happeniiig ,to i;urn about^ /One of them 

•fnatchcd away his hanger, and retiring to a little 

fiUi^mc^» ^av^d xt round Jxis head». with a ibout 
of exultation : the reft now began to be ex- 
tremely infoient, and. we law more coroing to

^^^7 9' To my great regret, I found no place where 
I £ould land; dangerc^iil furf everjr where beat- 
ing upon the fhore ; but I faw two canoes com- 
ing" tn from the Tea, one under fail, and the 
odie^ worked with peddles: I thought 'this a 
favourable opportunity to get lomc of the people 
int6iny pbfleffibn^Withtiut mtibhief, is thofe in 
the canoe were probably fi(hernTi6n, "and without 
ahhsr^-^atod 1 had three'^^bbats fbU 'bf itten.

and promifed for us that they fliould come to 
Abihurttr they oh^fe, ilo^ver, rather to trult 
to thetr. paddldsrtfaan dctt* prdmHes^'- and conti. ^ 
nued( to make from us^with all their power. J ^ 
then .ordenedi a icnufquet to be fired over their 
head^,, as the leaft exceptionable expedient to 

accomplifli 
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accomplifh my defign, hoping it would cithef> 1769. 
make .them furrcnder or leap into the water. 1 — , — . 
Upon the difcharge of the piece, they ceafcd ^wday,. 
paddrmg i and ail of them, being leven in num- 
ber, began to ftrip, as-W imagined to juidp 

Qvetbo^rd ; but it. happened othcrwife. They 

immediately formed a refolution not to Ey, but 

to fi^ht ; and when the boat came up, they be- 
gan the attack with their paddles, and with 
(tones and other offcnfive weapons that 'were uir 
the t^at, fo vigoroufly, that we were obliged tOi 
fire upon them in our own defence : four were* 
Moiiappily killed, and the other three who were 
boys, the eldeft about nineteen, and the young-^ 
cR about eleven, inftantly leaped into the wa* 
ter i the eldeft fwam with great vigour, and 
refifted the attempts of our people to take him- 
into the boat by every effort that he could make : 
he was however at laft overpowered,, and the 
other two were taken up with iefs difficulty. I . 
am confcious that the feeling, of every reader 
of humanity will cenfure me for having fired 
upon the(e unhappy people, and it is impoHible , 
that, upon a calm review, I 0iould apprxyve it 

my felt . They certainly did not delerve death 
for not chudng to confide in . my promifes 1 or 
not confenting to cpme on board my boat, even 
if they had apprehended no danger ^ but the 
nature of my fervice required me to obtain a 
Jvaow ledge of their country, which 1 could no 

other- 
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Othcrwifc cffcft than by forcing my way into it 
in a hoftUe manned or gabing admiffion through 
the confidence and good- will of the people. I 
had already tried the power of prefents without 
effbft ; and I was now prompted, by my defire 
to avoid further hodilities, to get fome of them 
on board, as the only method left of convincing 
, them that we intended them no harm, and had 
it in our power to contribute to their gratifica* 

tion and convenience. Thus far my intentions 
certainly were not criminal ; and though in the 
conteft, which I had not the leaft reafon to ex- 
peft, oiir Yiftory might have been complete 
without fo great an expence of life ; yet in fuch 
fituations, when the command to fire has been 
given^ no irtan cati reftrain its excefs^ or pre* 
fcribe its efFcft. 

As foon as the poor wretches whom we had 
taken out of the water were in the boat, they 
fqBatted down^ expedtmg no doubt inftantly to 
be put to death : we made hafte to convince 
them of the contrary, by every method in our 
pont'er; we fumiflied them with clothes, and 
gave them every other teftirnony of kindneis 
that could remove their fears and engage their 
good-wtll. Thofe who are acquainted with hu^ 
man nature will not wonder, that the fuddcn joy 
of thefe young favages at being unexpeAedly de- 
livered from the fear of death, and kindly treated 
byihofe whom they fuppofed would have been

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their inftant executioners, furmounted their con- i7^9» 
cern for the friends they had loft, and was ._^^!^ 



ftrongly cxprelTed in their countenances and be- Wfirfiyf. 
haviour. ^ Before we reached the Ihip, their 
foipiciofls and fears being wholly removed, they 
appeared to be not only reconciled to their iuu* 
acion bat in high fpirits> and upon being ofiered 
iome bread when they came on board, they de- 
voured it with a voracious appetite. They an- 
ftrercd and aflced many queftions, with great 
appearance of pleafure and curiofity i and wheo 
our dinner canie» they exprefied an inclinjitioa 
to tafte every thing that they faw : they fecmed 
beft pleafed with the fait pork, though we had - 
other provifions upon the table. At fun-fet» 
they eat another meal with great eagern^is^ 
each devouring a large quantity of bread, and 
• drinking above a quart of water. We then 
made them beds upon the lockers, and they 
went to fleep with great fecniing content. In 
the night, however, the tumult of their minds 
having fubfided, and given way to refledlion, 
they ^hed c^en and loud. Tupia, who was 
always upon the waich to connfort them, got up, 
and by Ibothing'and encouragement made them 
not only ealy but cheerful ; their cheerfulneft 
was encouraged fo that they fung a long with a 
degree of tafte that furprifed us : the tune was 
folemn and flow, like thofe of our Pfalms, con-

oet^ tenances were iivtdligent and cxprefli ve, and the 
v' Lf middiemolt, who. fcemed to be about fiftoen* 
^••«^f. an opennefs in' his afpeft, and an eafe in his 
deportcncni:, which were very ftriking : we found 
' that' the two eldeft were brothers, and that their 
names> were Taabourangb and Koikerangb ; 
the name of the youngeft was Maraoovstb. 
As we were returning to the (hip, after having 
taken thefe boys into the boat, we picked up a 
large piece of pumice (lone floating upon the 
water ; a iure iign that there either is» or has been 
a volcano in this neighbourhood. 

>oi In the morning, they all feemed to be cheerful, 

and eat another enormous meal; after this we 
dreflcd them, and adorned them with bracelets, 
anclets, and necklaces, after their own fafliion^ 
and the boat being hoifted out, they were told 
that we were going to fet them aihore : this pro« 
duced a tranfporc of joy but upon perceiving 
that we made ^towards our firit landing-place 
iicar the riw, their countenances changed, and 
they entreated whh great carncftnefs that they 
might not be fet afliore at that place, becaufe 
they faid, it was inhabked by their enemies, 
who would kill them and eat them* This was 
a great difappointment to me-, becaufe 1 hop- 
ed the report and appeacanoe of the boys would 
procure a favourable reception for ourfelves. I 
bad already lent an officer on Ihore with the ma# 
rines and a party of men to cut wood, and I was 

determined 
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determined to land near the place -/not, how- 
ever, to abandon the boys, if, when we got a- 
Ihore, they'lhould beunwiiring to leave us; but 
to fend a boat with them in the evening to thac 
part of the bay to whicih they pointed^ ami 
which they called their home. Mr. Banks, Dr* 
Seilahd^, and Tupia wet^ with me^ and upon 
our - landing with the boys, and croiring the 
nv&i thdy Itemed at firft to be unwilling to 
leave us-; . but at length they fuddenly changed 
their fiiind, and, though not without a manifeft 
ftruggle, and fome tears,' they took their leaves 
when they were gone, we proceeded along a 
fwamp, with a defign to ihoot fome ducks,p of 
which we faw great plenty, and four of the ma* 
rines attended us». walking abreaft of us upon a 
bank that overlooked the country. After we 
had advanced, ahput a mile, thefemen called ou£ 
to us and told us, that a large body of the In« 
dians was in fight, and advancing ac a great rate. 
Upon receiving this intelligence, we dr<w. to- 
gether, and refolved to make the bcft of our 
way to the boats ^ . we had fcarcely begun to puc 
this into execution:H»hen the three Indian boys 
ftart^ fuddenly from- fome buflics, where they 
had' concealed themfelres, and again claimed 
our protcdion : we readily received them, and 
r^i^ing to the beadi as. the cleanft place, wo 
walked briikly towards the boats. The Indians 
ivere in tm-'bodies^ one raa .along the bank 
Vol. III.

We were more curious 
than they, and obierving them with our glailcs 
from on board the Ihip, we faw fome of them 
crofs the river upon a kind of raft, or catamarinc, 
and four of them carry oflF the dead body which 
had been covered by the boy, and over which 
his uncle had performed the ceremony of the 
branch, upon a kind of bier, between four men: 
the other body was (till fuffered to remain where 
it had been firft left. 

. After dinner, I directed Tupia to a{k the 
hoys, if they had now any objedion to going a- 
fliore, where we had left their uncle, the body 
having been ^irried off, which we underftood 
was a ratification of peace : they faid, they had 
not *, and the boat being ordered, they went into 
it "with great akcrity : when the boat, in which 
I had fent two midihipmen, came to land, they 
went willingly aihore I but foon after (he put oflP, 
they returned to the rocks, and wading into the 
water, eameftly entreated to- be taken on board 
again j but the people in the boat, having pofi- 
tive orders to leave them, could- not comply. 
We were very attentive to what happened on 
ihore, and keeping a conftant watch with our 
glafles, we faw a man pals the river upon an« 
other raft, and fetch them 10 a place where forty

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or fifty of the natives were alTembled, who cloC- '76^.

ed round them, and continued in the fame place w-^^^ 
till fun-fet : upon looking again, when we faw ^"•^■^ 
rhem in motion, we could plainly diftinguifh 

our three priloncrs, who leparated themlclvcs 
irom the reft, came down to the beach, and hav- 
ing waved their hands three times towards the 
ihip, ran nimbly back ^nd joined their com- 
panions, who walked leifarely away towards that 
part which the boys had pointed to as their 
dwelling-place ; we had . therefore the greateft 
reafon to believe that no mifchicf would happen 

CO them, efpecially as we perceived that they 
went off in the clothes we had given them. 

After it was dark, loud voices were heard oa . . 
ihore in the bottohfi of the bay as ufual, of which 
we could never learn the meaning.

THE next morning, at fix o'clock, we 
weighed, and ftood away from this un- 
fortunate and inhofpitable place, to which I 
gave the name of Poverty' Say> and whicii by; 
the natives is called Taonbroa, or I^^bng Sand, 
as it did not afford us a iingle article that we 
wanted except a little wood. It lies in latitude 
38^ 42' S. and longitude i8i° 36' W. \ it is in 
the form of an horfe-ihoe, and is known by an 
ifland lying clofe under the north eaft point: 
the two points which form the entrance are 
high, with fteep white clifts, and lie a league 
and a half^ or two leagues from each other, 
N. E. by E. and W. by W. the depth of 
water in ti;e bay is from twelve to five fathom, 
whh a Tandy bottom and good anchorage ; but 
the lituatioa is open to the wind between the 

fottth 
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Alulh and eaft t botes cail go in and out- ef the 

river at any time of the tide in fine weather \ 
but M there is a bar at the entrance, no boftt 
cart go either irt or out when the fca runs high : 
the beft place to attempt is on the north eail 
fid^, It Is thi^re pf afticable wbefi k is not! 

in any other part. The ihore of the bayj a 
little within its entrance^ is a low flat fand ; be<« 
hind Which, at a fmall diftance, the face of the 
country is finely diverfified by hiUs and valleys; 

all clothed with wood, and covered with ver- 

dun;. The country aUb appears ta be well in^ 
liabited, efpecially in the valleys leading up from 

the bayi where we daily faw imoke riftng in 
tlotids one behind Another td a great diftance, 
ttU the view terminated in mountains of a ftu* 
pendotis height* 

"The fouth weft point of the bay I named 
iTdUilG NteiiV Hkad} af'ter Nicholis Young, 
the boy who firft faw the landj at noon, it 
b6re N. by W. diftant ab6ut three or four 
leagues, and we were then about three miles 
ffom the ihore. The main land extended from 
i^. E. by N. to fouth, and I propofed tofoHbw 
the direftion of the coaft to the fouthward as far 
as the latitude of 40 or 41 *, and then, if I liiet 
with no encouragement to proceed farther, to 
iMui'il the no»hwiatd. 

In the afternoon we lay becalmed, which the 
people Oh Ihore pttcAvingf fnvml ctaiioes put

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QdSw came within kfs than a quarter ot a 

»,.-.v.w mile of the veflel ; but could not be perfuaded 
^''^P^''* %o come nearert though Tupia exerted all the 
powers of his lung$ and his eloquence upoa the 
bccafion, fliouting, and promifing that they 
ibouid i;ioc be hurt* Another canoe was now 
(een coming from Poverty Bay, with only four 
people on board, one of whom we well remem- 
bered to have feen in our firlt interview upon 
the rock. This canoe, without flopping or tak-r 
.iog the leaft notice of the others, came diredtty 

alongUde of the fiiip, and with very little per- 
fuadoQ, wc got the Indians on board* Their 
example was foon followed by the reft, and we 
had about us ieven canoes, and about fifty men, 
We made them all prefents with a liberal hand i 
notwithftanding which, they were fo defirous to 

have piore of pur comtnodities, th^t. th^y fold 

us every thijig they had, even the clothes from 
their back$» and the paddies from their bo^ts. 
There were bqt two weapons among them^ thcfe 
w^rc the inlUument^ pf gjrcen talc, which were 
jhaped fomewhat like a pointed battledore, with 
» ihort ^handle and Ibarp edges j \,hcy were call- 
ed P^m-Pafm ai»4 were well contrived for 
clofe-fighting, as they would ger^iiily ipUt the

When thefe people .h94' recovered from the 
^rft tnipre^ions of fear, which, notwithftanding 
thfir feio]uUQn ia coaiipg on board, lia4 mani-

qui^red after our poor boys. The man who 
iirft came on board immediately anfwered, that 
Cbey were unhurt and at home ; adding, that he 
:had been induced to venture on board by theaCr 
jcaunu which they had given him of the kindneft 
with .which they had been treated, and the woi^ 
ders that'were contained in the (hip; - r 

While they were on board they ihewed e v e ry 
(ign of friendihip, and invited us very cordially 
to go back to our old bay, or to a fmall cove 
which they pointed out, that was hot quite ib 
far oflf ; but I choie rather to profecute my dit 
.coveries than go back^ having ^reafon to -hope 
,thatl Ihuuld find a better harbour than any I 
. had yet ieeo. 

• About an hour before fun-fct, the canoes pui 
,oS from the ibip with the few paddles they bad 
rdirved, which were fcarcely fufficient to fet 
them on (bore i but by iome means or other 
three of their people were left behind : as fooa 
as ,we difcovered it, we hailed them j but not 
one. of them- would return to take them on board: 
this gready furprifed us*, but we were furprifed 
Sail more ta obfcrve that the deiierted Jndiaas 
did not leem at all ur^eafy at their iituation, but

' At noon, Cape Table bore K. 20 £. diflant 
sibMft fbbr ibague^, 'atid'r'fiiiii^l ilTand, which' 

wi\s the fouthermofl' land in . fight, bore S. 70 
W. « th^ diltanci' of ^aBouf three mile^ ' thh 
iflbnd, which the natives call Teahowray, I inand of 
nimed the IsCiS^Nd of I^ortlamd, from itis wry 
great refemblance to Portland in the Eflgjiifli

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1769. ^ maint^but tinqre .appears to ^jidgp,€£ 
rocks> extending nearly, if. not quite, from one 
thmfi.iz, the. Other. N. 57 E. two miles from the 
l^th point of Portland, lies a funken rockt up** 
on which the fea breaks with great violence^ We 
paffed between thk .ipck and the land^ iiaving^ 
from fevcntecn to twenty fathom. 

In failing along the Ibore^ we faw the natives 
llflembled in great numbers as- well opon Port- 
land liland as the main: we could alfo diftin*. 
gaiih feveral fpots of ground that were cultivate 
ed i fpme feemed to be frcfli turned up, and lay 
10 furrows like, ploughed land» and ibme bad 
plants upon them in different ftages of their 
g;rowth. We law alfo in tWQ places, high rails 
upon the ridges of hills^ like what - we had feett 
upon the penmfula at the north eail head of Po« 
•verty Bay : as they were, ranged in lines only» 
and not fo as to inclofe an area, we qouid noc- 
l^uefs at their ufe» and therefore fuppofed tbef • 
might be the work of fuperftition. 

About noon another canoe appeared, in whkb 
were four men 1 0xe came within about a quar- 
ter of a mile of. us, . where the people on board

they could not reach us, Ihouted defiance, and 
brandifhed their weapons, wi;h many geftures of 
menace and iniult.

SMdaji4. - In the morning we had a view of th^ moim- 

tains inland, upon which the fnow was ftiil ly» , 
. . * ing : the country near the fhore was low and un- 
fit for culture, but in one place wc perceived a 
j^tch of ibmewhat yellow, which had greatly 
nhe appearance of a com field, yet was probably 
xioihing more than fome dead Eaggs, which 
am not uncommon in fwampy places : at foime 

diftance wc fiiw groves of trees, wliich appear* 
ed high and tapering, and being not above two 
leagues from the fouth weft cod of the great 
bay, in which we had been coafting for the two 
laft days, I hoifted out the pinnace and long- 

boat to fearch for frefh water i but juft as they- 
were about to put off, we faw feveral boats^ fuli 
of people coming from the (hore, and thimlbre 
1 did not think^it fafe for them to leave the ihip. 
About ten o'clock, five of thefe boats having 
drawn together, as if to hold a conlukation, 
made towards the fiup^ having on board between* 
eighty and ninety men, and four more followed 
at fome diftance^ as if to iuftaio the attack 
^ . \ wbr a 
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when the firfl: five came wit&in about a hundred i'Tih* 
yards of the Ihip, they began to fing their war C^!!^ 
fong, and bfandtfhing their pikes, [ cparedfor ^*"«'<'*J»4' 
an engagement. We had now no time to lofe, 
fi)r if we Gould not prevent the attacic, we 
fliould come under the unhappy rieceflity of 
ufmg our fire-arms againft them» which we were 
very defirous to' avoid. Tupia was therefore 
ordered to acquaint them that we had weapons 
which, like thunder, would deftroy them in a 
moment that we would immediately convince 
them of their power by directing their efied; fo 
that they fhuuld not be hurt; but that if they 
perhilcd in any hoitile attempt, we fliould be 
obliged to ufe them for our defence : a four 
pounder, loaded with grape-fhot, W4S then dif- 
charged wide- of them, which produced the de* 
fired effeft ; the report, the ilalh, and above ail, 
the (hot, which fpread-very far in the water, fo 
intimidated them, thiat they began to paddle 
away with all their might: Tupia, however, 
calling after them, and affuring them that if 
they would come unarmed, they fliould be 
kindly received ; the people in one of the boats 
put their arms on board or another, and came 
under the (hip's fterA; we made them feveral , 
prcfcnts, and fliould certainly have prevailed 
upon them to come on board, if. the other canoes 
Aad not come up, and again threatened us, by 
ihouting and brandifliing their weapons : at 
Vol. III. N this 
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17^ this the people who had come to the (hip un- 

T_ -J- armed, expreifed great difpleafure, and foon after 
Satuid,i4, they all went away. 

In the afternopn we itood over to the fouth 
point of the bay, but not reaching it before it 
was dark, we flood off and on all night. Ac 
Snorts* eight the next morning, being a-breal!l of the 
point, feveral fifhing boats came off to us, and 
ibid us fome (linking fifli : it was the beft; they 
had, and we were willing to trade with them 
upon any terms: thefe people behaved very 
well, and we Ihouid have parted good friends tf 
it had not been for a large canoe, with two and 
twenty armed men on board, which came bold- 
ly up along-fide of the fliip. We foon faw that 
this boat had nothing for trafiic, yet we gave 
them two or three pieces of cloth, an article 
which they feemed very fond of. I obfervcd 
that one man had a black ikin thrown over 
him, fomewhat refembling that of a bear, and 
being deifirous to know what animal was its 
firft owner, I offered him for it a piece of red 
baizcj and h% ieemed greatly pleafcd with the 
bargain, immediately pulling oflF the ikin, and 
holding it up in the boat i he would not, how- 
ever, part with it till he had the cloth in his pof* 
feffion, and as there could be no transfer of pro- 
perty, if with equal caution I had infifted upon 
the fame condition, I ordered the cloth to be 
handed down to him, upon which, with amazing

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coolaefsy inftead of fending Up the Ikin, h& be- 
gan CO pack? up* both that and the baize, which 
he had received as the purc|iafeof it, in a baiket, 
widiout paying the leaft regard' -ta my demand 
or remonllrarices, and foon after, with ihc filh- 
ing boats, pot off from the ihip i when they 
were at feme diftance, they di^eVv together., and 
afcer a (hort confukation returned^ the hlher- 
men offered more fifli, which, though good fof 
nothings was purchafed, and trade^ was again re* 
newed. Among- others who were placed ovtt 
the (hip*sf;dc to hand up what'we bought, was 
ikde TayetOt Tupia^s boy; and one of the In* 

dians, watching his opportunity, fuddenly ieized 
him, and dragged him down into the canoe ; 
two of them held him down in the foVe^part of 
it, and the others, with great aftivity, paddled 
her off, the reft of the canoes following as fall 
as they could 5 upon this the marines, who were 
under arma upon deck, wert ordered to fire.<The 
Ihot was direftcd to that part of the canoe 
which was,.fartheft from the boy, aftd rather 
Vide of her^ being willing rathtir to -niifs the 
rowers tha^ to hurt him : it happened, however, 
that one man dropped, upon> which the others 
^lUitted their hold of the boy, who inftantly 
leaped ij;^o the water," and fwam towards the 
Ihip ; the large canoe immediately pulled round

Ifthd ; and betumtt them i» the bay^ <tf whick it 
is the fouth point, and which, in honour of Sir

TThe land between 
theih js of ^ Ycry unequal height 1 in fomc ' 
places it is lofty next the fea with white cliffs, in 
otberi^ low, with iandy beaches,: the face of tk ■ 
country is not fo well clojhed with wood as it is j 
about i^awke's bay, b\it looks more like out 
. high downs in England : it is, however, to all 
^^ppear^npe, well inhabited, for ^ we flood along 
the ihore, we iaw feyeral villages, not only , is 
the vallic5, but on the tops and fides of tlie hilU, 
and fmoke in m^f o^er places. The ridge o( 
mountains which has been mentioned before, 
extends to (he fouthward farther than we could 
fee, and was then eyery where f^h^iiered with 
fno\Y. At night we faw two fires, inland, fo 
very large, that we concluded they muft have 
t>ccn made to clear, the land for tillage j bu;

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however that be, they are a demonftration that i^^o. 

the part or the country where they appeared is i-^^— ^ 
inhabited. 

On the iSch, at four o'clock in the morning, Wedoef. it« 
Cape Kidnappers bore N. 32 W. dillanc two 
leagues : in this (ituatton we had lixty-two fa-* 
thorn, and when the Cape bore W. by N. diC- 
tant three or four leagues, we had forty-five 
fathom : in the mid-way between tiie ifle of 
Portland aiid the Cape we had fixty-five fathom* 
In the evening, being abreaft of the peninfula, 
within Portland iiland, called Terakak^o, a TttMU^ 
canoe t^rtit off from that Ihore, and with much 
.dif&culty overtook the fliip there were on 
board five people, two of whom appeared to be 
Chiefs; and the other three fervants : the Chiefs, 
with very little invitation, came on board, and 
ordered the reft to remain in their canoe. We 
treated them with great kindnefs, and they were 
not backward in expreflihg their fatisfaftion j 
they went down into the cabbin, and after a 
fliort time told us that' they had determined not 
to go on Ihore till the next morning. As the 
fleeping on board was an honour which we 
neither cxpefted nor defired, I remonftrated 
llrongly againil: it, and told them» that on their 
a(ccounr it would not be proper, as the fliip 
would probably be at a great diilance from 
where flie was then, the next morning : they 
ferfiftcd, however, in their refolution, and as I

vftdatu i8. pij^ J . ^ proper precaution, however, I p^or

countenance of one of thefe Chiefs was the mof^ 
open and ingenuous of all I have ever fcen, an4 
I very foon gave up every fuipicioii of |)is hav^ 
ing any finifter defign : they bo^h exaoiioed 
every thin^ they faw with great curioilty an4 
attention, and received very thankfully fuch 
little prefents as we ma(^e them ; oeitjv^^ 9^ 
tliem, however, could be perfuaded either to, eat 
pr drink, but their feryants d^y.o.vired every 
thing they could g^t, witb ^rcat voracity. 
i^und that thefe men had heard of our kindncf^ 
and liberality to the natives who had been ot^ 
board before, yet we thought the confiidcncQ 
they placed in us, an extraordinary inftance gjj 
their for^tude. At night I brought tp tiU day- 
light, and then made fail i at {even in thc^ 
TkQifa.19. morning, I brought to again under Cape T^bl^ 
and fent away our guefts with thei^r canoe, who^ 
^xprpifed fome furp^ife at feeing themiely^ {gi 
far from home, but landed a-breaft of the &ip. 
At this ticne I faw other canpes putting QSfy€f^x 
the fliore, but I ftood aiway to the northwao^

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1769. In one of the canoes that came about m as 
foon as we anchored, we faw two men, who hj] 

WayMto habits appeared to be Chiefs : one of them 

was dreffed in a jacket, which was ornatnented, 
after their manner, with dog's flcih ; the jacket 
of the other w^is almoft covered with foiail tufts 
of red feathers. Thefe men ! invited on bolrd, 
and they entered the fhip with very little hefita- 
tion : I gave each of them about four yards of 
linen, and a fpike nail 5 with the linen they were 
much pleafed, but feemed to fet no value upon 
the nail. We perceived that they knew what 
had happened in Poverty Bay, and we bad there- 
fore no reafon to doubt but that they would be*> 1 
have peaceably ^ hQwever, ^br further iecurity, ' 
Tupia was ordered to tell them for what pur* 1 
pole we came thither, and to affure them that 
we would offer them no injury, if they oQered 
none to us. In the mean time thofe who re- 
mained in the canoes traded with oqr people 
very fairly for what they happened to have with 
them: the Chiefs, who were old men, fiaid 
with us till we had dined, and about two o'clock 
I put off with the boats, manned and armed, 
in order to go on (bore in fearch of water, and 
the two Chiefs went into th^ boat with nie. The 
afternoon was ten^peftuous, with much rain, 
and the furf every where ran fo high, that al- 
though we rowed almoft round the bay, wc 
found no pUce where wc could land : I detcr- 

mme4 
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mined therefore to return to the ihip, which bc« > 769* . 
ing inthnatcd to the Chiefs, they called to the ^..Xr^ 
people on ihore, aad ordered a canoe to be lent ^'"^^> 
off for themfelves \ this was accordingly done, 
and they left us, promiling to come on board 
again in the nuori^ing, and bring u$ fome fifli 
and fweet potatoes. 

In the evening, the weather having become 

fair and moderate, the boats were again ordered 
out, and I landed, accompanied by Mr* Banks 
and Dr. Solaiider. Wc were received with great 
expreQions of friendlhip by the natives, who be« 
haved with a fcrupulous attention not to give 
oSence* In particular, they took care not to 
appear in great bodies : one family, or tUe in« 
habitants of two or three* houfcs only, were ge- 
nerally placed together, to the number of fifteen 
or tweiity, ' confining of men, women, and chil- 
dren. Theie little companies fat upon the 
Aground, not stdvancing towards us, but invit- « 
ing us to them, by a kind of beckon, moving . 
one hand towards the breaft. We made them 
feveral little p relents ^ and in our walk round 
the bay found two fmall ftreams of frelh water. 
This convenience, and the friendly behaviour 
of the people, determined nie to ftay at lealt a 
day, that I hnight fill fome of my empty cafks, 
?ind give Mr, Banks an opportunity of examin- 
ing the natural produce of the country.

little precaution, where they found many plants^ 
and ihot iome birds of exquifice beauty^ 
their walk, they vifited feveral houfes of the 
natives, and f^w fomething of their maooer of 
life ; for they Ihowed, withouf any refeive^ cvq* 
ry thing whi(:h the Qentlecnen ^efired to fee* 
Thejr were Ibmetimes found ^t their meab^ 
■which the approach of the ftrangers never inter-, 
rupted. Their food at this feaibo coniifted ^f 
fifli, with which, inflead of bread^ they eat th^ 
root of a. kind of f^rn, very, like thajt which 
grows upon our commons in England* Thefe 
roots they fcorch over the fire, and then beat 
with a ftick, till the bark and dry oucfide fall

able i thefe were fwallowed by fome, but fpij 
out by the far greater number^ who had bafket» 
under them to receive the rejedled part of what , 
had beea chewed^ which had an appearance rery 
like that of tobacco in the fame ftate. In other 
iealbas they have certainly plenty of excellent 
vegetables ; but »o tame animals were feen^ 
among them except dogs, which were very 
fmaU and ugly« Bi4r« Banks faw fon^e of their 
plantations, where the ground was as well broken 
down and tilled as even in the gardens of the 
moft curious people among us : in thefe fpota 
were fweet potatoes,r coccos or eddas, which are 
well known and much eiteemed boih in the Eaft 
and Welt Indies, and k>me gourds : the fweet 
potatoeit wei^ planted in fmall hills, fome 
ranged in rows, and others in quincunx, alliaid 
by a line with the greateft regularity : the coc- 
cos were planted upon fiat land, but none of 
them yet appeared above ground; and the 
gourds were' fet in fmall hollows, or difhes, 
much as in England. Thefe plantations were 
of different extent, from one or two acres to 
ttir: taken toother, there appeared to be from 
tSO'to 200 acres in cultivation in the whole bay, 
diough we never iaw an hundred people. Each

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ottobcr. ^^^^^^ fenced in, generally with reeds, 

■ »' which were placed fa dole together that there 

* was fcarccly room for a moufc to creep be- " 
tween. 

The women were plain, and made themfelircs 
more fo by painting their faces with red ocrei 
and oil, which being generally frelh and wet 
upon their cheeks and foreheads, was eafily 
transferred to the nofes of thofe who thought fit 
to iaiute theoi ^ and that they were not wholly 
averle to fuch familiarity, the nofcs of feveral 
of our people ftrongly teilified : they were, how^^ 
ever, as great coquets as any of the mofl^ fa^ 
fh ion able ladies in Europe, and the young ones as 
ikittilh as an unbroken filly t each of them wore 
a petticoat, under which there was a girdle, 
made of the blades of graj^ highly perfamed, 
and to the girdle was fattened a fmall bunch of the 
leaves of fome fragrant plant, which fervcd their 
ipodefty as its innermoft veil. The faces of the 
men were not fo generally painted, yet we faw 
one whofe whole body, and even his garments, 
were rubbed 'over with dry ocre, of which he 
kept a piece conftantly in his hand, and was 
every minute renewing the decoration in one 
part or another, where he fuppofed it was be- 
come deficient. In perfonal delicacy they were 
not equal to our friends at Otahcite, for the 
coldnefs of the climate did not invite themfo 
6fteh to'bathej but we faw among them dne ' 

inftancd 
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inftance of cleanlinefs in which they exceeded 1769. 
them, and of which perhaps there is no example i^^!^ 
in any other Indian nation. Every houfc, or Satmd. »ii 
every little clufter of three or four houfes, was 
furnifhed with a privy, fo that the ground was 
every where clean. The ofiais of their ibod» 
and other litter, were alio piled up in regular 
dunghills, which probably they made ufe of at 
a proper time for manure. 

In this decent article of civil oeconomy they 
were beforehand with one of the moll confider- 
able nations of Europe, for I am credibly in* 
formed, that, till the year 1760, there was no 
fuch tiling as a privy in Madrid, the metropolis 
of Spain, though it is plentifully fupplied with 
water. Before that time it was the univerfal 
praftice to throw the ordure out of the windows, 
during the night, into the ftreet, where hum* 
bers of men were employed to remove it, with 
Ihovels, from the upper parts of the city to the • 
lower, where it lay till it was dry, and was then 
carried away in carts, and depofjted without the - 
gates. His prefent Catholic Majefty, having 
determined to free his capital from fo grofs a 
nutfance, ordered, by. proclamation, that the 
proprietor of every houfc fhould build a privy, • 
and that fmks, drains, and common-fewers ' 
ihouM be made at the public expence. The 
Spaniards, . though long accudomed to an arbi« 
trary government, refented this proclamation 

with 
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with great (piiiU infringement of the corn- 

nion rights of mankind, ajid made a vigorous 
ftrdggle againd its being carried into execution. 
Every dafs devifed Ibmc objeftioh agalnif it, 
but the phyficiafis bid the faircft to iniereff the 
king in the prefefvati6n of the' ancient privileges 
of his people 5 for they remon{lratt;d that if the 
filch Was not, as* uA^at, thrdwn into the ftrects, a 
fatal fickncfs would probably enfue, bccaufe 
the putrefcent particles of the air, which fuch . 
fitth attraftcd, W6\itd th€n be inibibca' by the " 
human body. But this expedient, with every 
other dllac could be thought of, proved unfuc« 
ccfsful, and the popular difcontent then ran fo 
' high that it was very hear producing an infur-* 
reilion ; his majefty, however, at length pre- 
vailed, andMac^d is now as clear as moft of 
the con fiderabl^ cities m Europe. But many of 
the citizens, probably upon the principles ad- 
v^nded^ by ttieh- phyficiaiis,- that! heaps of filth 
prevent deleterious particles of air from fixing 
u^h neighbouring- fubftantdi, have, to. keep 
their febd'wholilfomie, eohAriiaccl' their privies 
hf the kitchen lire. 

In the' evddiAig, dt otir Bdats* being erbployed 
in carrying the water on board, and Mr. Banks 
and his coiiipkn)r fitiding it probable that they 
fhould be left on ihore after it was dark, by 
which much time would be loft, which they 
wiere imp^tie'nt to employ in putting the plants 

they 
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they had gathered in order, they applied to the i7^9» 
Indians for a pafik^ in one of their canoes : ^ If 
they immediately confented^ and a canoe was 
Isanehed'^br their ufc. They went ail on 
board* being eight in number, blit hot being 
ufed to a veffel that required fo even a balance^ 
tfaiey unfortunately overfet her in the furf : no 
Itfe however was loft, but it was thought ad- 
viiable that b4if of them (hould wait for another 
turn. Mr. Banks, Dr. Sdlander, Tupia, and 
Tayeto embarked again, and without any far* 
iecidei^t arrived fafely at the (hip, well 
pkafed with the good-nature of their Indian 
fH^nds, who cheerfully undertook to carry thenl 
alixond time, after having experienced how un- 
it i freight they Were for fuch a veileL 

While thefe gentlemen were on fhore, feveral 
of the natives went oiF to the fhip, and trafficked, 
by exchanging their cloth for that of Otaheite : 
of this barter they were for fome time very fond, 
preferring the Indian cloth' to that of Europe : 
but before night it decreafed in its value five 
Hundred per cent. Many of thefe Indians I 
took on board, and ibewed them the fliip and 
wr apparatus, at which they cxprcfled equal 
'^iitisfadion and altonilhment. 

As I found it exceedingly difficult to get wa- 
ter on bpard on account of the furf, 1 deterW 

■nnncd to ftay no longer at this place ^ oa the 

yoi. IIL O next 
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1769. n«xt morning therefore, about five o'clock, 1 

J°^-l',» weighed anchor and put to fea. 
s«n4*y»»: yj^j^ jj^y*^ ^^j^.^ i3 ^^u^j by jj^^ natives 

T^OAjDOOy lies in the latitude of 38^ 10' S.^ but 
as it has nothing to recommend it, a defcr^)don 

of it is unneceffary. 

From this bay I intended to ftand on to the 
northward, but the wind being right againft 
me, I could make no way. While I was beat- 
ing about to windward, fome of the natives 
came on boar J, and told me, that in a bay 
which lay a little to the fouthward, being the 
fame that I could not fetch the day I put into 
Tegadoo, thtre was ex(;ellent water, where the 
boats might land without a.furf. I thought it 
better thcicfore to put into this bay, where I 
might complete my water, and form farther con- 
nexions with the Indians, than to keep the fea. 
With this view I bore up for it, and fent in two 
boats, manned and armed, to examine the wa- 
tering place, who confirming the report of the 
Indians at their return, I came to an anchor 
about one o'clock, in eleven fathom water, with 
a fine fandy bottom, the north point of the bay 
N. by £• and the iouth point S. E. The water- 
ing-place, which was in a fniall eove a little 
within the fouth poirit of the bay, bore S. by E. 
dillant about a mile. Many canoes Came irnme- 
diately off from the fliore, and all traded very 

hooeftljr 
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honeftly for Otaheitc cloth and glafs boitles, of 

which they were immoderately fond. ^.^-^ 

In the afternoon of the 23 d, as foon as the Moad«ys3. 
Ihip was moored, I went on (hore to examine the 
watering- place, accompanied by Mr. Banks and 
Dr. Solander : the boat landed in the cove, 
without the leaft furf i the water was excellent, 
and convcnJerttly finiatcd ; there was plenty of • 
wood clofc to high- water mark, and the difpoli* 
don of the people was in every refpeft fuch as 
we could wilh. 

Having, with Mr. Green, taken leveral obfer« 
rations of the fun and moon, the mean rclult of 
them gave 180^ 4y' W. longitude % but, as all 
the obfervatipns made before exceeded thefe, I 
have laid down the coaft from the mean of the 
whole* At noon, I cook the fun*s meridian al- 
titude, with an agronomical quadrant, which 
was fet up at the watering-place, and found 
the latitude to be 38^ 22' 24''. 

On the 24th, early in the morning, I fent Tttef^art4« 
Lieutenant Gore on fhore, to fiiperintend the 
cutting of wood and tilling of water, with ^ fuf- 
ficient number of men for both purpofes, and * 
all theanarincs as a guard. After breakfaft, I 
Went on fliore myfelf, and continued there the 

whole day. 

Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander alfo went on 

Ihore to gather plants, and in their walks fawfe- 
veral things worthy of notice. They met with 

O 2 many 
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1769. tnanv houfcs in the Tallies that feemed to be 
wfcoHy deferted, the people living on the ridge» 
Thicf4^lH- Qf the hills in a kind of flieds very flightly 
built. As they wew^ advancing in one of thefe 
vallies, the hilk on each fide of which were very 
fte«p, they were (ud4efily ftruek with the figb^ 
of a very extraordinary natwral curiofity. It 
^ tyas a rock, perforated through its whoic fi|b* 
fiance, ib as to form a rude but ftupendouf 
arch or cavern, opening diredly to th^ |ca \ this 
aperture was feventy-fiiie feet long, twenty*ievei» 
broad, and five and forty high, commanding a 
yiew of the bay and the hiUs on other fidcw 
v^hich were feen through it,, and, opening ai 
OTce upon the view, produced an effed far fvi^ 
perior to any of the contrivances of art. % 

As they were returning ta she watering-place 
k the evening, they met an old man, ^ho de» 
tained tliem fomc time by ihewing them th^ mi- 
litary cxercifes of the country with the lance and 
Patoo-Patoo, which are all the weapons in ufc. 
The lance is from ten to founeea feet long^ 
made of a very bard wood, and fliarp at both 
ends : the Patoo-Patoo has been defcrihed al- 
ready, it is about a foot long, made of Talc or 
; bone, with fharp edgest, and ufed as a battle-ai^e. 
A poft or ftake was fee tip as his enemy, to*. 

which he advanced with a rTiOft furious aipeft^ 
brandiihing his lance, which he grafped witk 
great firmhe&i when it was fuppofed to have 
'•8 beca 
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ftij^n pier^d by Kis lance, he ran at it with his i7^9» 
f*atoo-Patoo» and falling upoa the uppcx end of ^ \^ 
ii, which was to reprefent his^achfctfaty's head, ^uemyt^ 
he laid on.wuh^reat: vehemence, ftriking many 
'blows» any ^ne of which would probably have 
ij^Mi the fcuU of an ox. From our champion'* 
falling upon his mock enemy, with the Patoo** 
?atoo, after he was fuppofed to have been pierc- 
ed with the lance, our Ge/itiemen . interred, 
^t in the battles of this cwritiy there is no 
quarter. 

This afeembon^ we iet nip i£e artnoure/!| 

forge, to repair the braces of the tiller whick 
had been broken, and went on getting our 
wood and water^ without fufFering the leaft: mo- 
leftation from the .natives ; who came down 
with different forts of fifh, which we purchafed 
vvith cloth, beads, and glais bottles, as ufual. 

On the 25th, Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander w.dnef.a|. 
"went again oailK>re| and while xhey were iearch-( 
tng for plants, TupU ftaid with the waterers 8 
aaiong other Indians who came down to them, 
was a prieft, with whom Tupia: entered' into' a' 
very learned converfation. In their notions of re- 
%on they feemed to agree very weU, : which is 
not often the cafe between' learned divirtcSg dn our' 
fide of the ocean : Tupia, however, feemed to' 
^ve the moft knowledge, and he was Mened to* 
^ith great deference and attention by the other, 
in the couife of this converfation, after the im-

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«7^9' portant points of divinity had been fettlcd» 
Tupia inquired if it was their practice to cat 

IVcfiiiif. a J. ^^^^ to which they anfwtered in the affirmative ; 

but (aid that they eat only their enemies wi^o 
were flain in battle, 

Tburfd. 26. On the 26th, it rained all day, fo that none of 
U8 could go aibore i and very few of the In^ 
dians came either to (he watering-place or the 

ftiasytr* On the 27th, I went with Dr. Sounder, to 

examide the bottom of the bay *, but though we 
went afiiore at two places, we met with lii;tle 

worth notice. The people behaved very civilly^ 
ihewing us every thing that we expreiicd a de* 
fire to fee. Among other trifling curiofities 
which Dr. Solander purchafed of them, was a 
boy's top, ibaped exaftly like thofe which chil- 
dren play with in England ; and they made 
iigns, that to make it fpia it was to be whipped. 
Mh Banks iii the mean time went'afliore at the 
watering-place, and climbed a hiii which flood at 
a little diftance to fee a fence of poles, which we 
had obferved froni the (hip, and which had been 
ipuch the lubjedt of fpeculation* The hill was 
extremely fteep, and rendered almoft inacceflible 
by wood '9 yet he reached the place, near which 
be found many Jioufes that for fome reafon had 

been deferred by their inhabitants. The poles 
appeared to be about fixteen feet high i they were 
placed in two rows, with a fpace of about fix 

feet 
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feet between them, and the poles in each row '^^9- 
were about ten feet dtftant from each other. The ^ -^'^^Ir 
lane between them was covered by iticks, th^t 
were fee up flioping towards each other from the 
top of the poles on each fide, like the roof of a 
houfe. This raiUwork, with a' ditch that was 
parallel to it, was carried about a hundred yards 
down the hill in a kind of curve ^ but for what 
purpofc we could not gueft. 

The Indians, at the watering-place, at our re- 
queft, entertained us with their war-fong, in 
which the women joirte'd, with the moft horrid 
diftortions of countenance, rolling their eyes, 
thrulling out their tongues, and often heaving 
loiid and deep fighs^ though all was done in very 
good time/ ' 

On the iStb, we went afliore upon an ifland Satnra. iS. 

that lies to the left hand of the entrance of the 
bay, where we faw the largeft canoe that we had 
yet met with : (he was iixty-eight feet and a 
half long, five broad, and three feet fix 
high; fhe had a Iharp bottom, confiding of 
three trunks of trees hollowed, of which that in 
the middle was the longeft: the fide planks 
were fixty-two feet long ii) one piece, and were 
not defpicably carved in bas relief; the head alib^ 
was adorned with carving ftill more richly. 
Upon this ifland there was a larger hpuf<; than 
any we had yet fcen ; but it feemed unfiniflied * 
jfid was full of chips. The wood . work was

22' S. and ifour leagues and an ha^f tothe nprth 
of Gable-end Foreland. On the. fouth point lieSt 
a fmall by t high ifland, (q near the maiq aa noi, 
to 'be diftinguiflied from it. Clofe to the nortl^, 
end of the ifland, at (he entrance mtp thei bay., 
are two high rocks ; one is round like a corn- 
ftack, but the other is long, and perforated if^. 
feveral places, fo that the openings appear like 
the arches of a bikl^j^c. Wuliiji thclc rocks h 
the cove where we cut wood, ^d filfed our wa-j 
ter-caflcs. Otf the north point of the bay is a

We got nothStig* here by ^raffle- but afcirflfli, 
and fume fweet potatoes, except a few trifles, 
which we conlidered merely as. curioGties. We 
fuw no four-footed animals, nor the appearance 
of any^ either came or wild, except dogs^ and 
rats, and ilicfe were very karce : the people eat 
the do^, like our friends at Otaheite; and 
adorn their garments with the Ikins, as we do 
ours with fyr and ermine. I climbed many of 
the hills, hoping to get a view of the country, 
but I could fee nothing from the top except 
higher hills, \n a boundlefs fucceflion. The 
ridges of thefe hills produce lictle befidcs fern ; 
but the fides are moft luxuriantly clothed with 
wood, and verdure of various kinds, with little 
plantations intermixed* In the woods, we 
found trees of above twenty different forts, and 
carried fpecimens of e^ch on board i but there 
Waji^np b9dy among us to whom they were not 
altogether unkiiown. The tree which we cut 
for firing was fomewhat like our maple, and 
yielded a whitifh gum, We found another fort 
of it of a deep yeUoW| which we thought might 

' • \ be 
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be ufeful in dying.,.- We found alio one cabbage^ 
tree, which we cut dowA for the cabbages. The 
councry abounds with plants, and the woods 
with btrdst in an cndleis variety, exquifitely 
beautiful, and of which none of us had the Icaft 
knowledge. The foil both of the hills and val« 
lies is light and fandy, and very fit for the pro* 
du&ion of all kinds of rooc^ } though we law 
HQne except fweet potatoes and yams. 
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CHAP. III. 
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Range from Tolaga to Mercury Bay^ 
^itb an AccQunt oj numy Incidents that . 
hoppcncd both on hoard and ajhore : A . 
Defcriptiott of fe'veral Views - exbibUed by 
the Country J and of the Heppahsy orforti^ 
Jied Villages of the Inhabitants. 

ON Monday the 30th, about half an hour 1760* 
afcer one o'clock, having made fail again ^ 
to the northward for about ten hours, with a ^ 
light breeze, I hauled round a fmall iiland 
which lay eaft one mile from the north eaft 
point of the land : from this place I found the 
land trend away N. W. by W. and W. N. W, 
as far as I could fee, this point being the rafticr- 
moft land on the whole coaft. I gave it the 
name of £asii^ Cape, and I called the ifland 
that lies off it East Island ; it is of a fmall 
circuit, high and round, and appears white and 
barren : the Cape is high, with white cHfl^, 
and lies in latitude 37° 42' 30'' S. and longitude 
181^ W. The land from Tolaga Bay to Eaft 
Cape is of a moderate, but unequal height, 
forming feveral fmall bays,, in which are fandy 
beaches : of the inland country we could not

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1769. fee much» the weather being cloudy and hazf* 

^ oao^r^ rj.^^ fouiidings were from twenty to thirty fa- 
uoadiy 39. ihQQ^ (he diftance of about a league from the 
Ihorc, After wfc had rounded the Cape, law 
in our run along the Ihore a great number of 
vfllages, and mucli cuitivated land^ thecoun- 
try in general appeared more fertile than before, 
and was low^nea^ thi& fe'af^ but hilly wiihin. Ac 
Hk in chef evening, being four leagues to the 
we&ward of £ait Cape»^ we palled a bay wbkh 
was firft difcovered by Lieutenant Hicks^. and 
which therefore I called Hicks*s Bay» At 
eight in the evening, being eight leagues to tk 
wcilvvard of the Cape, and three or four miles 
from the fhore, I ihortened fail and brought to 
for the night, having at this time a frefn gale at 
S* 5. a. and Iq^aily y but it fooa became mode- 
Tmt^tu rate, and at two in the morning, we made fail 
again to the S. W. as the land now trended 
atid at eight o'clock in the morning, fawlaodi 
which made like an ifland, bearing wcftj the 
fouth weftermofl: part of the main beariagfouch 
weft i and about nine no lefs than five canoes 
came ofi^ m which were mope than forty men, 
all armed wi|h their country pikes and battle* 
axes, fliouting, -'^d threatening an attack ; this 
gave us great unealinels, and was indeed what 
we did not; cxpcd; for we hoped, that the re** 
port both of our power and clemency had 
fpread to a greater exicac. When one of tb^ 

canoes

crowded wirf> people who were alfo ATOied, put 
gff frpm che fliorg, and came up at a great rate j 
as it approaghsd i( received Iig^al3 irotn the 
canpe that nearcft to the (hip, and wc could 
ke that it had fixtc^ii jr4d4ks ^ fide, bcfidc 
people that fat, and others -th^t ftopd in a row 
irom fieai to Hern, being in all about fixty men: 
as ;hey made dire&ly (o the (hip, we were defj^r- 
ous of preventing an attack, by ftiowing what 
we could do % and therefore fired a gun, loaded 
^ith grape-fliot, a-head of (hem: this made 
them ftop, but not retreat ^ a rovind 0xoc waa 
then fired over them, and upon feeing it fall* 
they feized their peddles and made towards the 

Ibore with fucb pimpitatioa th^t th^j fcemed 

fcarccly to allow themfelves time to breathe. la 
evening^ three 0| four more canoes came off 

unarmed ; but thcv would not venture within 1 
a mufquet ihoic of the veiTel. The Cape off 
which we had been threatened wth hoftilities, I 
€aUed» from the hafty retreat of the enemy^ 
Cape Rwnawav. ,lt lies in Utitode 37'' 32'^ 
iK^itude 181° 48'. In this day's run, we 
&und that the laiidt which made like an iQand 
in the morning, bearing weft, was io and we 
gave it the namQ of White Island* 

At day-break, on the ift of November, we KwemW^ 
coMQted na lei& than five and forty canoes that * 
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feven of them came up with us, and after fomc 
converiation with Tupia^ fold us ibme lobfters 
and mufcles, and two conger eds. Thcfe 
people traded pretty fairly : but when they 
were gone,, fome others came off from another 
place, who began alfo to trade fairly ; but after 
ibme time they, took what was handed down to 
them, without making any return ; one of them 
who had done fo, upon being threatened, be« 

san toLiuiih, and w'ldi many inarks ofderifjon fet 
US at defiance, at the lame time putting oS the 
canoe from the (hip : a mufquet was then fired 
over his head, which brought him back, in a 
more ferious mood, and trade went on with 

great regularity. Ac length, when the cabbia 
and gun<room had got as much as they wanted, 
the men were allowed to come to the gang-way, 
and trade for themfeivcs. Unliappiiy the fame 
care was not taken to prevent frauds as had been 
taken before, io that the Indians, finding that 
they could cheat with impunity, grew infolent 
again, and proceeded to take greater liberties. 
One of the canoes, having fold every thing on 
board, pulled forward, and the people that were 
in iicr lecing fome linen hang over the ftiip's fide 
CO dry, one of them, without any ceremony, un* 
tied u, and put it up in his bundle: he was 
immediately called tp, and required to return 
it} inftead of which, he let his canoe drop 

aftcro, 
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aftern, and laughed at us : a mufquet was fired 1769*' ^ 
over bis hoaid^. which 4ki not put a ftop to his i_ ^ „^ 
mirth ; another was then fired ac him with ^^^^ 
fmall ihoCy wh^h IfcrucK him .upon the back ; he 
flirunk a little when the tbm hit him,, but did 
not jregard it more than one of our men would 
have done the ftroke of a jrattan : he continued 

r 

with great compoiure to pack up the linen that 
he had.ftol^o. All the. canoes now dropped 
adern about a hundred yards, and all fet up 
their fong of defiance, which they continued 
till the 0iip was diftant from them about fyat 
hundred yards. As they feemed to have no de- 
* fign to attack us» 1 was not willing to. do them 
any hurt ; yet I thought their going off in a 
bravado niight have a bad effect when it ibould 
be* reported aOiore. To (how them therefore 
that they, were ftill in our power, though very 

much beyond the reach of any miflUe weapon 

with which, they were acquainted, I gave the 
(hip a vaw, and fired a four pounder fo as to pa& 
near them. The fliot happened to ftrike the 
water and rile ievcrai times at a great diftance 
beyond the canoes : this fifuck them with terror^ 
and they paddled away without once loo^cing 
behind them,

' About two in the afternoon, we faw a pretty 

high iAand bearing weft from us ^ and at five, 
faw. more iflands and rocks to the weftward of 
that. \\c hauled our wind in order to go 
7 without .

canoe, or rather two canoes laflied together at 
the dtftancc of atxsut a Axit, and t«»ve?^d %ikh 
boards fo as to make a deckj put off, and matfe 

fail for die ftip : this «^ ^ fiklft veflcl the 

kind that we had fcdft fiftc^ We left the SoiitfaSea 
iQaods^ Whe^i fkt tiirit i!rcar, the people on 
board entarcd twery freely into converfation with 
Tupia^ and we thought ihowed a friendly dif- 
pofttion I but when k Was juft dai*k, thty rati 
their canoe dofe to the (hip's fide, and threw 
in a voacf of ftcmes^ aftci* which they paddled 
aOlore* 

We learnt fmni Tupla,- that the people in the 
canoe called the idand which we were under 
M0WTOHORA5 it is bat of a fmall circuit, 
^ though high, and-Kcs fix miles from the main ; 

OB the fouth iide is anchorage in fourteen fa- 
thom water. Upon the main land S. W. by 
of this ifland, and apparently at no great dif- 
tance from the fca, is a high round mountain, 
whicfc' I-called Mount Edgecumbe: it ftands 
, in the middle of a large plain, and is therefore 

the mora eon fpicuousi latitude 37^ longi- 
tude 1 8.3° /. 

la ftanding weflfwaiU, we fuddenly flioakd 
oar water froni fcvcntcca to ten fathom 5 and 

knowing 
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knowing that we were not far from the fmall 
Hlands and rocks which we had feen before 
dark, and which I intended to have pafild before 
I brought to for the night, I thought it more 
prudent to tack^ and fpend the night under 
Mowtohora, where I knew there was no danger. 
Ic was indeed happy for us that we did fo j for 
in the morning, after wc had made fail ta the 
weftwardy we difcovered ahead of us, feveral 

rocksj fome of which were level with the furface 
of the water^ and ^me below it : they lay N. N» 
E. from Mount Edgecumbe, otie league Md a 
half diftant from the iiland Mowtohora, and 
abDQt nine miles from the main; We pafied 
between thefe rocks and the main, having 'Itom 
ten to feven fathom water. 

This morning, many canoes and much pt^ople 
were ieen along the Ihore ; feveral of the canoes 
followed us, but none of them could reach u^, 
except one wich a fail, which proved to be the 
fame that had pelted us the night before. The 
people on board again entered into converlacioa 
with Tupiai but we expeded another volley of 
their ammunicion, which was not indeed danger- 
ous to any thing but the cabbin windows. They 
continued abreaft of the (hip about an hour, and 
behaved very peaceably ; but at laft the ialuce 
which we ejcpcftcd was given 5 wc returned it 
by firing a mufquet over them, and they im* 
tnedkteiy dropped a-ftern and kft us, perhaps

At half an hour after (en, we pafled bctw 
a low flat ifland and the main : the diflau 
fr6m one to the other was about four miles, ai 
the depth oi water from ten to twelve fathom. 
The nnain land between this flat ifland and Mow* 
lohora is of a muueratL- height, but: level, nrctty 
clear of wood, and full oi plantations and vU^ 
lages^ The VilUger, which were larger than 
any we had yet feen, were built upon eminences 
near the fea, and fortified on the land fid^ by a 
bank and dicch, with a high paling within k, 
which was carried alt round : befide a ba/iki 
ditch, and pullikidoes, ibme of them appearcdto 
have out-works» i upia had a notion that the 
rmall inclofures of pallifadoes, and a dtcch that 
we had fcen before, were Morais or places ot 
wor(hip i but we were of opinion that they 
were forts, and concluded that thefe people-had 
neighbouring enemies, and were always cxpofcd 
to hoftile attacks. 

At two oVlock we pafled a fmall high ifland, 
lying four miles from a high routid head vpoa 
the main. From this head the land trends 
*N. W. as far as can be feen; and has a yigg^ 
and hilly appearance. As the weather was hxefi 
and the wind blew frefli on the fliorc, wc haulcJ 
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off for the weathermoft ifland in fight, which i7^9- 
bore from us N. N* £• diftant about fix or (even > ^!^'^'^; 
jieagucs. Thuffi.*. 

' Under thU .iQandt which I have called the 
Mayor, we fpent the night. At fcven in 
ibe morning it bore S. 47 £• diftant fix leagues, Friaax |, 
and a clufter of fmall iflands and rocks bore 
M. i E. dillant one league, to which I gave the 
name of the Court of Aldbrmsn. They lie in 
the compafs of about half a league every way» 
aod five leagues from the main, between which 
^nd them lie other iflands, mottof them barren 
rocks, of which there is great variety : fome of 
them are as fmall in compafs as the Monument 
pf London, but rife to a much greater height, 
and feme of them are inhabited. They lie in 
iatitude 36" 57', and at noon bore S. 60 £• 
diftant three or four leagues 1 and a rock like a 
caftle, lying not far from the main, bore N. 40 
W* SLL the diftance of one league. The country 
that we paflled the night before, appeared to be 
well inhabited, many towns were in fight, and 
fome hundreds of large canoes lay under them 
upon the beach ; but this day, after having fail- 
ed about fifteen leagues, it appeared to be bar^ 
rcn aod deiplate. As far as we had yet coaftcd 
this (Country from Cape Turnagain, the people 
acknowledged one Chief, whom they called 
TsRATU,.. aoid to whoje rdidence they pointed. 
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if( a diredion tlut we thought to be very f«r ii>- 

Und, hue afterwards found to be otKerwife. 

About one o'clock three canoes came off* ur 

us from ti e main, with one and twenty men on 
board* The coailru^tion tbeie veiiels ap* 
peared to be more fimple than that of any we 
had fcen, they being nothing more than trunks 
of a (ingle tree holiowcd by fire, without aay 
convenience or ornament. 1 he people on board 
y^ere almoft- vaked, and appeared to be of a 
browner complexion ; yet naked and defpicaUt 
as they wciitf) ciiey i^ag their fong of defiance, 
i^nd feezed to denounce ^gatoft us inevitable d^- 
ftrudion : they reuiained, however, lame time 
out of (tones throw, and then venturiog.neaieiv 
with lefs appearance of huiiiluy, one of our n^n 
Wtnt to the ihip 0de, and was about to hand 
them a rope ; this courtefy, however, they 
thought fit to return by throwing a lance, at him, 
which having mtfled him, they immediately 
threw another into the flxip : upon this a mufquei 
was fired over them, which at once fent them 
aw^y^ 

About two, we faw a large opening, or inleti 
for wiiich we bore up ; we had now forty-one 
fathom water, which gradually decreafed to oine^ 
at which time we were one mile and an half 
diftant from a high towered rock which lay near 
the fouth pomt of the inlet : this rock, and the

'Oorriiermoft of the Court of Aldermea bciiig in 
enc, bearing S. 6i B* 

About feven in the evening #e anchored in 
kvtn fachomy a littte within the fouth entrance 

rfthe bay: to this place we were accompanied 
bf Several canoes and people like thoie we had 
fcen laft, and for fome time they behaved very 
civilly. While they were hovering, about us, 
a bird was (hot from the (hip^ as it Wai iwitn* 
ming upon the water : ac this they (hewed left 
furprife than we expcAcd, and taking up the 
bird, they tied it to a {i(hing line that was t6w- 
iog a-ftern i as an acknowledgment for this 
kvour we gave them a piece of cloth : but not* 
withftanding this cfftit of our fire-arms, and 
this interchange of civiKties, 9s Ibon as it grew 

dark, they fung their war fong, and atteir.ptcd 
to tow away the buoy of the anchor. Two or 
three ma(ket5 were then (ircd over them, but 
this ieemed rather to make them angry than 
tfraidf and they went away, threatening that^to- 
morrow they would return with mprc force, and 
be the death of us all ^ at the fame tiose (ending, 
off a boat, which they told us was going to an- 
other part of the bay for aOiftance* 

There was fomc appearance of generofuy, at 
well as courage, in acquainting us with the time 
when they intended to make their attack^ but 
they forfeited all credit which this procured 
(hem, by coming fecretly upon us in the night, 
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1769. when they certainly hoped to find us aileep : 
JJlI^I!^* upon approaching the Ihip they foutid them- 
fnd^y 3. felves miftaken, and therefore retired without 
fpeakiflg a wordf- fuppofing that they vrtre toof^ 
early alcer Ibme tinjc they canne a fecond time, 
and beiag again dUappoiQtedt they retired as 
filently a$ before.* 
Saturday 4« In the mommg, at day-break, they prepared 
to eSk& by force what they had in vain atcernpc- 
cd by (keaith and artifice : no Icfs than twelve 
canoes came agaioft us, with about a hundred 
and fifty men, all armed wi:h pikes, lances, and 
ftones. As they could do nothing till they' 
came very near the ihip, Tupia was ordered to 
expoftulate with them, and if poiiibie divert 
them fix>m their purpofe : during the converfa^ 
tion they appeared to be fomeiimcs friendly and 
ibmetimes othierwife; at length,* however, they 
began to trade, and we offcicd to purciiak tiicir 
weapons, which fome of them con&nted to iljeli s 
they fold two very fairly, but having received 
what had been agreed upon for the purchafe of 
^, third, they refufed to fend it up, but oflfered it' 
for a fecond price a fecond was lent down, but 
the weapon was fiill detained, and a demand 
made ot a third ^ this being refufed with \omc 
e^jcpreiiions of difpleafure and refentment, the of*- 
fender, with many ludicrous tokens of contempt 
and defiance, peddled his canoe off a few yards 
from the {hip, A9 X intended to continue in 

this 
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tiiis place five or fix days, in order Co make an 

^ ^ November 

observation of the tran&t of Mercury, it was ab* 

folutely ntrcefiary, in order to prevent future 

■ 

mifchief, to ihew tbefe people that we were not 

to be treated ill with impunity ; fome fmall (hot 
were thcretore fired at the thief, and a mufkeC 
ball through the bottom of his boat: upon this ' 
ii was paddled to aboue a hundred yards diltance, 
and to our great furpnie the people in the othetr 
canoes c^ok not the leaft noacc of their wounded 
companion, though he bled, very much» but re- 
turned -to the fliipf and continued to trade with 
the moft perfect indifference and unconcern. 
They fold us many more of their weapons* wtth^ 
cut making any other attempt to defraud us, for 

a confiderable time ; at laft^ however, one of 
them thuugliC fit ropadJk away with two differ- 
ent pieces of cloth which had been given for the 
fame weapon : when he had got about an hun- 
dred yards diltance, and thought himfelf fecure 
of his prize, a muiket was Bred after him, which 
fortunately ftruck the boatjuft at the water's 
edge, and m^de two holes in her fide ; this only 
incited them to ply their paddles with greater ac- , 
t^vit^, and tt>e reft of the canoes alfo made off 
with the utmoft expedition. As the laft proof 
of our iuperioricy therefore, we fired a round, 
(hot over them, and not a boat Aojpped till they 
got on fliore. ^ ' * . 

P 4 About 
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t769. ° About ten o'clock, I went with two boats to 
faund th€ bay, and look out for a more conv^ 

8At<Md«x4. nienc anchoring-place, the Matter being in one 
boat and myieit in the other. We pulkd hxSL 
over to the north Ihore, from which fomc canoe^ 
came ouc to meet us \ as we advanced, however, 
they retired, inviting us to foUow them ; but, 
fc^iag them all armed, I did aoc think it proper 
to comply, but went towards the head of the 
bay, where I obferved a villag"e upon a v^y high 
{}oiat, foraged m the manner that Has been al- 
ready deicribed, and having fixed upon an an* 
choring place not far from where the (hip lay, I 
returned on board. 

At three o'clock in the afternoon, 1 weighed^ 
run in nearer to the ihore, and anchored in four 
fathom and an half water, with a fofc fancly bot- 
tom, the fouth point of the bay bearing E. dif« 
.tant one mile, and a river which the boars can 
enter at low water S. S. E. diitant a mile and an 
half. 

SQna«y5, morning, the natives came Qff again tq 

the (hip, and we had the fatisfaction to obferve 
that their behaviour was .very different from 
what it had been yefterday : among them was 
an old man, whom wd had before remarked for 
his prudence and honefty : his name was 
ToTAVA, and he feemcd to be a pcrfon of a fu- 
paior rank I in the tranladtions of yefterday 

morning 
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roornine he bad behaved with great propriety .„'7'9- 
and good fenfc, lying in a fmall canocr, aMrays 
near the fliip, and treating thok on board a& if. s«w>»yf* 
he neither intended a fraud nor fufpe&ed an in- 
jury : widiiomeperiuafion this man and anothef 
catne on board, and ventured into the cabbin^ 
where I prefented each of them wkh a piece of 
EngliOi cloth and fomc fpikc nails. They told 
irt that the Indiana were now very mtich afraid 
of us, and on our part wc promifed friendfhip if 
they would behave peaceably, defirhig only td 
purchafe what they had to fell upon their own 
terms. 

Afier the natives had left us, I went with the . 
pinnace and long boat into the river with a de- 
fign to haul the fcine, and fent the Mafter m 
the yawl to found the bay and dredge for fifli. 
The Indians who were on one fide of the river, 
jcxpreffed their fricndftiip by all the figns they 
<ould devife, beckoning us to land among 
them ; but we chofe to go afiiore on the other 
fide, as the fituation was more convenient for 
hauling the leine and iliooting birds, of which 
we faw great numbers of various kinds : the In« 
dians, with much perfuafion, about noon, ventur- 
ed over to us. With the feine wc had very - 
little fuccefs, catching only a few mullets, 
neither did we gtL any thing by the trawl 
or the dredge, except a few Ihells i but we Ihot 
fcveral birds, moft of them refembling fea-pies, 

except 
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except that they had black plumage, and red 
bills .and feet. While we were abfcni; with our 
guns, tbe people who ftaid by the boats faw two 
of the Indians quarrel and fight: they began . 
the batde with their lances, but fpme old men 
interpofed and took them away, leaving them to 
decide the difference, like Engliflimen, with 
their fifts : th^y boxed with great vigour and . 
obftinacy for fome time, but by degrees all re- 
tired behind a little hill, fo that our people could 
not fee the event of the combat. 

In the morning the lo|ig*boat was fent again 
to traul in the bay, and an officer, with the ma-> 
rlnes, and a party of men, to cut wood and 
haul the feine. The Indians on Ihore appeared 

very peaceable and lubmiflive, and we had rea- 
fon to believe that their habitations were at a 
confiderable diftancc, for we faw no houfes, and 
found that they flept under the builies; the bay 
is probably a place.to which they frequently re- 
fort in parties to gather fhell-fifli, of which it 
affords incredible plenty, for wherever we went, 
whether upon the hills or in the vallies, the 
woods or the plains, we faw vaft heaps of fhells, 
often many waggon loads together, fome appear- 
ing to be very old, and others recent. We faw^ 
no cultivation in this place, which bad a defo- 
late and [;arren appearance the tops of the 
hills were green, but nothing grew there except 
a^largc kinfl of fern, the roots of which the na- 

tives 
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tivcs had got togpxher in large quantities, in or- t 7^-, 
der to carry away with them. Ifl the eveniAg .^..- v — 
tAr. Banks walked up the river, which at the 
mou^h looked fine and broad, but at the diftance 
of about uvo miles was not deep cnoogh to co» 
Vier the footj and the country inland was ftili 
more barren than at the fea- fide. The: fcine 
and dredge were not more fuccefsful to-day 
than yefterday, but the Indians in fome meafure 
compenfated for the dirappointment by bringing 
us fevcral baikets of fifli, Ibme dry, and iomc 
frefli drelTed ; it was not indeed of the beft, but 
I ordered it all to be bought for the encourage- 
ment of trade. . 

On the 7th, the weather was fo bad that none Tucfdiy/. 
of us left the ihip, nor did any of the Indians 
^ome on board. 

On the 8 th, I fent aparty of men on ihore to wood vftdML 
and water ; and in the mean time many canoes 
came off, in one of which was our friend Toiavaj 
foon after he was alongfide of the fhip, he faw 
two canoes coming from the oppofite fide of,the 
bay, upon which he hafted back again to the 
fhore wi;h all his canoc^s, telling us that he was 
afraid of the people who were coming : this was 
a farther proof that the people of this country 
were perpetually committing hoftilities againflr 
each other. In a fiiorttimc, however, he returned, 
having dilcove.red that the people who had alarm- 
e4 him were not the fame that he bad fuppofed. 

The 
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1760. The natives that cattie to the fliip this morninfi: 
i_ fold us, for a few pieces of ctoth^ as much filb 

of the mackrel kind as fcrvcd the whole fliip's 
company, and they were as good as ever were 
eaten. At noon, this day, I'obferved the fun's 
meridional zenich diftance by an a(lronomicaI 
quadrant, which gave the latitude 36^ 47^ 43"^ 
. within the iouth entrance of the bay. 

Mn Banks and Dr. Solander went on fliore 
and collefted a great variety of plants, altogctbe^ 

unknown, and not returning till the evening, 
had an opportunity of obferving in what man* 
ncr the Indians diipofed themfclves to pafs the 
night* They had no Ihelter but a few ihrubs t 
the women and the children were ranged inner- 
aioft, or fartheft from the fea ; the men lay in at 
kind of half circle round them, and their arms 
were fet up againit the trees ciofe by them, in 
a manner which (bowed that they were afraid 
of an attack by fome enemy not far diftant. Ic 
was alfo difcovered that they acknowledged 
neither Teratii, nor any other perfon as their 
king ; as in this particular tbey dtOered from 
all the people that we had leen upon other parts 
of the coaft, we thought it poflible that they 
might be a fet of outlaws, in a ftate of rebellioii 
againft Teratu, and in that cafe they might have 
no fettled habitations, or cultivated land in any 
part of the country. 

On 
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. On the 9tb, at day-break, a great number of ^l^^^ 
canoes came on board, loaded with mackrel of %^m^^J 
two iorts, one exadly the fame with thofe Z^^*^*' 
caught in England, and the other ibmewhat dif« 
ferent : we imagined the people had taken a 
large fhoal, and bropghc us an overplus which 
they could not confume \ for thej fold them at 
a very low r4te# They were, however, very 
welcome to u$} at eight o'clock, the fliip had 
more filb on board than all her people could eat 
In three days ; and before • nighr* the quantity 

was fo much increafed, that every man who 
could get i4lf;, cured a$ many as would laft him 
a month. 

After an early breakfaft,' I went a(hore, with 
Mr. Green and proper ioftruments, to ob&rve 
the tranfit of Mercury, Mr. Banks and Dr. So- 
lander being ^ (he piMTty i the weather had for 
fome time been very thick, with much rain, but 
this day was (o favourable that not a cloud inter* 
vened during the whole tranfit. The obfervation 
of the ingre& was made by Mr. Green alone, 
while I wa$ employed in taking the fun's altitude 
to afcertain the time. It came on a^ 7'' 20' 58'' 
apparent time : according to Mr. Green's obfer* 
vauon, the internal contaft was at 12"* 8' 5S 
the external at iz 9 53V P. M. And accord- 
ing to mine, the internal contaft was at 1 2^ 8^ 
54", and the external 12^ 9' 48'' j the latitude 
of the place of obfervation was 30^ 48^ 54". 

The 
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Kttmii^ The latitude obferved at noon was 36° 48' 9,S\ 
C — The mean of this and yeikrday*^ .obiervatioa 
n«i«Lgv gives 36** 48- S. the latitude of the place 
of obfervation ^ the variation of the compals 
wasii*>9'E. 

About noon, we were alarmed by the firing 
of a great gun from the ihip ; Mn Gore, . my 
Second Lieutenant, was at this time command- 
ing officer on board, and the- account -that he 
gave was this. While fome fmall canoes were 
trading with the people, two very large onea 
came up) full of men, one of them having on 
board forty feveri, all armed with pikes, darts^ 
and ftones, and apparently with a hoflile in^* 
terition : they appeared to be ftrangers, and to 
be rather confcious of fupertority over us by 
their numbers, than afraid of any weapons 
which could give us the iuperiority over them : 
no attack however was made ; probably becaufe 
zhcy learnt from the people in the other canoes, 
with whom they immediately entered into ei)n« 
Icicncc, wnciL kind ot an enemy they had to deal 
with : after a little time, they began to trade,, 
fome of them offering^ their arms, and one of 
tliem a fquare piece of cloth, which makes a 
part of their drefs, called a Haabow v feveral of 
ihe weapons were purchafed, and Mr. Gore hav- 
ing agreed for a Haahow, fent down the price, 
which w«s a piece of Britilh cloth, and expected 
bis purchafc : but the Indian, as. ioQi^ a» he had 
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Igot Mr. Gore's cloth in his poflefflon, rcfufcd ij^* 

to part with his own, and put off the canoe : ^^-^ j 

upon being threatened for this fraud, he and Tk«wrfl.». 
Jiis companicns began to fing their war fong in 
defiance, and fhook their paddles : dill however 

' they began no attack, only defying Mr. Gorc to 
take any remedy in his power, which fo provok* 
ed him that he levelled a mufqiret loaded with 
ball at the offender, while he was holding the 
cloth in his hand, and ihot him dead. It would 
have been happy, if the effect of. a few fmall 
ihot had been tried upon this occafion, which up- 
on fonii: ethers had been fuccefsful. 

When the Indian dropped, all the canoes put 
ofF to fome diftance \ but as they did not go 
away, it was thought they might ftill meditate 
an attack. To fectire therefore a lafe pafTage 
for the boat, v/hich it was neccffary to fend on 
Ihore, a round (hot was fired over their heads, 
which effedually anfwtred the purpofe, and put 
them all to flight. When an account of what 
had happened was brought alhore, our Indians 
were alarmed, and drawing all together, retreat- 
ed in a body. After a fhort time, however, 
they returned, having heard a more particular 
Recount of the affair ; and intimated that they 
thought the man who had been killed defervcd 
his fate. 

A little before funfet the Indians retired to 

eat their fuppcr, and we went with, them to be 

fpeAators 
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1769. fpedators of che repait it confifted of fiflt <tf 
-^-Jr difiereac ktnds^ among which were loblien^ 

^^f* and Toine birds, of a ipecics unknown to us : 
theie were either roifted or baked ^ to roaft 
them, they faftened them upoir a rmall fttck, 
which was ftuck up in the ground^. inclining to* 
waids th&tr fire; and to bake thern^ they put 
tbcm into a hole in the ground with hoc iloaesi 
ifi the iame manner as the peofde of Ouheite. 

Among the natives that were aflembled upon • 
tbia occai^on, we faw a woman, who, after their 
manner, was mourning for the death of her rela- 
tion : Ihe fat upon the ground near the reit, whoi 
one only excepted, . feemed not at all to regard 
her : the tears conftantly trickled down her 
icheeks, and Ihe repeated in a low, but very 
mournful voice, words, which even Tupia did 
not at all underftand : at the end of every fen* 
tence (he cut her arms, her face, or her breaft 
with a (hell that ihe held in her hand, fo that fhe 
was almoft covered with blood, and was indeed 
one of the mod affecting fpeAacles that can be 
conceived. The cuts, however, did not appear 
to be fo deep as are fometimes made upon fimi- 
lar occafions, if we may judge by the icars 
which we faw upon the arms, thighs, breads, and 
cheeks of nuny of them, which we were told 
were the remains of wounds which they had in* 
fiifled upon themfclves as cciiiniuaies of their af« 
hdtion and forrow* 

The 
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Th€ next day, I went with two boats, accom- 
panied by Mr. Banks and ihe other Gendemen, 
to examine a large river that empties itfelf into 
the head of the bay. We rowed about four or 
five miles up^ and could have gone much farther 
if the weather had been favourable. It was here 
wider than at the mouthy and divided into many , 

dreams by fmall flat lilands, which are covered 
^vich mangroves, and oyerflgwed at high water* 
From tbefe trees exudes a vifcous fubffance 
which very much reiembles rcfin: we found it, 
firft in fmall lumps upon the fea beach, and now 
law it (licking to the trees, by which we knew 
whence it came. We landed on the eaft fide of 
the river, where we faw a tree upon which feve- ' 
ral Qiags had built their nefts, and here there* 
ibre we determined to dine ; twenty of the lhags 
were foon killed, and being broiled upon the fpot, 
a6forded us an excellent meal. We then went 
upon the hills from whence 1 thought I faw the 
head of the river. The Ihore on each fide, as 
well as the iilands in the middle, were covered 
wuh mangroves ; and the fand- banks abounded 
in cockles and clams : in many places there 
were rock oyfttrs, and every where plenty of 
wild fowl, principally fhags, ducks, curlieus, 
and the fea- pie, that has been deicribed before. 
We alfo faw fiih in the river, but of what kind 
wc could not difcover : the country on the eaft 
fide of this river is for the moft part barren, and 
Vol, Ui- deftitute 
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1769. dcftitute of wood j but on the wefl. it has a bet- 
ter afpe&, and in fome places is adorned with 
Fxidijrio. ^j-ges, but has in no part the appearance of cul- 
tivation. In the entrance of the river,, and for 
two or thrte miles up» there is good anchoring 
in four and iivc fathom water, and places very 
convenient for laying a vefiel on ihore, where 
the tide riks and falls feven tccz at the full and 
change of the nx)oifl We could not determine, 
whether any confidcrablc ftream of frefh water 
came into this river out of the country ; but we 
faw a number of fmall rivulets ifliie from the 
adjacent hills. Near the mouth of this river, 
on the eaft fide, we found a little Indian village, 
confiding of fmall temporary flieds, where we 
landed, and were received by the people with 
the utmoft kindncfs and hofpitality : they treated 
us with a flat fhell fifb of a mo(b delicious tafte,^ 
fomewhat like a cockle, which we eat hot from 
the coals* Near this place is a high point or 
peninfula, projedling into the river, and upon it 
are the remviins of a fort, which they call Efpab^ 
or Heppak The belt engineer in Europe could 
not have chofen a fituation better adapted to en- 
able a fmall number to defend themfelves againft 
a greater. The ftcepncfs of the cliffs renders it 
wholly macceffible from, the water which in- 
clofes it on three fides \ and, to the land, it is 
fortified by a ditch, and a bank raifcd on the in- 
iide : from the top of the bank to the bottom of 
8 • ^ the 
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itch, is two and twenty feet the ditch on* ^'^^q* 
utfide is fourteen feet deep, and its breadth 
, proportion. The whole feemed to have 
k executed with great judgment ; and there •. 
,nbeen a row of pickets or pallifadoes, both on 
|tQp of the bank and along the brink of the 
ch on the outfide thofe on the outfide had 
|p driven very deep into the ground, and 
J^e inclined towards the ditch, fo as to projeft 
w it i but of thefc the ihickeft ports only were * 
and upon them there were evident marks of 
fo that the place had probably been taken 
deftroyed by an enemy. If any occafion 
buld make it neceflary for a fhip to winter 
;rc, or (lay any time, tents might be built in 
lis place, which is fufficiently fpacious, with , 
;reat convenience, and might ea(\ly bemadeinv 
pregnable to the whole country. 

On the eleventh, there was io much wind saturd. n 
and rain that no canoe came oft'; but the long- 
boat was fcnt to. fetch oyfters from one of the 
^beds which had been difcovered the day before : 
the boat foon returned, deeply laden, and the 
oyfters, which were as good as ever came from 
Colchefter, and about the fame fize, were laid 
down under the booms, and the Hiip's com- 
pany did nothing but eat them from the time 
they came on board till night, when, as may 
reafonably be fuppofed, great part of them were 
expended •, this, however, gave us no concern,

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miiui^u knew that not the boat only, bot the fliip, 

. might h^vc been loaded, . almoft in one tide, m 

the beds arc dry at half ebb. 

Siui4t|it* In the morning of Sunday the lath, tm 
canoes came off full of people whom we M 
never feen before, but who appeared to have 
heard of us by the caution which they ufed k 
approaching us. As we invited them to corse 
alongfide with all the tokens of friendihip thic 
we could fhew, they ventured up, and tv»oof 
them came on board ^ the reft traded very fair* 
ly for what they had : a finall canoe aMb am 
from the other fide of the bay, and fold us ioine 
very large fifli, which they gave us ta undfr 
ftand they would have brought yefterday, hav- 
ing caught them the day before, but that 
the wind was lb high they could not venture 
to fea. 

After breakfaft, I went with the pinnace and 
yawl, accompanied by Mr. Banks and Dr. So- 
lander, over to the north fide of the bay, tonke 
a view of the country, and two fortified villages 
which we had difcovered at a diftance. We 
landed near the fmalleft of them, the fituarionof 
^hich was the moft beautifully romantic that 
* can be imagined it was built upon a 'finill 
. rock, detached from the main, and furroundcd 
at high water. The whole body of this rock 
was perforated by an hollow or arch, which pof* 

ieiled much the iargeft part of it^ the tpf^i

he arch "wras above fixty feet pcrp/bndicular i?^ 
ibove ' the fea^ which at high water flowed 
rhrough the bottom of it : the whole fummit of 
the rock above the arch was fenced round after 
clieir manner; but the area was not large 
enough to contain more than five or fix boufes : 
k was acccflible only by one very narrow and - 
fteep p^h, by which the inhabitants, at our ap* 
proach, came down, and invited us into the 
^ place % but we refufed, intending to vifit a much 
more cgnfiderable fort of the fame kind at about 
a mile's dUtance. We Uiade iome prefcixts how. 
ever to the, women, and in the mean time we law. 
fhe inhabitants of the town which we were going 
\Oy <:Qfping towards uji in a body, men, women^ 
and ichiidren, to the number of about one hun- 
dred; y^htn they came near enough to be 
hearc], thfj waved their hands and called out 
Hcromaii after which they fat down among the 
bulbes fiear the beach \ thefe ceremonies we were 

told were certain ligns of their friendly di(pofi- " 
tiOA* We advanced tp the place where they 
were fitting, and when we came up, made them 
fi preients^ and aiked leave to vifit their 
Heppah ; th^ confented with joy in their coun« 
tenances, and immediately led the way. It is ' ; * 
(Called Wharr£TOuwa, and is fituated upon .a • 
high promontory or point, which projef^s into *- 
the fea, on the north fide, and near the head of 
the bay: two (ides of it aie.waihed by the fea»

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1769* and thefe are altosether inaccefliblet two ocber 

w-^v~^ iidc$ arc to the land : up one of them, which is 
swxiaj^ »x. ft^p^ ligg jjj^j avenue from the beach ; the 

other is flat and open to the country upon the 
hill, which is a narrow ridge : the whoie is ia? 
clofed by a palUfade about ten feet high^ confit- 
ing of ftrong pales bound together with withes. 
The weak iide next the land is alfo defended 
^ double ditch, the innermoll of which has i 
ban]^ and an additional paliilade ^ the inner 
Itfades are upon the bank next the oown, but at 
fuch a diftanc^ from the top of the bank ascQ 
leave room for men to walk and u(e their anm, 
between theni and the inner ditch : the outtr- 
moft pallifades are between the two ditches, amt 
driven obliquely into the ground, fo that thei: 
ppper ends incline over the inner ditch; tk 
depth of this ditch, from the bottom to the top 
, or crown of the bank, is four and twenty feet. 
« Cloie within the innermoft pallifade is a ftage, 
twenty feet high, forty feet long, and fix broaJ, 
it is fupported by ftrong pofts, and is inteodd 
$s a ftation for thofe who defend ihe place, fm 
which dicy may annoy the ^ailants by darts and 
ftones, heaps of which lay ready for ufe. Aft* 
other ftage of the fame kind commands thcfteep 
avenue from the beach) and ftands alio witbia eke 
paHi&dej on this fide of the WH there arc fomc 
littk outworks and huts, not intcmkd as advanc- 
fd ^o&B^ ixuas the habitations of poplt vhof» 
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want of xoom could not be^accommodatcd wiih- 17^9* 
in the works, but who were, notwitbftanding, 

defirous of placing themldyes under their pro- 
te£kion. The paUrj^des, as has been obTerved 
already, run round the whole b:o\v of the hill, 
as well towards the Tea as towards the land.| bui 
che ground within haying originally been a 
mount, they have ttduced it not to opa^ icvci, 
but to leiTieral, riling in llages one above the 
other, like an amphitheatre, eac ii of which is in- 
doled whkin its feparate paUiiade; they com- 
tnonicate with each other by narrow lanes, which 
might cafily be flopt up, fo that if an enemy 
ihould force the outward pallifade, he would 
have others to carry before the place could be 
wholly reduced, fuppoimg chefe places to be - ^ 
obftinately defended one after the othen The 
only entrance is by a narrow paflagc, about 
twelve feet long, eommunicating with the iicep 
alcent from the beach : it pafils under one of 
the fighting ftages, and though we faw nothing ' 
Uke a door or gateway, it may be eafily barri- 
caded in a manner that will make the forcing it 
a very dangerous and difficult undertaking. Up- 
on the whole, this mull be confidered as a place 
of great ilTength, in which a fmali number of 
refolute nicn may defend themfclves againft all 
the force which a people with no other arms 
than thofe that are in vie here could bring 
againft it. It feemcd to be well furniflied far -a

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1769. iiege with every thing but water j .we faw great 
'Lr-^j-^ quanoties of fern root, which they eat as breacU 
and dried fifli piled up in heaps ; but we could 
' not perceive that they had m*^ frelh water nearer 
than a brook, which runs clofe under the ibbt of 
tliehill: whether they have any means of getting 
it from this place during a Iiege* or whether 

they have any method ot ^AVaring it within the 
works in gourds or other vcifcls^^c could not 
learn ; fome rtfource they certainly liave with 
refped to this article, an indifpenfable neceilary 
of life, for otherwife the laying up dry provi- 

iions could anfv\er no purpofe. Upon our cx- 
preiiing a deiire to fee their method of aitaclji 
and defence^ one of the young men moun^ a 
fighting ftage, which they call Foravaj 4nd an- 
other went into this ditch ; both he that was to 
defend the place, and he that was to afiaiilt it, 
fung the war-fong, and danced vii^};k the fan>c 
frightful geAiculations that we had feen Mfed in 
more icripus circumftanceft, to work tjiemicivci 
up into a degree of that mechanical fury. whicb» 
arriong all uncivilized nLuions, is the necclldry 
prelude to a battle ^ for diipaiUonate cQUKage, a 
ftrength of mind that can fqrmount the fenfe of 
danger, witboMt a flow of. animal fpirits by 
^ which it is extingu^ihed, fe^ms to be ti\e prero- 
gative of thole who have projcLts of more lad- 
ing importance, and a keener ienie of honour 
ffKl jJil'grace, than^ can bp formed or felt ^y 

men 
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men who have few pains. or pleafures beiides 17^- 
tbofe of mere animal life^ and fcarcely any pur* > r 

pofc but to provide for the day that is pafling 
over theoiy to obtain plunder, pr revenge an in* 
fult : they will inarch againft each other indeed 
in cool blood, though they find it neceiTary to 
work themfelves into paffion before . they m- 
gage as among us there have been many in* 
ftances of people who have deliberately made - 
themfelves drunk, that they might execute a 
projcf^t which they formed when they were fobcrt 
|t>ut whichy while they continued fo^ they did not 
^iare to undertake. 

On thje fide of the hill, near this inclofure, we 
faw about half an acre planted with gourds and 
fweet pogatpe?, which was the only cultivation in 
the bay: un^er:the fpot of the point upon 
which this fortification ftai^d^, are two rocks^ 
one ju|jk broken off frqm the main, and the 
other not peifeftly detachjsd from it : ;hcy arc 
both fmall, and feem more proper for the habi« 
tations of birds than men % yet there are houle9 
aud places of defence upon each of them. And 
we faw many Qtiier works of the fame kind up- 
on fmall iflands, rocks, and ridges of hills, on 
different parts of the coaft, befides many forti- 
fied towns, which app^are^ to i?e mych fuperior . 
to this. 

The perpetual hoftility in wluch thefe poor 

lavages, who Ji^ve made every village a fort,' 
* muft 
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1769. mu& neceffarily live, will account for there be. 

tion ; and, as^mifchiefs very often reciprocally 
pcoduce each other, it may perhaps appear, thic 
there being fo little land in « ftate of cukhration, 
¥fiU accouBC for their living m perpetual hoik^ 
^y. But ft is very fbange) that the iatne inyeii* 
tion and diligence which have been ufed in the 
conftrudiofi of places fo admirably adapted 10 
defencjr, alfnoft without tools, fhould not, wko 
tirged by the fame neceflity, have furntfiied them 
with a fingle miffile weapon except the lance, 
which is thrown by haml : they have no con* 
tf ivance like a bow to ijifchar'ge a dart, nor any 
thing like a lling to aflift them in thfowing a 
ftone ; which is the more ibrprifing, as the in- 
vention of ilings, and bows and arrows, is mucli 
more obvious than of the works which thefe 

people conftru6t, and both thcfc weapons are 
found among much ruder nations, and m almoit 
every other part of the world. Befides the long 
lance artd Patoo-Patoo, which have bcren men- 
doned already, they 'have a ftaff about five feet 
long, fometimes pointed, like a Serjeant's hal- 
berd, fometimes only tapering to a point at one 

end, and having the other end broad, and ftap- 

ed fomewhat like the blade of an oar. They 

have alfo another weapon, about a foot fbortcr 
than thcie, pointed at one end, and at the other 
ihaped iAst an .axe. Th? points of their long 

lances 
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Isnces are barbed, and they handle them widi 1769*- 
iuch ftrengih and agility, that we can match ^^.^ 
diem with no weapon but a loaded mufquet. **• 

After taking a flight view of the country, 
and loading both the boats with celery, wluch 
we found in great plenty near the beach, we re- • 
turned from our excuriioa,and about Eve o'clock 
in the evening got on board the fhip. 

On the 15th, I failed out of the bay, and at wedneCis. 
the fame time had feveral canoes on board, in 
one of which was our friend Toiava, who laid, 
that as foon as we were gone he mufl: repair to 
his Heppah or- fort, becaufe the friends of the 
man who had been lliot by Mr, Gore on the 9th, 
had threatened to revenge his death upon him^ 
v/hom they had reproached as being our friend. 
OS the north point of the bay, I iaw a great 
number of iflands, of various extent, which lay 
fcattercd to the north weft, in a dircdlion parallel 
with the main as far as I could fee. I fleered 
north eall tor the north eallermoft of thefe iflands; 
but the wind coming to the north weft, I was 
obliged to ftand out to fea. 

To the bay which we had now left I gave the 
pame of Mercury Bay, on account of the ob* 
fervation which we had made there of thci tran- 
^t of that planet pver the fun* It lies in latitude 
; and in the longitude of 184® 4^ W.: 
jhere are ieveral iflands lying both to the foutli- 
y^aird ^x\d nqrthward of ir^ a fmall ifland or * . ^ 

rock 
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17^0^ rock in tK? middle of the entrance : within this 

^ ifland the depth of water no where exceeds nine 

^0¥(t fathpni ; the beft anchoring is in a fandy bay, 
which lies juft within the fouth head, in five and 
four fathom, bringing a high tower or rock^ 
which lies withouc the head, in one with the 

■ 

head, or juft Ihut in behind it. This place is 
very convenient both for wooding and waterings 
,and in the river there is an immenle quantity of 
oyfters and other ihell-fifh r I have for this r^ 
fon given it the name of Oyster Rivsft, But 
for a fhip that wants to flay Ijerc- any time, the 
beft and fafeft place is in tjie r|yer at the hea^ of 
the bay ; which, from the number of mangi ove 
trees about it, I have called Mangrove Rivee. 
To fail into this river, the fouth Ihore muft be 
kept all the way oi\ board. Tl>e country on the 
ea& iide of the river and bay is very barren, its 
only produce being ferp, and a few other plants 
that will grow in a poor foil. The land on the 
north weft fide is covered with wood, and the foil 
being much more fertile, would doubtlefs pro- 
duce all the neceifaries of life with proper culu- 
v^tion : it is not however fp fertile a$ the lands 
that we have ieen to the Southward, nor the 
inhabitants, though numerous, make fo good an 
appearance: they have no plantations ^ their 
canoes are noean, and without ornament i they 
ikcp in the open airj and fay, that Teratu, 

whofe fovpreignty they 40 ^ot acknowledge, . if 
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he was to come among them, would kill them* (t^q- 

This favoured our opinion of their being out- \_ _f 
laws^ yet they told us, that they had Hcppaha ^*^*«^5* 
or ftrong holds, to which they leiired in time of 
imminent danger. 

We found, thrown upon the fliore, in feveral 
parts of this bay, great quantities of iron-fand, 
which IS brought down by every little rivulet of 
frefh water that finds its way from the country ; 
which is' a demonftration that there is ore of that 
metal not far inland : yet neither the inhabitants 
of this place, or any other part of the coait that 
we have feen, know the ufe of iron, or fet the leaft 
value upon it ; all of them preferring the moft 
worthiefs and ufelds trifle, not only to a nail, but 
to any tool of that metal. 

Before we left the bay, we cut upon one of the 
trees near the watering-place the Ihip's name, and • 
that of the Commander, with the date of the year 
and month when we were there ; and after dif- 
playing the Englilh colours, I took a formal pof- 
feflion of it in the name of hi^ Britannic Majefty 
King George the Third.

^^^^^\ X get under the land, and on the i8th, about 
sauu^y is. feyen in the morningt we were abreaft of a very 
confpicuous promontory, being then in latitude

the north bead of Mercury Bay, orPoint Mercury, 
. .which was diftant nine leagues : upon this point 
Hood many people, who feemed to take little 
notice of us, but talked together with great 
earneftnefs. In about half an hour, feveral 
canoes put ofi- from different places, and came 
towards the (hip; upon which the people on 
the point alfo launched a canoe, and about 
twenty of them came in her up with the others* 
rWhen two of thefe canoes, in which there might

be about Oxty men, came near enough CO make 
themfelves heard» they fung their war-ibng v but 
feeing that we took little notice of it, they threw S"^*** 
a few ilones at us, and then rowed ofif towards 
the thore. We hoped that we had no^ done 
with them, but in a fhort time they returned, aa . 
if with ^ fia»d refoluuon to pr<>voke us into 
a battle, animating themfdves by their ibng as 
they had done before. Tupia, without any di- 
re&iona from us, went to the poop, and began 
to expodulate : he told them, that we had wea- 
pons which would deftroy them in a moment 
and that, if they ventured to attack us, we fhouid 
be obliged to uie them. Upon this, they ^u^ 
rifhed their weapons, and cried out, in their lan^ 
guage, " Come on ihore, and we will kill yoa 
^ all Well, Tupia, but why Ihould yoo 
moleft us while we are at fta ? as we do not wifli 
to fight) we ihall not accept your challenge to 
-come on {bore \ and here there is no pretence 
for quairrel, the fca being no more your proper- 
ty than the Ibip. . This eloquence of Tupia, 
though it greatly furpriicd us, haviDg giM^fl^ 
him no bines for the arguments he u&d, had no 
efFeft upon our enemies, who very foon renew- 
ed thetr battery: a mufquet w^is then finsd 
through one of their boats, and this was an ar« 
gument of fufficient weighty for they immediatfe^ 
ly fell atkrn and left us. 

From 
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1769. ' From the point, of which we were now abreaft^ 
Kwpqrfttf. j^^j trends W. i S. near a league, and then 

S* S. £• as far as we could fee ; and» befides the 

iflands that lay without us, we could fee land 
round by the S. W. as far as N. W. ; but 
whether .this was the main or iflands, we could 
not then determine : the fear of lofmg the main, 
Iiowever»'made me refolve' to follow its dire£):iom 
With this vie^^^ I haukd round the point and 
fleered to the iouthward, but there being light 
airs all round the compafs, we made but little 
progreis. 

About one o'clock, a breeze fprung up at caft, 

which afterwards came toN. E, and we fteereda» 
long the fliore S. by E. and S. £• having from 
twenty-five to eighteen fathom. 

At about half an hour after feven in the even* 
ing, having run feven or eight leagues (ince 
noon, I anchored in twenty-three fathom, not 
chufing to run any farther in the dark, as I had 

now land on both fides, forming the entrance of 
a ftreigbt, bay, or river» lying S« by E. for on that 
point we could fee no land. 
SMri^sf. day-break, on the 19th, the wind being 

ftill favourable, we weighed and ftood with an 
cafy fail up the inlet, keeping nearell to the eaft 
iide. In a ibort time, two large canoes came off 
to us from the Ihore ; the people on board faid, 
that they knew Toiava very well, and called 

Tupia 
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Topia by his name. I inrited feme of them on '7^9- 

* ' • • 1 • November. 

board ; and as they knew they had nothing to — — ^ 
fear from us while tbcy behaved honeftly and 
peaceably, they immediately con^.plied: I made 
each of tbem ibme prerents^ and diimiiled them 
much gratified. Other canoes afterwards came: 
up to us from a difierent fide of tiie bay and- 
the people on board of chefe alfo mentioned the 
name of Toiava, and fent a young man into the- 
Ihip^ who told us be was bis grandfon, and he alfo' 

was difmifled with a preknt. ' * . •• 
After having run about five leagues from the 
place where we had anchored the night before, 
our depth of water gradually decreafed to fix fa-' 
thorn ; and not chafing to go into lefs, as it was 
tide of flood, and the wind blew right up the in- 
let, I came to an anchor about the middle of the' 
channel, which is near eleven miles over; after 
which I fent two boats out to found, one on one 
fide, aiid the other on the other. 

The- boats not having found above three feet 
more water tbaii we were -now in, I determined 
to go no farther with the Ihip, but to examine the 
bead of the bay in the boats ; for, *as it appear* 
ed to run a good way inland, I thought this a 
favourable opportunity to examine the interior 
part of the country, and its pi^oduce. ^

At day-break, therefore, I fet out ih the pin- Mondarac 
nace and teng*boa^ accompanied by Mr. Banks, 
Dr Solander, and Tupia ; and we found the in-

bank of dry fand, but entirely furrounded by a 
deep niud» which poffiUy the inhabitams might 
eoniider as a defence* The ie ^people, as fixto as 
they iaW IM» throngoid to the banks» and invited 
us on ihore. We acacepted the mmaiiofi, and 
made thcai a vifit notwithftandmg the mud, 
Jhey leceived us with open amis, having heard 
- of us from our good did friend ToUva 1 but our 
ftay could not long, we had other okgeds 
l^f cuctoficy in view. We proceeded up she 
river till near noon, when we were fourteen 
miles within its entrance ^ and then, Ending che 
^e of the country to oontinue nearly the fame, 
without any alteratioja in the courfe of the ftream,. 
which we had no^Qpf of traping to its fisarce, 
we landed on the \^^ft fi^e, to take a view of the 
lofty tr^cs wbi(^t>^ every where adorned its banks* 
They were of a kind that we had feen before, 
though only at a diftance, both in Poverty Bay 
and Hawke'&Bay. Before we had walked an 
hundred yards into the wood, we met with one 
^ of them which was nineteen feet c;ight locbca ie 
the girt, at the height of fix feet above the 
ground; having a quadrant with I jxiea- 
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fured its height from the root to the firft branchy u^tw^ 
and'^buitd ic to be eighty-nine feeif 5 Wais ni^ -v^ — '-^ 
ftraight as an arrow, and tapered lu r very Iktld 
in pi^opomon to ks height i io that^ 1 judgeist 
thkfe we're three hundred and Mty-dx' ftit of 
folid timber in ir, exclufive of the branches. Aa 
tve^advanded, we faw many others that were fttll 
- larger we cut down a young one, and the 
wood proved heavy and folid, not fit for malU^ 
but futkr at would nfake t^e fineft pknk in- the 
world. -Oiii* carpenter, who was with us, faid 
that thcs- timber refembled that of the pitch-pine, 
which is lightened by tapping; and pofliWy 
feme iuch method might be found to lighten 
tfaefe, and they would then be fuch mafts as nd 
country in Europe can produce. As the wood 
was fwampy, we could not range far ; but we 
found many ftout trees of other kindk, -aK 'of 
them utterly unknown to us, Ipecimens of which 
wc brought away. • 

The river at this height is as broad as the 
Thames at Gr-eenwichf and the tide of flood as 
ftrong it is not indeed quite fo deep^ but has 
Water -enough for veffels of more than a middle 
fiMi, and a bottom of mud, fo fak thut nothing 
could take damage by running afliore. 
* ^Xbo^ tiu«« o'clock, vtt retmbariLcd, in order 
to return with the firft of the ebb^ and named the 
river the Thames, it having fome reiemblance 
to our own river of that name. ; In otfr return^

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^hc inhabitants of the village where wc bad bee n 
— ^ ^fliofe^ ik^vng us cake another channel, cacne ofi" 

MaiHUyao. cahoci, and trafficked* with us in 

the moft friendly manner, till they had diipofed 
of the. few trifles they had. Thi^ tide of ebb 
juO: carried ns out of the narrow part of the 
river^into the channel that run up from thefca, be 
. fore it was dark } and we pulled hard to reach the 
Ihip, but meeting the tiooJ, and a ftrong breeze 
at N. Wv wUh flipwers of rain, we were 
obliged to dedft ; and. about midnight, we run 
under the land, and came (o a grappling, where 
we took fuch reft as our jQtu^tion would admit, 

Tuei^ayii. At break of day, we let forward again, and it 
was pad: fevcn o'clock before we reached the 
(hip. We were all extremely, tired, but thought 
ourfelves happy to be on board j for before 
nine it blew fo ha^d .that the boat could not 
have rowed ahead, and muft therefore cither 
have gone alhore, or taken ihelter under k. 

About three o'clock, having the tide of ebb, 
we took up our anchor^, made fail, and piicfl 
down the riv^r till eight in the evening, when 
we came to an anchor again : early in the 

WedneCtt. morning. .Wc made l^U .wiih the firft ebb^ and 
kept plying tili the flood obliged us once more 
to come to an anchor. As we had nQw onl,y a 
light breeze, Lweot in the pinnace, accompanied 
by Dr. Solan<^er, to the wcfteyn fliore,^ but I law 
npthiAg WJliy notice.; . . ; 

.1 When 
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When I left the (hip, rtiany canoes were about ^H^^^ 
it; Mr. Banks therefore chofe to ftay on board, i ■>^v~j> 
and traffic with the natives ; they bartered their 
cloches and arnis, chiefly for paper, and behaved' 
with great friendlhip and honefty. But while . 
fome of them were below with Mr. Banks, a 
young man who was upon the deck ftole a half 
minute glals which was in the binaclc, and was 
decedted juft as he was carrying it off, Mr. 
Hicks, who was commanding officer on board, 
took it into his head to puni(h him, by giving 
him twelve laflies with a cat o*nine-tails and 
accordingly ordered him to be taken to the gang- 
way, and tied up to the flirouds. When the 
other Indians who were on board law him fcized, 

■ 

they attempted to refcue him ; and being refift- 

ed, called for their arms, which were handed up 
from the canoes, and the people of one of them 
attempted to come up the {hip's fide* The tu* 
mult was heard by Mr. Banks, who, with Tu- 
pia, came haftily upon the deck to fee what bad 
happened* The Indians immediately ran to 
Tupia, who, finding Mr. Hicks inexorable, 
could only aflfure them, that nothing was intend* 
ed againft the life of their companion but that 
It was neceflary he (hould fuffer fome puniflw 
ment for his offence, which being explained to 
them, they fccmcd to be fatisfied. The punifh-- 
ment was then inflided; attid a[s foon as the crimi- 
nal was unbound, an old man among the lpeda-»

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^7^9* tors^ who was fuppofed to be bis father^ g0t| 

him a hearty beating, and fent him down intt 
Y/tdu$i. »a. caaoc. All the canoes then dropped a il^n^ 
and the people faid t-hat they were afraid 
come any more near the.lbip: after much p^r- 
fuaQon, however^ they ventured back agaiOi. 
but their cheerful confidence was at an end, and, 
their ftay was flK>rc ; they promilcd indeed* ati 
their departure, to return with fonse iifh, butwn| 
law no more of then^ 
rkva.tp Oa the 23d, the wind being contr^iy, ve 
kept plying down the river, and at icvcn in the 
^vening^ got without the N. W. point of the 
iflands lying on the weft fide of it. The weather 
being bad, night coming on, and having land 
on every fide of us, I thought it moft advifabk 
to tack, and ftrctch in under the point, where 
we arichored in nineteen fathom. At five in the 
Vna»y morning of the we weighed, and made £ul 
to the N. W, under our courfes and double 
reefed top*(ails, the wind being at S. W. by W. 
and W. S. W. a ftrong gale and fqually. A$ 
the gale would not permit us to come near the 
land, we bad but a flig|i£ and diftant view of it 
from the time when we got under iail till noon; 
duHQg a run of twelve leagues, but we never 
once loft fight of it. At this time, our latitude, 
by obiervation, was 36^ 15' 2o'\ we were not 
above two miles from a peiat of land on the

Caf^e Colvilie lies in latitude 36^ 26V longi- 
tude 184.^ 27' ; ,i( rifes direAly from the fea, to 
a conliderabie height, and is remarkable tor a 
lofqf rock, which ftands to the pitch of the 
point, and may be diftinguifhed at a vety great 
(liftaocc. From the fouth point of this Cape 
the river runs in a direA line S. by £., and is no 
where lefs than three leao-ues broad for the dif- 
tance of fourteen leagues, above the Cape, and 
there it is contraAed to a narrow ftream, but 
^Qotinues the fame courie through a low flat 
country, or broad .vaHey, which lies parallel 
'with the fca coaft, and the end of which we could 
not fee. On the eaft fide of the broad part of 
this river the land is tolerably high and hilly $ 
msL tlie we(t iide it is rather low^ but the whole 

R 4 is. 
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. 1769. is covered with verdute and wood^ tnd has the 
yoft w bef. appearance of great fertility, though there were 
Ffidijr s4* £ (mM fpots which had been cultivated. 

At the entrance of the narrow part of the river 
the land is covered with mangroves and other 
ihrubs; but farther, there are immenfe woods 
of perhaps the fineft timber in the world, of 
which fome account has ahead f been given : ia 
feveral places the wood extends to the very edge 
X>f the water, and where it is at a little diftanc^ 
the internoediate fpace is marfhy, like fome parts 
of the banks of the Thames in England : it is 
probable that the river contains plenty of filb, 
for we faw poles ftuck up in many places to fet 
nets for catching them, but of what kinds I do 
not know. The greatefl: depth of water that we 
found in this river was fix and twenty fathom, 
which gradually decreafed to one fathom and an 
half : in the mouth of the frefh water ftream it 
is from four to three fathom, but there are large 
flats and fand banks lying before it. A Ihip of 
moderate draught may, notwithftanding, go a 
long way up this river with a Bowing tide, for it 
rifcs perpendicularly near ten feet, and at the foil 
and change of the moon, it is high water about 
nine o'clock. 

Six leagues within Cape ColviUe, under the 
eaftern ihore, are feveral fmall iflands, which, 
together with the main, feem to form good har- 
bours % and oppo&te to thefe iflands, under the

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weftern ftiore, lie other iQands, by which it ii „J^2lr» 
alio probabk that good harbours may be form- 
ed : but if there arc no harbours about this ■^•♦^ 
hver, there is. good anchoring in every part of 
it when the depth of .vatcr is fuffictent, for iris 
defended from the fea by a cham of iOands of 
different extent which lie xrro&.the mouth of 4t» 
and which 1 have, for that reafpn, called Bar- 
Islands: they ftrctch N. W« and S. E. 
ten leagues* The fouth. end of the chain lies 

N. between two and three leagues iroai 
Cape Colville^ and the north end lies N. 
four leagues and an half from Point Rodney; 
Point Rodney Iks W, N. W. nine leagues from 
Cape Colvillcs ia latitude 36^ 15' rlqngitude 

184" 53' w. 

The natives rehding about this river do. no^ 
appear tO; be numerous, confidering the great ex* 
tent of the country* But they are a ftrong^ 
well-made, and aftivepeopIe» ai^d all^of theoi 
paint their bodies with red oker and oil from 
head to foot» which we had not feen before. 
Their canoes were large and well built, and 
adorned with carving, in as gpod a talle as any 
that vre had feen upon the coaft. 
' We continued to ftand along the (hore till 
night, with the main land on one fide, and 
iflands on the other, and then anchored in a bay, 
with fourteen fathona, and a fandy bottom. We 
had no fooner come to an anchor^ than we tried

ic there appears to be a river of frefli water. 
The north bead of the bay, . called Bjasaif 
H£AD» is high land, and remarkable for fcwral 
pointed rocks, which (land in a fange tipoii the 
of it: it may alfo be known by fonne fmall 
illands which lie before it, called the Hen and 
CuieRSNS, one of which is high, and temi- 
nates in two peaks. It lies in latitude 35** 46' 
&, and at the diftance of feventeen leagues and 
an hfetf from Cape Colvilte, in the direftion of 
N. 41 W. 

The land between Point Rodney and Brmm 

Head, an extent of ten leagues, is low, and 
wooded in tufts, with white fand banks betweta 
the fea and the firm lands. We law no inhabit 
tants, but many Bre^ in the night ^ and where 
there ate fircsi there are always people. * 
s^wdits- At day- break, on the a 5 th, we left the 

and fteered along Ihore to the noithward: we 
found the variation of the compafs^ to be 12^ 
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42' E. At noon, our latitude was 35^ S.< 
Broam Head bc^e fouth, diftani .1;^ jsoil^^ % 9^ w-v^ 
w« few fomc fmall ifbuds, to which I gav« ch< 
name of the Pqor KKiGHXS, N. E. by Nv 
diftant chrce leagues ^ the nofuhermoft hmi in * 
fight bore N^t^. VV. : wc were in this place at 
the diftatice of two miki itoiti the fliore» and haA 
twenty fix fathom water. 

The country appeared lew, but well octverad 
with wood: Wff faw fomio ftmggling houfes^ 
three or four fortiHed towns, and near them a 
large ^i^titity of cuiti^aftd land. 

In the eventcig, feven large canoes canie oft to 
us^ with about i?iio.lMiaditd men r feme of thefli 
canie on board, and faid that they had heard of 
us. To two of dbeoH who . appeased to bo 
Chiefii, I gave pyefentt ; bat when- tkmift wn% 
gone out of the ifaip, the others became exceed- 
ingly trottbkibine. Some of thofe in che caa«ea 

began ro trade, and, according to their cudom, 
to cheat, by refuling to. deliver what had been 
bought, after they had ^receimi the prioe » 
among theie was one who had received an old 
pair of black breechea» which* upon a faw 4m4 
(hot being fired at him, he thr^w infio the iea. 
All the boats fooa after paddled off to iome <^ 
tance, and when they tlH:>ught they weve oui of 
reach, they began to defy us, by linging tl^ir 
fang and braodiihing their weapona. We thought 
it tdvifablp tQ iutimidate themi as well for their 

fakes 
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^7^9» fakes as our own, and therefore fired firfl. fomc 
I — fmall ftrknst and then round (hoc over their 
heads ; thc'l^ft 'iHTt them in a terrible fright, 
though they received no damage, except by 
over-heating themfelvbs - in paddling away> 
which they did with aftonifliing expedition. 
s In the night we had variable light airs ; but 
Siiad«y»6. towards the moming a breeze fprung up at S. 
and afterwards at & E. with which we pro- 
ceeded flowly to the northward, along the 
ihore. 

Between fix and feven o'clock two canoet 
came off, and told us that they had heard 
of yefterday's adventure, notwithftanding which 
the people came on board, :«nd traded very 
quietly and honeflly for whatever they had : foon 
afiEeff two canoes came off froni a more diftant 
part of the fhore thefe were of a much larger 
fize» and full of people : when they came near, 
^ey called off* the other canoes which Jii^ere 
abng fide of the fiiip, and after a fhort confer- 
ence they all came up together.' The ftrangers 
appeared to be perfons of a fuperior rank j their 
eanoes were well carved with many ornaments, 
and they had with them a great variety of wea- 
pons: they had patoo-patoos both of ftone and 
whalebone, upon which they appeared to fet a 
great valuer they had alfo ribs of whale, of 
which we had before feen imitations in wood, 
carved and adorned with tufts 'of dog's hain 

Their 
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Their complexions were browner than thofc of ^l^^ 
the people we iccn. to the fouthward, and 

their bodies and faces were more marked with 
the black ftains whicli tjiey call Amoco : they, 
had a broad fpiral on each buttock; and the. 
thighs of many of them were almoft intircly^ 
black, fome njarrov lines oxUy being lcft,un«^ 
touched, fo thaf at firft fight they appeared to 
wear ftriped breeches* jWlth. rcfped to the 
Amoc9, every different tribe fixxned to have » 
different cuftoni, for all the men, in fome canoes, 
feemed to be al^noft covered , with it, and thoic 
in others had fcarcely a ftain^ except on the lips, 
which were black in all of them without a fmgle 
eieeeprion. < Thefe gentlemen, £E>r:a long timc^ 
rcfufed to part with any of their weapons, what** 
ever was offered .for them; at laft, however^ 
one of them producf^d a piece of talc, wrought 
into the ftiape qf ,^n.ax, and agreed to fell, it for 
a piece of cloth : the clpth was handed ovenba 
fliip's Cidc, bat his honour immediately put pff 
his cangc witj;^ the ax, We had recourfe to pur 
uTufd ei^dient, and 0red ar noulket ball over the 
canoe, upon which it put back to the flilp, and 
the piece of cloth was returned ; all the boats 

then went, alhorc, .without , offering any further,

10^ 30' S. longitude 183^ 25' W. On the vrcft 
fide of tt is a large aiid pretty deep bay, lying in S. 
W. by W. in which there appeared to be feveral 
final! iaands: the point that forms the N« W. 
entrance, lies W. 4 N. at the diftance of three 
four leagues from Cape Bret, and i diftin- 
gniikcd it by the flame of J^Hf Pocockb. On 
the weft fide of the bay we faw feveral villages, 
iNitb upon Ulaixls and the mmn, and feveral verf 

large canoes came ofF to us, full of people-, who 
made a better appearance than any we had leea 
yet : they were alt ftout and well*made ; thrir 
' hair, which was black, was tied up in a bunch 
on the crown of their heads, ftnd ftuck with 
white feathers. In each of the canoes were two 
or three Chiefsy whofe habits were of the beft iort 
of cloth, and covered with do^ ikin, ib to 
make an agreeable appearance : mod of thefe 

peo^e wei^e marked with the Amoco^ like thoft 

who 
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#ho had been alongfide of us before : theif 

manner of trading was alfo equally fraudulent < — ^— ^ 
and , the' officers neglc&ing eicber to pwifh 
or fright them, one of the midfliipmen who 
had been defrauded in his bargain, had recourfc^. 
for revenge^ to an expedient which was equallf 
ludicrous and ieverc : he goc a fifhing line, and 

when tfaie man who had cheated^him was clofe 
under the (hip's fide in his canoe, he heaved the - 
lead with fo good an aim that the hook caugh^ 
him bf die backfide % he then pulled the lioe» 
and the man holding back, the hook broke 
^ in the ihank» and the beard was left fticking in 
the flefti. 

During the courfe of this day, though we did 
. not range more than Bx or eight leagues of the 
. coad, ^e had alongfide and on board the Ihip 
, between four and five hundred of the natives, 
which is a proof that this part of the country is 
J well inhabited. 

I At eight o'clock the next morning, we weie mooaij .7. 

, within a mile of a group of iflands which lie 
clofe under the main, at/the diftance of two and 
I twenty miles from Cape Bret, in the direction of 
; N. W. by W. i W. At this place, having but 
I little wind, we lay about two hours, during 
t which time feveral canoes came off» and fold us 
) feme fi(h; which we called Cavalles, and for 
that reafon I gave the fame name to the iQands* 
I Thefe people were very infolent, foequeotlf 
I threatening

tneir tilnj and when lomc more canoes came 
MyiMbya;. up, they bcgan to pelt us with ftoncs.. Some 
fmall Ihot were then fired, and hit one of them 
while he had a ftonc in his hand, in the very 
aAion pf throwing it into the Ihip : they did 004 
however, defift, till feme others had been 
wounded, and then they went away, ^nd wc 
ftood off to Tea* 
Wt^i^. The wind being dirediy againft us, we kept 
plying to, windwfird ,tili the 29th,. when we had 
rather loft than gained ground-, 1 therefore bore 
up for a bay which lies to the weft ward of Cape 
Bret ; at this time it was about two leagues to 
leeward of usj and at about eleven o'clock wc 

anchored under the fouth weft fide of one of the

many idand^ which line it on the fouth eaft, ia, 
four fathom and an half water ^ w^ ibo^led our 
water to this depth all at once, and if this had 
not happened 1 fliould not have come to an an* 
chor fp foon. The Matter was immediately lent 
out with two boats to found, and he foon difco-i 
vercd that we had got upon a bank, which runs 
out from the north weft end of the ifland, and 
that on the putfide of it there was from eight to 
ten fathom. ' * 

In the mean time the natives, to the number 
of near four hundred,, croudcd upon us in their 
canoes, ahd fomc of them were admitted on 
board: to one, who fc?mcd to be a Chief, i 
. ' 7 ^ ' ' ' gave 
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ga^e a piece of broad cloth, and diitributed ^'^^/^ 
fome trifling prefents among the reft. : I*per« u. ^ 
ccived that fome.of thefepcopk had been about Wf4ii«c«9. 
the (hip when^ihe was off at fe^^ and that thejr 

knew the- power of our fire-arms, for the very 
light of a gu^ .threw them intQ mapi^eit confu* 
iion : under ' this impitflUm thejr traded very 
iairly j but the people in onp pf the canoe^ took 
the oppgrcunity of our being at dinner , to , tow 
away our buoy ; a niulket was fired over them 
without efietf, we ,th<en eiideayoured jf^ach 
them with fome fiiiall Ihot, but they were too 
far off: by this time they had got the b^py into 
thdr canoe, and we were obl iged to Bx^^ mufr 
quet an them with ball: this, hit one pf jbeirii 
aod th^ immediately thxiew the ; buoy pyer 

board: a round fhot was then fired over them^ 
which ftruck the water aod went afliore. Two 
or three of the canoes immediatbly landed their 
people, who ran about the beach, as we imagined 
in fearch of the ball. Tupia called to themi, 

and aiTured them that while they were honeft 
they ihould be iafe, and with a litil^ periuaiion 
many of them returned to. tbe ihip^ and theur 
behaviour was fucb as left u$ no realbn to fu- 
fpeft that they intended to give us any farther 
trouble. . ; 
After the fliip was nmoved into deeper wa« 

ter, and properly fecurcd, 1 went with the pin- 
nace and yawl^ manned aod armed^ accompa^ 
youllU S Hied 
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1969; nied by Mr. Banks and Dn So3at)der« and landed 
c^-v— ^ ^pon the likod, which was about three quar« 
t«4 df a mil^ diftaiK : wc obferved ibac the Ok 
Aoes which were about the (hip, did not follow 1 
us upon our kaiing hdr, wfaich we tliought a I 
good fign ; but we had no fooner landed than 
they crowded to diflfereilt ^its of the ifland aad 
came on (horc. We were in a little cove, and in 
a few minutes were iurrounded hy two or three 
hundred people, fbihe rulhifag from beiikid the ^ 
Iseads of the cove, and others appearing on the | 
iops bf the.hills': they were ^1 armec^ bat they j 

came on in fo confuted and draggling a Inanner 
that we Scarcely fufpe<£kd they meant us any 
harm, tod wt were determined that hoftSS^ 
ties fliould not begin on our part, We-^arched 
towards them, and then drew a line opoit dK 
fand between them and us, which we gave them 
to underiUnd they were not to pats ; at firft they 
continued quiet, but thehr weapons wer« lield 
ready to ftrike, and they Teemed to be rather 
irrelbluie than peaceable. While we remaiocd j 

in this Hate of fulpcnce, another party of Indi- : 
ans came up, and now growing more bold as 
their number incre^ftd, they began the danoc 
and long, which are their preludes to a battle:

of the men fired imoiediately afterwiurds t this 
made them fall back in fome cortfufion, but 
one of the Chiefs, who was at the diftance of 

about twenty ya^dsj rallied tficm, and running 
forward waving his patoo*>pacoo, and callmg 
loudly to his companions, led them to the 
charge. Dr. Solander, whcfe piece was not yet 
difcharged, fired at this champion, who ftopped 
fhort upon feeling the iliot, and then ran away 
with the reftt they did not however difperfe;^ 
but got together upon a rifing ground, and 
feemed only to want fome leader of refolutton to 
renew their attack* As they were now beyond 

the reach ot finall Hiot, we fired with ball, but 
as none of them took place they ftill continued 
in ^ body, and in this fituation we remained 
about a quarter of an hour : in the mean time 
the fhip, from Whence a much greater number 
of Indians were feen than could be difcovered in 
our fituation, brought her broad-fide to bear,, 
and entirely difperfed theni, by firing a few (hot 
over their heads. In tliis fkirmifh only two of 
the Indians were hurt with the fmall (hot, and 
i^ot a fingle life was loft, which would nor have 
been the cafe if I had not rcftrained the mcn^ 

S % wbo^ 
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who, either from fear or the love of miichid, 
ihewed as much impatience todeftroy them as t 
fportfman to kill his game. When we TOtk 
quiet poir^flion of our cove^ we l^d down oor 
arms and began to gather celery, which grew 
here in jgreat plenty : after a little time were- 
coUeAed to have feen fome of the people hide 
^hemfelves in a cave of one of the rocks, we 
therefore went towards the place^ when w oU 
Indian, who proved to be the Chief thatlW 
preiented with a piece of broad cloth in the 
morning, came out with his wife and his bRH 
ther, and in a fupplicating pofture put them- 
"ielves under our prote&ion. We fpoke kiodlf 
to them, and the old man then told us that he 
had another brother, who was one of thoiethat 
had been wounded by the fmall fliot, andifl- 
quired with much foliciiude and concern if he 
would die*. We aflured him chat he would not, 
and at the fame time put into his hand both a 
muiket ball and fome fmall fhot, telling his^ 
that thofc only who were wounded with the ball 
would die, and that the others would recoveti 
at the fame time afluring him, that if ire vat 
attacked again, we Ihould certainly defend our- 
felves with the ball, which would wound thcui 
mortally. Having now taken courage^ tk? 
came and fat down by us, and as tokens of our 
perfeA amitf » we made them prefents €f ioxh 
trifles as we happened to have about us* 
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Soon after wc re-imbarked in our boats, and 1^69. 
saving row€d to another cove in the fame ifland, ^ 
:limbed a neighbouring hill, which commanded Wcdiief.19. 
:be country to a confiiderabie diftance. The 
>rofpe£l was very uncommon and romantic^ 
:oniiiting oi innumi^rable iQands, which form- 
ed as many harbours^ where the water was as 
[mooth as a mill-pool: we faw alfomany towns, 
Icauered jboulcs, and. plantations, the country 
being much more populous than any W)^ had 
fecn. One of the towns was very near us, from 
which many of the Indians ad?anced, taking 
great pains to fhew us that they were unarmed, 
and in their geftures and countenances expreiiing 
great meeknefi and humility. In the mean time 
iome of our people, who, when the Indians 
were to be puniihed for a fraud, aflumed the 
inexorable juftice of a Lycurgus, thought fit to 
break into one of their plantations, , and dig up 
fome potatoes : for this bfience I ordered each 
of them to be puniflied with twelve lafhes, after 
which two of them were difcharged; but the 
third, infifting that it , was no crime in an Eng- 
lifhman to plunder an Indian plantation, though 
it was a crime in an Indian to defraud an Er^* 
lilhman of a >naiL I ordered him back into his 
tonfinement, from which I would not itleafe ' 
Mm till he had received fix lafiies more. 

w 

On the 30th, there being z dead calm, and Thmfd. 30. 
no probability of our getting to fea, I fent the 

S 3 Matter, 
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Mafter, with two boats, to found the harboor; 
and all the iorenooa had Icveral canoes about 
the fhip, who traded in a very fdr and friendly 
manner. In the evenuig we went afliore upon 
the niain» where the people received us very 
cordially i but we found nothing worthy of no* 
we. > 

In this bay we were detained by contrary 
winds and calms feveral days, during which 
^me our intercouHe with the natives was conti- 
nued in the moft peaceable and friendly man- 
lier» they being fi-equently about the fbip^ and 
we aihore, both upon the iilands and the main. ' 
In one of our viGu to the continent, an old man 

fliewed us the iaftrument they ufe in ftainlng , 
their bodies, which exadly retembled thofe 
that were employed for the fame purpofe at 
Ouheite, We law alfo the man who was 
wounded in attempting to fteal our buoy : the 
\>sl\1 had paired through the flefliy part of his 
arm, and grazed his bresift^ but the wound, 
under the care of Nature, the beft furgeon, and 
a fimpk diet, the beft nurie, ^as in a good 
ftate, and feemed to give the patient neither 
pain nor apprehenfion. We faw alfo the bro- 
ther of our old Chief, who bad been wounded 
with fmall fliot in our fkirmifh : they had ftruck 
his thigh obliquely, and though ieyeral of them 
were ftiil in the fleffi, the wound feemed to be 
attended mth neither danger nox pain. We 

found 
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found among their plantarions the marus papyri- ruvMLf ' 
fmra^ of which thcfe people, as wefi ais thofe of ^ 
Ocaheice, make cloth ; but here the plant feems 3* 
to be rare, and we faw no pieces of the cloth 
'large enough for any ufe but to wear way of 
ornament in their ears. ' ' 

Having one d^y landed in a very diftanc part- 
of the bay, the people immediately fled, except 
one old man, who accompanied us wherever we 
went, and ftemed much pleafed with the little 
prefents we made him. We came at laft to a 
little .ifiMTt^-'buiic upon a finali rock, which at 
high water was furrounded by the fta^ and ac* 
celiiblie only by a ladder : we perceived that he 
eyed VA with a kind of reftlefs folicitude as we' 
approached it, and upon our exprcOing a defire 
to enter it, he told us^that his wife was there: 
he iaw that bur curiofiey was not diminiflied by 
this intelligencCf and after ibme heEta^on, he 
(aid, if we would promifir to <^er no indecency 
he would accompany us : our promife wa^ rea- 
dily given, and he immediately led the - way*. 
The ladder confided of ftcps faftencd to a pole, 
. but we found the alcenc both difficult and dan* 
gcrous. When we entered we found three wo* 
men, .who, the moment they faw us, burft into 
tears of tervor and furpiife: fome kind wordar 
*and a few prefents foon removed their gppreiien- 
fons, and put them into good humoan We 
exanuned the houiie of our oldfriei^d^ and by his

Deeember. At foUF o'clock jn .thc XDOming of thc 5th of 

Tueraa^5. p^^Q^gj.^ weighed^ with a light breeze^ 

but it being variable with frequent calms, we 

made littk way. We l&ept turmpg put of the* 
bay till the afiteniOQiv and about ten o'clock we 
were fuddcnly becalmed, fo that the. ihip would 
neither wear nor ftay, .andthetideor conent fet* 
ting ftrong, ftie drove towards land fo fall, that 
befpre any meafures could.be ukeo &>r:iier iecu* 
rity (jot was within a cable's -length of the bftak* 
crs: .we. had thirteen fathom water, but the 
ground was fo foul that we did not dare to diop 
our anchor; the pinnace therefore waAJmraedi- 
aulyhoifted out to take, the ibip int6w» and 
the men, fcnfible of their danger, exerting them- 
felv.c& to the utmoft^ and a faint breeze fpring- 
ing upoflT the land, we perceived with unfpeak- 
able joy that fhe made head way, after having 
been fo near the ihore that Tupia, who. was not 
fenfible of our hair's breadth efcape, was at this 
very iime converfing with the .people upon the 
beach, whofe voices were diftinftly heard, .not- 
withftandiog the roar of. the «.breal^s« .We 
now thought all danger was over, bui: ab0iit an 
hour afterwards, juft as the mam in the chains 
had ecied ^\ ievenoeen &thom»'l .theibip Anxk* 

The 
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Thc.flbock threw us all into the utmoft confter- 1769. 
jiatloo i Mr, Banks, ytbo h«d, undre&d him- s^^^^^ 
iclf and waS ftcpping into bed, ran haftily up to "^"^^^S* 
the deck) aoU (he man in thexhaias called out 
fiviei fi9thom , by tbtt tinie» the rock on 
which we had ftruck being to windward, the 
Qnp yfttkti)S . without having le^ved the kaft 
damage, and the water very foon deepened ta 
twenty fathom. 

This rock lies half a mile W. N. W. of the 
northermoft or QUternooft ifland on the louth eaft 
fide of. the bay* We had lighc airs from the 
land, with calms, till nine o'ciock the next Wedncf.6. 
OQorniiigi w.hea we got out . of the bay, and a 
breease fpringing yp ^ N. N* W. we AoOd out 
to fea. ' . • 

This bqr,: as I.have before ohferved, lies on . 
the weft fide of .Cape Bret, and I named it the 
B^y oiT Is^A^i^s, . from. cbe. great number of 

iflands which line its fliores, and from feveral 
harbours equally fafe and commodious, where 
there is room and depth for any .number of ihip- 
ping. That 4n which we lay is on the fouth 
weft fide of the fouth weftermpft ifland, called 
Maturaro, on the fouth eaft fide of the bay. 
I h^ve mafie no accurate iurvey of. this bay, be^ 
ing dtfcduraged by the time it:ix(ould coft me 
I thought alio that it was fufficifpt to be ^|)ie 
to affirm that it afforded jis good anchpragCy 
and refrcihment of every kind.. It wa^ not ti^q 

feafon 
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^7^* feafon for roots, but we bad plenty of filh, mo& 
v^^Ii^ of whkh, bowewr^ purchtfed cf the na^ 
w«imc#« txvtSy for we could catch very li^lc ourfclvcs 
. either with set or tine. When we (bowed the 
natives our ftine, which is fuch as the King*s 
fiiips are generally fumiihed with, they laughed 
at it, and in triumph produced their e^wn, which 
was indeed of an enormous fize, and made of a 
kind of grais, which is yery ftrong : it was five 

fathom deep, and by the room it took up, it 
could not be kfs than three or four hundred £i» 
thom long. Ftfliing ieems indeed to be the 
chief buiinefs of life in this part of the country i 
we law about all their towns a gveae number of 

nets, laid in heaps like hay-cocks, and covered 
with a thatch to keep them from the weather^ 
and we fcarody entered a houfe where ibme of 
the people wefe not employed in making thenu 
The fifli we prdcuNd here were (harks, fting* 
rays, fea bream, mullet, mackrel, and ibme 
etheri.. 

The inhabitants in this bay are far niore nu- 
merous than in my other part of the couotry 

that we had before vifited ; it did not appear to 
us that they were united under one head, and 
though their towns' were fortified, they feemed 
to live together in perfeft amity. 

It is high water in this bay at the full and 
change of the moon, about eight o'clock, and 
die tide then riles firom fix to eight feet perpen- 
dicularly. 
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dicularty. It appears, fnHn fuch obfervations 1769. 

as I was able to make of the tides upon the fea- v^-v-*-^ 
coafty that the flood comes from the Ibuthward \ ^ 
and I have realbn to think that there is a current 
which comes from the weftward, and lets along 
the flioie to the S, £• or S« S. £• as the land hap- 
pens (o lie.

N Thurfday the 7th of December, at 
noon. Cape Bret bore S. S. £. ^ £• di« 
7jMr£tf«7. ^^^^ miles, and our latitude, by obferva- 
tion, was 34° 59' S. ; foon after we made feveral 
obfervations of the fun and moon, the refute of 

■ 

which made our longitude 185^ 36' W. The 
wind beaig againft us, we had made but little 
way. In the afternoon, we ftood in Ihore, and 
fetched dole under the Cavalks, from which 
iflands the main trends W. by N. : feveral ca- 
noes put off and followed us, buc a light breicze 
fpringing up, I did not cbufe to wait for them* 
I kept ftanding to the W. N. and R W* 

Fuda; s* till the next morning ten o'clock, when I tacked 
and ftood in for the fliore, from which we were 
about five leagues diftant. At noon, the weft- 
ermoft land in fight bore W« by S. and was 
about four leagues diftant. In the afternoon, 
we had a gentle breeze to the weft, which in 
the evening came to the foutb, and continuing

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in with the land, Icven leagues to the weilward ^'7^^^*^ 
of the Cavalies» where we found a deep bay < y

The wind not permitting us 
to look in here, we fteered- for the weftermoft 
laud in fight, which bore from us W. N. W.

length of it it fell calm. ' w 

/While we lay (>ecalmed,/,feveral eanoea oumt 
off to us, but the people having heard of our 
gunSy it was not without, great difficulty tj^at 
they were perfuaded to come under our ftern : 
after having bought fome of their cloaths, a^ 
well a» their &lh, we began to make inquiriea 
concerning their country, and learnt, by the* 
help of Tupia, that, at the diftance of three 
days rowing in their canoes, at a place called 
MooR£-w£NiNUA, thc land would take a ihort 
turn to the fouthward, and from thence extend 
no more to the weft. This place we concluded 
to be the land dilcoveied by Tafman, which he 
called Cape Maria van Di£M£n, and finding 
thefe people fo .intelligent, we inquired farther, 
if they knew of any country befides their own : 
ihey anfw^^edt that they never had vifited any 

other^ 
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i76q. tthett but that their anceftors had told theoh 
» ^ tbactothe N. by N.or N. W. there was 
•"••^•^ a couniry of great extent, called Ulimahoa^ 

£0. which fame peojde had failed in a very Itrg^ 
canoe 5 that only part of them returned, and re- 
ported, chat after a pafiage of a oKmch chej had 
Mi a oountrjr . wheic the people eat hoga. Tu* 
pia. then inquired whether thcfe adventurers 
brought anf ht%h with diem when they return** 

ed? they laid No: then, replied lupia, your 
ftory is certainly falfe^ for it cannot be believed 
that men whd came back from an expedition 
without hogs, had ever vifited a country where 
iiOgs were to be procured. It is however re- 
markable, notwithftanding the ihrewdnefs of 
Tupia*$ objeftion, that when they tnenrioned 
hogs it was not by defcription but by name, 
calling them ^oah^ the name which is given 
them in the South-fea iflands; but if the ani- 
mal had been wholly unknown to them, and 
thiey had had no communication with people to 
whom it was known, they could not poiltbly 
have been acquainted tmh the tiame. 

About ten o'clock at night, a breeze fprung 
up at W. N, W. with which we ftood off north ; 
s«ia<u/ JO. and at noon the next day, the Cavalles bore S. 
£• by £. diftant eight leagues ; the entrance of 
Doubtlefs Bay S. by W. diftant three leagues j 
" and the north weft extremity of the land in fight, 
which we judged to be the mak^ boit N. W.

four and twenty-five fathom water, with a good - 44 
bottom ^ but there ieems tq be nothing in this 
bay that can induce a fliip to put into it ; foe 
.the land about it is utterly barren and defolate,- 
and, except Mount Cj^nel, tbefituatioa is lowx 
the foil appears to be nothing but white fand, 
thrown up in low iri>^ular ' hills and narrow 
ridges, lying parallel with the fliore; But bai^ 
icn and defojate as this place is, it is not with* 
out inhaUtants : we ftw one tillage on the weft 
fide of Mount Camel, and another on the eaft 
fide I we faw alfo five canoes full oi people, wbo 
pulled after the (hip, but .could not come up 
with us« At nine o'clock^ we tacked and ftood 
• a . w 
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CO the northward; and at nood^ tiiC' Cavalied^ 
bore S. £. by-Ei diftAht thirteen leagues^ the 
north extremity of the land in fight, making 
like an tfland, bore N. W. nine 

' • leagues ; and Mount Camel bore S. W. by S. 
diftance fix leagues. ■ 

* The wind being coriofary, we -kept plying 
ivdiiM.^ la, northward till five o'clock in the evening of the' 
I2tht when, having made very little way, we 
tacked and flood to the N. E., being two leagilfes 
to the nonhward^ of Mount Gamely and about 
a mile and a half ftom the lhoce,-in*which fitu- 
ation we had two and twenty fathom water. 

At ten, it beg^nUo blow and rain^, which 
brought us under double reefed topfails; at 
twelve, we tacked «nd ftood to -the weftward 
till feven the next morning, when we tacked 
and ftood again to the N» £• being about a 
mile to windwaid'of the place whcfe we tacked 
laft night. Soon after it blew very hard at N.' 
N« W. with heavy fqualls and much' rain, which 
brought us under our courfes, and fplit the 
maintop-fail; fo that we were oblig^ to un- 
bend it 4ind bend iainblfatr; at ten, it^ became 
more moderate, and we iet the topfaik, double 
reefed : at noon, having fttong gales and heavy 
weather, we tacked and flood to the weftwarti^ 
and had no land in fight for the fitft time 0nce 
we had been upon this coaft. 
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"We had now ftrong gales at W. and W. S.

tant half a league. In the evening, having fplit 
the fore and mizen copfails, we brought the 
Slip- under her eourfes*, and at midnight, we 
wore, and ilood to the fouthward till five in the 
morning j when we tacked and ftood to the ^korfi. 14. 
N. W. and law. land bearing fouth, at the dif- 
tance of eight or nine leagues ; by tiiis we di& 
covered that we had fallen much to the leeward 
iince yederday nK>rning. At noon, our latitude 
by obfervation was ^4? € S.; and the fame land 
which we had fcen before to the N. W. now bore 
S* and appeared to be the northern extreme 
ty of the country. We had a large fwell rolling 
in from the weitward» and therefore concluded 
that < we were not covered by any land in that 
quarter. At eight in the evenings we tacked and 
ftood to the weftward, with as much fail as we 
could bear j and at noon the next day, we were Friday ij. 
b latitude 34^ lo'^ longitude 185^ 45' W. and 
by eftimation about feventeen leagues from the 
land, notwithftanding our utmoft endeavours to 
keep in with it.

we no w ftood to the S. W. and at four o'clock,

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called the Three Kings. The principal iOand 
lies in latitude 34'' \% S. longitude iS;*" 48^ W.

midnight, we tacked and ftood to the N. E. till 
fix the next morning, which was Chriftmas day, 
when we tacked and ftood to the fouthward. At 
noon, the Three Kings bore E. 8 N. diftant five 
or fix leagues. The variation this morning by 
the azimuth was 1 1** 25' E, 
Ttid4«jri6. Oo the 2 6 thy we ftood to the fouthward clofe 
upon a wind; and at noon, were in latitude

, fight } and yet, by obfervation, we were in the 
' titude of the Bay of Iflands ; and by my reckon* 
ing but twenty leagues to the wcftward of North 
Cape : from whence it appears, that the northern 
part of this iiland is very narrow; forotherwifc 
we muft have f<ien fome part of the weft fide

flood to the weftward, having but little wind* 
At this time Albetroi:^ Point bore N. £• dtftanC 
near two leagues, and the foutbermoft land in 
figljt bore S, W, i W, being a very high 
inonntain, and in appearance greatlj refembling 
the Pike of TenerifFe. In this fituation we ha4 
thirty fatl^om water, and having but little win4 
all night, we tacked about foor in the morning, 
and flood in for the iliore. Soon after, it fell 
calm I and being inibrty«two fathom water, the 
people caught a few fea-bream. At eleven, a, 
light breeze fprung up from the weft, and we 
m^de fail to the fouthward. We continued 
to fleer S, by W. and S, S. W. along the Ihore, 
at the diftance of abput four leagues, with gently

It 
feems to have a large bafe, and to rife with a ' 
gptdual afcenti it lies near the fea, and is 
fiirtounded by ^ flat country, of a pleafant 
appearance, being clothed with verdure and 
wood, which renders it the more confpicoousy 
and the fliore under it forms a large cape, 
which I have named Cape Egmont.

ij*!"*^ X feveral bays, into one of which I propof- 
Swuby 14. • to carry the fliip, which was becoixie very 
foul, in order to careen her, and at the fame 

time repair Ibme defeds, and recruit our wood 
and water. 

With this view, I kept plying on and off all 
night, having from eighty to fixty-three fa* 
Monday 15. thom. At day- break the next morning, I 
ftood for an inlet which runs in S. W. % and at 
eight I got within the entrance, which may be 
known by a reef of rocks, ftretching from the 
jiorth weft point, and fome rocky iflands wiiich 
lie off the fouth eaft point. At nine o'clock, 
there being little wind, and what there was be* 
ing variable, we were carried by the tide or 

current wichin two cables' length of the north 

weft 
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weft (hore, where we had fifty-four fathom wa- '77o. 
|cr, buc by ihc iicjp oi our boats we got clear, y — 
Juft at this time we faw a fea^lion riie twice near ^^^"^^^ ^9* 
the fliore, the head of v-hich exaSly refcmbled 
that of the male which has been defcribed in the 
Account Ojl Lord Anion's V^oyage. We alio 
i^w fome oi the natives in a canoe crofs the bay, 
and a village (itoated upon the point of an iflanc) 
which lies feven or eight miles within the en- 
trance. At noon, we were the length of this 
ifland, but there being little wind, the boats 
were ordered a-head to tow. About one o'clock, 
we hauled clofe round the footh weft end of th:: 
ifland ; and the inhabitants of the village, whith 
Wfis built upon ic, were immediately up in arojfs* 
About two, we anchored in a very fafe and con- 
venient cpve, on the north weft fide of the bay, 
and facing the fouch inrcft end of the iiland, in 
eleven fathom water, with fuit ground, ai^d 
moored with the ftream anchor. , 
. We were about four Ions; cannon fliot diftant 
from the village or Hcppah, from which four 
canoes were immediately difpatchcd, as we 
imagined to reconnoitre, and if they Ihouid 
find themfelves able, to take us« The men 
were all well armed, and drelTcd nearly ai ilvij 
are reprefentcd in the figure publilhed by Xaf- 
man; two corners of the cloth which they 
wrapped round the body were paffed over the 
flioulders from behind,, and being brought 
Vol. il]^ ' V down 
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1770. down to the upper edge of it before, were made 
fall to it juft under the brcait j but few, or nooe, 
Mond^jr had feathers in their hair. 

They rowed round the (hip feveral cimes, 
with their ufual tokens of menace and defiaoce, 
and at Liil began the aflault by thrawing feme 
itones : Tupia expoftulated with them, but ap- 
parently to very tittle purpole ; and we began to 
fear that they would oblige us to fire at them, 
when a very old man in one of the boats expreff* 
ed a defire of coming on board. We gladly en- 
couraged him in his dciign, a rope was thrown 
into his canoe, and (be was immediately along- 
fide of the Ihip : the old man rofe up, and pre- 
pared to come up the (hip's fide, upon which aH 
the reft expoftulated with great vehemence 
againft the attempt, and at laft laid hold of 
htm, and held him back : he adhered however 
to his purpoie with a calm but ftcady perfeve- 
ranee, and having at length diiengaged hioifeJi^ 
he came oa board. We received him with all 
poflible expref&ons of friendflhip and kindneft, 
and after fome time difmifled him, with many 
prefents to his companions. As loon as he was 
return^ on board his canoe, the people in all 
the reft began to dance, but wiitiiicr as a tokeo 
of enmity or friendlhip we could not certainly 
determine, for we had feen them dance in a di^ 
poficion both for peace and war. In a ihort 
time, however, they retired to their fort, and 

ibon 
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foon afcer I went on ihore, with moft of the i??^ 
gentlemen, at the boteom of the cove, a-breaft J!X!!Li 

of the lliip. ' • ' Wondty ft. 

We found a fine itream of excellent water i 
and wood in the great»ft plenty,* for the laiid 
here . was one foreft, of vaft extent. As wij 
brought the feine ^ith us, we hauled it once or 
twice, and with fuch fuccefs that we caught 
near three hundred weight of fiih of different 
Ibrts, wMdh wis equ^ly diftributed among the 
fliip's company. 

At day-break, white we were bufy in careen- Tueflty 
ing the (hip, three canoes came off to us, hav- 
ing on board above a hundred noen, befides^fe^ 
vera! of their women, wliich we were pleafed to 
fee, as in general it is a fign of peace ; but they 
foon dfterWard^ became very troublefome, and 
gave us reafon to apprehend fome mifchief from 
them* to the {People that were in our boats along- 

fide the fhip. While we were in this fituation, 
the long-boat was fent aihore with iome water 
cafks; and fome of the canoes attempting to 
follow her, we found it neceffary to intimidate 
ttlemr by firing fome fmall (hot :. we were at fuch 
a diftance that it was impoffible to hurt them, 
yet our reproof had its effed^ and they defined 
from the purftm. They had fome filh in their 
canoes wiiich they now offered to fell^ and 
which though it fttmk, we confented to buy : • 
for this purpofe a inan in a Imall boat was fent 

U a among 
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«77'^» among them, and they traded for fome time 
J^TJ'^'^ veiy fairly. At length, however, one of them 
Toefdaji6, ^^t^hing his Opportunity, iaatched at forne pa- 
per which our naarket-man held in his hand, 
and miffing it, immediately put himftlf in a 
pofture of defence, fiourilhing his patoo-patoo, 
and making Ihow as if he was about to ftrike ; 
fome fmall fhot were then fired ac him froai tne 
lliip, a few of which ftruck him upon the knee : 
this put an end to our trade, but the Indians 
illU continued near the fhip, rowing round her 
many times, and converfing with Tupia, chiefly 
concerning the traditions they had among them 
wi[h relped to the antiquities of their country. 
To this fubjed they were led by the mquiries 
which Tupia had been direfted to make, whether 
they had ever feen fuch a veffel as ours, or had 
ever heard that any fuch had been upon their 
coaft. Thefe inquiries were all anfwercd in the 
negative, fo that tradition has prefervcd among 
them no memorial of Tafman ; though, by an 
obfervation made this day, we find that wc arc 
only fifteen miles fouth of M4irderer*s bay, our 
latitude being 41'' 5 3^^ and Murderer's bay, 
according to his account, being 4.0^ go\ 

The women in thefe c Linoes, and fome of the 
.men, had a head-drefs which we had not befoi^ 
feen. It confifted of a ^unch of black feathers, 
made up in a round form, and tied upon the 
top of the head, which it entirely covered, and

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made it twice as high, to appearance, as it was i77o«

ifl reality. « — — ' 
After dinner, I went in the pinnace with Mn *^ 
Banks, Dr, Solandcr, Tupia, and fome otlitrs, 
into another cove, abou^two miles diftant from 
that in which the Ihip lay : in our way we faw 
fomething floating upon the water, which we 
fook for a dead fea), but upon rowing up to it, 
found it to be the body of a woman, which to 
gll appearance had been dead fome days. We 
proceeded to our cove, where we went on fhore, 
and found a fmall family of Indians, who ap- 
peared to be greatly terrified at our approach, 
3nd all ran away except one. A converfation 
between this perfon and Tupia foon brought 
back the reft, except an old man and a child^ 
who ftill kept aloof, but flood peeping at us 
from the woods. Of thefe people, our curiofi* 
ty naturally led us to inquire aitcr the body 
of the woman, which we had feen floating 
upon the water : and they acquainted us, by 
Tupia, that fhe was a relation, who had died a 
natural death; and that, according to their 
cuftom, they had tied a flonc to the body, 
and thrown it into the fea, which flone, 
they fuppofed, had by fpme accident been dif- 
engaged* 

This family, when we came on fliore, was 

employed in drcffing fome provifions : the bo- 
dy of a dog was at this time buried in their 

U 3 oven, 
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oven, and many provirion bafkcts ftood near it. 
Having call our eyes carelefsly into one of thcfe^. 
as we pafled it, we faw two bones pretty cleanly 
picked, which did not item to be the bones of a 
dog, and which, upon a nearer exjuninatioo, we 
diicovered to be thoHb of a human body. At 
this figbt we were ftruck with horror, chough 
it was only a confirmation of what we had heard 
many times fmce we arrived upon this coalt. 
As we coukl have no doubt but the bones were 
human, neither could we have any doubt but 
that the fleih which covered them had been 
eaten. They were found in a provifion baflcetj 
the deih that remained appeared maniieilly to 
have been drefied by fire, and in the griftles at 
the end, were the marks of the teeth which had 
gnawed them : to put an end however to con- 
jcfture, founded upon circumftances and appear- 
ances, we diredcd Tupia to a(k what bones they 
were; and the Indians, without the leaft hefita- 
tion, aiilwcrcJ, the 'bones of a man: they were 
then aiked what was become of the flelh, and 
they replied that they had eaten it ; but, 11.1 i 
Tupia, why did you not eat the body of the 
woman which we faw floating upon the water: 
the woman, faid they, died of difcafe ; befides, 
flie was our relation, and we eat only the bodies 
of our enemies, who arc killed in battle. Upon 
inquiry who the man was whofe bones we had 
found, they told us, that about five days before, 
1 a boat 
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a boat belonging to their enemies came into the 
bay, with many perfons on boards and that this 
man was one of fcven whom they had killed. '^^^^^^^'^ 
Though ftronger- evidence of this horrid prac- 
tice prevailing among the inhabitants of this 
Goalt will fcarcely be required, we have Hill 
ftronger to give. One of us aflced if they had 
any human bones with the Belli remaining upon 
them, and upon their anfwering us that ^Ilhad 
been eaten, \vc affedled to difbciieve that tlic 
bones were human, and faid that they were the 
bones of a dog ^ upon which one of the Indians 
with fome eagcrncls took hold of his own fore* 
Arm, and thrufting it towards us, faid, that the 
bone which Mr. Banks held in his hand had be- 
longed to that part of a human body ; at the 
fame time, to convince us that the flefli bad been 
eaten, he took hold of his own arm with his 
teeth, and made fbew of eating : he alio bit 
and gnawed the bone which Mr. Banks had 
taken, drawing it through his mouth, and fhew- 
mg> by figns, that it had afforded a delicious 
repaft j the bone was then returned to Mr. 
Banks, and he brought it away with him. A* 
mong the perfons of this family, there was a 
woman who had her arms, legs, and thighs 
frightfully cut in feveral places ; and we were 
told that Ihe had inflicted the wounds upon her- 
felf, in token df her grief for the lofs of her huf- 
band, who had been lately killed and eaten by 

U 4 thcir 
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their enemies, who had come from fume place to 
the eaftward, towards which the Indians pointed. 

The (hip lay at the diitance of fomewliat lefs 
than a quarter of a mile from the fliore, and in 
the morning we were awakened by the (inging 
of the birds: the number was incredible, .and 
they fccmcd to ftrain their throats in emulation 
of each other. This wild melody was infinitely 
fuperior to any that we had ever heard of the 
fame kind ^ it fcemcd to be like fmall bells, 
molt exquifitely tuned, and perhaps the diAance^ 
and the water between, might* be no fmall ad- 
vantage to the found. Upon inquiry, we were 
informed that the birds here always began to 
fing about two hours after midnight, and con- 
tinuing their mufic till funrife, were, hke our 
nightingales, filent the reft of the day. In the 
torcnooi], a fmall canuc came ou from the In- 
dian village to the fiiip, and among thofe that 
werh in it, was the old man who had firft come 
on board at our arrival in the bay. As foon as 
it came alongfide, Tupia renewed the converfa- 
tion, that had pafTcd the day before, concerning 
their pradice of eating human flcfh, during 
which they repeated what they had told us al- 
ready i but, faid Tupia, where are the heads ! 
do you eat them too i Of the heads, faid the 
did man, we eat only the brains, and the next 
time I come I will bring fome of them (o con* 
vincc Jrott that what we have told you is truth. 

vince 
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After fome farther cohvcriation between thcfe tyyo* 
people and Tupia, they told him that they ex- J^^Hl, 
pedled their enemies to come very Ihbrtly, to w«dfteCi7« 
revenge the ckaih of the feven men whom they 
bad killed and eaten. , . 

. On the 18 th, the Indians were more quiet 
than ulual, no canoe came near the fhip, nor ThuraiS. 
clid we fee one of thenn moving on. the fhore» 
their fifliing, and otlicr ufual occupations being 
totally fufpended« We thought they expet^ed 
an attack on this day, and therefore attended 
more diligently to what paffed on Ihore j but 
we faw nothing to gratify our curiofity. 

After brcakfafl:, we went out in the pinnace, 
to take a view of the bay, which was of vafl: 
extent, and confifted of numberlefs fmaii har- 
bours and coves, in every diredion : we con- 
fined our excurfion, however, to the weftera 
fide, and the country being an impenetrable 
forcll where we landed, v/e could fee nothing 
worthy of notice : We killed, however, a good 
number of lhaggs, which we faw fitting upon 
their neds in the trees, and which, whether 
roailed or llewed, we confidered as very good 
provihon. As we were returning, we faw a 
(ingle mail in a canoe fifhing ; we ro^ed up to 
him, and to our great furprife he took not the 
leafl: notice of us, but even when we were along- 
fide of him, continued to follow his occupa- 
tion, without adverting to us any more than if 

$ we 
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'i770« we bad been inrifible* He did not^ however* 
^j4iHitfy.^ appear to be either fullen or ftupid : we re- 
Thtttfd. 18. quelled him to draw up his net, chat we might 
gamine itj and he readily complied : it was of 
a circular . form, extended by two hoops* and 
about ieven or eight feet in diameter : the top 
was open, and fea-ears were faftened to the bot- 
tom as a bait : tliis he let down fo as to lie upon 
. . the ground, and when he thought filh enough 
were aiiembled over it, he drew it up by a very 
gentle and even motion, fo that the 6(h rofe 
with it, fcarcely leniible that they were lifted, 
till they came very near the furface of the wa- 
ter, and then v/cre brought out in the net by a 
fudden jerk. By this fimple method he had 
caught abundance of fifli, and indeed they arc 
fo plenty in this bay, that the catching them re- 
. quires neither much labour nor art* 

This day, fonic of our people found in the 
ikirts of the wood, near a hole or oven, three 
human hip-boiies, which they brought on board | 
a farther proof that thefe people eat human SieQx : 
Mr. Monkhoufe, our Surgeon, alfo brought on 
board, from a place where he faw many defert- 
ed houfes, the hair of a man's head, which he 
had found, among many otlier things, tied up 
to the branches of trees. 
inaaj i9. In th^ morning of the 19th, we fet up the 
armourer's forge to repair the braces of the tii- 
' ler, and other iron^work, all hands ^on board 
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being ftill bufy in careening, and other neceflary i77o« 

operations about the veffel : this day, iome In- ^ "l*^*?! 
dians came on board from another part of the ^""^'^ '9* 
bay, where they faid there was a town which wc 
had not fcen : they brought plenty of fifli, which 
they fold for nails, having now acquired fome 
notion of their ufe ; and in this traiEc no unfair 
practice was attempted. 

In the morning of the 2otli, our old man kept Saturd. 
his promiie, and brought on board four of the 
heads of the feven people who had been fo much 
the fubjcdl of our inquiries : the hair and flcfh 
were entire^ but we perceived that the brains 
had been cxtrau:ed the flcfli was foft, but had 
by fome method been preferved from putrefac- 
tion, for it had no difagreeable fmell. Mr. 
Banks purchafed one of them, but they fold it 
with great reluAance, and could not by any 
means be prevailed upon to part with a fecond^ 
probably they may be preferved as trophies, 
like the fcalps in America, and the jaw bones 
in thfi iflands of the 3outh Seas. Upon examine 
ing the head which had been bought by Mr. 
Banks, we perceived that it had received a blow 
upon the temples, which had fraAured the 
flvLuU, This day wc made another excurllon in 
the pinnace, to furvey the bay, but we found 
^ ho flat large enou^ for a po atoe garden, nor 
could we difcover the leaft appearance of culti- 
vation : we met not a fingle Indian, but found 

an 
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an excellent harbour y and about eight o'clock 
in the evening returned on board the (hip. 

On the 2ift, Mr. Banks and Dr, Solander 
went a filhing with book and line, and caught 
an immenfe quantity every vvhicre upo;i lLc 
rockSf in bctv/ecn four and five fathom water : 
the feine was hauled every night, and feldom 
failed to fupply the whole fhip's company witii 
as much ii(b as they could eat. This day all 
, the people hdd leave to go on fnore at the wa- 
tering-place» and divert themfelves as they 
Ihould think proper. 

In the morning of the 2 id, I fet out again in 
the pinnace^ accompanied by Mr. Banks and 
Dr. Solander, with a defign to examine che head 
of the inlet, but after rowing about four or five 
leagues without fo much as coming in fight of 
it, the wind being contrary, and the d iv half 
fpent, we went on fhore on the fouth eaft Hdc^ 
to try what might be difcovcred from the hills. 

Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander immediately em* 

ployed themfelves in botanizing near the beach, 
and I, taking a feaman with me, afcended one 
of the hills: when I reached the fummit, I 
found a view of the inlet mtcrccj^ted by hills, 
which in that direction rofe ftill higher, and 
which were rendered inacceflible by impenetra- 
ble woods ; I was, however, abundantly com^ 
penfated for my labour, for I faw the fea on the 
eaftern fide of the country, and a paflfage lead- 
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ing from it to chat on the weft, a little to the i77o» 
eaftward of the entrance of the inlet where the 
Ihip now lay. The main land which lay on the Woad*y*i; 
fouth eaft of this inkt» appeared to be a narrow 
l id c of very high hills, and to form part of the 
fouth weft fide of the ftreight ^ the land on the 
oppofite fide appeared to trend away eafl: as far 
as the eye could reach *, and to the fouth ealt 
there Appeared to be an opening to the lea, 

which wafhed the eaftcrn coaft : on the eaft fide 
of the inlet alio I faw fome illands which I had 
before' taken to be part of the main land. Hav- 
ing made this dilcovery, I defcended the hill, « 
and as foon as we had taken fome refreihment, 
we fee out on our return to the fliip. In our 
way, we examined the harbours and coves which 
Itc behind the iflands that I had difcovered from 
the hill 'y and in this route we law an old village, 
in which there were many houfes t1iat feemed to 
have been long deferted : we alfo faw another 
village which was inhabited, but the day was 
too far fpent for us to ^^^ifit it, and we therefore 
made the beft of our way to the Ihip, which 
we reached between eight and nine o'clock at 
night, ; ' 

The 23d I employed in carrying on a furvey Tqejaa^t^ 
of the place 5 and upon one of the iflands where 
I landed, I faw many houfes which feemed to 
have been long deferted, and no appearance of 
any inhabitant. 

On 
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'7-^ On the 24th, we went to vifit Qur friends ai 
January. Hippah Of Village on the point of cbe iQand

on our iirft arrival in the bay. They received 
us with the utmoft confidence and civility, fliew- 
ing us every part of their habitations, which 
were commodious and neat. The ifland or 
rock on wluth this town is fituated, is divided 
from the main by a breach or fiiiTure ib narrow, 
that a man might almoft leap from onfe to the 
other: the fiucs of it are every where lo tleep 

as to reader the artificial fortification of theie

people alaioft unneceiltiry : there was, however, 
one ilight pallifadet and one fmall fighting^ 
itage, towards that part of the rock where accefi 
was leaft difficult. 

The people here brought us^ out.feveral hu» 
man bones, tlie licfli of which they had eaten, 
and offered them to ial^; tor the curiofity of 
thofe among us. who had purchafed them as me* 
morials of the horrid pradice which many^ not^ 
withftanding the reports of travellers, have pro* 
fcffcd not to believe, had rendcroi them a kind 
of article of trade. In one part of this village 
we obfcrvcd, not without fome furprife, a crols

exa6lly like that of a crucifix i it was adorned 
with feathers, and upon our inquiring for what 
purpofe it had been fet up, we were told that ic 
was a monument for a man who was dead : we 
had before underftood that their dead were not

When, we left thcfe people, we went to the 
other epd of the ilknd, and there taking water, 
cr oiled .over to the main, where we faw feveral 
houfes, but no inhabitants, ^cepc a few in 
Ibme ilraggling canoes, thac feenud to be fifli- 
ing» After viewing this plac^ we returned o^ 
board the ibip to dinner. 

During our vific to the Indians this day, Ty* 
pia being always of our party, they had beea 
obferved to be continually talking of guns, and. 
0iooting people: for this fubjedt of their con* 
verfation we could not at all account; and it 
had fo much engaged our attention, that we 
talked of it all the way back, and even after 
we got on board the ibip : we had perplexed 
ourielves with various conje£kure$, which were 
all given up in their turn ^ but now we learnt, 
that on the 2 1 ft one of our officers, upon pre-r 
fence of going out to fifli, bad rowed up to the 
Hippah, and that two or three canoes coming 
off towards his boat, bis fears fuggefted that an 
attack was intended, in confequence oi which 
three mulkets were iired, one with fmall ihot, 
and two with ball, at the Indians, who retired 
with the ucmod precipiution, having probably 
comeout wichfriendly intentions, for fuch their be* 

haviour 
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1770. haviour both before and afterwards cxpreffed, 
^l«naary.^ having HO rcafoii to cxpeft fucfa treatment 
WcdBcr.24. f^Q^ people who had always behaved to them not 
only with humanity, but kindnels, and to whom 
^ they were not confcious of having given' oficnce. 
Tiuttazs- On the 23th, I made another excurfion along 
the coaft, in the pinnace, towards the mouth of 
the inlet, accompanied by Mr. Banks and Dr. 
Soiandcr, and going on lliore at a little cove, to 
fitbot ihaggs, we fel£ in with a large family of 
Indians, whofe cuftom it is to difpcrfe them- 
ielves among the di&erent creeks and coves, 
where hlli is to be procured in the greateft plcn- 
ty, leaving a few only in the Uippab, to which 
the reft repair in times of danger. Some of 
thefe people came out a good way to meet us, 
and gave us an invitation to go with them to 
the reft of their party, which we readily accept- 
ed* We found a conipany of about thirty, men, 
women, and children, who received us with ail 
poflible demonftrations of friendfliip : we diilri- 
bueed among them a few ribands and beads, and 
in return, received the kifles and embraces of 
both fexe», both young and old : they gave us 
alfo fome iilh, and after a little time we return- 
ed, much pleafed with our new acquaintance. 
Friday a6. In the morning of the 26th, I went again out 
in the boat, with Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, 
'and entered one of the bays, which lie on the 
eaft fide of the inlet, in order to get, another 

fight 
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Tight of the ftreighr, which pafled between the '77" 
t«Utern and weftern kas. For this pur.po£e^ 
having landed at a convenient place, we climbed ^'^^ ^ 
a hill of a very confiderablc height, from which 
We had a full view of it, with the land oo the 
oppofiCc (bore, which wc judged be about 
four leagues diiiianti but as it was hazey io the 
horiaon, wc could, not lee far to the fouth eaft : 
1 refoivcd hawcver to fearch the paiiage with the 
Ihip, as fobn a^ 1 ifaould put to fea. Upon the 

top of this hill wc found a parcel of looic iloncs, 
li^ith which we erected a pyramid^ and left in it 
ibme muflcet balls, fmall ihot, beads, and other 
things, which we happened to have about us^ 
that were likely to ftand the tell of tinoe, and 
not being of Indian workmanfhip, would con- ' 
vince any European who Ihould come to the 
place and pull it down, that other natives of 
Europe had been there before him. When this 
Was done, we defcended the hill, and made a 
comfortable meal of the fhaggs and filh which 
.our guns and lines had procured us, and whi9h 
were drcfled by the boat's crew in a place th^t 
we had appomted : in this place we found . 
other Indian family, who received us, as ufuajl, 
with (Irong expreOlons of kiadnefs and pleafuc^y 
Ihewing us where to procure water, and dpiqg 
us fuch other good offices as were in their power. . 
from this place we weji^ to the town, of ivhi$h. 
Indians had uji^ us, who vilijc^d .^s pn the

i^: this, like that which v9e had feen 

was built upon a imall IQand or rock^ fo c^fio^i 
cult of accefs, that we gratified our curiofity 
the rifk of our necks. The Indians here alia 
received us with open arais, cairied us to every 
part of the f>1ace, and (hewed us all thac k chh^ 
tained; this towd» like the other, confifted of 
between eighty and an hundred- hbufes, and 
had only dhe fighting-ftage. We happened to 
jiave with us a few nails and ribands, and fbme 
paper, with which our guefts were fo gratified, 
that at 'our coming away they filled our boat 
with dried filh, of which we perceived they had 
laid up great cjuantides. ' 

The 27tii and 28th were fpent in refittmg the | 
fliip for the fea, fixing a tranfom for the tiller, 
getting ftones on board to put into the bottom 
of the bread-room, to bring the fhip more by 
tht ilern, in repairing the calks, and catching 

MoAdaja9. On thc 29 th, wc received a vifit from our old 
man, whofe name we found to be Topaa, add 
three other natives, with whom Tupia had 
much converfation. The old man told us, that 
'one of the: men who had been fired upon by the 
oiScer who had vifued their Hippafa, Under 
. *pcetence of B(hing, was dead; but to my great 
* comfort I afterwards difcovered that this report 
was not, true, and that Topia's difcourfes were 
'taken literally, they would frequently lead us 

into 
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nito mtftakes. Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander 1770. 
were fcveral times on Ihore during the laft two ^..--v-^ 
or three. dajrs, not wuhout fucccfe, but greatly 
circumrcribed in their^waUcs by climbers of a 
moil luxuriant growth, which were fo interwo- 
vc^n together, as to fill up the fpace between the 
trees about which they grew, and render the 
woo^s altogether impallable. This day alfo I 
went on ihore again mylelf, upon the tfveftern 
point of the inlet, and from a hill of confider* 
able height, 1, had a view of the coaft to the 
W. The tai'theit larui I could fee in that 
quarter, was an ifland which has been mentioned 
before, at the diftance af about ten leagues, ly- 
ing noc far from the main : between this ifland 
and the place where I ftood, I difcovered, clofe 
un^er the Ihore, feveral other iflands, forming 
many bays, in which there appeared to be good 
anchorage for (hipping. After I bad let off the 
different points for my iurvey, I erefted another 
pie of ftonest in which I left a piece of filvcr , 
coin, with fome mulket balls and beads, and a 
piece of an old pendant flying on the top. In 
my return to the ihip, I made a vifit to feverai 
of the natives, whom I law along the ihore, 
find purchafed a fmall quantity of fidi. ' 

On the 30th, early in the ii^oiuing, I fent a Tucfday^ti 
boat to^ oive of the iUaads for celery^ and .while 
the people were gathering it, about twenty of 
the natives, men, women, and children, landed

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ijy^ nelrTome empty huM : Us footi as tbqr were cm 
^-v—Ij (hore» five or fix of ibe womea fat down upoa 
T^iciaajfjo, ^ ground together, and began to cut their 
k^, acms, and faces, with fhells, and ibarp 
* pieces of tak or jafper, in a tenriUe manner;. 
Our people underftood that their hufbands had 
lately been killed by their enemies ^ but while 
dhey were performing this horrid ceremony, the 
men fet about repairing the huts, with the ut- 
iBoft negligence and unconcern. 

The carpenter having prepared two pofts to 
be left as- memorials of our having vifited thia 
place, I ordered them to be inlcribed with the 
fiiip's name, and the year and month |. one oi 
them I fet up at the watering-place, hoifting 
the Union flag upon the top of it; and the 
other I carried over to the iQand that lies neateft 
to the fea, called by the natives Motuara. I 
, went firft to the village or Hippah, accompanied 
kjr Mr, Monkhoufe and Tupia, iriicre I mec 
with our old man,, and told him and ieveral 
ethers, by means of Tupia, that we were come 
to fet up a mark upon the ifland,-in order ta 
fiiow to any odier Ihip which Aoukt happen to> 
come thither, that we had been there before. 
To this they . readily confented,, and promiled 
that they He^r would pull it down : Ithengavr 
fomething to every one prefent 5 and to the 
man I gave a fiiver threepence, dated 1736!,. 
end feme fpike nails,, with the king's broad ar-

Hippah on the u—y-^ 
emSt fide of the Sound» and purchafed a confi- ^^^^ ^ 
derable quantity of fplit and half-dried fifii, for 
fta Acres. The people here confirmed all that 

the old man had told us concerning the ftrelght 
and the country, and about noon I took kave 
of them : fomc of them fcemed to be forry, 
and others glad, th^c we were going : the iiih 
which I had bought they fold freely, but there 
were fomc who ihewed manifeft figns of difap- 
probation. As we returned to the (hip, fome 

•of us made an excuiTion alono; the fhore to the 
northward, to traffic with the natives for a far*, 
tber'fupply of fifli ) in wAloh, however, they 
had no great fuccefs. In the evening, we got 
every thing off from the ihore, as I intended 
to fail in the morning, but the wind would not 
permitf 

. Qn .the 4th, whik we were waiting for a wind, ^^^^^ ^ 
we amufed ourfelves by filhing) and gaU^^ring 
ihelis and feeds of various kin4s % and early in 
the morning ot the ^th, we caft off the hawier, Monday 5, 
hove ihort on the bower, and carried the kedge. 
anchor out in order to warp the Ihip opt of the 
cove, whic^ having done about two o'clock in 
ffae afternoon; we hove up the anchor and got 
tmder fail ; but the wind foon failing, we were 
oUiged to come to an anthpr again a little above 
Motuara, When we were under fail, our old

Soon after the fliip came to an ilnchor the 
fecond time, Mr, Banks and Dr. Solander went 
on (hore^ to fee if any gleanings of ndtoral 
knov/lcdge remained, and by accident fell in 
with the. nooit agreeable IndiafO fachily tbey had 
feen, which affisrded them a better opportisnity 
of remarking the perfonal fubordinauon among 
thtft ptop(e, than had befon* oflefed.

As foon as we got out of the Sound, I ftood 
ever * to the caftward^ in order to get tlie 
ftreight well open before the tide of ebb came 
<m. At feyen in the evening, the two fbiaft 
tflands which lie ofiFCape Koamaroo, the fouth 
«aft head of Qyeen Charlottc^s Sound, bore eaft» 
tliftant about four miks : at this time it, was 
nearly calm, and the tide of ebb fetting ou^ 
*we were, in a very fiiort time, carried by the ra- 
pidity of the ftream clofe upon one of the iflands, 
"which was a rock rifmg aimoii; perpendicularly 
out of the fea : we perceived our danger increafe 
every moment, and had but one expedient to 
{mvent our being daihed to pieces, the fucc^ 
of which a few minutes would deeermiiie* We 
were now wichia little more than a cable's 
length of the rock, and had more than fevet)rey«< 
five fathom water but upon dropping an arv- 
thor, aad veering about one hundred and fifty 
fathom of cable, the Hiip was happily brought 
Mip : this, however,, would not have iaved us, if 
-Ao tide which fet S* by E. had not, upon iiMf^ 
ing with the iiland, changed its direction to S. E. 
•and carried us beyond the firft pobt. Jt) this 
'Btuation, we were not above two cables* length 
£rom the rocks ; and here we remained in the

By three 
in the morning the anchor was at the bows, and 
having a light breeze at N. W. we made fail for 
the eaflern (hore $ but the tide being agatnft us^ 
we made but little way : the wind however af- 
terwards freibened, and qsLtnc to N. and N« 
with which, and the tide bf ebb, we were in a 
fliort time hurried through the narroweft part of 
the ftreight, and then Ox»od away for the foucher- 
moft land we had in fight, which bore from 
us S. by W. Over this land appeared a moun^ - 
tain of ftupendous height, which was covered 
with fnow. 



lies between Cape Tierawitte, on the coaft of 

Eaheinomauwe, and Cape Koamaroo: the dis- 
tance, between them I judged to be between ibur 
or five leagues, and notwithftanding the tide, 
HQW its ilrength is known, may be pafled with-> 
out much danger.

About nine leagues north from Cape Tiera- 
witte, and under the iame ihore, is a high and 
remarkable ifland which may be diftinftiy feen 
from Queen Charlotte's Sound, from which 
it is diftant about 0x or feven leagues. This 
ifland, which was noticed when we palled it 
on .xhe i4th of January, I have called Entry 
lai*!.' 

On the eail fide of Cape Tierawitte, the land 
tlrends away S. £. by£« about eight leagues^ 
where it ends in a point, and is the fouthermofl: 
land on Eaheinomauwe. To this point I have 
givirn the name of Cape Palliser, in honour 
of my worthy friend Captain Pallifer. It lies in 
latitude 41° 34 S. longitude 183^58' W. and 
bore from us this day at noon S. 79 E. diilaat 
about thii-teen leagues, the ihip being then in the 
latitude of 41^ 27' S. ; Beamacpo at the fame 
time bearing N. i E. diftant feven or eighc 
leagues* The foutbermoft land in fight bore 
16 W, and the fnowy mountain S. W. At 
this time we .were about theee leagues from the 
fhore, and abreaft of a deep bay or inlet, to 
which I gave tbeoiame of Clouds Bay, and at

At three o'clock in the afccrnoon we were a- 
bfcait of the Ibuthermo^ point of land that wc 
bad feen «t noon, which I cfaliedCAPECAicAELL) 
it lies by W. diftant between twelve and thir- 
teen leagues ffom Cape Koaiilaroo, in laomde 
41* 44' S. longitude 183^ 45' W. i and with

From this Cape we fleered along the flioreS. 

W. by S. till eight o'clock in the evenings whea 
die wind died away. About half an hour after- 
wards, however, a frefh breeze fprung up at S, 
W. and I put the fliip right before it. My 
fon for this, was a notion which feme of the of- 
ficers had juft ftarted* that Eaheinomauwe was 
not an illand, and chat the land might ftretch 
away to the^. E. from between Cape Turnagain 
and Cape Fallifer, there t)eing a fpace of be- 
tween twelve and fifteen leagues that we had 
not feen. I had indeed the ftrongeft convidion 
that they were miftaken, not only from what I 
had feen the firft time I difcovered the Itrcight, 
but from many other concurrent teiiimoaies that 
the land in queftioti was an ifland % but being 
reiolvedto leave no poffibility or doubt with re- 
to an objeA of fuch importance, i took the

ftppottunky of che wind's ftiifting, to ftand eaft-. ^'^^ 
ward^ and accordingly Aeered N.>£. by all 
the night. At nine o'clock in the. morning wc 
were abreatjt. of Cape Pallifefj and found the land 
trend away N. £• towards Cape Xuroagaixy ^ 
which I reckoned to .be diftant about twenty- fix 
leagues : however, as the weather was hazy, fo 
as to prevent our feeing above four or five, 
leagues, I ftill kept Handing to the N. E. with 
a light breeze at fputhi.and at noon Cape 
Pallifer bore N. 7a W.,. diftant about three 
leagues. 

About three o'clock in the afternoon, three 
canoes came up to the fliip with between thirty 

and forty people on board, who had been pulling 
after us with great labour and perfeverance for 
feme time: they appeared to be more cleanly, 
and a better clafs, than any we hkd met with 
fince we left the Bay of IQands, and their canoes 
were alfo didlnguill^icd by the fame ornaments 
which we had ieen upon the northerly part of 
the coaft. Thty came on bdard with very little 
invitation \ and their behaviour was courteous 
and friendly : ppon receiving prefents from us, 
they made us prefertts in return, which had not 
been done by any of the natives that we had 
feen before. ^ We foon perteived that our gueto 
had heard of us, for as loon as they came on 
boards they alkedfor Wbow^ the name by which 
ttiUs were kiio^ among die people with Wbonl 
Vol. in. • . y - • • 
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1770. had trafEcked : but though they had heard

Th»i^»Z* when nails were given them, they afked Tupia 
"what they were. The term fFbow^ indeed, con- 
^^eyed to them the idea hot of their quality, but 
only of their ufe for it is the fame by which 
thtf diftingiiiih a tool, commonly made of bone^ 
which they ufe both as an augur and a chiiiel. 
HovftVtt^ Xhtit knowing that we had Wbow to 
fell, was a proof that their connexions extend- 
ed as f&r north as Cape Kidnappers^ which was 
diftant no lefs than, forty-five leagues ; for that 
was the fouthermoft place on this fide the coaft 
where we had had any traffic with the natives* 
It is alfo probable, that the little knowledge 
which the inbabkants of QueenCharlotte'a Sound 
had of iron, they obtained from their neigh* 
hours at Tierawitte ; ibr we had no reaiba to 
think that the inhabitants of any part of this 
coaQi.had.the leafl; knowledge of iron or its ule 
beiSdrc we came anaong thetp, efpecially as 
when it was firit offered they leemed to difre^ 
gard it as of no value. We thought it piobable, 
that we were now once more in the territories of 
Teratu ; but upon inquiring o^^ thefe people, 
tbejr iakl that he was not their King. After a (hoit 
time, they went away, much gi;^^&cd with the 
pteiisnts that we had made them 1 and we purfi^ 

ed our courfe along the fhore to ,thc N. E. til!

time^ 
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Cape Turnagain, bearing N. by E. t E. at the x.,^.^ 
diftahde of about feven leagues : 1 then called ^""^'7 ^*

they left us, and made towards the (hore ; but 
had meafured more than hatf the diftancc 
between that and the fhip before it was dark, 
\Ve imagined that thefe people had heard no- 
thing of us» and could not but remark the dif- 
ferent behaviour and difpofitions of the inhabit- 
ants of the diiferent parts of this coaft upon 
their firft approaching the vcffcl. Thefe kept

. When (bis lOand was firft diicoyeccd in the 
direftion of S. by W. fome perlbns on board 
were of opinion thap they alfo faw land bearing

.(leek ^t the tit^e, and told then), that in my opir 
|uon it i;ras no more than a cloudy and th^ as thp 
fun rofe it would diffipate and vanifli. How- 
ever, .as I was dete^nined tp leavje no iubjed for 
fUfputatjoji which experiment could remove, I 
ordered the (hip to be wore, and fteered E. S. E.

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and intcrfperfed with pools of watcn From la-* * 
tinide 42^. &\ 30', the land is noc diCdn^ 
guilhed hf any chiDg remarkabk : it rifes imo 
luUs diredtly from the fea, and is coirered widi. 
ifoodi but the weather being foggy while- we- 
were upon this part of the coaft, we could fee 
i^ry licde inland, except now and then the fum- 
mitsof the mountains, towering above the doud]^- 
mills that obicuied them below, which, confirnd- 
•d my opinion that a Chain of mouauMOft 
extended from, one end of vthje jfland to the 
other. ■ ' 

In the afternoon, wc had a gentle hftex a€- 
S* W«» which, before it was quite dark, brought 
W aifvesJk of the eafliern point which we had feeii 
at noon ; but not knowing what courfe the 
land took on the othcr-fida of it, we brought to 
in thirty- four fathom, at the diftance of about, 
one league from the fhorc. At eight in the 
evening, there being liiiie wind, we filled and 
fkood on till midnight, and then we brought to 
8at»rd.i4« till four in the morning, when we again madO: 
1^1, and at break of day we faw low land extend* 
ing from the point to the S. S. E. as far as the

At my return in the evening, I found ail the 
vaod nod water on bo^rd, and the ftiip reziif. 
for the fea ; I refolved therefore to quit the 

coDtato^^aod tetum.home by iuch a route as 
might be of moft advantage to the. (erviee ; and 
upon; tjbts fuh|€i3: took the opinion of my offi- 
ms. I faad m^elf a-ftron^defire to return by 
Cape Horn, becaufe that would have enabled 
mei&paUyv tQ>diswcoitiC9.whether there is or is not 
youIIL Aft afouthern 
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a iouthern continent ^ but againd this it was a 
fufBcieqt obje&ion that we mtift have kept in s 
Friday io. j^jgh foiithern latitude in the very depth of wii>- 
•ter, with a veflel which was not thought fuffici- 
eht for the undertaking : and the Dune reaibn 
was urged againil our proceeding direftly for 
the Cape of Good Hope, with (till more force, 
becaufe no difcovery of moment could be hoped 
for in that route j it was therefore refolved that 
we Ihould return by the Eaft Indies, and tbac 
with this view we flioukl, upon leaving the coaft, 
fteer weftward, till we ihould fall in with the eafl: 
coaft of New Holland, and then follow the di- 
redion of that coaft to the northward, till wt 
Ihould arrive at its northern extremity ; but if 

■ 

that Ihould be found iinpraclicable, it was fur- 
ther reiolvcd that we (hould endeavour to fall in 
with the land, or iOiands, Caid to have been difc 
covered by Quiros. 

With this view, at break of day on Saturday 
the 31ft of March 1 770, we gofunder fail, and 
put to fea, with the advantage of a freih gale at 
S. £• and clear weather, taking our departure 
from the caftern point, which we had fcen at 
noon on the 23d, and to which, on this occaiionj 
I gave the name of Capb Farbwill* 
• The bay out of which we had juft failed I 
balled Admiralty Bay, giving thenameof Capx 
Stephens to the north weft point, and Cape 
Jac&^on to the louth ealt, after the two gentk^ 
* • - men 
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then who at this time were Secretaries to the 

^oard. 

Admiralty Bay may. eafily be known by the 
ifland that his hien jtift 'menfibned, which lies 
two miles N. E. of Cape Stephens, in latitude 
46*^ 37' S. longitude 185** 6' W., and is of a 
cbnflderable height. Between this ifland and 
Cape Farewell, which are between fourteen and 
fifteen leagues diftant from each other, in the 
dirc<^i:ion of W. by N. and E*, by S. the fhorc 
forms a large deep bay» the bottom of which we 
could fcarcely fee while we were failing in a 
itraight line from one Cape to the other ^ it is» 
however, probably of lefs depth than it appear* 
cd to be, for as we found the water fhallowcr 
here, than at the fame diftance from dny other 
part ef the coaft, there is reafofi to fuppofe, thai 
the land at the bottom which lies next the fea is 
low, and therefore not ea(ily to be diftinguilhed 

from it. I have for this reafon called ic Blind 

Bay, and am of opinion that it is the fame which 
was called Mtiitlerer's Bay by Tafinan* 

Such particulars of this country and its inha- 
bitants^ with their manners and cuitoms, as could 

be learnt while we were circumnavigating the 
toaft, (hall now be related.

Theie iflands are fituslted between the kti* 

tucles of arid'4-8^ S. and between the longU 
codes of 181^ and 194^ W.9 which is now de- 
termined with Uhcomnidh exadrieirs, frdhi inhu- 
merable obfervations of the fun and moon, and 
otie of the tran&ts of Merctiiy, by Mr. Green, a 
perfon of 'knoirli abilities, who, as has been rhdn- 
tioned before, was fcnt out by the Royal So- 
ciety, to obferre the tranfit of Vehus in the 
South Seas. 

The northermofl: of thefe iflands is called by 
<die natives Eabeinomati^, and the foittherfxibft 
Tovy, or Tavai Poenamnioo ; yet, as I have 
obferved befcire, we aie itOc fure whether the 
4ntane Tovy Poenamhfibb cOifiprehends the Wh<iite 
fouthern ifland, or only part of it. The figore 
aUtid cxteiit of thefe iflands, with the fitoatioto df 
the bays and harbours they contain, and ttk 
fmatler iflands that lie about them, Will appear 
jrom the chart that 1 havb drtfwn, every pktt cff 
which, however, I cannot vouch to be equally 
>iitecUFate« The coaft of Eaheinotnauwe, from

error. From Eaft Cape tq St. Maria v^n Die- 
men, th^' chart, though perhaps not equally 
exaft) is without any error of moment, except 
poilibiy in fome few places which are here, and 
in other parts of th^ chart, ()iftingut(hed by t 
dotted line, and >yhich I had no. opportunity to 
examine : from Cape Maria van Diemen to la- 
titude 36° i j\ wc were feldoni nearer the fliorc 
than between five and eight leagvies ; and there- 
fore the lin,e that ma^ks the fea v;oai^. may poffi» 
bly be erroneous. Frqm latitude 36^ 15' to 
nearly the length of Kncry Ifland, our courfe 
was very near the Ihore, and in this part of the 
chart therefore there can be no material error, 
except perhaps at Cape Tierawitte« Between 
Entry lUand and Cape Pallifer we were again 
farther from the fliore, and this part of the coaft 
therefore may not be laid down with minute ex- 
aAnefs ; yet, upon the whole, I am of opinion 
that this ifland will be found not much to difibr 
from the figure that I have given it, and that 
upon tlie coafl there are jfcw or no harbours 
which are not noticed in the journal^ or deli* 
neated in the chart. : I cannot however fay as 
much of Tovy Poenammoo, the feafon of the 
year, and the circumftances of the voyage^ 
would not permit me to fpend fo much time 
about this ifland as I had employed upon the 
9?h?r5 and th? ftorms that we oict vith made it 
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both difficult and dangerous to keep near the >77o. 
ihore. However, from Queen Charlotce's ******** 
Sound CO Cape Campbell^ and as far to the S, 
W. as latitude 43'', the chart will be found 
pretty accurate. Between latitude 43*-' and la- 
titude 44^ 20 the line may be doubted, for of 
fomc part or the coall which ic reprefents, we 
had karceiy a view. From latitude 44^ 20% to 
Cape Saunders, our diftance would not permit 
me to be particular, and the weather was be- 
fides ^cremely unfavourable. From Cape 
Saunders to Cape South, and even to Cape 
Welt, there is alio r^alon to fear that the chare 
vrtll in many places be found erroneous, as we 
were feldom able to Jvcep the Ihore, and were 
iometitnes blown tofuch a diltance that it coul4 
not be feen. From Cape Weft to Cape Fare*- 
well,, and even to Charlotte's i>ound, it is nPt 
ipore to be truftedy 

Tovy Poenammoo is for the mod part a country, 
mountainous, and to all appearance , a barren 
country and the people whom we faw in Queen 
Charlotte's Sound, thofe that came off to us 
under the fnowy mountains, and the fires to the 
weft of Cape Saunders, were all the inhabitants, 
^nd iigns of inhabitants* that w^ difcovered 
upon the whole ifland« 

Eahcinomauwe has a much better appearance; 
it is indeed not only hilly but mountainous, yet 
^yen the hills and mountains are covered with

wood, and 'cvtfy valtey has a rbulct of wsMr : 

-the foil in thefe vallics, and in the plainrs, of

■ in the opinion df Mr. Banks and Dr, Soknder, 
as well as of every x»ther gentleitian oti'bo^ttl^ 
ail kinds of European grain, plants, and fruiL, 
would flouriih hens in the ucmoft Itixuria'nce : 
fro;ii the vegetables that we found here, there 
is rcaion to conclude, that the winters are milder 
than thofe in England, and we found Che fom* 
nicr not hotter, though it was more equally 
warm ^ fo that iif this country Ihould be fettled 
by people from Europe, they would, witli a 
little induftry, be very foon fupplied not only 
with the neceOaries^ bqt the luxuries of life in 
great abundance. 
C[^iropcd8. In this country there are do quadrupeds but 
dogs and rats, at leaft we faw no other, and the 
rats are fo fcarce that many of us never iaw 
them* The dogs live with the people, who 
breed them for no other purpofe than to eat : 
there might indeed be quadrupeds that we did 
not fee, but this is not probable, becaiife the 
chief pride of the natives, with refpeft to their 
dreis, is in the (kins and hair of fuch antifiats as 
they have, and we never faw the fkin of any afni- 
mail about them but thofe of dogs and biids : 
there are indeed feats xipon the coaft, atid We 
once f*w a fca lion, but wc imagine they are 
♦ . feldom 
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like tL bodkin, atid worn by tht hativCs at thtik 

Jkins : there are whales aifo upoti this coaft, 
and though the ptopk did not appear to havt

'Other animal whole bone bad exadly the lame 

'Of birds the fpecres are not many j and of 
"thcfe none, -except -ptrtraps the ^ittnet* is the 

fame wirh rhoie at Europe : here are ducks in- 
deed, and ftiags of feveral kinds, faffid^n%i«- 
ftmWiTig thofe of fimt)pe, toterilled the ftiTO, 
Tjy thofe who have not examined .them vefy 
nicely. Here are alfo hawks, dwh, ^ttd quftik, 
«Wfnch*tfijfet bift Htillc from thofe of Europe at 
ixrtt light I and icireral fmall «bh:ds, tvhdle fang, 
tss hias tftcn femaiSccid in the ctrtrffeof the 
^vt, rs nftreh more mtjodiotis than a:rfy*thiat we 
tedtever^hiwfd. 

T^tiTea coaft is alfo vifited'by many oceanic 
birds, particularly albatrofles, ibeerwaters, ,pi^* 
tados, and a few of the bifdfs *^hich Sir John 
l^ar borough has called ^Penguins, and which 
indeed aft% l^bat the If r^nch tail tfuanci^ anid 
^m To b$ a 'middle fjpccics between bird and 
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fifli; for. their fearers, efpecially chofe upon 
their wings, differ very little from fcales ; and 
their wings thenifelves, which they ulc only in 
diving, and not to accelerate their motion evea 
upon the furface of the water, may, perhaps 
with equal propriety, be called fins* 

Ndther are infeAs in greater plenty than birds; 
a few butterflies and beetles, flefh flies, very 
like thole in i:«urope, and fome mufquitos and 
iimd flies, perhaps exa6Uy the fame with thoi^ 
of North America, make up tlie whole cata?- 
logue* Of mufquitos and fand flies^ however^ 
which are juftly accounted the curfe of every 
country where they abound, we did not fee ma^ 
ny; there were indeed a few in almoft every 
place where we went on ihore, buc they gave 
us fo little trouble, that we did not niake uie of 
the fhades which we had, provided for the fecu^ 
rity of our faces. 

For this fcarctty of animals upon the land, 
the ica, however, makes an abundant recom- 
penfe; every creek fwarming with AQij which 
^irc not only wholefome, but equally delicious 
with thole of Europe : the fhip feldom anchored 
in any ftation, or with a iight gale pafled any 
place, that did not afford us enough with hoojc 
and line to ferve the whole fhip's company, 
efpecially to the fouchward : when we lay at an* 
chor, the boats, with hook and line, near the 
rp^ks, could take fi(h in any (Quantity ^ and the 
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^ne feldom failed of producing a ftill mora 1770;.

ample fupply, fo that both cimcs when we an- ^-^^^ 
chored in Cook's Sueighn, every inefs in the 
ihip, that was noe carelefs and impnivldent, 
ialted much as laded many weeks after they 
went to iea. Of this article, the variety wasr 
equal to the plenty ; we had mackrel of many 
kinds, among which, one was exadly the iamc 
as we have in England : thefe came in immenfe 
flioals, and were taken by the natives in their 
feines, who fold them to us at a very «afy rate; 
Befides thefe, therer were iifti of many fpeciea 
which we had never ken before, but to all 
which the feam^n very readily gave names ^ fo 
that we talked here as familiarly of hakes, bream, 
f:9le-fiih, and many others, a^ w^ ^o in Eng? 
land ; and though tl^ey are by no means of th^ 
fame family, it muft be confefled that they dp 
]ionour to the name. But the highell luxury ^ , 
which the fea afforded MS, even in this place, - • 
was the lobller or lea cray-fifti, . which are pro^ 
)>ably the fame that ^n the Account, of JLor4 
Anfon's Voyage are faid to have been found ac 
the iQand of Juan Fernandcs, except that, al» 
though large, they are not quite equal in fizet: 
they differ from ours in England in fev^ral par- 
ticulars, they have a greater nundbfsr of prickles^ 
on their backs, and they are red when tirll taken 
put ot th^ water. Theie we alio bought every 
Yfhere to the northward in great quantities 
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1 7 70. the nsiO^tSt who ^Hieh them by diving hear tlA 
(bore, and finding-otic lirhefe they lie '^ich their 
feet. We had alio a fifli that Frezier, in his 
Voyl»ge to the Spamfli Main in South America, 
has defcribed by the names of Elefimty Pe/egalloy 
or Foi/on caq^ Which though )coai»fe, we cat very 
kcaralf . SevmA ^dcies of the €cate^ ot 
ray, are alio found here, which were ftill coarfer 
than the Elefant.; but as an atonement, we had 
iiBong mm kinds of dog filh one, (potted ^th 
white, which was' in flavour exadlly fimiiar to 
Oflortefft -Ikate, but tiBch more delicious. We 
had alfo flat fifh refcmbling both foles and fioun- 
dtrs, liitfides eels and <K}ngers of various kinds, 
Wiafty oth<f^s «f %hich thofc who ftraffl'hcre. 
after vifit this coail will not fail to find the ad- 
^ttag? ; nhd fiiell filh iti great valriety, pat^tr* 
ttilarly clams, cockles, and oyflers. 

^Aniong tfat vegetable produ^ions of this 
country, the trtes ilaitti a principafl pUct\ fbV 
here arc forefts of vaft extent, full of the ftraight- 
t% the cktoeft, and the largeft timber trees 
t'hat we had ever feenj their fi2c, th^ir j^atn, 
and apparent durability, render them £c for any

Greats part of tb^ country is covered with a 
luxuiiaat ve^dave^ and our natural hiftorians 
were gratified by the novelty, ' if not the variety 
of the plantiu Sow-thiilk,. garden night^lhade^, 
one or two kiQck of graft, the fame as in Eng- 
land, and two or three kinds of fern, like thofc 
of the Weft Indies, with a few of the* plants 
that are CO be- found in aimoft every part of the 
world, were all,' out of about four hundred 
fpecies, that hav^e hitherto been defcribed by any 
bocanifts, or had been leen eUewhere during^ the 
coufft^ thu voyage, except about five or fix 
which^ had been gathered at Terra del Fucgo* ' 
Of eatable vegetables there are but fi^w ; our 
people, indeed, who had been long at fca, eat, 
. wirb equal pleaftire and advantage, of wild ce* 
' 3 Ury, 
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lery^'and a kind of creflcs, which grew ia greaf 

abundaoce upon all parts of the fea-fhore. We 
alfoi once or twice, met with a jylant like what 
the country people in England call lAmFs guar' 
tars^ or Fat-hen, which we boiled inftcad of 
giecns ; and once we had the good fortune to 
find a cabbage tree, which afforded us a delici- 
ous meal & and, except the fem^roo^ and one 
other vegetable, totalljr unknown in Europe, 
^d which, though eaten by the natives, was ex- 
tremely diiagreeable to us, we found no othef^ 
vegetable produdion that was lit for food, 
among tho& that appeared to be the wild pro- 
duce of the country; and we could find hue 
three' elculent plants among thofe which are 
raifed by cultivation, yams, fweet potatoes, and 
coccos. . Of the yams and potatoes there are 
plantations confifling of many acres, and I be-» 
lieve that any ihip which ihould happen.to bo 
here in the autumn, when they are dug upi 
might purchafe them in any quantity. 

. Gourds are alfo cultivated by tjie na^es of 
this place, the fruit of which furnifties them 
with vefiels for various uies< We alfo found 
here the Chinefe paper mulberry tree, the fame 
as that of which the inhabitants of the South Sea 
iflands make their cloth; but it is lb fintfc^ 
that though the New Zealaoders .alfo make 
cloth of it, they have not enough for any other 
purpofe than to wear as an ornament in the 
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h(4es which ther make in their ears, as I hate' n-'o.

' But among all the trees, ihrubs^ and^hts of - 

this country, there b not one that produces 
fruit, except a berry which has neither Iwcct- 
nefs nor flavour^ and which none but the boys ^ 
took pams to gather, fhould be honoured with 
that appellation. There is, however, a plant 
that ferves the inhabitants inftead of hemp and 
flax, which excels all that are put to the fame 
purpofes in other countries^ Of this plant thete 
are two forts j the leaves of both refemble thofe 
of flags, but the flowers are fmaller, and their 
clufters more numerous ; in one kind they are 
yeUow, and in the other a deep red. Of the 
leaves of thefe plants, with very little prepara-^ 
don, they make all their common apparel ; and 
of thefe they make alfo their flrings, lines, and 
cordage for every purpofe, which are fo much 
ftrong^r than any thing we can make with hemp^ 
that they will not bear a compariibn. From the 
fame plant, by another preparation, they draw 
long (lender fibres which Ihine like filk, and are 
as white as fnow : of thefe, which are alio fiir- 
prifingly ftrong, the finer clothes are made; and 
of the leaves, without any other prq)aration than 
fplitting them into proper bre:idths, and tying 
^he ftrips together, they make their fifliing nets ; 
fbme of which, as I have before remarked, are 
-of an enormous fize.

from the flaore 5 and perhaps that may really be 
the cafe with refped to the country behind Po* 
vcrty Bay, and the Bay of Plenty, where the 
Inhabitants appeared to be more numerous than 
in other places. But we had reafon to believe, 
itiai, in general, no part of the country but the 
fea coaft is inhabited ; and even there we found 
the people but thinly fcattered, all the wcftern 
coaft from Cape Maria Van Diemen to Mount 
Egmont being totally defolate; fo that upon the 
Avhoie the. number of inhabitants bears no pro* 
portion to t'he extent of country. 
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^ Defcription of the MjobitantTj their 
; iiialiafUf Appdrel^ Onktmentrf Paod^ 
€o$Iuryy md Manner of Life. 

Tti E ftacure of the men in general Is equal 
to the krgcft of thoie ki Europe : they are 
ftout, vwll ItmW, and fiefl^'^ but not fat, like 
the lazy and luxurious inhabitants- of the idand^ 
in the South Seas : they arr alfo exetfedingly vi- 
gorous and aftive • and have ah adroitfiefs, and , 
manual dexterity in an unGomcnoa degree^ 
which are difcoveted ki whatever they do. I 
have ken the ftrokes of fifteen paddles on a fide 
in one of their canoes made with incredible 
qmckneft, and yet with fuch nriintree exa&neft j 
of time, that all the rowers feemed tabe aftua^* I 
edby^^bne common fotsL Their colour in* gtne^ • 
ral is brown ; but in few deeper than; that of a ' 
Spaniard, who has^ been expofed to the iua ; in 
many not fo deep. The women have not a 
minine delicacy in thek appearance, but their | 
voice is remarkably foft ^ and by that, the drefr 
ef both lexea being the fame^ they are princi^ 
pally diikinguiibed : they have, however, like 
the women of other countries^ more mry cheer* 
'4 fukc^ 
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f«|ji«fs, and a greater flow of animal fpirits, than J7?o» 
tkc ^hcf (ex. Their hsir; both of the head and Wv-« 



beard, is black ; and their teeth extremely regu- 
Ur^ and a$ white as ivory ; the ieatures of both 
fei^CM are good ; they feem to enjoy high health, 
and we faw many who appeared to be of a^great 
ague; The difpofition^ both of 'the men and 
women feemed to be mild and gentle; they 
treat each other with the cendereft afiedtion, but 
are implacable towards dieir enemies^ to wbom» * 

as I have before obferved, they never give quar- 
ter. It may perhaps, at Hrft, kem iirange» that- 
where there is fo little to be got by viftory,. 
there fhould lo often be war; and that every 
little diftrift of a country inhabited by people 
ib' mild and placid, fhould be at enmity with 
all the reft. But poHlbly more is to be gained 
by viftory among thefe people than at firft ap« ' 
pears, and they may be prompted to mutual 
hoftilitics by motives which no degree of friend* 
jQiip or aficdion is able to refift. It appears, by 
the account th^t has already been given of them, 
that their principal fopd is fiih, which can qply 
be procured upon the fca coaft; and there, in 
fufficient quantities, only at certain times : the 
tribest therefore, who live inland^ if any fuch 
there are, and even thofe upon the coall, mu(t 
be frequently in danger of periihing by famine.- 
Their country produces neither flieep, nor goats, 
nor hogs, nor cattle; tame fowls they have 
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noiie^ nor any art by which thofe that irr wild ^ 

can be caught in fufBcient plenty to ferve^ as 
prcmfion. If there are any-whofe fituatioA cuts 
them off from a fupply. rf -fifli, the only fuccc*^ 
daneum of all other' animal food, except dogSy 
they have nothing to'fupport life^ but -the ve- 
gccables that have already been mentioned, of 
lyhich the chief are fern root, 'yaois, clams, and 
potatoes: wheii by any accident thefe fail, the 
dtftrefs muft be dreadful j and even among the 
inhabitants of the codft, many tribes tnistt fre- 
quently be reduced to nearly the fame fituation, 
cither by the failure- of their plantations, or the 
deficiency of their dry ftock, during the feaibn 
when but few fife are to be caught. Thefe con- 
fiderations will enable us to account^ not onlf 
for the perpetual danger in which the -people 
who inhabit this country appear to live, by the 
care which they take to fortify every viHage, 
but for the horrid pradice of eating thofe who 
^e killed in battle ; for the hunger of Mm who 
is prefled by famine to fight, will abfdrb every 
feeling, and every fentiment which wotild re- 
train him from allaying it with the body of his 
advcrfary. It may however be remarked, that, 
if this account of the origin ot fo horrid a prac- 
tice is true, the mifchief does by no means end 
wirli the neceflity that produced itr after the 
practice has been once begun on one fide by 
hunger, it will naturally be adopted on the other 

by 
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by •reveng^^ Nor is this rail, for chough it may; 
be preiea^edi' -i^ Sornt wi{b to appear fpe- 
Cul^tive and philofophical, that whether the 
dead body of an enemy be eaten or buried, is in. 
if&l£ ^ matter p^e&ly indifferent i as it is,, 
whether the breafts and thighs of a wom^n 
Ihould be covered or leaked ; and ^that prejudice 
dnd habit only ma^e us Xhudder at the violation 
of Quilom in one ^ndan.ce, and blufli at it in the 
otber: yev having tbis a^ a point of doubtfirf- 
difputation, to be difcuffed at Jeifurq, it may 
Ikfely be affirmed, that th.e pradlice of eating 
human fieib» whatever it may be in itfelf, is re- 
latively, and in its confequences, moft pernici- 
ous^ tendii^g manifefi;ly (o eradicate ft prmci- 
pk which is the chief fecurity of human lifc^ and 
more frequently reftrains the hand of murder 
^han the fenfe of duty> or even the fear of pu* 
nifhpient. • . 

Among thofe who are accuftomed tp e^t the 
dead, death muft have loft much of its borrof } 
^d where there is little hprror at the fight of 
^eatb, there will not be much repugnance to 
kill. A fenfe of duty, and fear of punlQimcnt, 
tnay^ be more e'afily furmounted than the feelings 
<jt Nature, or thofe which have been ingrafted 
upon Natuce by early .prejudice and uniuterrupt- 
cd cuftom. The hornor of ith^ murderer arifes 
lefs from the gu^t of tl>c faft, than its natural 
.elifd; and he who has familiarifed the effedb, 

B b 3 will 
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1770. will confcqucntljr lofe much of the horror. By 
i^^l^^ our laws, and our religkm, miifder and thdt 
incur the fame punifliment, both in this world 
and the next > yct» of the muldcude who would 
deliberately fteal, there" are but very feW who 
would deliberately kill, even to procure much 
greater advantage* But there is the fttongeft 
rcafon to believe, that thofe who have been fo 
accuftomed to prepare a human body for a 
meal, that they can with as little feeling ciit up 
a dead man, as our cook- maids divide a dead 
, . rabbit for a fricalTee, would feel as little horror 
in committing a murder as in picking a pocket, 
and confequently would take away life with as 
little compunAion as property; fo that men* 
bndcr thefc circumftanccs, would be made mur- 
derers by the flight temptations that now make 
them thieves. If any man doubts whether thi^ | 
reafoning is conclufive, let him aik himfeif, ' 
whether in his own opinion he ihould not be fafer 
with a man in whom the horror of deftroving: 
life is ftrong, whether in confequence of natural 
inftinft unfubdoed, or of early prejudice^ Which 
has nearly an equal influence ; than in the power 
of a man who under any tempution to murder 
him would be reftrained only by confiderariont 
of intcreft ; for to thcfe all motives of mere ducy 
may be reduced, as they muft terminace eitho* 
in hope of good, or fear of cvii. 

The 
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The &imom md circuoiftances, haweyer, of 
tliefe fmr people, as wcU «$ tbeir #emper^ ace 
tfavouraWe to >thofc who fhall fettle as a colony 
among them* Their fituation iets them ia need 
of prote£bion, and «heir temper lendeis k eaSf 

to attach them by kindnefs ; and whatever may 

he faid in favour of a lavage iife, .among people 
mho live in lUKUrious idkoe6 upon ttie iioontjr 
of Nature, civilization would ccytaiidy he a blef- 
iing to thofe wfaom lier {>arfimoiny fcarcely fur* 

tiiflies with the bpcad of life, and who are perpe- 
tually deftroyii^g each other violencet as the 
only alternative of perilhif>g by hunger. 

But thelc people, frosn whatever «cattfe,, feeing 
inured to war, and bf habii: xoafideiinig e^ry 
Aranger as an enemy, were always difpofcd w 
. attack us when they were snot intin^idated by 
oar manifeft fuperiority« At fiift, chey had no 
notion of an^^ iuperiorky buz numbers; and 
Whea this was oo their (kle, chey confidercd all 
our expreflions of kindneis as the artifices of fear 
and cunning, to circumvent them, aad prefervc 
ourfelves^ but when they were once convinced 
of our power, after having provoked us to the 
tiie of our £ie-arcHS,. though loaded only with 
fmall fliot ; and ^f our cleroeocy^ by our for- 
bearing to make ufe of weapons fo dreadfal ex- 
cept in our defence:; they became at once friends 
ly, ,and even affeftionate, placing in us the moft 
awbounded ^xmhdence, and doing every thiag 
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which could incite us to put ^ual con&den<;e in 
them. It is alfo remarfeaMe, that ' an jriteri 
courfe was once eftablifhed betwefti us^ they 
were very rarfely detected in any d£t of diihonefty^^ 
Before, indeed* 1an'd while they cbnfidered u$ as 
enemies, who came upon their coaft only to 
make an advantage of thetn, they did not fcruple 
by any means to make any advantage of us j and 
WQuld, thereforiei, wheiv tliey had ivceived thd 
price of any thing they had offered to fell, pack 
up both the gurcbafe and the purchaie-money 
with all poflible compofure, as fo mlich lawful 
plunder from people who. had no view but ta 
plunder them. 

I have obfrrved that our friends in the South 
Seas had npt even the idea of indecency, with r^t 
fpeft to any objeo: or any adion ; but this was 
by no means the cafe with the inhabitants of 
jNew Zealand, in whofe carriage and converfa^ 
tion there was as much modefty, referve, and 
decorum with refped to adions, which yet ia 
their opinion were not criminal, 'as are to be 
found among the politefl: people in Europe. 1 he 
women were not impregnable ; but the terms 
and manner of compliance were as* decent* as 
tho(e in marriage among us, and atcording to 
their notions, the^^agrecmcht was as innocent. 
When any of our people made an overture to 
one of their young women, he was given to iin- 
^erftand that the confent of her friends was ne«. 

cclTary^ 
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cfeflary,-' and by ^hc influence of a proper pre-i nr^ 
fenc, k was genecally obtained } but when thefe w^^^ 
preliminaries were fettledi it was alfo neeeflarf 
to treat the wife for a night, with the fame deli- 
cacy that: is here, required by the wife for life^ 
and the lover who prefiamed to take any liberties 
by which %lm wa;^ violatedy was fure to bedUap^ 
|>oinced«. » . 

, One of our gentlemen having made his ad- 
drelles to a family of the better fort, received, aa 
anfv^er, which, tranflaced into our language, ac- 
cording to the mode and fpirit of it, as well as 
the. letter, would have been exaAly in thele 
terms*: ** Any of thefe young ladies will think 
themielves honoured by your addreffc?, but you 
muit firft make me a fuitable prefent, and you 
muft then come and deep with us on Ihore, for . 
daylight mult by no mqans be..a witoefa of what 
pailes between you/* 

• I have already obferved,.that pqrfonal.clean- 
lineis they are not quite equal to our . friends at 
Otaheitc i becaulc, not having the advantage of 
fo warm a climate, they^do not fo often, go into 
'the water; but the moft difguftful thing about 
them is the oil, with which, like the lilanders, 
they anoint their hair: it. is certainly the fat 
cither of iilh or of birds, melted down, :ind 
though the .better fort have it freih, their mfcnors 
ivfe that which is rancid, and confequently are 
, 'almoft as difagrceablc to^the fin^lj a^ a Hotten- 
tot i 
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1770. tot} neither «re their heacbi free /rom vermiflL 

^ '_f tjiough wc obfcrved that they were furniiheci 
with combs, both jof bone mi woodi theft 
combs are fometimes worn ftuck upright in the 
hair as an ornameat» a fafluon which at prcfett 
prevails among the hdies of England. The 
men generally wear their beards ihort, and their 
hair tied upon the crown of the head in a bunchy 
in which they flick the feathers of v^ious bipds, 
in different manners, according to their fandesi 
fometimes one is placed on each fide of the 
temples, pointing forwards, which we thought 
made a Tory diiagreeabk appearance* The 
vomen wear their hair fometimes cropped 
ihort, and fometimes .^lowing over their ihoul* 
ders. 

The bodif s of both fexes are marked with the 
black ftains called Amoco, by the fame method 
that is ufcd at Otaheite, and called Tattowing ; 
but the men are more marked, and the women 
lels. The women in general ftaio no part of 
their bodies but the lips, though fometimes they 
are marked with finall black patches on other 
parts : the men, on the contrary, feem to add 
fomething every year to the ornaments of the 
laft, ib that fome of them, who appeared to be 
of an advanced age, were almoft covered from 
head to foot, fie&des the Amoco, they have 
marks imprefled by a method unknown to us, 

a very extraordinary kind : they ^e f urrowjs 
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of about a line deep, and a line broad, fuch as 
appear upon the bark of a tree which has been 
cut through, after a year's growth : the edges 
of thefe furrows are afterwards indented by the 
&ne method, and being perfedly black, they 
make a moft frightful appearance. The faces 
of the old men are almoit covered with thefe 

* 

marks ; thofe who are very young, black ohly 

their lips like the women 5 when they are fome- 
what older, they have generally a black patch 
upon one cheek, and over one eye, and {6 pro* 
ceed gradually, that they may grow old and 
honourable together : but though we could not 
but be difgufted with the horrid deformity 
which thefe ftains and furrows produced in the 
human face divine/* we could not but ^d^ 
mire the dexterity and art with which they were 
impreiled. The marks upon the face in general 
are fpiials, which are drawn with great nicety» 
and even elegance, thoic on one fide exactly cor- 
fefponding with thoie on the other : the marks 
on the body fomewhat refemble the foliage in 
old chafed ornaments, and the convolutions of 
fiUagree work ; but in thefe they have fuch a 
luxuriance of fancy, that of an hundred, which 
at hrft fight appeared to be exaflly the lame, no 
two were, upon a clofe examination, found to 
be alike. We obferved, that the quantity and 
form of thefe marks were different in different 
parts of the coaftj and that as the principal feat 

of 
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ol: them at Otaheite was the breech, in New 
Zealaod it was fbmedmes. the only part which, 
was free, and in general was lefs diftinguiihed 
than any other. 

The fkins of tlieie people, however, are not 
only dyed) but painted ; tor, as 1 have before 
obferved, they fmear their bodies with red oker, 
fome rubbing it on dry, and feme applying it; 
10 laige patches mixed with oil, which is always 
wet, and which the leaft touch will rub off, fo 
that the tran^rcOions of fuch of our people as 
wete guilty of ravifliing a ktis from thde bloom- 
ing beauties, were mofl: legibjy written upon 

their faces. * ' 

The drcfs of a New Zealander is certainly, to 

a ftranger at; firft fight, the molt uncouth that 
can be imagined, it is made of the leares of 
the flag, which has been defcribed among the 
vegetable produdions of this country : thefe 
leaves are fplit into three or four flips, and the 
flips, when they arc dry, interwoven with each 
other into a kind of fluff between netting and 
cloth, with all the ends, which are eight or 
nine inches -long, hanging out on the upper fide, 
like the lhag or thrumb mates, which we Ibme- 
vmts ke lying a paflage. Of this cloth, if 
cloth it may be called, two pieces fcrve for a 
complete drefs ; one of them is tied over their 
Ihoulders with a firing, and reaches as low as 
the' knees i to the end of this firing is fafl;ened % 

bodkiq 
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bodkin of bonc^ which is eafily pafied through JTTo* 
any two parts of this upper garment, fo as ta ui^^^- 
tack them together ; the other piece is wrapped 
round the waill, and reaches nearly to the 
ground the lower «garmtDt, however, is wora 
bf the men ^nly upon particular occsfions $ bat 
rfiey wear a belt, to which a ftnng is fattened, 
foir a Tery fingular ufe, * The inhabitants of ihe 
South Sea iflands-ffit up the prepuce fo as. to 
prevent it from covering the glans of the penis, 
but theie people, on the contrary, bring the 
prepuce over, the glans, and to prevent it from 

being drawn back by the contraction of the part, 
they tie the firing which hangs from their girdle^ 
found the end of it. The glans indeed feemcd 
to be the only part of their body which thejr 
were folicitous to conceal, for they frequently 
threw oS all their drefs but the belt and ftnng, 
with the moft carelefs indifference, but (hewed 
manifcft figi^ of confufion, when, to gratify 
our curiofity, they were rcqucfted to untie the 
ftring, and never confented but with the utmoft 
rcludance and iliame. When they have only 
their upper garment on, and fit upon their 
^ hams, they bear fome refemblance to a thatched 
houfe i but this covering, though it is ugly, is 
' well adapted to the ule of thofe who frequently 
llecp in the open air, WiLUOUl any uihcr iheker 
txook the raia« 

But 
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V7<^ Bttt be0d€» this coarie fliag or thatcbt thef 

_ ^ have two forts of cloth, which hare an even 
iiirfacc, aad are very iogeniouily made, in the 
fiune manner with' that manufaftured bf the in- 
habicancs of South America, fome of which we 
procured at Rio de Janeiro* One ibrt is as 

Goarfe as our coarfeft canvas, and fomewhac rC"^ 
iembks it in the manner of laying the threads^ 
bot it is ten times as ftrong : the other is fdrm* 
cd by many threads lying very clofc one way; 
and a few eroding them the other, as to bind 
them together ; but thcfc are about half an inch 
afunder, fomewhat like the round pieces of cane 
matthig which are fometimes placed under tta 
difbes upon a table. This is frequently (Iriped, 
and' always had a -pretty appearance, for it 
compoied of the fibres of the fame plant, which 
are prepared i'o as to ihine like filk. It is made 
in a kind of frame of the iize of the cloth, gew 
nerally about five feet long, and four broad, 
ftcrofs which the long threads, which lie clofe 
together, or warp, are ftrained, and the crofs 
threads, or woof, arc worked in by hand, which 
muft be a very tedious operation. 

To both thcfe kinds of cloth they work bor- 
ders of different colours, in flitches, fomewhac 
like carpeting, or rather like thofe ufed in the 
famplars which girls work at fchool. Thefe 
borders are of various patterns, and wrought 
with a neatnefs, and even an elegance, which,

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#Niiidering they have no needle^ ifr iurprizlng : 

but the great pride of their drefs confills in the 
Air of their dogSy which they ule with iuch caeocK 
AOflny tiMt they cut it kicoftripes^ and frr-dim* 
TOon^ their cloth at a df (lance from each other* 
whkh is ft ftrotig proof that dogs are not plenty; 
among them ; thcfe ftrlpes are alio of difFer^rvt 
colours, and difpofed as tojuroduce a pkaliAg' 
€tketi We faw fome diHsffis thin wett adorned> 
with feathers inftead of fur, but riiefc were not 
totasAon^ andf if^ law one thai was merely €o^< 
ifetvit wit^ cbe ftathbs of the pai^ 

-The drefs of she man wfe> wa& killed, whea 
we firft went afliore in Porerty Bay, has bem 

defcribed already ; but we law the fame drefs 
only once more during our.ftay i^poo the coaft» 
and diat was in Queen Charlotte''s Sound 

The women, contrary to the cuftom of the 
fcx in general, iemei to afied dreft rather left 
than the men; their hair, which, as I have ob- 
lerved before, is generally cf opt fliotc, is never 
tied upon the top of the head when it is fuffered 
to be long, nor is it ever adorned with feathers; 
Their garments were made of the fame mate* 
rials, and in the fame fortOy as thofe of the 
ether fex, but t.he lower one was always bound 
faft round them, except when they went into 
the water to catch lobilers, and thea they took! 
great oure not to be feen by the nien. Some of 
us happening one day to land upon a fmall

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ifland in Tolaga Bajr^ we -futpxifed fevcral 

theii) at this employment ; and the challe Dia- 
-with her nytnph^ cquld iK>t have dikov^red 
siore GOttfufieia and diftrefs - at the %ht of Ac- 
tfSW^i than chefe. women expreiled upon ouc ap* 
pmaich. ^ame^of thecn hid , themielyes anfcnig. 
the rocks, and theffcffc aoacbed down ki the fea 
till they had made tbci^felves a girdle and aproa 
of fttch weeds as the^ c^uld find, ,aiid when they 
came out, even with this veil, we could per- 
ceive that their modefty fufiered; much pain by 
our prcfences. The gtrdle and apron which 
they wear in comtnoj^ iuve been mcnuoned be^ 
fore. 

Both fexes bore their cars, and by ftretching 
tbem the hoks become large enough to admit k 
finger at leall. In thtie holes they wear orna- 
ments of various kinds, doth, feathers, bones 
of i^ge hirds^ and even fometimcfs a ftick of 
wood i and to thefe receptacles of finery they 
generaliy applied the nails which we gave tbem, 
and every thing which it was poffible they could 
contain. The women fometimes thruft through 
them the down of the albatrofs, which Is as 
white as fnow, and which, fpreading before and 
behind the hole in a bunch almoft as big a^ t))e 
fift, makes a very fingular, and however 11 range 
it may be thought, not a diiagrccablc appear* 
ance. Befides the ornaments that are thruft 
tiiLougu the hole:) of the ears, many others arc 

fufpended 
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fu^ended to them by firings; fuch as cbifleb ' 

or bodkins made of green talc, upon which 
they fet a higb value, the nails and teeth of 
their deceafed relations, the teeth of dogs, and 
every thing clfe that they can get^ which tbcy 
diink either curious or valuable. The women 
alfo wear bracelets and anclets, made of the 
bones of birds, fiiells^. or any other lubitances 
which they can perforate and firing upon a 
thread. The tnca had fometimes hanging to a 
ftriftg, which went round the neck, a piece of 
green talc, or whalebone, fomewhat in the lhape 
of a tongue, with the rude hgure of a man carv- 
ed upon it I and upon this ornament they fet a 
high value. In one inftance, we faw the ghlUe 
thac divides the noftrils, and called by anato« 
mifts, the fiptum nafi^ perforated, and a feather 
thrufi through the hole, which projei^d on cadi 
fide over the cheeks : it b probable that this 
frightful Singularity was intended as an orna- 
ment^ but of the many people we faw, we ne» 
ver obferved it in any other, nor even a perfi> 
ration that might occafionally ierve for fuch a 
pnrpofe. . 

Their houfcs arc the moft inartificially made 
of any thing among them, being fcaredy equ^^ 
except in fize^ to an Englilh dog-kennel: they 
are ieldom more than eighteen or twenty feet 
long, eight or teii bf^^d^ and five or fix high, 
from tlie pole that runs from one end to the.

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u^, \» framing is of wood, generally flender flicks, and 
both walls and roof confiit of dry grafs and bay, 
which, it muft be confefled, is very tightly put 
together and fome are alfo lined with the bark 
of trees, fo that in cold .weather they muft affbi;d 
a very comfortable retreat. The roof is flop- 
ing, like thofe of our bar^is, and the door is at 
one end, juft high enough to admit a man, 
creeping upon his hands and knees : near the 
door is a iquaie hole, which ferves the double 
office of window and chimney, for the fire- 
place is at that end, nearly in the middle between 
the two fides : in ibme confpicuous part, and 
generally near the door, a plank is fixed, co- 
vered with carving after their manner ; this they 
value as we do apifturc, and in their eilimation 
it is not an inferior ornament: the fide-walls 
and roof projeft about two feet beyond the walls 
. at each end, fo as to form a kind of porch, in 
which there are trenches* for the accommodation 
~ of the family. That part of the floor which is 
allotted for the fire-place, is enck>fed in a hollow 
fquare, by partitions either of wood or ftonc, 
and in the middle of it the Hre is kindled* 
The floor, along the infide of the walls, is 
thickly covered with iirawj and upon this the 
family fleep. 

Fwniture. Their furnkure and implements confift of 

. but few articles, and one chefl: commonly con- 
a f tains

t^ns them all, except their provilioil-bafkets, 
the gourds that hold their frefh water, and ihd 
hammers that are ufed to beat their iern*roor^ 
which generally ftand without the dodr : fome 
rude tools, theii^ cloaths, arms, and a few fea- 
thers to ftick in their hair, make the reft of 
thck treafure. 

Some of the better fort, whofe families ate 
large, have three or four houfes enclofed within 
a court-yard, the walls of which are conftructcd 
i>f poles and hay» and ate about ten or twelve 
feet high. 

When we were on ihore in the diftrid called 
Tolaga, we faw the ruins, or rather the frame 

of a houft, for it had never been finiflled, much 
fuperior in fize to any that we law eliewhere : 
it was thirty feet in length, about fifteen ill' 
breadth, and twelve high : the fides of it were 
adorned with many carved planks, of a work« 
manlhip much fuperior to any other that we had 
met with in the country ; but for what purpofe 
it was built, or whyic was deferted, we could 
never learn. ' ; - . 

But thefe people, though in their hou&s tbsf 
are lb well defended from the inclemency" of thd 
weather, feem to be quite indifferent whether 
they have any flielter at all during their excur'^ 
fions in fearch of fern-roots and fifh, fomecimes 
ietdng up a finall (hade to windWard j and forhe-* 
times altogether neglefting even that precaution^

in the manDcr that has already been defcribed. 

The party confifting of forty or fifty, whom we 
faw at Mercury Bay, in a di&nA which the* n»» 
tlves call OpQoi age, never ereftcd the leaftfkdt* 
ter while we ftaid there, though it ibmetioMft 
rained inceflantly for £pur and twenty hours 
together. 

Foflti. jhe articles of their food have been emime- 

rated already ; the principal, which to them is 
what bread is to the inhabitants of Europe, ia 
the* roots of the fern which grows upon the hiJls, 
and is nearly the lame with what grows upon 
our high commons m England, and is called 
indifferently fern, bracken, or brakes. The 
ba:ds which ibmecimes ferve them for a iczB^ 
9te chiefly pei^ina and albacroffest wttk a ftw 
other fpecies that have been occafiooaUy men* 
tioaed in this mrram^ 
CMkcfy. Having no veilel in which water can be hcii^ 
cd, their cookery confifts wholly of baking and 
roafting. They bake nearly in the iaoie man- 
ner as the inhabitants -^:^f the South Seas, and to 
|he account that h^ been already given of theiF 
roafting, nothing need he * added, but that dm 
long ikewer or ipic to ^h^ch the 0elh is fidiened, 
|a placed (loping towiuds the fire, by letting ooa 
ftone againft the bottom of it, and fupporting 

it near the middk mxk another^ by die moving

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of which to a greater or Icfs diftancc from the '77^ 
cnd^ the <^^ce of obliquity is increaied or di- ' ' 
misiiSied at pleflfure. 

' To the flcwthward, as I have obftsrved, there

filh, except the fcanty and accidental relburcd 
which (hey may find is iea fowl and dogs $ and 
jthat fern and fi(h are not to be procured at all 
feaibnsQf the year, even at the fea fide, and 
upon the neighbouring hills, is mantfeft from 
the ftores of both that we faw laid up dry, and 

(h^ relu^buice which fome of them cxprdBfed at 
filing any part of them to us when we offered 
fo ^p\H(^hsLk them, at kail the fifli, for fea 
fkof^ f ^dd this particular feema id* confirm my 
iE>pifiion th^ this country fcarcely fuftains the 
prefent number <^ its inhabitants, who are urged 
to perpetual hoftitities by hunger, which natu- 
lUiUy proceed them to eat the dead bodies of 
ih^to who* wfsre (tain in the conteft. 

Wat^r is their univeriai and only liijuor, as 
fair as we could difoover« and if they haye really 
no n>eans of intoxication, they are, in this paf- 
focn^, i^ppy beyond any other people tbu we 
luire yet fteii or heaisd of« 

As there is perhaps no fource o£ difeafe either 
tfixkA 9r jcbfoaic, but intemperance and inac-

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people enjoy pcrie£l and uninterrupted health t 
in all our viiits to their towQ$« .Mchere young and 
old, men and women,: crowded about us, 
prompted by the fame curipfity that carried us 
to look at them, wf^ Mver: iaw a fiogle perfiui' 

who appeared to have any bodily complaint, 
nor among tbe nqmbers that we have feien nar- 
ked, did we once pepcei^ the Qighteft eruption 
upon the fkin, or any marks that an eruption 
bad left behind : at firit, indeed, obferting that 
fomc of them when they came off to us were 
marked in .patches wich 4 W'hite flpwery appear- 
ancc upon different' Jyarft 'oP their bodies^ *wc 
thought chat they were leperous. Or highly fcor- 

buticv but upon e^athihatioh -we' found, that 

.ihefe marks were owing to their having been 
wetted by the fpcay of the fea.in iheir paiiage, 
which, when it: was dried away, left the £to 

behind it in a fine white powder, 

Andthe^pnoof ofhedltb,'which we havi^ meti* 

tioned upon a former occafion, is the facility 
with which the wounds healed that had kft 
fears behind them, and that we faw in a recent 
ftate,; .when wc law the man who had been fhot 
with aisruaflcet ball through the flefhy part of bis 
^m, his wound feemed to be fq well digefted, 
^nd in fo fair a way of being perfetSiy healed, 
th«t if i had not known 'n6 applicati6ii had been 
{^1^% it^ I Ihpuld certainly have inquired^ 
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"with a very interefted curiofity, afcer the vulnc- i^?^- 
rary herbs and furgical art of the country. 

A farther proof that huqfian nature is here un- 
tainted with dileafe, is the great number of old 
men that we faw, many of whom, by the lofs of 
their hair and teeth^ appeared to be. very ancient^- 
yet none of them were decrepit, and though not 
equal to the young in mufcular ftrength, were 
not a whit behind them in cheeif ulnefs and i^i* 
vacity. . ; • . 
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CHAP. X. 

Of the Comes and Navigation of the hha^ 
* bit ants ^of Neiv Zealand \ their Tillage^ 
, Weapons f and Mufic : Owernmem, Reti^ 
gian^ and Language : With fome Heafom 
againfi the Exifience (f a Southern Qmti^ 
nent. 

THE ingenuity of thefe people appears in 
nothing more than in their canoes s they 
are long and narrow, and in fliape very much 
refemble a New England whale boat : the larger 
fort ieetn to be built chiefiy for war, and will 
carry from forty to eighty, or an hundred armr 
ed men. We meafured one lyhich lay aihore at 
Tolaga: flie was fixty-eight feet and an half 
long, five feet broad, and three feet and an 
half deep; the bottom was iliarp, with ftrait: 
iidcs like a wedge, and cor. lifted of three lengths, 
l^oUowed out to about two inches, or an inch 
and an half thick, and well faftetied together 
with ftrong pblting : each fide confiftcd of one 
eiuuFC |>la0k, ii;Kty-thfee f^etlong, ten or (welvq 
inches broad, and about an inch and quarter 
thick, and (hefe were fitted and ialhed to the 
! bottom part with great dei(teiity and ftrength, 
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A canfiderablc number of thwarts were laid 
ftom gonwale to gunwale, to which they were 

iccurciy laihed on each fide, as a (Irengthening 
to the boat* The oroao^ent at the head pro- 
jefted five or fix feet beyond the body, and was 
^bout fqur feet and an half high& the ornament 
at the ftcrn wa(s fixed upoa that end^ as the ftern* 
poft of a fhip is upon her keel, and was about 
fourteep.feet high, two feet broad, and an inch 
Aod an half thick. They both confifted of 
l^ards of carved work, of which the defign was 
much beti^r than the execntion. All their ca* 
noes, except a few at Opoorage or Mercury 
Bay, whjch were of one piece, and hollowed by 
fire» ane built after this plan^ and few are lefs 
than twenty feet long : foi?ie of the imaller fort 
have outriggers, and ibmetimes two of them arc 
joined together, but this is not common. The 
carving upon the item and head.prnaments of 
the inferior boats, which fean to be intended 
wholly for fiflung, confifts of the figure ot a man, 
with a face as ugly as can be conceived, and ^ 
monftrous tongue thruft out of the mouth, with 
the white Ihelis of fea-ears iluck in for the eyes. 
But thf canoes of the fuperior kind, which feem 
to be their men of war, are magnificently adorn* 
ed with open work, and covered with looi^ 
fciages of black feathers, which had a moft ele«^ 
gant appearance : the gi^nwale boards were alio 

^^enily canred in a grptcfque tafte, aa4 

adorned 
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adorned widi tufts of white feathers placed ttpoa 
a black ground* Of >ifible objeAs. that ate 
wholly new, no verbal defcription can convey a 
joft idea, but in piroportion as they Ptfemble 

iorn" til at are already known,- to which the mind 
of the reader muit be referred : the carvuig of 
thefe-pebpk being oiF a fingular kind, and not 
in the likeneis of any thing that is known on our 
fide of the ocean, either in the heaven above* 
or in the earth beneath, or in the waters that 
*' are under the earth," I muft refer wholly to 
the reprelentations which will be found of it in 
Plate XV. - . ' \ i . > 

« 

The paddles are fmaH, light, and neatly made $ 

the blade is of an oval fhape, or rather of a 
ihape refembling a large leaf, pointed at the 
bottom, broadeft in the middle,* and gradually 
lofing itfelf in the fhaft, the whole length being 
A6nt fix fe^c, of which the fiiaft or loom includ* 
tng the handle Is- four, and the blade two. By 
the help of thefe oars -they puih pn their boa;s 
with amazing velocity*^ • 

• In failing they are not expert, having no art 
of goih^ otherwife than before the wind: the 
fail i9*ef -noting or hiatt, which is let up be- 
tween two poles that are fixed upright upon 
eadi g;unwaile, and fenre both fior mafts and 
yards : two ropes anfwered the purpofe of flieets, 
aad were confequently faftened above ta the top 
pf each pole* . But 'cluipfy ^nd inconvenient as 

* ' ' • this 
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tfiis apparatus is, they make good way before 1770. 
the wind, and are ftecrcd by two men who fit in 
the itern, with each a paddle his hand for. 
that purpofe. 

Having faid thus much of their workmanfhip, tooU 
I (hall now give fome account of their toolsj 
they have adzes, axes, and chifTels, which ferve 
them alio as augers for the boring of holes : as 
they have no ttietiU their -zdzts and axes-'are 
made of a hard black ftone, or of a green talc, 
which is not only hard but tough ^ and their 
ckinels-of humaA bone, or fmall fragments of 
jaiper, which they chip off from a block in iharp 
angular pieces like a gun*flint. Their axes 
Value above all that they poficls, and never 
would part with one of them for any thing that 
we could give : I once otfcreci one of the belt 

axes I had in the ihip, befides a numbrr of 
other things for one of them,* but thr owner 
would not fell it from which I conciutic that 
good ones are fcarce among them. Their fmall 
tools of jafper, which are ufed in finifliing their 
niceft work, they ufe till they are blunt, and 
then, as they have no means of lharpening them, 
throw them away, * We had given the people 
at Tolaga a piece of glais, and in a ftort time 
they found means to drill a hole through it, in 
order to hang it round the neck as an ornament 
by a thread ; and we imagine the tool muft Have 
• l)een a piece pi this jafper. How they bring 

thcif 
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1 7 7^- their large tools firft to an edge, and iharpen the 
L^^lf weapon which they call PatOj>Patoo» we could 
not certainly learn 5 but probably it is by bruif- 
ing the fame fubftance to powder, andt with this, 
grinding two pieces againft each Other. 

v*tt. Their nets» particularly their fein^ which is 
of an enormous fize, have been mentioned 
fcady : one of thcfe feems to be the joint work, 
of a whole town, and I fupfioie it to be tbn 
joint property al(b : the other net, which is cir- 
cular, and extended by two or three hoops, hft» 
faeen particularly defcribedt as well as the man-. 

ncr of baiting and ufing it. Their hooks are of 
bone or ihell# and in general are iU made. To 
receive the fifli when it is caught, and to hold 
their other provilions, they have balkets of vari- 
ous kinds and dimen&>ns« very neatly made of 
wicker-work. 

TiBaie. Xhey excel in tillage^ a& nii^t naturally be 
expefied where the perlbn that fows is to eat the 
jNTodugCs and where there is io little bcfide^ 
that can be eatqi ; when we firft came to Ta^ 

CAD 00, a diftridt between Poverty Bay and Eaft 
Cape, their crops were cqveredr and had 
not yet begun to fppout-, fhe mould was as 
fmooth as in a garden, and every root liad its 
ioiall hiUock, ranged in a regular qu'mcyn3i by 
lines, which with the pegs were ftill remaining 

ki the field. We bad not a^ ofiptrtunky 10 iee 

any of theie huroandmcn work, but we fiiw 

what 
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what ferves them at once ibr fpade and plough : 1770. 
this mftrufnent is nothing more than a long nar« i_ -^r^ _ 
row ftake Iharpened to an edge at one end, with 
a &oit piece faftened tranfverfely at a lictle 
diftance above it, for the convenience of prcC- 
fuig'ic down with the foot. With this they tura 
«p pieces of ground lix or fevcn acres in extent, 
though it is not more than three inches broad j 
but as the foil is light and fandy ic makes little 
refiftance. 

' Tillage, weaving, and the other arts of peace« 
Ssern to be beft known and moft praftifed in the 
northern part of this country ; for there is little 
appearance of any of them in the South : but 

the arts of war fiourlfli equally through the 
whole coaft. 

Of weapons they have no great variety, but WeapoM, 
fuch as they have are well fitted for dcftrudtion 5 
they have fpears» darts, battle-axes, and the 
Patoo-Patoo, The fpear is tourccen or fifteea 
feet long, pointed at both ends, and fometimes 
headed with bone: thefe arc grafped by the 
middle, fo that the part behind balancing th^t 
before^ make^ a pufli more difficult to be parri- 
ed, than that of a wenpon which is held by the 
end. The dart and other weapons have been 
ittfficiently defcribed already; and it hw alfo 
been remarked, that thefe pedple have neither 
Uiog nor bow. They throw the dart by hand, 
ud fo they do ftoncs j but darts and ftones arc 

feldom 
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1770. fcldom ufed except in defending their forts. 
^^-_t Tlieir battles, whether in boats or on Ihore, are 
generally hand to hand, and the flaughter muft 
confcquendy be great, as a fecond blow with 
any of their weapons is unneceflary, if the firfl: 
takes place : their trull, however, leems to be 
principally placed in the Patoo-Patoo, which is 
fattened to their wrifts by a ftrong fh-ap, left it 
ihouid be wrenched from them, and which the 
principal people generally wear fticking in their 
girdles, confidering it as a military ornament, 
and part of their drefs, like the poinard of the 
Aiiatic, and the fword of the European* They 
have no defenfive armour; but, befidcs their 
weapons, the Chiefs carry a fiaff of diftioftion^ 
in the fame manner as our officers do the fpon- 
toon : this was generally the rib of a whale, 
as white as fnow, with many ornaments of 
carved work, dog's hair, and feathers^ but 
fometimes it was a ftick, about .fix leec 
long, adorned in the fame manner, and inlaid 
with a Ihcli like mother-of-pearl. Thofe who 
bore this mark of diftin&ion were generally 
old, at leaft paft the middle age, and were 
alfo more marked with the Am^co than the 
reft. 

One or more perfons, thus diftinguilhed, al- 
ways appeared in each canoe, • when they came 

to attack us, according to the fixe of it. When 
they came within about a cable's length of the 

Ihip, 
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fliip, they ufed to flop, and the Chiefs rifing , 
from their feat, put on a drefs which feetned 
appropriated to the occafion, generally of dog's 
fkin, and holding out their decorated ftaff, or 
weapon, direded the reft of the people what 
they fhould do. When they were at too great 
a diftance to reach us with a lance or a ftone^ 
they prefumed that we had no weapon with 
which we could reach them ; here then the de- 
fiance was given, and the words were almoft 
univerlally the fame, Haromai^ harmaiy harre 
uia a PatoO'Patoo oge : " Come to us, come on 
^ (hore, and we will kill you all with our Patoo- 
<« Patoos." While they were uttering thefe 
menaces they came gradually nearer and nearer, 
till they were clofc alongfide ; talking at inter- 
vals in a peaceable ftrain, and anfweiing any 
queftions that we afked them ; and at intervals 
renewing their defiance and threats, till being 
encouraged by our apparent timidity, they begaa 
their war-fong and dance, as a prelude to an at- 
tack, which always followed, and was fome- 
times continued till it became abfolutely nece& 
fary to reprefs them by firing fome fmalMhot; 
and iometimes ended after throwing a few ftones 
on board, as if content with having ofFered us an 
infult which we did not dare to revenge. 

The war-dance confifts of a great variety of 
violent motions, and hideous contortions ot the 
limbs, during which th^ countenance alfo per- 
forms 
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•?70. forms its part: the tongue is frequently thruli 
.p out to an incredible kngth, and the eye-lidi ib 
forcibly drawn up, that the white appears both 
above and below, as well as on each (ide of the 
iris, fo as to form a circle round it $ nor is any 
thing ncgkftcd that can render the human fhape - 
frightful and deformed : at the fame time tl^y 
brandifli their fpears, ihake their darts, and 
cleave the air with their Pacoo-Patoos. This 
horrid dance is always accompanied by a fong ; 
it is wild indeed, but not difagreeable, and every 
ftrain ends in a loud and deep figh, which they 
utter in concert. In the moaons of the dance, 
however horrid, there is a ftrength, grmnefs, and 
agility, which we eould not but behold with 
admiration ^ and in their fong they keep time 
with fuch exa£lnels, that I have often heard 

above an hundred paddles ftruck again ft the 
fides of their boats at once, fo as to produce 
but a fingle found, at the divifions of their 
mufic. 

A. fong not altogether unlike this, they (bme* 

times fing without the dance, and as a peaceable 
amufement: they have alfo other fongs which 
are fung by the women, whofe voices are re- 
markably mellow and foft, and have a pleafing 
and tender effed % the time is flow, and the ca* 
dence mournful ; but it is conduced with more 
tafte than could be expeded among the poor 
ignorant favages of this half defolace country % 
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e/peciaJly as it appeared to us, who were none 

of us much acquainted with mufic as a fcience, 
to be ibng in parts } it was at leafl; fung hy many 
voices at the lame time. 

They have fonorous inilruments, but they 
can ftarcely be calkd inftrUments of mufic ; one 
is the Ihell, called the Triton's trumpet, with 
which they make a iioife not unlike that which 
our boys fometimes make with a cow's horn J 
the other is a fmali wooden pipe, refembling a 
child^s nine-pin, only much fmaller, and in this 
there is no more mufic than in a pea-whiltle. 
They feem fendbie indeed that thefe inllruments* 
are not mufical ; for we never heard an attempt 
to fing to them, or to produce with them any 
iheafured tones that bore the leaft tefemblance 
to a tune. 

To what has been already faid of the practice 
of eating human fie(h, I (hall only add, that in 

almoft every cove where we landed. We found 
fle(h bones of men near the places where fires 
had been made ; and that amOng the heads that 
were brought On board by the old man, fome 
Ibemed to have falfe eyes, and ornaments ill 
their ears as if alive. That Which Mr. Banks 
bought was. fold with great rcluflance by the 
pofleiTor : the head was manifeilly that of a 
young perfon about fourteen or fifteen years ot 
dge, an^by the contufions on one fide appealed 
to have received many violent blow§, and in- 
V0L.III. Dd deed 
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1770. deed a part of the bone, near the eye was want-- 

ing. Thefc appearances confirmed us in the 
opinion that the natives of this country give no 
quarter, nor take any prifoners to be killed and 
eaten at a future time, as is laid to have been a 
practice among the Indians of florida: for if 
prifoners had been taken, this poor young crea- 
ture, who cannot be iuppofcd capable of mak- 
ing much refiftance, would probably have been 
one, and we knew that he was killed with the 
reft, for the fray had happened but a few daya 
before. 

■ 

The towns or Hippahs of thefe people, which 
are all fortified, have been fulEciently defcribcd 
already, and from the Bay of Plenty to Queen 
Charlotte's Sound they feem to be the conftant 
refidence of the people : but about Poverty Bay, 
Hawkc's Bay, Tegadoo, and Tolaga, we faw no 
Hippahs, but fingle houies fcattered at a di£> 
tance from each other ; yet upon the fides of 
the hills there were ftages of a great length, fur* 
nifhed with ftones and darts, probably as re*, 
treats for the people at the la£t extremity, as 
upon thefe ftago^ a fight may be carried on with 
much advantage againft thofe below, who may 
be feached with great effeft by darts and ftones, 
which it is impofiibk for them to throw up with 
equal force. And indeed the forts themfelves 
ieem to be no farther ferviceable than by enabling 
Uie pofl^ors to repreis a fudden attacks for as 

there 
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Aett ij nafupply of water within the lines, it f77o. 

would btf impolFiblc to iuilain a Ikge. A con- \_ ^ 
fiderabk itock of fern-root and dry*iiib is indeed 
laid up in them; but thef may be referred 
againft fcafons of fcarcity, and that fuch feafons 
there are, our obfervations left us no room to 
doobt; belides, while an enemy Ihould be 
prowling in the neighbourhood, it would be eafy 
to fnatch a fupply of water from the fide of the 
hill, though it would be impoiuble to dig up 
fern root or catch fiih. 

In this diftrift, however, the people Iceihed td 
live in a itate of confcious fecurity, and to avail 
themfelves of their advantage : their plantations 
were more numerous, their canoes were more 
decorated^ and they had not only finer carvings 
but finer clothes. This part of the toafl: alfb 
was much the moil populous, and pplTibly their 
apparent pisace and plenty might arUe from their 

being united under one Clnef, or King lor the . 
inhabitants of all this part of the country told us, 
that tlicy were the fubjeftr of Teratii : whcii 
they pointed to the refidence of this Prince, it 
was in a direflSon which we thought inland i but 
which, when we knew the country better, we 
found to be the Bay of Ir'ienty. 

It is much to be regretted that We were oblig- 
ed to leave this country without knowing any 
thing of Teratu bu< his name. As dn Indian 
monarch, his territory is certainly extcnfive: 

D d a he 
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1770. he was acknowledged from Cape Kidnappers to 
the northward^ and. weftward as far as the Bay 
of rienty, a length of coaft upwards of eighty 
leagues ; and we do not yet know how much 
farther weftward his dominions may extend. 
Poffibly the fortified towns which we faw in the 
Bay of Plenty may be his barrier ; efpeciaily as 
at Mercury Bay he was not acknowledged, nor 
indeed any other fmgle Chief : for wherever we 
landed) or fpoke with the people upon that coaft* 
they told us that we were at but a fmall diftance 
from their enemies. 

In the dominions of Teratu we faw feveral 

fub9rdinate Chiefs, to whom great refped was 
paid, and by whom juftice was probably admi- 
niftered ; for upon our complaint to one of them, 
of a theft that had been, committed on board the 
Ihip by a man that came with him, he gave him 
feveral blows and kicks, which the other receiv- 
ed as the chaftifement of authority, againft which 
no refiftance was to be made, and whtch he had 
no right to rcfcnt. Whether this authority was 
polTefTed by appointment or inheritance we 
could not learn; but wc obferved that the 
Chiefs, as well here as in other parts, were elder- 
ly men. In other parts, however, we learnt 
that they poffeffed their authority by inherit- 
ance. 

The little focieties which we found in the 
fouthern parts feemed to have feveral things ia 

commoi^ 
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common, particularly their fine clothes and fiih* j77o* 
ing nets. Their 11 clothes, which poflibly Ui-y-o 
/night be the Ipoils of war, were kept in a fmall 
hut) which was ere&ed for that purpoie in the 
middle of the town : the nets we faw making in 
almoft every houfe, and the feveral parts being 
afterwards coUeAed were joined together. Lefs 
account fecms to be made of the women here 
than in the South Sea iilands $ fuch at leafl: was - 
the opinion of Tupia, who complained of it as 
an indignity co. the lex. We pbferved that the 
two fexes eat together ; but how they divide 
their labour we do not certainly know. I am in- 
clined to believe that the men till the ground, 
make nets, catch birds, and go out in their 
boats to iiili ; and that the women dig up fern 
roots, colleft lobfters and other (hell filh near 
the beach, drels the victuals, and weave cloth : 
fuch at leaft were their employments when we 
had an opportunity of obferving them, which 
was but feldom ; for in general our appearance 
made a holiday wherever we went, men, women, 

and children, flocking round us, eirher to gratify 
their curiofity, or to purchafe lome of the valu- 
able merchandife which we carried about with 
us, confining principally of nails, paper, and 
broken glais. 

Of the religion of thefe people it cannot be Reunion, 
fuppofed that we could learn much \ they ac- 
knowledge the influence of fuperior beiqgs^ one 

D 4 3 of 
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of whom is fuprecne, and the reft fubordioate § 
and gave nearly the fame account of the origtii 
of the world, and the production of mankind, 
a& oi^r fricijuis in Ot^heite : Tupia» however, 
feemed to baye a much more deep and extenfive 
Hoowiedge of t^efe fubjcfts than any of the 
people here % ai^d whenever he was diippM to 
inftrud them, which he fometimes did in a long 
f]iXcovKf<?t he vf^ fure of a numerous audience, 
who liftened in profound iilence, with fuch re- 
verence aiid attention, that we could not but 
wilb. th(pm ^ bietter teacher. 

What homage they pay to the deities they 
stckiayowledge we could not learn ^ but we faw no 
place of public worfiup, like the Morais of the 
South Sea iflands : yet we faw, near a plantation 
f»f fw^et: potatoes, ^ fmall area, of a fquare 
figure, furroundcd with ftone^, in the middle of 
which one of the iharpened ftakes which they ufc 
^s a Ipade was iet up, and upon it was hung a 

balket of fern roots : upon inquiry, the natives 
^old us, th^t it was an oftering tq (he gods, b|r 
which the owner hoped to render them propi* 
pQus^ and obtai;). a pliei>tiful crop. 

As to their manner of difpofmg of their dead, 
we could form no certain opinion of it, for the 
accounts that we received by no means agreed* 
in the northern parts, they told us that they 
buried them in the ground ; and in tlie ibuthern, 
|hat thejr threw them into the fea : it is however 

certaii^ 
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certain tbac we law no grave in the country^ ^nd 
thai: they affefled to conceal every thing relating, 
to their dead witli a kind of myilerious fecrecy. 
3ut whatever may be the fepulchre. the living 
are themlelves the motiumems ; for we faw 
Icarcely a lingle perfon of either fex whofe body 
was not marked by the fears of wounds which 
they had inflifted upon themfclvcs as a teftimony 
of their regret for the iofs of a relation or friend: 
fome of thefe wounds we faw in a ftate fo re- 
cent that the blood was fcarccly (launched, 
which ibows that death had been among them 
while we were upon the coail^ and makes ic 
more extraordinary that no funeral ceremony 
fliould have fallen under our notice : fome of 
the fears were very large and deep, and in many 
iniiancea had greatly disfigured- the face. One 
monument indeed wc oblerved of another kind, 
the crofs that was fet up near Queen Charlotte's 
Sound. 

Having now ^ven the beft account in my 

power of the cuftoms and opinions of the inha» 
bitants of New Zealand, with their boats, netK, 
furniture, and drefs, I rtiall only remark, that 
the HmUitude between thefe pafticulars here and 
in the South Sea iflands is a very ftrong proof 
that the inhabitants have the fame origin i and 
that the common anceftors of both, were na- 
tives of the fame country. They have both a 
tradition that their anceftors, at a. very remote 
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period of time; came from another country «, 
and, according to the tradition of both, that the 
name of that country was Hjeawije ; but the fi- 
militude of the language feems to put the matter 
altogether out of doubt. I have already ob- 
ferved, that Tupia, when he accofted the people 
here in the language of his own country, was 
perfedly underftood.; and I fiiall give a fpeci* 
men of the fimilitude by a lift of words in both 
languages^ according to the dialed: of the 
northern and fouthern iflands plF which New 
Zealand confifts, by which it will appear tl^at 
the language of Otaheite does not differ more 
from that of New Zealand, than the language of 
f he two iflands from each other.

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1770. By this ipeciaieii» I think it appears to dr^ 

monftration that the language of New Zealand 
and Qtaheite is radically the faaie. The lan- 
guage of the fiorcherii and fouthern parts of 
New Zealand differs chiefly in the pronuaciation, 
as the fame £nglifl& word is pronounced fjoU in 
Middlefex, mdgiSfe in Yorkflim: and «s die 
fouthern and northern words were not written 
down by the fame perfon, one might poffibly 
life more letters to produce the fame found than 
the other. 

I muft alfo obferve^ that it is the genius of 

the language, efpecially in the fouthern parts, 
to put ibme article before a noun, as we do tie 
or } the articles uied here were genera^ be or 
to: it is alio common here to add the i^d oeia 
after another word, as an iteration, efpe^&Uy if 
it is an anfwer to a queftion ; as we fay,-^ //r- 
Jiedf to be Jure^ really^ certainly : this fooiS^tioies 
led our gentlemen into the formation of .^ni^ 
of an enormous length, judging by the ear on« 
ly, without being able to refer each foui^4ntt> 
its fignification. An eidui^lc wUl make tluB 
perfectly undcrftood. 

In the Bay of Iflands there is a remarkable 
one, called by the natives Matuaro. One of 
our gentkmea having afked a native die name 

of it, he anfwered, with the particle, Kematu- 
aro\ the gentleman hearing the found imper* 
feAly, repeated his queftion, and the Indian 

repeating 
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ivpeating his anfwer^ added ceiOt which made 

the word Kematuarooeia \ and thus it happened 
that in the log book I found Matuaro transform* 
ed into Cumettiwarroweia : and the fame traof* 
formation, by the lame means, might happen to 
an Englilh word. Suppofe a native of New 
Zealand at Hackney church, to inquire " what 
^' village is this ?" the aniwer would be, ** it is 
Hackney fuppofe the queftioa to be repeated 
with an air of doubt and uncertainty, the an- 
fwer might be " it is Hackney mdeed," and the 
New Zealander, if he had the ufe of letters, 
would probably record, for the information of 
his countrymen, that during his refidence among 
us he had vifited a village called " Ityfhakneein- 
dede/' The article ufed by the inhabitants of 
the South Sea iflands, inftead of be or is to 
or ,but the word ceia is common to both ; and 
when we began to learn the language, it led us 
into many ridiculous miftakes. 

But fuppofing thefe iflaod;$, and thofe in the 
South Seas, to have been peopled originall/ 
from the fame country, it will perhaps for ever 
remain a doubt what country that is : we were, 
however, unanimoufly of opinion, that the 
people did not come from America, which lies 
to the eaft ward ; and except there ihould a^ 
pear to be a continent to the fouthward, in a mo- 
derate latitude, it will follow that they came 
from the weft ward* 

Thus 
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Thus far our navigation has certainly been . 

unfavourable to the notion of a fouthcrn con- 
tinent, for it has fwept away at leaft three- 
fourths of the pofuions upon which it has been 
founded. The principal navigators, w{iofe au- 
thority has been urged on this occafion, arc Taf- 
man, Juan Fcrnandes, liermite, the commander 
of a Dutch fquadron, Quiros, and Roggewein ; 
and th;;, track of the Endeavour has demonftrat* 
ed that the land leen by thefe perfoDs, and fup- 
pofed to be part of a continent, is not fo ; it has 
alfo totally fubverted the theoretical arguments 
which have been brought to prove that the 
exiftence of a fouthern continent is necefTary to 
preferve an equilibrium between the two bemi- 
fpheres i for vpon this principle what we hav^ 
already proved to be water, would render the 
fouthern hcmifphere too light. In our route to 
the northward, after doubling Cape Horn, when 
we were in the latitude of 40^\ our lonoritude 
was I lo^ } and in our return to the fouthwarc!, 
after leaving Ulietea, when we were again in 
latitude 40^, our longitude was 145^ ; the dif- 
ference is 35®. When we were in latitude 30® 
die difference of longitude between the two 
tracks was 2 1 ^, which continued till we were as 
bw as 20"^ \ but a fingle view of the chart will 
convey a better idea of this than the moft minute 
defcription : yet as upon a view of the chart it 
will appear that there is a large fpace extending 
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quite to the Tropics, which neither we, nor any 

other navigators to our knowledge have explor- 
ed) and as there will appear to be room enough 
for the Cape of a fouthern continent to extend 
northward into a low fouthern latitude, I fliall 
give my reafon for believing there i$ no Cape, o£ 
any fouthern continent, to the northward of 40^ 
fouth, 

Notwithftanding what has been laid down by 

fome geographers in their maps, and alleged 
by Mr. Dalrymple, with refped to Quiros, it 
is improbable in the higheft degree that he faw 
to the foutluvard of two iflands, which he dif- 
covered in latitude 25 or 26, and which I fup* 
pofc may lie between the longitude of 1 30^ and 
140^ W. any figns of a continent, much Icfs 
any thing which, in his opinion, was a known 
or indubitable fign of fucli l^nd j for if he had, 
he would certainly have failed fouthward in 
fearch of it, and i£ he had fought, fuppofing 
the figns to have been indubitable, he muft have 
found: the difcovery of a fouthern continent 
was the ultiniate objeft of Qiiiros's voyage, and 
no man appears to have had it more at heart ; 
fo that if he was in latitude 26^ S. and in Ion* 
gitude 146** W., where Mr. Dairy mple has 
placed the illands he dilcovered, it may fairly 
be inferred, that no part of a fouthern continent 
extends 19 that lacicude*

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i77o- It will, I think, appear ^ith equal cvidenccf 
■^V-^ from the accounts of Roggcwein's voyage, that 
between the loi^gitudes of 130^ arid i50*W» 
thete is no main land to the northward of 3 5* 
S» Mr. Hngre, in a treatife , concerning the 
traiifit of Venus, which he went out to obferve, 
has inferted an extrafl of Roggewein's voyage, 
and a map of the South Seas ^ and for reafon§ 
which may be feen at lat-ge in his work, fup- 
pofes hina, after leaving Eaiter Ifland^ which lie 
places in latitude 28 4- S. longitude 123^ W., to 
have ileered S. W. as high as 34*^ S. and after- 
wards W> N. W.; and if this was indeed his 
route, the proof that there is no main land to 
the northward of 35*" S. is irreiragable, Mr. 
Dafarymple indeed fuppofes his route to have 
been different, and that from Eafter Ifle he 
fleered N. W. taking a courfc afterwards very 
littte diflerent from that of La Maire ; but I 
think it is highly improbable that a man, who 
at his own requeft was lent to difcover a 
foutliern continent, flioiiid take a courfe in which 
La Maire had already proved, no continent 
could be found : it muft however be confe0ed, 
that Roggewein's track cannot certainly be af« 
certained, becaule in the accounts that have been 
publifhed of his voyage, neither longitudes nol* 
latitudes are mentioned. As to myfelf I faw 
nothing that I thought a fign of land in my 

route 
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toute either to the northward, fouthward^ or weft- 

ward, till a few days before I made the eaft coafl: 
of New Zealand : I did indeed frequently fee 
large flocks of birds, but they were generally 
fuch as are found at a very remote diftance from 
any coaft i and it is alfo true that I frequently 
faw pieces of rock-weed, but I could not infer 
the vicinity of land from thefe, becaufe I have 
been informed, upon indubitable authority, -that 
a confidcrable quantity^ of the beans called ox tfts^ 
which are known to grow no where but in the 
Weft Indies, are every year thrown up on the 
coaft of Ireland^ which is not lefs than twelve 
hundred leagues diftant. 

Thus have I given my rcafons for thinking 
that there is no continent to the northward of 
latitude 40^ S. j of what may lie farther to the 
fouthward than 40^ I can give no opinion ; but 
I am fo far from wifliing to difcourage any fu- 
ture attempt, finally to determine a queftion 
which has long been an objeft of attention to 
many nations ; that now this voyage has reduced 
the only poffible fcite of a continent in the 
fi}Uthem hemifphere, north of latitude 40^, to 
lb fmall a fpace, 1 think it would be pity to 
leave that any longer unexamined, cfpcdally as 
the voyage may turn to good account, befides 
determming the principal queftion, if no con- 
tuient Ihould be found, by the dilcovcry of 
new ifland^ in the Tropical regions, of which 
* there 
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there is probably a great number, that no Eu- 
ropean vedfel has ever yet vtfited. Tupia from 
time to time gave us 'an account of about one 
hundred and thirty, and in a chart drawn by his 
own hand, he actually laid down no Icb than 
fevency-four. 
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
